Bar-witnejjes 'very much depreciates 
their ^Accounts j befdes, common Bx- 
perience teacheth us^ that B'ime alters 
Religions^ Cufioms^ Commerce^ Oeco- 
no'my, 5 cc, in all Countries therefore^ 
as thefe Obfer'jJations are the mofl mo- 
dern^ confequenily they are the nearer 
related to the Times we live in. 

I knew a reverend Gentleman^ in 
anno 16^0. who came to Bombay in 
India, Chaplain of the Ship Benjamin, 
the^ Ship was fent^ on a Voyage to At- 
cheen, and the Streights Mallacca, 
while the Chaplain fiafd at Bombay 
and Surat, employed in his minifieri- 
al Duties.) and., in making his' ingeni- 
ous Obfervations and' Remarks, which 
he publi/bed when he returned to Eng- 
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land, for ^hich he received u ^red 
deal of ^pplaufe, and many Encomi- 
ums from fome of his Reverend Bre- 
thren^ and a particular Compliment 
from the Governors of the Church ^ yet 
I knov)^ that his greatefl Travels voere 
in Jldaps, and the Knowledge he had 
of the Countries^ any Way remote from 
the aforementioned Places, was the 
Accounts he gathered from common Re- 
port and, perhaps, thofe Reports came 
fuccejfvely to him by Second or Tlnrd. 
Hands ) for, to my certain Knowledge^ 
there were none then at Surat or Bom- 
bay that could furnijh him with any

as Sir Farncis Drake had for his ISour 
round the World 3 ,fo^ that if this Age 
has retained any Relifi for perfonal 
^ra<vels^ and new Ohfer'vations ofln- 
dia, thefe "ha/ve as good a Right to 
claim a fa^youfable Reception as any 
that ever came to Britain before them, 

- ^he reverend Traveller^ nor any that 
had rnaAe ‘Trips to India before him^ 
could, not well be acquainted 'with ma- 
ny Occurrences that have come within 
the Reach of my Obfervations ^ and^ 
/ can ' perceive fever al T'hings worth 
7toticing, they have negleSbed or leapt 
over^ either for want of Curiofity^ Lan- 
guage^ or fame other Impediments^ fo 
of them are found in this, 
they will not he unaccep^ 

But, after all, I am not fa vain, of 
fa ill acquainted with the World, to 
think, that I fhall go Scot-free, without 
CenfurOy thd my Obfervations had been

Cri- 
ticks or Cenfurers. 

My Baskin compiling this had been 
■ much lighter^ and my F erformance per^- 
haps had been Fetter^ ifCaz^etts^ and 
other ufeful publick Fapers were ufeld 
inthofe Countries where ,! travelled, or 
if 1 could ha^e ' read their dijferent 
Hiftories in their ‘various vernacular 
■Languages^ then the general Accounts 
of their '-Laws^ Religions^ Politicks^ 
dec.' material Obfervations^ had he€?i 
much fuller and 'exaHer than now they 
are, but fuch Helps ■ could not be had. 
Indeed, as to their Laws, their Kings 
or Princes being all arbitrary.^ the Law 
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is lodged In their "JBreajls^ ^ho make 
and repeal ^hen they pleafe ; but^ for 
the Eafe of the Populace^ they have na- 
tional Ctifoms and Courts to manage 
difiributive Jufice^ and that runs in 
a pretty even Chanel^ vohen it is not 
interrupted by the Prince's Order^ or 
fiopt by Bribes^ to thofe Governors or 
fudges who have the Diflribution of 
them and this is not more in Ufe a- 
mong the black Indians than among the 
white. 

Their Religions are a Complex of 
Myferies., Church-policy\ and Superf i- 
tion.^ and they arc allfafely locked up in 
their Temples, as being too holy to be 
expofed to the Vulgar, and they feldom 
appear abroad, but in a Language ge- 
nerally unknown to the Populace ; and 
the Priefls are both oAuthors and In- 
terpreters of the facred Dreams, and, 
in mofi Parts, the Prieffs have the 
Keeping of the Keys of their Hi fori es 
too •, and when they come abroad, it 
•may eafly be obferved, that a Levite 
had been trimming or tampering with

them^ for they are generally grofy be- 
daub'd ^ith Hyperboles and Fables^ and 
a little God often brought in to father 
their ln<ventions^ Hjfrmtitions^ or No-

So that -^hat Knowledge I have 
acquired or gathered^ is from the 
' much Converfe I had with the Na- 
tives of the refpeBive Countries I tra- 
velled in., or from thofe that were fa- 
* miliarly acquainted with the Religions., 
Laws, and Cuftoms of their Neigh- 
bours. 


One great Misfortune that attends 
us European H'avellers in India, is, 
the Want of Knowledge of their Lan- 
guages, and they being fo numerous, that 
one intire Century would he too foort 
a TdimeFo learn them all / could not 


find one in FSen thoufand that could 
Jpeak intelligible Englifh, tho\ along 
the Sea-coafs, the Portugueze have left, 
a Weflige of their Language, tho' much 
corrupted, yet it is the Language that 
mofl Europeans learn firfl, to qualify 
them for a general Con^oerfe with one 

b Z another. 
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another ^ as mdl as mtb the different 
hihabjta'fits India. 

Briraiiis, ^doho‘ either go njo- 
hmtarily, or are fe? 2 t to Neptune V 
Schools in our Touth, to learn Polite- 
nefs and Eloquence^ very rarely meet 
mth ApolipV bright Sons or Difciples - 
to rnjiruSi us in the Knowledge of 
Languages^ or of the State of all Na- 
tions^ but of that one we are born in^ 
and that but i'rnperfediy too. P'hat 
may he one Reafon, A/nong 'many., why 
we appear fo fimplc ajia aukward in 
drcjfmg up the Ovfer<vations we make of 
forei^'n Cou'ntries, that we travel in j 
‘ but 7 dare fay., 'no Rody will., or cam be 
fo ill-natured as to be offh'nded., whe'n he 
fees a Plowman take out his Miffris 
to da'nce a Minuet a-la-mode/ becaufc 
his P erfo'rma/nces are 'not exactly fquar- 
ed with a P)a'ncing-'maflers Fvules and 
FigU'res^ which Refedion 'makes 'me 
hope., that fns 'my Virgin Effay will 
be civilly treated by the mprejudiced

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" And now^ to animad^vert a little on

P^he theogonal and moral Parts may.^, 
without Doubt, deferve fame ferious 
Phoughts' or Attention,., becaufe every. 
[Body is, or ought [o he concerned in. 
thofe Speculations, fince they [hew fame 
Parts of their Religions and Cufioms, 
and, comparing them with the inefli- 
mable Blefjings that we enjoy by reveah 
pd Religion and rational Laws, may 
■ ' ‘ ' afford 
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afford us no /mail Sapisfa^ion^ ^hen 
rightly cmfidcred^ and that their wild 
Notions of a Deity^ overclouded with 
Suprfiition and Folly^ deferve our Pi- 
ty and Charity ; and that our Duty to- 
wards God and our Neighbour is^ by 
the Holy' Scriptures, fet before -us in 
the' brightefl Lights while theirs is to 
be groped out by the dark Glimmerings 
of very fallible Reafon j yet^ for all 
thefe p) if advantages, 1 have known 
many of them pracHfe very much Ho- 
linefs in them Lives by the Help of 
Morality^ fo that fame Animadverp- 
ons on our Advantages^ compared with 
their Dif advantages, may be, in fame 
jVLeafure, both ufeful and' delightful to 
all thinking Men, except the Atheift, 
whofe Numbers, 1 hope, are very few 
among us, and I never met with me 
in India. 

What relates to Navigation, in de- 
feribing the Seas, and Dangers lying 
in them, and the Sea-coafs, with the 
Dangers and Harbours on them, is 
purely calculated for the Ufa of my Pra-

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ternity, nsoho may ha've OcjcaJlon to na- 
vigate in thofe^Seas^ or on thofe Coajlsy 
hut to others, isoho have no Call that 
Way, they are almofi ufelefs. 

• ^he Commerce on the Continent and 
the Ijlands, mth the Account of their 
'Productions, Fertility or Sterility, are 
merely dejigned for the oAJfi/hnce of 
Strangers, Merchants or Seamen, who 
may hereafter attempt a Trade with 
the Inhabitants of them: aAnd I am 
perfwaded, that there are feveral Pla- 
ces, both on the Continent and among 
the Iflands, that ly now negleCfed by 
Europeans, that might produce a good 
advantageous Trade, if FaClories were 
fettled, and Commerce cultivated with 
the 'Inhabitants, and would yield much 
better Profits than many of the old Fa- 
ctories do at prefent, fome of which, I 
know, carry on but a very faint Trade 
for their refpeCtive Companies, that can 
hardly 'defray their little Charges: "Put 
indolent People are gen'erally wedded to 
their old Cufioms, or their crazy Ha- 
bitations, without confidering - what 
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Changes Time ?mkes^ in "^Bodies poli’- 
tick as mil as natural^ ' ‘which Dificpn- 
per is a Lethargy in Trade, and in all 
other Branches of Indufry, ‘which lean 
point out in Particulars, if Need ‘were. 

Now, as our dear Friends and 
iies have engr'ojjed all the Moliiccos or 
Spice Iflands, I can give but a fuperfi- 
dal hifloricai Account of them ; and, 
as they ‘were acquired by bloody and. bar- 
barous Indujir^, they keep and govern ■ 
them with arbitrary Violence, A poor 
Britain dares not approach them, leji 
they /meet with the FA e that fame of 
mr Country-?nen met with there for- 
'merly : A^d even an 'En^i^h. Seamarn 
cannot be employed in that Company s 
Ser vice, for fear of ?nakmg Obfervati- 
ons in Navigation ^ and' Remarks on 
Trade, that may ( fame Time or other, 
hut, God k?20ws when ) prove detrimen- 
tal to their Commerce. What I could 
learn of thofe Ifands ‘were fame cur far y 
Accounts frorn fame of my- Fraternity, 
when a. Bottle or two had opened their 
Breafs. v ‘ ' " • 
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. Tet I could ha^ve enlarged thefe Ob^ 
fer^ations, and made my "Book lock 
much bigger than it is', but^ as 1 hate 
Prolixity' myfelfj I treat my Read-^ 
er •with' what Bre^vity I can^ in every 
Part, except it be' where the Subje^ 
cannot bear too narrow a Contraction 
in its Jllufiration. 

‘ / underfiand but little of the Ufe 
pf 'the Pencil, for which Reafon 1 do

Jet^ 
fling ^Europeans at the Cape of Good 
Hope, cvith fnie hiforicai Remarks on the 
, . fndfitim Countries bet'meen the f aid Cape 
. and Cape Guardafoy^ with the inhabited J- 
, fands of that Coafi : ■ 

HE fitft European^ that fet- 
tled at Cabo de bona Bfperati- 
||{» ssa^ oi'j in Eiiglijh^ the Cape' 
^ of Good Hope, were the 

lijh, in Qaeen ElizabeW^ 
Time'; but the Natives 
fo tinfociable and indocile,- that they thought 
■fit to leave it,- A few Years after they .-had 
f - A ' ' , \dt- 
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left it, the Engliflj Eajl-india Company con- 
fidering what Importance a Port would be 
of to their Shipping, both in their outward 
and homeward bound Paifages to and from 
India, were refolvcd, to make another Trial 
for a Settlement there, and, in order to ac- 
complilh their Defign, obtained a Reprieve 
for three condemned Malefaftors, to be car- 
ried thither in order to learn the Language, to 
.fcrve for Interpreters, and to infpeti, as far 
as they could, into the Manners and Cii- 
Iloms of the Hottentots, and of the 

Produft and Commerce of the Country. 

After they had been there three Years, 
without being able to learn any of their Lan- 
guage, or to teach any of the Natives a 
Word of Englijl), a Ship was ordered, in her 
PalTage from India, to call there, to know 
what was become of thefe three Perfons, and ' 
arriving there, found them all alive, but very 
tired ‘with their Manner of living, in fo 
much that they fell on their Knees, and, 
with Tears in their Eyes, befeeched the 
Captain of the Ship to carry them back to 
-England, to receive the Punifliment due to 
their Crimes, rather than be left among the 
very Dregs of -liuman Nature, who had nei- 
ther Religion nor Laws, except what every 
Mailer of a Family preferibed, and allowed 
ihofe under his Authority to obferve and o- 
.bey. , ' ' . 

Some Years after the Experiment was 
.made on the aforefaid Criminals, an Engli/I? 

- Ship coming there for Water and Provilions, 

in 
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:in their Way homeward to Englan^^ the. 
Captain had the Guriofity to detain a Youth 
that came on board his Ship, and, being rea- 
dy to fail, carried him to England, where he 
{laid fome Years, ’clothed well after the En^ 
glijh Fafliion, and kept at School to learn 
to fpeak ' and read Englijh ; and^ when 
the Eaji-mdia Company thought him well 
enough qualified to lerve for an Interpreter, 
they fent him back to his own Country, ve- 
ry well clothed. AflToon as he appeared a- 
fliore among his Friends and Relations, he 
.pulled off his Englijh Apparel, and' put oh 
.his Country Habit, which is a Sheep’s Skin 
about his Shoulders. The Sheeps Guts ferve 
both Sexes for Bracelets-, and the Tallow^ 
mixt with Soot, is their Eo'matuini with 
'U'ihich they bedaub their woolly Heads, Fa- 
,ces and the reft of their Bodies. And wheii 
-they come on board of our Shipping to traf- 
fick their Fowls, Roots and Herbs, with our 
.Needles, Scizers, Knivesj ^c. Toys, they go 
firft to the Cook-room^ and look out • for 
fome Greafe to anoint their nafty Carcafes, 
'and' fcrape the Bottoms of the Kettles for 
:Soot, to beautify their Skins. • ' 

Notwithstanding that . they Sr e' fo 
brutal and indocile, they know the Value of 
Liberty, and ‘will by no Means be Slaves, at 
leaft to any Enroje Nations ; and, in their 
Difpofitions, are not cruel, tho’ revengeful* 

. They are not fuperftirious, for what AdorS*'' 
tion they pay, is to the Sun, and that but 
Teldom. The Country Is mountainous. The 
t - A 3. Hilif 
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Hills are flored with Deer and Sheep, black 
.Cattle, Lions, Tigers, and other voracious 
Animals. The Valiics produce good Wheat 
and Legumen, Grapes in Abundance, and 
> many other excellent Fruits, Oflriches, and 
good Fowl both wild and tame : And the 
Sea and Rivers good Store of Fillies, belides 
the Manatee, or Sea-cow. 

The Eiiglijh dcfpairing of fettling a Co- 
lony there, left it, and fettled at St. Helena, 
a very high mountainous Hand, lying be- 
tween the Coaft of Guinea and America, a- 
bout 610 Leagues North-weft half Weft from 
the Cape of Good Hope ; and the E)iitch 
Eaji-mdia Company I’ettlcd a Colony at 
Cape bona. Efperanza, by the Alliftance of 
fome Fren-ch Refugees, who have penetrated 
near; 300 EngliJlj Sdiles into the Land, and 
manure the Ground to very good Purpofe, 
it 5delding them Wines and Wheat in Abun- 
dance. The Dutch Company has a ftrong 
Fort, and a. Town on the South Side of a 
Bay, that ferves for a good Road for Ship- 
ping in all Winds, except thofe that blow 
between the North and Weft. The Englijh 
call’d generally there, in their W^ay to and 
from India^ in former. Times, for Rcfrefli- 
raents'; but .of late the white Hottentots 
will not permit the poor Britons to carry 
on ■ board their Ships any Cattle, Sheep or 
Fowls with Life in them, for the' Support 
yOr Relief of their dear Friends and Allies, 
notwithftanding the confeientious Prices we 
would willingly beftow for their Edibles. 

■ The 
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The black Hottentots would fliew the En- 
glijh much more Humanity, if the white did. 
not retrain them ; and fo I leave them, and 
proceed to the Eaflward. 

From Cape Bona Efperan&a to Nataly is 
a dangerous Sea-coaft, and little frequented, 
whether by the Unfociablenefs of the Hotten- 
tots the jinhabitants, ‘or that the Country 
produces nothing worth the Merchants ad- 
venturing thither for, I know not ; but to 
Natal I haye known fome Engltjh VelTels.go 
from India^ for Elephants "Teeth, and did 
make pretty good Voyages ; but they were 
Two Years and an Half in performing a Voy- 
age. The Country is fertil, but unwholfom. 
The Woods are thick fet with feveral Sorts of 
Trees, and Ifored with Elephants, Lions, 
Leopards, Bears, Wolves, Deer and Foxes ; 
the Rivers with Filli, Manatees and Croco- 
diles. Here lived, hi Anno X718. a penitent 
pirate, who fequeftred himfelf from his abo- 
minable Community, and retired out of 
Harm’s Way.' 

There is no Commerce on the Coaftbe- 
tween Natal and Helagoa^ I believe, for the 
fame Reafon that I gave for. the Unfrequent- 
ednefs of the Goad between the Cape of 
Good-hope and Natal ; and I .believe, the firft 
communicative Commerce, either to Natal 
or Helagoaj with the Englijh, came by Acci- 
dent; for about the Year 1683. an EngliJlj 
Ship, called the Johasma, was loft fomevyhere 
about Helagoa. The Natives, who were re- 
puted great Barbarians, Ihew’d the ftiip- 

A 3 ^vrack’4 
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wrack’d Men much more Civility and Huma- 
nity than fomc Nations that I know, who 
pretend much Religion and Politenefs, for 
they accommodated their Guefts with whate- 
ver they wanted of the Produft of their 
Countr)^ at very cafy Rates, and affifled what 
they could, to favc Part of the damaged Car- 
go, receiving very moderate Rewards for 
their Labour and Pains. Their Language was 
by Signs ; and for a few Glafs-bcads, Knives, 
Scizers, Needles, Thread and fmal} Looking- 
glafles, which they are very fond of, they hi- 
red themfelvesto carry many portable Things 
( that wci'e faved from the Shipwrack ) to a 
neighbouring Country, and procured others, 
who alfo ferved them for Guides towards the 
Cape of Good-hope^ and provided Eatables for 
their Mailers, all the while they were under 
their Conduft ; and having carried them a- 
bout 200 Miles on their Way, by Land, they 
provided new Guides and Porters for them, 
for fome of the aforefaid Trifles, who con- 
duced them, and provided for them, as the 
others had done, for 7 or 800 Miles farther, 
which they travelled in 40 Days, and fo deli- 
vered their Charge to others^ who condu- 
ced and provided for them, till they arrived 
at thp Cape ; and fome of the EiigliJJ? falling 
iick on the Way, they carried the Sick in 
Hammocks, till they either recovered or died, 
?ind out of 80 Men there were but 3 or 4 
died; but how long they journeyed before 
they arrived at the Cape, I have forgotten. 
3 ?his Account I had from one of the Travel- 
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lers. He told me, that the natural Fertility of 
thofe Countries he travelled' thro’, made the 
Inhabitants lazy, indolent, indocile and fimple. ■ 
Their Rivers are abundantly ftored with 
good Filli and Water-fowl, befides Manatees, 
oi\ Sea-cows and Crocodiles ; , their Woods 
with large Trees, wild Cattle and Deer, E- 
lephants, Rhinocerofes, Lions, .Tigers,. 
Wolves and Foxes for Game ; alfo many' 
Sorts of winged Fowl and Birds, befides O- 
ftriches. They have fome Notions of a Deity,' 
whom they worlliip with Dancing and Feaft- 
ing, for they are generally very much incli-- 
.,ned to Mirth, an Inftance whereof I’ll ven- 
ture to relate, on the Account I had from a' 
Mailer of a Ship, who went thither to trade 
m Amo viz. When they had got their 
Ship fecured in a River, the Natives aflem- 
bled in good Numbers to traffick, near the 
Place where the Ship lay : An arch Indian 
Youth, who was a very good Drummer, car- 
ried his Drum ahiore, and m a Thicket pret- 
ty near the Aifembly, beat his Drum very 
briskly, on which the Young of both Sexes 
fell a skipping, and a little after the Adult 
and Old followed their Example, fo that none 
Hood idle Spedlators ; but the Old beginning 
to tire, fome went to the' Drummer, and 
prefented him with Eggs, Fowl and Fruits, 
and intreated him to leave off, which affbon 
as he did, they all fat down again on the 
Ground, well heated. 

I faw fever.al Rhinocerofes Horns brought 
thence to Bombay ^ much longer than ever. I 

A 4 fa\y 
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faw in India or China, and one was three 
Horns growing from one Root ; the longcll 
was about i8 Inches, tlie fecond about ii. 
and thfe third about 8. but fmaller, in Pro- 
portion, than what is in India, and much 
iliarper about the Point. The Mailer of the 
forenamed Ship brought alfoa black Fowl, as 
big in the Body as a large Duck. It had a 
long, Ilraight, thick, but pointed Bill, and hol- 
low Eyes, its Legs about ix or 14 Inches 
long, but thick and Prong ; it was very vo- 
racious after Flelh or Fifli, and was an excel- 
lentFrog and Rat-catcher. APbon as he caught 
any living Game, he toffed it up about two 
Yards high, and caught it on the Point of his 
Bill, and fo repeted his ToPings till the At 
nimal died, and then greedily devoured it. 

'Between Helagoa and Mofamhique is a 
dangerous Sea-coaP, it formerly was known 
by the Names of Snffola and Cua’raa, but now 
by the Tortugucz-c, who know that Country 
beP, it is called Sena, It Pnds Dominions 
for many different Princes, for they are con- 
tented with fmall Territories. The Inhabi- 
tants are all Negroes,^ and almoP all Barbarians, 
except a few mat the Tortngfceze have con- 
verted to Popery ; and they, by their Con- 
verpon, are generally lefs humane to Enrope^ 
m Strangers than' the Barbarians. 

abounds- in Elephants Teeth and low 
Gold, of 18 or 19 Carets Finenefs ; but the 
People having Plenty of all Things conveni- 
ent for them, are very fupine. They have 
large Prong Bodies and Limbs, and are ve-^ 
' . ry 
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ry bold in "VV^ar. They’ll have Commerce . 
with none but the '^ortngueze^ who keep a ' 
few Prieits along the Sea-coafts, that over- 
aw the filly Natives, and get their Teeth and 
Gold for Trifles, and fend what they get to ■ 
Mofambiqne, 

1 have heard a Tortugueze fay, who went 
from Mofambiqtie thither, that, carrying fome 
fmall Glafs-beads ‘ of ' divers Colours for 
Traflick, the Natives made a Hole in fome 
clay Ground, which would hold as many 
Beads' as they wanted, and taking the Beads 
out of the Hole, filled it up with Gold- 
duft. He alfo told me, that for fome coarfe 
chequer’d Cloth, called Camhaya Lungies^ 
made of Cotton-yarn, the Natives would 
bring Elephants Teeth, and meafure the 
Length of a Tooth by the Cloth, and bar- 
tered the Tooth for fo much Cloth as it mea- . 
fured: But the Tortugiieze Relations are 
hardly to be credited, for if Gold and Teeth 
were fo eafily purchafed, how can they be fo 
miferably poor, as they are, every where in 
their Colonies, all over India ? 

I rather believe, that this was the Olhir 
or Tarjhijh of the Jews, whither Solomoji ient 
his Ships out of the Red Sea, than Sumatra, 
where they could not pollibly go and return 
in three Years along the Sea-coafts, which 
might eafily be efle^led to Sena. 

Mofambime is an Ifland belonging to the 
Crown of Tortugal, it is well fortified both 
by Art .and Nature, but is very unwholfom, 
in fp mpeh, that when any Reynol, or Euro~^

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fean To?'fngue^c in the King ofTortiigaVs Ser- 
vice in Iiidtay commits any capital Crime, in- 
flead of punifliing him according to their na- 
tional or martial Laws, they are baniflied to 
Mofa 7 )tbtquc^ for as many Years as the Vice- 
roy of (joa and his Council Hiall order, and 
very few ever return from their Exile, for y 
or G Years is a long Life there. It alfo ferves 
for a refrefliing Place for the • Tortugueze 
Ships, that are bound from Eii'ropc to Indict^ 
where they generally flay about 30 Days to 
recruit their Soldiers and Sea-men, ( not 
with frefli Numbers, but frclli Viftuals and 
Whores) who, by their Inadlivity and Lazi- 
nefs at Sea, contradl the Scurvy and Dropfy, 
wliich the acid Fruits and nourifliing Roots 
foon difpel. Their Ships are generally at Sea 
the whole Month of Auguft, between Mc^ 
fambique and Goa, 

The Inhabitants .of as well ns 

thofe on the Continent, are all Neg'roes, of a 
large Size, handfom, and very well limb’d, 
and make good Slaves, The King’s Ships, as 
well as private Traders, bring good Store of 
them to Lidia, both Sexes being in high E- 
fleem with the Indian Lo?'tnguez.c, both hav- 
ing Services, proper to their Sex, allotted them. 
Affoon as the Boys can fpeak a little Eortu^ 
gueze, they are baptized, and fo become ve- 
ry zealous Catholicks, fit to execute any bafe 
Defign their ghoflly Fathers fliall think fit to 
put them on ; and after Baptifm, they have 
a little Crucifix, or a Saint of Brafs or Ivoiy, 
hung about their Necks, which they are as 

fond 
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fond of, as a Monkey is of ^ young Kittea 
to play with. ‘ V,- ' . ■ 

AN D'fome that have the good Fortune to 
be young and docile, and falUnto the Hands 
of a zealous' fuperftitious Matter, are brought 
up to: Letters, and in the End come, to be 
. Prietts. ' r have . known many Goal-blaclc. 
Priefts.'about - - . ■' 

■'The Country of ’^iiloa.lies between 
fambique Mombajs, its Sea-coaft is dan- 
gerous, which admits of no. Trade but in 
Boats. The .pittance between Mofambique 
and 'Momhafs is about zxy Leagues. : , . ' 
Mombafs is alfo an Ifland that lies near, the- 
Continent, {lightly fortified by' Art, but very 
well by Nature ; it belonged' to Tortii^' 
giieze for near zoo Years, but iu Anno 1698.- 
the Miiskat Arabs took' it with very; little- 
Trouble, and put about xo ^ortugneze'ta 
the Sword, that were there to defend it, and- 
the Conquerors found a Booty of about ^oo 
Tuns of Teeth,' which was worth in India, a* 
bout' l^5ooo £/. Sterl: The Elephants of this 
Country are very large, and fo are the Men^ 
who are all Barbarians, except thofe'.who 
were near Neighbours IP ortugiioze;. 

who, for Conveniency, were baptized, and; 
became good Catholicks ; and ttnce the Ara~. 
bians are become their Neighbours, they are> 
turned Very zealous Muflulmen, which Re- 
ligion pleafes ' their Stupidity better, being, 
better adapted to their Humours, and • dear ' 
Cuftbm of Polygamy and Concubinage. ■

'1% A new Account 

Arabs^ and affords good Store of Teeth and 
Slaves for Muskat. Formerly the 
^ortuguezc^^xiAMoors from /;/('/?<?, had a Imall, 
but advancagious Trade thither, which thc^- 
Tabs envied them of, and fent a Colony about 
the Year Kjpx. and fettled there, prohibiting 
Commerce with all other Nations. The in- 
land Countries are inhabited by Barbarians, 
but' on the Sca-coafts of Mngadox^, Zcylk 
and' Tcman to Cape Gum'dafoy^ which ffretch- 
es about 330 Leagues North Eaff-ward. The 
Religion, by Law cftablilhcd, is Mahomet aUy 
yet every Country retains fomc Fragments of 
their ancient Cuftoms and Ceremonies, with 
the Traditions of their Fathers. The Ara- 
bians from Mocha^ and other Parts of Arabia 
theHajipy, who reckon themfelvcs Mahomet's 
beft Difcipics. and who have travelled much 
to teach and confirm them in their Religion 
and Philology, declare them to be the great- 
eft Schifmaticks and obdurate Hcrcticks that 
profefs the Mahometan Religion. 

, Magadoxa, or, as the To-rtugncs^c call it, 
Magadocia, is a pretty large City, about ^ 
or 3 Miles from the Sea, from whence it has 
a very fine Afpeeft, being adorn’d with many 
high Peeples and Mofques. There are fevcral 
Reafons why Merchants do not frequent it 
on -account of Traffick; one is, that a Reef 
of Rocks lies all along the Shore, about a Mile 
more or lefs from the fandy Strand, between 
which -and the Rocks it is pretty fmooth, 
and two or three Fathoms Water ; but there 
|s no River to fecure Veffels when a ftrong ’ 
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Sea Wind bloweth. The fecond Impedimenc 
is, that Violence and Robberies are fo much 
-praftifed and countenanced, that common 
Faith is not to be relied on: And I’ll give a 
very tragical Inllance of their Barbarity, vijz. 
In Aimo 1700. the En^UJh new Eaji-iiidia 
Company lent out a Ship called the Albe-' 
mark, commanded by Captain IVilliam Bea-> 
'wes'. Being bound for Surat, he had the Mif-* 
fortune to meet the Eafterly Monfoons or 
Trade-winds, fooner than he expefted. In the 
Chanel between Madagafcar ■ and the Coaft 
Ethiopia, thofe Eafterly Monfoons always 
bring ftrong Currents with them from the 
Eaftward, which check’d him over to the 
Coaft of Magadoxd, but that being a dange- 
rous Shore, he ftood over to the Iftand of Jo- 
hanna,^md was forced to harbour his Ship 
on the South-weft Side ■ of that lfland, till 
the Eafterly Monfoons were blown over, 
and in the Month of March he ventm-ed to 
put to Sea, which was too foon, becaufe the 
Currents ftill ran ftrong to the Weftward, 
and he ftanding over to the Ethiopian Coaft, 
fell in again with Magadoxa ; which, by the 
handfom Figure it made from the Sea, made 
him believe it to be fome Place of Commerce, 
and being curious to know if it -was fo or no, 
fent his Yolealhore, with his Purferand four 
Seamen, tobring Information, and gave them 
ftrid: Orders to be on their Guard, and only 
one Perfon to go aftiore’ at a Time.' When 
the Boat got over the Rocks, they anchored 
clofe to the Beech, and. the Natjives came 

from 
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:from the Town, driving Store of Cattle and 
Sheep before them for Sale. ThePurfer, be- 
ing young, and unexperienced, forgot his 
..Orders, and went alliore himfelf with three 
.of his Crew, leaving one only to flay in the 
Boat, and thofe that went afliore, were fo 
■iilly, as to leave their Fire-arms in the Boat, 
-and by the feigned Civilities that the Natives 
‘iliew Q them,- they heedlefly mingled them- 
'felves with the Natives, who, finding fo un- 
-expedled an Opportunity, hurl’d them away . 
.to the Town ; and the Boat-keeper, neither 
•hearing nor feeing what was done to his Com- 
Tades, fufFered fome Natives to come into 
the Boat, who feized him alfo, and haled 
•the Boat a good Way up on the Land. 

Those on board the Ship, faw, by their 
•Pr.ofpeftives, what. was aded afliore, and fent 
itheir other Boats, well mann’d, to try if they 
could ranfom the Captives, but in four Days 
fruitlefs Endeavours, they could never bring 
.the Natives to a Parley, and fo the Ship was 
obliged to leave them to repent of their Fol- 
,iy ; but it never came to our Knowledge in 
Indiay what became of them, or what their 
Fate was. 

Yet on the CoaFs of Zeyla and TemaUy 
.which . both terminate at Cape Guardafoy^ 
the Natives will bring off. Sheep, Goats, Hens, 
•Fifli and Fruits to fell to Shipping that fome- 
times ly becalm’d on their Sea, near the Shore. 
.The People are tall, meagre and large bon’d, 
.very fwarthy, but not quite black in their 
^Complexions 5 they are- treacherous, cruel,. 
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and avaricious in their Temper; their Ha- 
bit is a Pair of Breeches to their Ancles, or 
a Piece of coarfe Cloth about their Loyns, 
and a Gown open before, and without Sleeves, 
called a Camlin ; it is made of Camels 
Hair, or of their Sheeps Wooll, that is fuB 
-ly as hard and coarfe as HogsHaii'. On their 
Heads they wear a Turbant of coarfe Cali- 
co, ' and then they are equipped. Their Sheep 
■ are all white, with jet black Heads, and fmall 
Ears, their Bodies large, and their Flefli de- 
licate, their Tails as broad as their Buttocks, 
- and about 6 or 8 Inches long ; fo they 
are in the 'Shape ' of a Pillow wanting Cor- 
ners, and from tire lower End of that Bundle, 
comes a,finall Tail about 6 Inches long, al- 
mofl; like a Pig’s. 

And now having travelled along the Shore 
■of the Continent, from, the Cape of Good-- 
hope to 'Cape Guardafiy^ I’ll furvey the I- 
flands that lie in the Ethiopian Sea ; but as 
they afford nothing for Commerce, but Slaves 
and' Provifions, they, are little minded by 
Merchants : So.beginning with the W eftmoff. 
I’ll bring them in Order to the Eaftward.

' Giving a Jhort ^cfcri^tion of the Ifands in 
the Ethiopian Seas.y with fo7?ie remarkable 
Callages biftorical and accidental. 

M AT>AGASC AR, or, as the ^o’rtn- 
gueze chriftned- it, St. Laurence, is one 
• of the largeft lilands in the known W orld, 
and affords moft Part of the Requifites of 
• human Life ; It produces very large ’ Cattle, 
whofe'Flefli is excellent, efpecially their large 
Humps that grow between their Neck and 
- Shoulders. They have alfo Goats and Deer 
. plenty enough, and when the Ro7‘tngueze firfl 
• failed along the Coafls of this Hand, they left 
a Brood otHogs, that has mightily incrcafed. 
They alfo chfillned many Rivers and Cape- 
lands that are not now frequented, but only 
. known by their Names, and ferve for Nefts 
to Pirates. 1l\\q F'rench made a Settlement on 
■ the Eaft Side of it, and called it Tof't Dau- 
phin ; but finding that the Commerce there 
.would not bear the Expence of the Colony, 
they left it again. 

The Englijlj formerly drove a Trade for 
Slaves on the Weft Side of the Hand, par- 
ticularly at St. Augujtiue's Bay, and at new 
and o\di Mejfalige, but how they are afraid of 
the Pirates, tho’ fome venture their Necks in 
going to trade with them. There have been 
feveral Squadrons of Britijh Men ‘of War 
fent to cruize on the Pirates, but have had ve- 
47 ill Succefs in finding them out ; but one 

Scots 
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■ ^cots Ship commanded by one Millar^ did 
the Publick more Service in deflroying them^ 
than all the chargeable Squadrons that have 
been fent in Queft-of them ; forj with a Car- 
go of ilrong 'Aie and Brandy^; which he car- 
. ried to fell' theni, in Amo 1704. he killed a- 
i'bove 500 of them by caroufingj tlio’ they 
took his Ship and Cargo as a Prefent froni 
hiiTij, and his Men entred, moft of them^ in- 
to the 'Society of the Pirates. , ' - 

I r:was reported in Indidy that Commo- 
dore Littleton had forne Of that Gang ort

DifficultieSjbut hearing that Squadrons 61 En^ 
glijl) Ships were cotrie in Qtiefl of tKeifij they 
removed to the main Hand for more Securi- 
ty, and there they , have .made themfelves free 
"Dehizoris by Marriage := Arid I am of Opinion, 
that it. wH be: no eafy, Matter to difpoffefs 
' j B - ' them/. 
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them. In Anno I7^^. yk. Matthews 
Queft of them- but found they had defeitcd 
thellland of St. Ma 7 'y\^ leaving behind them 
fome Marks of their Robberies, for in fome 
Places they found Pepper a Foot thick, lying 
on the Ground in the open Air. The Gom- 
modore aforefaid went with his Squadron o- 
ver to the main Ifland, but the Pirates had 
carried their Ships into Rivers or Creeks, out 
of Danger of the Men of War, and to offer 
to burn them with their Boats, would have 
been impracticable, finccthey could have ea- 
iily diftreffed the Boats Grows out of the 
.Woods. The Commodore had fome Difeourfe 
with' fome of them,- but they flood on their 
Guard, ready to defend thcmfelvcs, if any 
Violence had been offered them. 

, I have heard it reported by fome who had 
frequented Madagafcar for Trade, that the 
Natives that live far from the Sea, are of a 
tawny Complexion, and have long Plair on 
their Heads, whereas thofc that are born near 
the Sea, are very black, and their Hair lilce 
Lamb-wooll. What Religion they profefs, I 
know not, and the Pirates are but feurvy 
School-mafters to teach them Morals. 

There are many Iflands and Sholes lying 
to the Eaflward of Madagafcar. St. Apolloni 
is uninhabited ; IDo???afcarcnhas is inhabited by 
the Fy'ench^ but formerly by the Engltjh-, and 
was called by them. The Englifli For eft. Ma- 
ritms was formerly inhabited by the Hutch, 
but in Anno 1703. they had Orders to leave 
it, and repair to Batavia, and the Hutch 

Com- 
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Company fent Shipping for their Tranfpoita- 
tion. ^iego Rais>, which is the next Ifland 
to Marhiusj was made a French Settlement, 
but finding it barren, they left it in 3 Years,; 
all the reft were always uninhabitedj as well 
to the Eaftward as the Northward,' and 
but 3 or 4 to the Weft ward j who ly in the 
Chanel between and Madagafcar. 

Comora is the Weftmoft of the inhabited 


Iflandsj and affords nothing but a fcriinp 
' Maintenance for a Parcel of poor miferable 
Creatures.. Johafina is within Sight of Co- 
mora, and is a plentiful Ifland. in Cattle^j 
Goats, Fowls and Fifli, with good Lemons 
and Oranges, fo that moft Part of the Eng- 
lljl) Shipping bound toMocha-, Ferjla^xASu^ 
rat, ufually call’d there for ReffellimentSj 
till the Pirates began to frequent it. 'There 
are two memorable Accidents fell out at that 


Ifland, to the Englijh Eafi-hiiia Company’s 
Shipping. One was in the Year 1690 or 
to Captain Eur ton An the Herbert, a Ship of 
800 Tons, mounted 56 Guns. He was attack- 
ed, by three French Shipsj each gunn’d and 
mann’d as well as he. On their Approach^ he 
. cut his Cables, and put to Sea, about x af- 
ter Noon they began an hot Engagement^ 
which- lafted till 8 in the Night, that the 
Herbert- blew up, and all her Men lolb 
but 6 or 7 that were in the Pinnace, fome 
•whereof I faw afterwards at Muskat. The’ 
other was lately, in 'Anno tyzo. when twO 
of Our Eiijl-hidi'a Ships were watering therd,’ 
with an Ojtend Ship in their Company 5 they 
' t. ■ agreed 
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agreed to fland by one another in cafe of Af- 
faults, or engaging with the common Ene- 
my, but when two Pirates drew near, the 
Gi^eenwicb and 'weighed, and (lood" 

to Sea, and left the Ca(fandra to Ihift for hen 
felf, who was obliged to engage the fmalleft 
Pirate ( being a Ship of ^4 Guns, ^utch-hmXx ) 
in the Bay, and foon after they began, the 
Ca(Pand 7 'a went aground on fome Rocks, and 
the Pirate ftriving to board her, was alfo ta- 
ken up by fome Rocks, not above 2,0 Yards 
from the Cnff'andva. ThePivate’s Head lay co- 
wards the Cdjfand'rd's Broadiide, and they pel- 
ted one another furioufly, many falling on 
both Sides, but the Pirates, finding too hot 
W ork on their Decks, were forced to quit 
them, and run down into the Hold for Shel- 
ter. Captain Mach^a'-Ji), who commanded the 
Caffandra, feeing the other Pirate approach 
near him, and manning all his Boats to rein- 
force his Comrade, thought it' a good Time 
for him, and who elfe could get afliorc, to 
embrace the Opportunity, and accordingly 
they got into their Boats, and faved their 
Lives. The Inhabitants fliewed much Huma- 
nity to the Diftreffed, and carried them a- 
bove a Dozen of Miles up in the Country, 
for Fear the Pirates, in their mad Fury, fliould 
have murdered the poor Men that efcaped 
from their Ship. The Pirates, foon after they 
had Poffehion of the Oajfandrfl, got her a- 
flote again, fire having received little or no 
Damage ; they alfo got their own Ship ofl^ 


but 
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but flie was '^ery much fliattered, and difabled 
in her'Mafts. 

, C Av T -Mackra':^;, being a Gentleman 
that ■ waS' well verfed in Converfation with 
Men bf' any Temper,- ventured onboard the 
Pirates, and they were fo much taken with 
his Addrefs, that they made him a Prefent of 
that Ship’ which he had fo bravely battered, 
to .carry him and his Crew to In^tia ; in the 
mean while, the Greenwich came to Bom- 
bay in September, who brought the Account * 
of the Lofs of the Cajfandra, and in Novem- 
ber, Captain Mackraw arrived himfelf with his 
, new. Ship, arid his Ship’s , Company all in 
Rags, but were foon equipp’d by the Bene- 
volence and Generolity of the Governor Mr, 
Boone, who was' a Gentleman of as much 
Honour ' and good Senfe, as any that ever fat 
' in that Chair. ' . • 

Adohilla is but a little diflant from Johanna, 

'■ pretty well inhabited, but' the People not fo 
well civilized as Johanna ; and the Kings 
.of thefe neighbouring Iflands have continual 
War. The Johanna Men, by the Ailiftance 
of Commodore Littletp^i, landed on Mohil^ 
la, and made great Slaughter and Deyaftati- 
ons; but vyhat his Policy was in breaking the 
•Neutrality that ^zUnglifl) held among thofe 
Iflanders,’ I know not. ' Mayotta lies about 
35" Leagues from Johanna, and is -the largefi; 
of the inhabited Iflands, but being furround-i 
' 'ed with dangerous Rocks under- Water, it is 
not inuch. frequented, and fo the Manners of 
the Inhabitants not fo well known^ The Re-

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iigion of diofelflfindsis MahomcM'ihhwS. there 
are very few Zealots among them ; and fo I 
leave them, and return to Cape Guardafoy^ 
arid travel up the Red Sea. 

The Navigation of the Ethiopau Sens is 
very dangerous, and their Maps very defici- 
ent ; • for I faw a Eintch Skipper at Mocha., 
who had Orders to fail from Batavia to- 
wards Mocha, in the Month o^yanitary, and 
to navigate to the North End di Mada^yfcar, 
and from thence to the Red Sea, he amrmed 
to me, that he ftw feveral large Iflands, and 
many Rocks and Sands in thofc Seas that were 
not placed in his Maps, for which Reafbii 
he was obliged to anchor in the Nights, when 
he could have Anchor Ground ; and that the 
Currents run very ftrong to the Southward, 
among thofe Banks and Rocks. 
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Gives a^efcription of Ecjlas Sea-coaft, and 
o f a 'Ta;rt of Ethiopia, Zuakin and Upper 
Egypt. 

B U T to return again to Cape Gnarda-- 
foy, from- thence up to Zcyla is about 
1X0 Leagues. The Coall is inhofpitable as 
well as the People. There are only two Pla-r 
ces in all thatTradl that affords frelli Water, 
one is a little to the Eaftward of Mount Fe^ 
Ux, but in Arabick it is called Baba-Jilcck, 
^1*3 The Mountain ofCa?nels, where there is 
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a fmall frefli W ater River ; the other is cal- 
led Khagi lo Leagues more W eflerly ; it may 
be eafily loiovvn by the Side of a Hill clofe 
to the Sea, whofe North Afpeft is of white 
Sand, that Ihews at a Dillance like a Sail, 
but may be feen in that ^Figure lo Leagues 
pff' Several Ships from that have been 

necellitated to call at thofe Places for Water, 
have been cut off ; and one poor Man they fur- 
prized with his own Boat that he.fent for Wa- 
ter. The Boat’s Crew were furprized whilll: 
filling Water, them they killed, except two 
Boys whom they Paved ; they then came off 
in the Night, and thofe in the Ship not exa- 
mining them in Time, they boarded the Ship, 
and took them all unarmed, and killed every 
Man, and carrying the Ship clofe to the Shore, 
they unladed her, and then funk her. The’ 
two Youths who gave the Account of that 
tragical Accident, were brought- to u^deu, 
which lies oppofite to that Place, and were' 
fold for Slaves. A Sm'at Ship being there, 
bought the Youths, and brought them tod’«- 
rat. 

Th ERE is no anchoring on that Coaft a- 
bove a Mile off Shore the Sea is fo deep ; 
and above Zeyl'a, in a deep Bay oppofite to 
Bnbelmandel, which makes the Entry into 
the Red Sea, there is a large River that dif- 
imbogues into the Sea, but tho’ the Mouth 
be large, yet it is fo deep, and full of Banks 
'and Rocks, with fuch Whirl-pools, that no 
Ship dare go near it. At that River begins 
the Ethiopan Shore, lliewing many high 

' Moun-i 
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Mountains, which are cafily feen from the" 
A'rahian Shore : And all the Coaft from this 
River, as far North as Ztiakin^ which is near 
aoo Leagues, is called the Ethiofinn Coaft. 

A:^d tho’ I never was on that South-tved. 
Coaft of the Red Sea^ and know but few that 
traffick there, except Roimjh Priefts, yet FIl 
venture to relate what L learned from them. 
There are two or three fraall Ports between 
Zeyla and Mojfdv^, but an inconfiderablc 
Trade, being moft in Slaves of both Sexes, 
which the Ethiopians bring to Mocha for a 
Market, where 1 have feen a Drove of thofe 
unfortunate Creatures carried like a Flock of 
Sheep, moft Part of them infcnfiblc of their 
own Mifcry, and the higheft Bidder carries 
the Bargain. They alfo bring fome Elephants 
Teeth, the beft that ever 1 faw, and fomc Oi 
finches Feathers. 

Mojfava is fituated on the North-weft 
End of a large Ifland, and affords a very 
• good Harbour for Shipping of any Size ; it 
has a Gavifon of about zyo Tmizs in a Caftle 
built formerly by the Rortuguezey who, ac- 
cording to , their impolite Cuftom, opprefs 
Strangers as well as Natives, that come there 
to. trade. 

The Country produceth low Gold, Ele- 
phants Teeth, ^aves, and fome Coffee, but 
of a larger Grain than what grows on the 
Land oppqfite to it in Arabia^ at Betlefnc- 
The current fmall Money of Ethiopia 
is Salt;, which is dug out of the Mountains 
as we do Stones from pur Quarries, Ivhich 
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they break in Pieces of feveral Sizes, the lar- 
geft weighing about 8o Pounds', the others in 
40, ^o, 10, or 5" Pounds, and are fo expert in 
dividing it, that they err not above y J>er 
-Cent, more or lefs’ in their Calculation of 
Weight ; zo Pounds is in Value about i Shil- 
ling Sterl. and thofe Pieces of Salt is the cur-* 
rent Money in their Markets for Provifions, 
and likewile for Cloth, when they buy a Yard 
or two 'at a Time ; and when a Merchant 
has got any confiderable Quantity by him, 
there are Bankers to give Gold for it. 

. The Religion on the. Sea-coaft is Maho- 
metan., but within Land Coj^hties^ who are 
circumcifed Chrijlia 7 ts. The Males they cir- 
' cumcife fometimes at 8 Days old, but that 
Ceremony is often delayed till 40 Days, and 
' fometimes not till the feventh or eightliY ear of 
their Age. .They circumcife Females as well 
as Males. The Circumcifion, they think, is- ne- 
ceffary in Memory of Jejiis Chrifi, and on a 
' certain Day yearly, they immerfe themfelveS 
in Rivers or Lakes,, in Remembrance of 
Chriji's Immerlion or Baptifm. They forbear 
' eating fome Beafts Flelh, according to the 
Mofakal'L^w. They hold from Saturdays 
Noon to Stmdays Noon their Sabbath. They 
receive the Sacrament flanding, and only in 
the Church, and the Wine only from the 
Deacon’s Hand in a Spoon. Their Priells eat 
no idle Bread, but maintain themfelves by La< 
hour. They have many Billiops, but one' they 
call Abunah above the reft, he is held in great 
Veneration, and when he goes abroad, he 
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has great Attendance, and rides on a Mule, 
with a Crofs in his right Hand. 

They enter their Churches bare-footed, ' 
becaufe God commanded Mofes to j)Ut off 
his Shoes, for tbeG'rojiiidhc flood on isjas holy. 
They allow but one Wife, but as many Con- 
cubines as they pleafe. They allow of Re- 
pudiation, but neither Party can marry again, 
till the Term of three Years be expired, and 
if the Parties are not reconciled in that Term, 
they think the Breach too big ever to be clo- 
fed up again. 

They have all the canonical Books of 
our Scriptures, and feveral more. They reck- 
on the Prophet Iddo one of the greater Pro- 
phets, and put him in the Clafs with Ifntab, 
Ezekiel, Eliffa, Elijah and E>nni'el, and that 
he wrote 14000 Prophecies, many of which 
they have at this Day; that his Prophecies 
oijefns Chrif, were clearer, or more di- 
ilinft than any tlie other Prophets left be- 
hind them ; but theSubftance of their praftical 
Religion confifts in their Falls and F’eafts, for 
they do not much trouble thcmfelves about 
the Doftrine of Faith, Repentance and good 
Works, which makes them very diifolute in 
their Lives. 

We Europeans generally call’ the King of 
Ethiopia, Erefier Johji, but his Subjects know 
no fuch, Appellation ; ’tis true, he is Supreme 
in eccleliaftick as well as civil Affairs. His Do- 
minions are very large, and he has manyTri- 
butaries, who flile themfelves Kings, and aft 
defpotically. The Royal Family are all kept 
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at Amara,V7\i\c\LM a pleafant round Hill, fi- 
tuated in Degrees North from the Equa^ 
tor, thoM faw an old Eortugue^e geographi- 
cal Defcription of Ethiopia, place it under 
the' EquinoBial. The Hill is walled round 
with a high Wall, at lead; ix Leagues in Cir- 
cumference, which cuts off all Communica- 
tion with Strangers or Mal-contents. With- 
in, the Walls are Palaces, Gardens, Orchards, 
Woods for wild Game, Rivulets and Ponds 
for Fiflij and all that the Clime can afford to 
make it pleafant ; there the Youths of the 
Royal Family fludy what Arts arid Sciences 
are proper to .their Quality?, or according to 
the Knowledge of their Teachers. 

• Their Empire is hereditary, but not in a 
direft Line, the Succeffion being kept in the 
ancient Family, which they reckon up as high 
as Solomon, but on the Demife of one Em- 
peror, they make Choice of a Royal Youth 
out of the Paradife of Amara, fo he that be- 
haves befl in that State of Probation, or has 
the befl; Friends to recommend him, fucceeds 
without Contention, which political Cuftom 
makes theirYouths very traftable and ftudious. 
There are none reckoned Princes of the Blood 
after fecond Coufm-germans, and it feems they 
have, fomething like the SaHck \j 2 c^ in Force 
amongft them, for their Hiftories mention no 
Female ' Reign fince Candace's, Time, if] 
thiopia, as4t now is, was her Country. 

They are verynefty in their Apparel and 
Diet, for tho’ their' Country is well flored 

with Fire-wood, yet they -do not ta,ke Pains 

.to 
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to drefs their by Fire, but having Idh 
led their animal Food, before it be well 
cold, they mince it, and mix Salt and a fliarp 
hot Bark of a Tree well powdered, and make 
the Morfel up in fmall Balls about the Bignefs 
of a Wall-nut, and greedily cat it : But the 
Princes eat in State, for they being feated on 
a Matt fpread on the Ground, his favourite 
female Slave or Concubine makes up thofe 
Balls of Flefli or Fifli feafoned with the aforc- 
faid Sauce of Salt and Bark, and fquec7.es them 
into fadiionable Morfcls, his Highnefs gapes 
like a young Crow, and Hie throws it cle- 
verly in, which he prcfently devours. The 
Commons cat of the fame Sort of Viands with 
the Grandees, but many of both Sexes die by 
Excoriations of the Guts and the right Intc- 
fline ; but whether their Diet be the Caiifc' 
of their Diftemper, I leave to Phyficians to 
determine, who generally are the bell Judges. 
They have a good pleafant Liquor made of 
Hony and Potatoes, which they caroufc in 
plentifully, and often get drunk by it, and 
then they are rather mad than inebriated, 
which renders them very quarrelfom and fu- 
rious; their Hony, as it is very plentiful in 
their Country, fo it is the whiteft, hardeft 
and bell tailed that ever I met with. 

I had the above Relation of Abnjina from 
four Romijli Priefts, who had their Million 
there for 8 Years together, but made but few 
Profelytes: They had been meddling in State 
Affairs, and, for Fear of lofing their Heads, 
they fled, and left twq of their Brethren, be- 
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ing old, and not fit for Travel; wh^it became 
of them they knew not; butthofe fonrtranf- 
greffed their Superior’s Orders, and left their 
Stations, and travelled three or four hundred 
jVliles* to the Sea-coaft, and got a PafTage o- 
ver the Red Sea to Mocha, yvhtve. I entertain- 
ed them about four Months : They alfo told 
me, that feven tributary Kings had Ipft their 
Heads in fix Months Time, for Mal-admini- 
ftration or Treafon,.and if my Guefts^ had 
not removed their Quarters when they did, 
they had been honoured with the Name of 
Roman Martyrs, in Anno 1714. The Coun- 
try abounds plentifully in Wheat, Rice, Bar- 
ley, Legumens or Pulfe of feveral Sorts, not- 
. withflanding they eat their raw Meat with- 
out Bread, . Their Woods abound in Ele- 
phants (reckoned the largefl in 'the World) 
alfo fome Lions and Tigers, and innume- 
rable Troops of Wolves, Monkeys and O- 
flriches, all much larger than in other Coun- 
tries. The aforefaid Priefts alfo told nje, that 
the Head of Nikis, w^^hich the Ancients fo 
much fought for, is in this Country, about the 
Latitude of 6 Degrees North, and about 400. 
Miles from the lower End of the Red Sea. 
How far the Ethiopan Coaft ftretches to the 
North-ward, I know not, but it has no Sea- 
ports to the Northward of MoJJava, and the 
next Country to it is the barbarous Znakin, 
whofe Inhabitants are very different both in 
Complexion and Cuftoms from the Abaji?ies, 
whofe, Colour is only as black, as Soot, ’but 
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.the Zuakms are as black as Jet, aitd their 
Skins as foft as Velvet. 

■ Their Religion is flill Paganifm, tho* 
they don’t worfliip Images. They Iliew out- 

* ward Civility to Euroj^eans^ but kill them,, 
and feaft on their Flefli, when any are unfor- 
tunately fliipvvracli’d on their Coafl. At- firil 
they lliew a feeming Humjlnity, allowing them 
a convenient Place to lodge in, with Plenty 
of animal Food to eat, and fometimes en- 
tertain them with their Mufick, and then de- 
Uroy the fatteft, as they have Occafion to 
feaft on them, an Inftance whereof I had from 
a Miftionary '^x. Mocha^ in Anno 1712,. •viz. 

A Tu 7 'kiJlo Galley bound from Mo (java to 
Judda in Arabia felix, had on board about 

. ao Em'opean Tir/ks, and one Italian Prieftj 
as- Paftenger ; that Galley was drove afliore 
on the Coaft of Znakm by a Storm, the Gal- 
ley was loft, but all tlie Men got fafe adiore, 
and found the abovementioned Entertain- 
ment. . They had not been long alliore, till 
fome People of Diftinftion vifited them, and 
feemed to condole their Misfortune, but with- 
al, told them in Arabi'ck, that the Kng had a 

• great Defire to fee foiiie of them, and they 
chofe the youngeftand plumpeftofthe Turks 
to lliew' to the King,' who very willingly 
went away with them,- but none came back 
to -bring News how they were entertained 
at Court ; and every fourth or fifth Day^ an- 
other of the beft favoured and beft fleflied 
were carried from their Comi'ades, on the 

■,-fam’e, or fiich like Errand, till near one Half 

were 
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•Wei'e cai’iied away,"thofe that remained had 
no Sufpicion) but were lulled afleep by the 
good Words and good Treatment they re- 
ceived daily : But one Day, an AbaJinej who 
had fled his Country for fomeMifdemeanour, 
came to vifit them, and, in Difcourfe, they 
told him how courteoufly they had been en- 
tertained by the hofpitable Natives, and how 
many of their Company had gone to the King, 
but that none returned. The Abafme told 
them, that they were treated after the com- 
mon Cuflom of that Country, that when a- 
ny white Men were fliipwrack’d on their 
Coaft, they found fuch Treatment as they 
had, to make them fat, and then to kill and 
eat them, by cutting fuch Morfels of the Bo- 
dy as they had prefent Occafion for, and 
kbpt Life as long in the poor Viftim as they 
could ; and that very Morning a Jamfary had 
been carried on the aforefaid Errand, and 
had one Leg cut off, and the Half of a Thigh, 
and he faw them rolling and broiling the' 
Flefli. as he happened to pafs in his W ay to. 
vifit them, and told the difconfolate Turks 
that remained, that if one or two would ac- 
company him a little Way in the -Evening, he 
would convince them of the Truth of that he 
told them, but they mult immediately after 
return to their Lodging. The Priell was one 
that went to behol^ the fad Spectacle, whom 
they found not quite dead, tho fpeechlefs, on 
which the Abafme went fpeedily away, as the 
others did to acquaint their Fellows what 
they had feen. Alfoon as they made their Re- 
port, 
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port, they were under the greatefi: Confter- 
nation, Jind unanimoufly rerolved to flee to 
the Woods that very fame Night, and truft 
the wild Inhabitants rather than the crueller 
Beads, the Zitakins. And the Woods are 
plentifully inhabited with Lions, Tigers, 
large Monkeys, but above all with Wolves. 
The Pried took his Way in the Dark along 
the Sea-fliore to the Northward, but knew 
nothing of his Fellows, which Way they 
took, or how they fared. In the Day-time 
he fculked in Caverns and Hollows of Rocks, 
which that Sea-coad abounds in, and is not 
fo much frequented by the brutal Cannibals 
as the inland Parts ; fometimes he fallied out 
to get Shell-fidi, or what clfe he could get to 
eat, and in the Night he travelled, fo that af- 
ter feventeen Nights and Days hard Fatigue, 
he arrived at a Village m^Opper Egypt inha- 
bited by Mahometans and Cophtiesy who re- 
lieved him, and fent him to G^'and Cairoi 
from whence he wrote to a Midioriary at 
Mochay in Anno 1714. who refidcd with me, 
and gave him the above Account, with the 
Addition of a very drange Paradox, viz,. 
That himfelf being then about 28 Years of 
Age, (when he fell on the Goad of Znakin) 
his Hair was of a dark brown, but when he 
arrived in Cairoy his Hair was turned to a ve- 
ry light gray, and contini^pd fo till the Time 
he wrote to his Friend at Mocha of that tra- . 
gical Adventure. 

T HERE are no Sea-potts from Znakin oh 
the South-wed Side of the Red Sea, till we 

come 
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come to Senes, which lies near the Head of 
the Bay of that Sea, which fends his oppofite 
Shores down to the South^eiftward, as far as 
Bahelmmidel. 

Sues, or Senes feems to be the Ezion-ge-^ 
her, or Eloth, from whence Solomon lent hi^ 
Ships to Oj)hir, for I have converfed withfe- 
veral Pilots of that Navigation, who alTur- 
ed me, there is no clean Bottom foi* Ancho-< 
ring, but Se 7 ies, on that Part of the Coall, 
for moll Part of the Red Sea is incumbred 
'With Coral Rocks under Water, and pefte- 
red with Banks, which make the Navigation 
very dangerous. At prefent, Senes is the on-^ 
ly Sea7poit for G 7 ''and Cah'o, from whence it 
is three Days Journey by Land, with a Caf- 
filla or Caravan, but on Horfe-back but two 
Hioit Days. In Cairo the Englijh and Erench 
keep their Confuls, for the Support of the 
Trade of their refpeftive Countries^ 

hi Anno 1714. Mr. Farrington Conluf 
for the Englifl), he had a very fair Charafter 
frorh all I’eople, as well Merchants as the 
Religious that came from Cairo loMochai 
which made me prefume to trouble him with 
■a Letter, giving him the beft Account^ I 
could of the State of Merchandize in India, 
and to have his Advice, whether it might be 
prafticable' to cultivate a Trade from hidtd 
to ' Senes, which Letter he very civilly an- 
fwered, and next Year it came to my Hand, 
but he dilTwaded me from any Attempt that 
Way ; becaufe of the intolerable Avarice and 
Infults of the Turkijh Bajha'cos, and other 

C Officers' 
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Officers of Note, with the. Contciiipt tliey 
have for Merchants, efpccially Chrjjlians, he 
affiured me, that it is impoffible to be a Gai- 
ner by fitch Commerce. 
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Gives a little T>efcrtption of the Coajl o f A-’ 

. rabia the Happy, fro7?t Mount S\m\ ^<9 Mo- 
cha, v)Hh fonie Obfc/'vutionson the Religion, 
Cufio'ms and Laws, as they af'c now eft a-' 
blijloed. 

O VER ngaiiffi Senes, on the Arabian' 
Shore, Sands Mount Sinai, about 5 or 
6 Leagues from the Sea ; and on its South- 
well Side, near the Bottom, is the Mbnallery 
of St.- Katharma. .The Mount is much rever- 
ed by the Jews, and the Monaftery by the 
Chrifiians ; it is very ancient, , and held in 
fome ^^ffineration by Mahoniet an s, whofe 

Pilgrims to Mecca, from Egyft, Turkey and 
Ralejiine, pafs clofe' by, both in their go- 
ing and returning, as do likewife .their Caml- 
las, and other Paircngcrs, that go on Traf- 
fick to Jiidda, a City four Days Journey 
from Mecca, where MaJmnet lies interred : 
And the great Concourfe of Pilgrims ( from 
aU Parts where his Religion is fpread ) brings 
a great Trade thither. 

There is a Tradition, that, as Maho’niet 
was going' on an Expedition to Talejiine, he 
called at that Monaftery for Refrefliments, and 

the 
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the Monks generoufly afTifted him ; and iii 
Acknowledgment of their Civility^ he gave 
them a Charter, which they ffill keep, where- 
in he gave them many Immunities, and laid 
his heavy Curfe on all, w^ho flipuld,* after 
that Time, dare to moleft that Mohaftery. 
“The Building is ftrong and highi and no 
Gate or Door to enter in to it, but onej 
which {lands about ten Yards high (in the 
Wall) from the Ground. It has a large In- 
clofure adjoyning to it, with an high Walk td, 
keep the wild ^r/z^j-from robbing them of 
their anirhal Proviiions ; for they are fuch 
vile Thieves, that they liad rather venture 
to iy under the Anathema of their Prophet^} 
than to keep their Hands from Robbery; 

Its prefent PoffeiTors are Nejiorian and 
Jacobin Monks, vdio are maintained , by the 
Charity of Palfehgers, and a little Reyenue 
that belongs to the Monaflery.- The Chrijii-^ 
ans, in that Part of Arabia^ are Nejiorians 
and Jacobins^ whofe Priefis may marry,' and 
they allow of no Images but the Crofs,- and 
maiiy other Things repugnant to the Romijh 
' Tenets, , , . , - . : 

■ Jiiddd is the next Place of Note beioiy St; 
Katbariiid. It is a fmall, but well fortified Ci-^ 
ty^ belonging to the Turk-. It {lands clofe to 
the Sea^ and is governed by, a Bafliaw, who 
' keeps a Garifon in iti with four or five Gal- 
leys to cruize on the Red^ Sea, to hinder the 
Faffing of all Ships- or Yeflels up . the Sea^ 
without firfl calling at' Juddd, . . 
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Thf inland Country about it, belongs to 
a Sheek, who pretends to be a Defcendant 
of the Title of Xc 7 ^ijf gi- 

' ven him, to diftinguilli his Eminency from 
other Sheeks. ■ And, altho’ he be fo near a- 


kin to the Prophet, yet he fqueezes above 
1 00000 Pounds Sterl. yearly out of the Pil- 
grims, who go to worHiip at his Anceftor’s 
Tomb. And fo much Gain he can make of 


their Folly. 

I T is between this Country and Smat^ that 
the famous Balm of Gilead grows. It is re- 
ported to proceed from a Shrub, the Bark 
of which is flit, and Veffels fet. under the 
Wound to receive it, as it drains from that 
Wound. The wild Arabs about Sinal^ have 


a Tradition, that was their Country- 

man, and are not a little pvoud of that Ho- 
nour ; but if it was fo, that he wns their Sheek, 
as they alledge, they neither follow him in 
Morals or Religion. 

The Sea-coafts of Arabia felix^ from ynd- 
da to the Southward, as far as the Latitude 
of 1 5 Degrees, are governed by feveral 
Sheeks, who are fo avaritious, that no Pil- 
grims can pafs through their Dominions, but 
Beggars ; for if Strangers caiTy any Thing 
of Value about them, or if they have good 
Clothes, they are ftript of all, and about a 
Yard of coarfe Cloth given them to cover 
their Nakednefs ; and Ledfures of Humility 
and Devotion are preached to them, that 
whoever goes on fo folemn an Errand, ought 
to fliew, by their, outward Appearance, that 
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the inwjird Man is humble, and that thofe 


'wdio love Riches, ought to fequefter them- 
felves from the World, before they approach 
that holy Place, where, after the Muftee (or 
his Deputy, the Fackee ) had bellowed a Be- 
nediction on them, if they had any Grace, 
they would never covet Riches again. 

The Immaiwi of Mochds Dominions reach 


along the Sea-coall from the Latitude of 
15 Degrees, to the Southward, as far as Ba- ' 
bdr/iandd^ very barren and inhofpitable, af- 
fording neither frelii Water, nor Wood for 
Shipping, either for Drink or Fuel. Only 
on the Ifland of Commera-t which lies about 


S OT 6 Leagues from Betlefiickee-t there is 
both a good Harbour, and Plenty of Provi- 
lions for Strangers, as well as for the Inha- 
bitants, whofe Temperance makes them eafi- 
ly fatisfied, both with their coarfe Diet and 
Apparel. 

Betlcfackce is the firll Town of Note 
( near the Sea-coaft ) of the Immaurd^ Domi- 
nions. It Hands about zy Englijh Miles from 
the Sea, and it is the greatell Market for 
Coffee in the World. It fupplies India^ Bcr- 
fia, Turkey in Afia, Af7^ica and Europe, be- 
lides England, France and Holland, with 
Coffee-beans. Ocher Goods and Merchandize 
may be bought and fold on Credit, for a 
certain Time ; but Coffee is always bought 
for ready Money. The Shipping lades 

yearly at Mocha, ( from whence Betlefackee 
is about 100 Englijl? Miles ) about ^ooQ 
Tuns, rather more than lefs, and the other 

G 3 Nations 
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Nvitions aboye ^dGoo Tuns more. The whole 
Province of Betlefackee is planted ‘with Cof- 
fee Trees, which are never fuffered to grow 
above 4 or y Yards high ; and the Bean or 
Berry grows on rhe Branches and Twigs,, firll 
green, then red, at laft a. dark brown Co- 
lour. The Berries cling to the Branches like 
fo - many Infers, and when they arc ripe, 
they drake off. 

Zibet is the next Town, and ferves for a 
Sea-port for Betlefackee. It was large, and 
famous in ancient Times for Trade, but in 
the fourteenth Century, the Turks ovei*-ran 
all the Goafs of the Red Sea, and made them 
Tributaries to them. They- ruined all the 
Trade from India to Zibet, -and fettled their 
Ezaprhmi at Aden, about 5 y-‘ Leagues with- 
out Babelraandcl, to the Eaflward : And the 
Tamanm holds his Kingdom in Feoff from 
the Turk at this Time ; and when the Turks 
come to Betlefackee, ' none dare break the 
Price of the Market, nor buy before they 
are firft ferved. 

■T HE h? 27 ? 2 au?}i or King keeps his Court ge- 
nerally at a Town called Mohaib, about 200 
Eiigltft?. Miles to the Eaft, North-eaftward of 
Mocha. He has little Splendor about it, and 
he that reigned -z); Anno 17x4. was about 80 
Years of Age,'^ His Government has been of 
a long Time very . ill managed. • His Luf 
having, the ' Afcendant over his Reafpn, he 
^ad feldbrn lefs'than Three hundred Wives 
married to him, of the mof beautiful young 
.'^pmen in lus Dominions. He often marries 

' ' one. 
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one, at one Ncvv-moon, ^ and, on the next 
New-moon, remarries her to one of his Mi- 
nions, and bellows a good Patrimony on her, 
to help her oIF; fo that with his own fi'e- 
quent Marriages, and lliofe of his Minions, 
he exhaufls all his Revenues, and is always 
neceflitous, which forces him on many unjuil 
and mean Ways to exa6l Money from his mi- 
ferable Subjefts. And, in Anno lyxo, their 
heavy. Burdens made them rebel, and in- 
volved the whole Country in a civil W ar. 
One Part was for depofing him; and another 
for keeping him on the Throne ; but what 
the Event was I never heard. 

The Turks being baffled in feveral Projects 
and Expeditions from Aden, and that they 
could not well maintain their Ground in that 
Part of Arabia, ( being fo very far diftant 
from their own Dominions) without much 
Charge and Trouble, the}^’ in the latter End 
of the fixteenth Century, withdrew their 
Garifon from Adeih and left it, with all its 
Fortifications and Buildings, to 
who finding Aden to ly inconvenient for 
the Trade of the Red Sea, becaufe of the 
Ecfi Winds ufually blowing at its Mouth, in 
bothEaftciiy and Wcfterly Monfoons, ‘made' 
him remove the Trade about ly Leagues- 
within its Mouth, in a Bay. -not very com- 
modious for Shipping, to a Fifliing Town 
called Mocha.

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CHAP. V. 

Gives a Tiefiripiou of the Immaum of Mo- 
' cha’j- Country, farticnlarly of Mocha its 
Situation, Laws, Cuftoms and Commerce ; 
with fome hifiorical Obfervations, 

M O CH A, npon-the foregoing Account, 
was built for an E'mprium or Mart 
for the Trade of India to the Red Sea^ and 
was mightily forwarded by the Perfwafion of 
a Sheek, who bore the Gharafter of a Saint 
amongft his Country-men. His Name was 
Sheek Sedd/ey ; and he pretended to prophe- 
fy, that Mocha fliould be a Place of great 
Trade to the Country, and confequently of 
great Profit to the Immanm. They had fuch 
a Veneration for him, that the greateft 
Mofqiie in the Town, and the greateft Gate, 
bear his Name, and did, even in his own 
Lifetime, fee the Town walled, tho’ but ve- 
ry weakly. It is fituated clofe to the Sea, in 
a large, dry, fandy Plain, that affords no 
good Water within ao Miles, all the Wells 
nearer the City being brahifli, fo that nothing 
of Fruits grows near it, but a few Dates and 
Water Melons. The Water for drinking 
comes from Mo fa, about xo Miles off, as t 
faid before, and by that Time we get it to 
th^ Town, it cofls us as dear as fmall Beer 
is fold for in England. Thofe who are obfi-. 
ged.to drink of the Wells near the Town, 
are in Danger of having a long fmall Worm 
|)reed in their Legs or Feet, that inflames 

'V .-U _ 
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the Place where it breeds, which is accom- 
panied with extreme burning Pains. In 5- or 
6 Days it appears between the Cutany and ' 
outward Skin, and then puts its Head thro’, 
which when the Patient obferves, he takes 
hold of it with a Pair of Tweezers, and pulls 
it very gently out, about an Inch or two at 
a Time, in ^4 Hours, and rolls it round an 
Hen’s Quill, or fome other Thing of that 
Thicknefs. It is no thicker than the Treble 
String of a Violin ; and I have feen of them, 
after they have been pulled out, about two 
Foot and an half long. While it is in the 
Leg, it is daily covered with a Plaifter, and, 
if it chance to break in the Operation, the 
Patient will be troubled with intolerable 
Pains for a long While ; and fometimes they 
are crippled by it. But the Mofa Water, co- 
ming from Springs amongft the Mountains, 
is very fweet and wholefom. 

Mocha is a Place of good Trade, notwith- 
Ilanding its bad Situation ; for, befides the 
Cpmmcrce with Sues and Judda, the Eu~ 
glij}? and Dutch Companies have their Fa- 
(^ories there, befides a Trade from India, 
carried on by Englifl} free Merchants, E^o'r- 
tugneze. Banyans and Moors, and by Veflels 
from Bojforah, Ect'Jia and Muskat in Arabia 
petrea. The Countiy, of itfelf, affords or pro- 
duces very few valuable Commodities, be- 
fides Coffee, and fome Drugs, fuch as 
Myrrh, Olibamm or Fraiikincenie from' 
CaJJin, and Aloes .Soccatrina from Soccotra 
liquid Storax, white and yellow Arfenick, 

fome 
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fome Gum Arablck and Mummy ; with fome 
Balm of GHcad^ that comes down the Red 
'Sea, The Coifee Trade brings in a continu- 
al Supply of Silver and Gold from Errro^e, 
Span'tJI? Money, German Crowns, and other 
Eitropcan Coins of Silver ; alfo Zequins, 
Geimian and Hungarian Ducats of European 
Gold ,* and from Tin'kcy^ Ebramies and Mo- 
grabies, Gold of low Matt. 

The Pirates, for many Years, infehed the 
Mouth of the Red Sea, committing frequent 
Robberies and Barbarities. Captain Every 
\vas the firft that led the Way, ‘in Anno 1695'. 
and the Pirates finding great Booties, pur- 
chafed until fmall Danger, fi’om the Traders 
into the Red Sea, had a Projeft to be Ma- 
ilers of the Key of that Door, fo they found 
the Ifland 'Pr/;;/, which lies within Guh-flioc 
of Babelniandel, to have a good commodious 
Bay for the Security of their Shipping ; upon 
which Confidefadion, they beg.m to build re- 
gular Fortifications, and dig for frelh Wa- 
ter, and, with much Labour, they dug ihro^ 
an hard Rock, ly Fathoms deep, but found 
none, but brakifli Water; wherefore they 
defiled, and removed to St. Mary's, Ifland, 
on the Eail Side of Madagafcar, as I obferv- 
ed before, and are fincc removed, for more 
Security, over to the main Ifland, and there 
they fortify themfelves by Marriages into the 
noble Families of that great Ifland, from 
whence they come into Indidi and cruize in 
thofe Seas. In Anno 1696. they met with a 
Ship frem Bern b ay ^ commanded by one Savo- 

biidge^ 
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bfidge, Vi*'ho was carrying Arabian Horfes 
/or Sm’at. After they took the Ship, Saw^ 
bridge began to expoflulate with them about 
their Way of .Life. They ordered him to 
hold his Tongue, but he continuing his Dif- 
courfe, they took a Sail-needle and Twine, 
fewed his Lips together, and fo kept him fe- 
veral Hours, with his Hands tied behind him. 
At length they .unloofed both his Hands and 
Lips, and carried him on board their Ship, 
and, after they ' had plundred Sawbridge’s 
Ship, they fet her on Fire, and burned her 
and the Horfes together, Sawbridge and his 
People were fet amore near Aden^ where he 


died prefently after. 

Captain Eivory was not fo inhumane ; for 
the Year before,- he took a large Ship belong- 
ing to the Mogul, and got-a Booty of a60o6oa 
Rupees, which amount to, in 'Sterling Mo- 
ney, about 3x5000 Pounds. He freed the 
Ship, and let 'her go, without torturing the 
People ; but carried a young Mogul Lady 
with him, and fbme of her female Servants, 


who had been at Mecca to perform a Vow, 
laid on her by her Mother on/er Death-bed. 

But, to return again to Mocha, from my 
long Digreffion:'- The Town is large, but 
meanly fortified ; and, from the Sea, it has 
a fine Afpeft. The Buildings are lofty, and 
make a much better Appearance without than 
within. The Steeples of five or fix Mofques 
raife their Heads pretty high above .the reft 
of thp Buildings,' Their Markets are welt 
ftored vniL animal Provifions, fuch as Beef, 

■ • Mutton 
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Mutton of Sheep and Goats, Lamb and Kid, 
-Camel and Antelopes Flefli, Dung-hill Fowls, 
Guinea Hens, Partridge and Pigeon. The 
Sea ajBTords Variety of Fi/li, but not favoury. 
I believe their Unfavourinefs proceeds from 
the extreme Saltnefs of the Sea-water, and the 
Nature of their Aliment. The Town is well 


furniflied, all the Year round,, with good 
Fruits, fuch as Grapes, Peach, Apricocks and 
Quinces, of which they make Store of Mar- 
melade, both for their prefent Ufe and Ex- 
. portation, tho’ near the Town, there is not 
a Tree or Shrub to be feen, but a few Date 
Trees. And they feldom have more than two 
or three Showers of Rain in a Year, and of- 
ten no Rain in two or three Years; but a- 


mongft the Mountains, about 20 Miles off, 
feldom* a Morning pafles without a moderate 
Shower, which makes the V allies very pro- 
iifick in Fruit and Corn, fuch as the Soil will 
bear ; but they .have no Rice, tho’ Plenty of 
Barley and Wheat. 

The Governor of Mocha, and the Offi- 
cers of the Town, are Merchants, when they 
think to get good Bargains, and are very rea- 
dy to break their Contrafts, both in Pay- 
ment of their Debts, and in the Time of Pay- 
ment. Some Inftances whereof I faw.’ And, 
in Anno. iyi6.l had an experimental one ; for 
the Deputy-governor having bought a Part 
of my Cargo, agreed to pay me the firft Day 
of June , , according to our and Compu- 
tation. At the appointed Time I demanded 
my Money ; but he told me, that notwith- 

ffanding 
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{landing he had agreed at that Time to pay 
me, yet the Cuftom was not to pay before 
the Middle of July., and Cuftom mu ft be 
bbferved before Contraft; befides, the King 
having much Need of Money, fent prefting 
Demands on the Town for Money, as faftas 
it came in by Cuftoms and other Subfidies ; 
therefore he could not, nor would not pay 
me before the cuftomary Time, nor would 
he clear my Account Cuftoms (which is a 
Part of his Office) before that Time. I often 
folicited him to clear my Account, and pay 
the Balance ; but to no Purpofe. I then fell 
on a Proje<ft to frighten him into Compli- 
ance. I went very calmly to , him, and told 
him, that I had fome Goods left, which would 
be proper for the inland Markets, and that I 
would let him have a Peny worth of them. He 
knew the Goods were proper enough, as I 
had told him, and fo came to my Houfe, 
which was four Stories high. I carried him 
up to the higheft, and, having feated him in 
a fmall Balcony, I lliewed him the Mufters 
of my Goods, and askt Prices which he 
thought too high ; and, becaufe we could not 
agree, he was for going abruptly away, and 
fo got on his Feet : But I being much too 
flrong for him, took him by the Shoulders, 
and forced him to fit down again, and orde- 
red my Linguift to tell him, that, before we 
parted, he muft clear my Account Cuftoms, 
and give me Bills, on the King’s Banker, for 
the Balance, otherwife I would teach him to 
fly from the Balcony to the Ground, be the 

Confequence- 
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Confequence what it would.' He had never 
been fo treated before, and Fear feized him 


fo, that he could not fpeak for a little Time, 
but, recovering a little, ordered his Cleric, 
who was in the Room with us, to make up 
my Account, and draw Bills immediately, 
who readily obeyed Orders ; and, in Half an 
Hour, we became good Friends again; The 
ISioife of this A6lion run like a Squib thro’ 
the Town, and, before I came to the Bank- 


er with the Bill, ( which was for about iioo 
L. Sie'd. )• he was apprifed how I had ferved 
the Deputy-govemor5 and, upon prefenting 
it, accepted it to be paid in feven Days; 
but withal defired, that I would conftantly 
keep two European Seamen at his'Door, with 
Arms, and, as Money came in, they were to 
receive one Bag, and the King’s People ano- 
ther, till the Sum fiiould be completed : And 
accordingly in feven Days I got every Peny, 
and fent the Governor word, that I wanted 


to wait on him, in order to take my Leave; 
He returned me Aiifwer, that I fliouldbe ve- 


ry welcome ; and -accordingly I \Yent, and he 
received me very civilly ; and, all the while 
I ftaid, he pafled Jokes on his Deputy about 
the Fright I had put him unto. 

The King’s Cuftoms are very eafy, being 
but 3 per Cent, from Europeans^ and 5 on Gen^ 
tiles ; and the Cuftomdioufe as eafy, for they 
only delire to fee the Mullers of Goods, and 
the Quantity of Goods in each Parcel or Bale, 
and lb cauie fome, that they choofe, to be 
opened ; and if they find the Quantity and 

Quality 
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Quality agree with the Invoice given in, the 
Remainder of the Cargo is carried direftly 
■from the Landing-place, to the‘Ware-hou- 
fes, without- more Trouble ; and, after Sale, 
they receive an Account from the Seller, and 
rate the Cuftoms accordingly. ' 

They are very ignorant in Hiftory and 
natural Philpfophy; for they tell, that Alex^ 
auder the Great was Mahomet^ General, tho’ 
they lived about 900 Years diftant from one 
another ; and that, having a Mind to tran- 
fport his Army- over the Mouth of the Red 
Sea, from Babelmaudel to Zeyla^ in order to 
conquer Ethiopia, he went, about building a 
Bridge there ; and, there being feven Iflands 
in thefe Streights, called the Seven Stones, he 
placed 'them there for a. Foundation to build 
on : And they are of Opinion, that the World 
is fupported on the Horns of a great Bull, 
u^ho fometimes fiiakes his Head, which they 
affign to be theCaufe of Earthquakes, which 
frequently are felt there. 

..There are Abundance of Beggars in ilfo- 
cha, and in moft other Towns in Arabia, 
who brag of the San^lity and Verity of their 
Religion ; and, for Proof, when they pafs in 
“the Streets, they are always bawling out, that 
there is but one God, and Mahomet his Pro- 
phet and beft beloved Servant ; and, carry-- 
ing a Piece of Iron like the Tooth ofanHaf- 
rpw, in theii* right Hand, they Ilrikeitwith 
great Force into the Cavity of the Eye, and 
yet the Eye is not blemillied, nor the Eye- 
lids, or Skin aboutfthe Eye, feem to be hurt i 
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and they often let the Ii'on hang down, as if 
the Point was fafined to the Corner of the 


Eye next the Nofe. As for mad People of 
either Sex,- they venerate them, believing 
them to be infpired, or aftuated by a prophe- 
tick Spirit, 

Their Religion is Mahometlfin, and are 
fuperfticioufly rigid in their Way, but abomi- 
nable Hypocrites ; for, in their Promifes, 
which they feldom keep, with lifted up Eyes, 
they call on God to be Witnefs to their Sin- 
cerity : But in no Part of the W orld is Juftice 
bought and fold more publickly than here ; 
and the Judge, who generally is the Governor 
of the Place, whilft he is paffing unjuft Sen- 
tences, looks as grave as an old Cat, declaim- 


ing againft Partiality. 

In Anno 1716. I law Jufticc executed oti a 
notorious Criminal, guilty of no lefs than 
Robbery and Murder; A poor Peafant had 
railed a Stock of yoo Dollars, amongft his 
Friends and Neighbours, and was on his Way 
to Mocha, to lay it out in Merchandize pro- 
per for the Parts he lived in. A Villain, who 
knew of his Journey, and the Stock he car- 
ried, way-laid him, and cut his Throat from 
Ear to Ear, and then ftabbed him in the 


Breaft with his Dagger, and fo pofteft the 
• Money, and went off with it. Some Paffen- 
gers, coming that Way foon after, found the 
mangled Corps, not. quite cold, went and ■ 
informed the Neighbourhood of the Trage- 
dy. On Information, they weut and viewed 
the- Carcafe, and knew itf They gave the 

Account 
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Account to the murdered Perfon’s Relations^ 
who lived but a little Way off, and they bu- 
ried the Corps. 

Some Months after, one of the Relations 
being at Mocha^ chanced to fee bis dead 
Kinfman’s Ring on the Murderer’s Finger, 
and challenged it ; for it is the Cuffom of all 
the eaftern Countries, both the Mahometans 
and GentUesy to wear Rings. They' wear no 
Gold Rings, but Silver among the Mahome- 
tans, and the Gentiles commonly n^ear Gold. 
The Perfon who knew the Ring, informed 
the Cadjee or Judge what had paft, and the 
Cai^ee ordered the Murderer to be appre- 
hended, and brought before him ; and orde- 
ring him to be fearched, to fee if farther 
Proof could be found about him, the very 
Purfe that the Money was in, was found in 
his Bofom. However the Murderer denied 
all, but was fent to Prifon, and fettered, till 
other Perfons were fent for that were parti- 
cularly well acquainted with ' the Defunft. 
Five or fix Evidences who were fent for, 
appeared, and the Ring and Purfe being pro- 
duced, they fwore, that they knew them to 
be with the unfortunate Defun61: when he fee 
out on his Journey for Mocha; and' he at 
length confeft the Fa(ff himfelf. The Judge, 
and the reft of his Court, defired him' to re- 
turn the Money, and they would folicite the 
murdered Perfon’s Relations to fpare his Life, 
it being in their Power to take away or fave 
his Life ; but he abfolutely denied -the retur- 
ning back any Part of it, and impudently af- 

D ked 
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ked the Judge, hoiv he thought his Wife 
find Children Hiould be fupported, if he 
iliould return the Money. 

Three Months had pafTed in unfruitful 
Perfwafions, but finding him oblHnate, they 
bid him prepare to die next Day about Noon. 
And accordingly, with a Guard of about 500 
Horfe and Foot Soldiers, he was carried 
without the City,, with his Hands tied be- 
hind him ; and, about aoo Yards from 
Seddlej’^ Gate, he was delivered to the De- 
fiindl’s Relations, who firfi: gave him a deep 
Stab under the left Pap, and one of the Relati- 
ons {landing behind, pulled back his Head, 
while another cut his Throat from Ear to Ear, 
and fo left him with all their Speed. For af- 
foon as the Mob faw him killed, they afiliul- 
ted tile Executioners with Stones and Brick- 
bats fo ■ furioufly, that the Guards had much 
ado to fave them from being murdered ; for 
, there is a Paffage in the importing, 

that whoever fpilt a Believer’s ’Blood, is ac- 
curfed, and ought to be floned to Death. ■ 

The Soldiery of Mocha are very infolent 
and licentious ; for, in the Months of May, 
June and July, the Air being fired with 
Heat, and the greafefl Concourfe of Stran- 
gers come to Town, either about Traffick, 
or getting Paflage by Sea to foreign Coun-. 
tries, and about that Time Cafh is plentieil 
in Town,, then thofe undifeiplined Cowards 
feldom fail to fet Fire to fome Huts that the 
labouring People live in, ^and they being 
built of a few Spars, covered with the Bran- 
ches 
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ciies arid ' Leaves , of Date TreeSj xvliich are 
very combuftible Materials^ the Flame food 
grows fierce and Viblentj and. very often pe- 
■netrates tliro’ the Doors and WindoSvs ’ of 
Merchants Houfesi tho’ built of Brick’ . Arid,* 
in' the .Cdiifternation'} when Pedple are intent 
dn favihg what they cam by removing tHeIr 
Goods fi’om their burning Houfes to. the 
Streets, thofe Varlecs plunder publicldy there 
vdth Impunity and^ althd’ thdfe' Villains are 
deteded in fetting Fire to HoufeS and pliin- 
deringj and Complaints made of theni to the 
Gdverndri thofe Grievances are fd far fi-om 
being redrefledjs that I have kndwri a Ldm- 
plainer well baftonaded* for deteffing , the 
Rogues: When I traded theim 1 always kept , 
a Part oi-my Ship’s Company afliore for- d 
Guard j and I acquainted the Govertiorj that 
if any Pmfdri came thro’ our Street in the 
Kight with Fii^'in their Hands^ as ;they df^ 
ten did thro’ feveral other. Streets, Whete 
Merchants , kept their Ware-houfes, I wbuld 
order my Men to fire on fuch Fire-Carriers| 
which kept me pretty fecure from therh: 

The iargefi City iii the Immaim of Ara^ 
hicL felix's Ddmjnionsj is SounaiL. It is iy- 
Days -Journey Ndrth-eaft frdiii ^o'cha -. , It 
• drives a great inland Trader and is the Mart 
for mahy of the India Goods that are brought 
to Mochdi TheMechatiicks df different Trades 
have each their , peculiar , different Street ; fd 
that whatever Commodities Strangers .hiay ^ 
■want; they readily know where to find them^ 
And in all the Streets there are Brokers fdf 
t - - D ® Wives^ . 
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Wives, fo that a Stranger, who has not the 
Conveniency of an Houfe in the City to lodge 
in, may marry, and be made a free Burgher 
■for a fmall Sum. When the Man fees his 
Spoufe, and likes her, they agree on the 
Price and Term of Weeks, Months or Years, 
and then appear before the Cadjee or Judge 
of the Place, and enter their Names and 
Terms in his Book, which colls but a Shil- 
ling, or thereabout: And joyning Hands be- 
fore him, the Marriage is valid, for better 
for worfe, till the Expiration of the Term a- 
,gveed on. And if they' have a mind to part, 
or renew the Contraa, they arc at Liberty 
to choofe for themfelves what they judge 
molt proper ; but if either want to be fepa- 
rated during the Term limited, , there muft 
be a Commutation of Money paid by the fe- 
parating Party to the other, according .as 
they can agree; and fo they become, free 
to make a new Marriage elfewherc.

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CHAP. VT. 

Contains a ^Defcripion (?/Aden, with fome 
hijtorical Remarks about the Turkifii Ex- 
pedition from thence into India : Alfa an Ac-' 
county of the Sea-coaft Arabia petrea, as 
far as Muskat and Baffora ; with a partu 
. cular Account of an Englifli Ship loji on the 
IJland ofMuceira. 

T he eaftmoft Town of Note in the Im- 
maiim oi Mochas Dominions on the 
Sea-coaft, is Aden, built by the Turks, in the 
fourteenth Century, as has been hinted be- 
fore. It is built on the Eaft Side of a barren 
Ifland, and has nofrefti Water but what the 
Rains afford them, which they keep in Ci- 
fterns. The Turks had great Defigns when 
they built it, for they thought of driving the 
Rortugue&e out of their Settlements in 
and to have pofteft them themfelves. Accor- 
dingly about the Middle of the ftxteentli 
Centuiy, they made an Expedition into In- 
dia, againft the Tortugueze, but were unfuc- 
cefsful, and fo have never attempted fince to 
fettle in India. It continued many Years af- 
ter the Stapple Port for the Red Sea Com- 
merce, but the Charges of keeping it, fo far 
from the Turkijh Dominions, made them leave 
it to the Immatm, as was already obferved, 
and he removed the Trade to Mocha. 

H has a good Road for Shipping in the 
W efterly Monfoons, and a pretty good Mould, 
or Bafon, for the Eafterly, clofe to the Town, 
D 3 and 
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and ihp Road is not Half Gun-fliot from it. 
It has been well fortifiedp being naturally 
ftfong in its Situation ; but the Bado'ws, or 
wild Arabs, who inhabit about the Sea-coaft 
of Arabia petrna, have feveral Times taken, 
and plundred it, fince it fell into the Lnpia-^ 
Hands. ‘ The Country adjacent produ? 
ces Barley, Wheat and Legumen, and Store 
of Fruits and Roots, Camels, AlTes, Mules 
and Horfes, all very finely fliaped and mettlc- 
forn ; but Money being pretty plenty in that 
Part of the Country, their Horfes are very 
dear, for ■j'o or 6o L. SterL is reckoned but 
a fmall Price for one. Tliey have alfo Plen- 
ty of Sheep, with lai^e broad Tails, that reach 
alrnofi; to the. Ground, and their Goats are 
the .finefl:, both for Beauty and Tafle, that e- 
yer I fawi And they have Poultry and Gui-^ 
nea Hens in 'Abundance. And the Sea affords 
Variety of good Fifli. The Immaunh Domi- 
nions reach about zo Leagues to the Eailward 
of Aden^ along the Sea-coaft ; but there are 
ho Places of Trade till we come to 

CaJJm,^y\\. lies alnioft under the Meridi- 
an of Cape Giiardafoy, and under the prodi- 
gious high Mountains of Megiddo, on the 
Coaft of Arabia'. ’ I have feen tllofe Moun- 
tains,' in a clear Day, .above 40 Leagues off. 

The Religion of Cajfm is Mahometan, and 
the ciyil Government Death is 

capitar,. 'and 'is puniflied with Dekh, but not 
t>y the civil Magiftrate f'for the Tribe or, 
Clan of the' Defunk purfues the Murderer or. 
|iomicide, and when they have found hiiU;, 
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he is immediately beheaded, and his Head 
put upon the Point of a Lance, and brought 
to his Relations in Triumph, ' with Mufick 
and Dancing. And the Tragi-comedy ends 
in Feafting. 

The Product of the Country (befidesthe 
common Roots, and Fruits and Animals) is 
Myrrh and Oltbanum or Frankincenfe, which 
they barter for coarfe Calicoes from India ; 
but they have mo great Commerce with 
Strangers. Nor has ^offar2.ny better Trade, 
but is more noted for Barbarity to thofe they 
can circumvene. I knew an Englijh Ship m 
Anno lyoy. that called there for rre/li Watei*9 
and the Natives came flocking on board with 
animal Provifions to fell or barter. They 
found the A’«^/z)'^fupinely negligent, and, be- 
ing but lix or feven in Number, they mixt 
with them, and fuddenly ftabbed them all ? 
but did no Harm to the Indian Seamen and 
Merchants, who were about 40 in Number. 
They took every Thing out of the Ship, and 
then burnt her. 

, Curia Muria is another Port on that Shore, 
but of fmall Account. It is in the Middle 
of feven Iflands, each having a very high 
Mountain, which 'makes them confpicu- 
ous from the Sea. There are none that fre- 
^ent it but Trankies, that navigate from the 
Gulf of "Pe-rjia to the Red Sea, who call there 
for frefii Water and Recruits ofProwfion, 
The Inhabitants, along all that Coaft, are Ba^ 
dows, who wear no Clothes above the Na- 
vel. Their Hair grows long, which they

plat, and wreathe about their Heads. The 
next remarkable Place is Maceirci^ a barren 
uninhabited Ifland, lying about y Leagues 
from the Continent, and within ro Leagues 
of Cape Raffelgat, It has dangerous Sholes 
lying on its Weft End, which reach above 
30 Leagues along the Shore to theWeftward, 
and fo far in the Sea, that the Land (tho’ 
pretty high ) cannot be feen, before the un- 
skilful or unwary Pilot feels the Rocks with 
his Ship’s Keel. The Inhabitants on the main 
Continent, feem to be Sorcerers ; for about 
the Year 1^84. a Ship from London, called 
the Merchants Delight, Edward Say 

Supercargo, this S&ip unfortunately run a- 
fliore on the Ifland in the Night, being very 
dark, notwithftanding they kept their deep 
Sea Lead going every Half Hour; yet they 
were fo lucky as to run her faft a-ground be- 
tween two Rocks very clofe to the Shore. 
In a few Minutes the Ship was full of Water, 
but, being dry on the upper Decks, the 
People kept on them till Day-light, and then 
they difeovered about 4 or yoo wild Ai'abs, 
with fome Tents pitched at a little Diftance 
from them. 

The Arabs, by Signs, fliewed themfelves 
ready -to aflift the diftrefled Englijh, and be- 
ing excellent Swimmers, fwam'to the Ship, 
and brought the End of a Rope afliore. There 
was one on board, whom I was afterwards 
well acquainted with, ■ who, before that, had 
failed fome Years in India, and had learned 
the Indujiau Language, and fome Arabick : 

he 
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he ferVed for an' Ihterpreter. ' They bid the 
Eiiglijh hoift their Boats out, and come afliore 
without Fear, which they accordingly did, 
with their Arms. They told the Engltjh, 
that they were not come there to rob them, 
but to affift them for reafonable Rewards, 
and that they would take no Advantage of 
the ill Circumftances they were in, but would 
make a fair Contradi; with them, and perform 
their 'Part, as .hiould be IHpulated in their 
Agreement. The EngHJ}), tho’ very diffi- 
dent of the treacherous were oblig- 

ed to ^covenant, and agree, that whatever 
was faved of the Treafm*e, Cargo, or the 
Ship’s Furniture, fliould be equally divided, 
and the Englijlo to have the Choice which 
Part they might have a mind to ; and that 
the Arabs fliould tranfport the EngliJJj'sY'nxt 
to Miiskat^ about 60 Leagues offi Freight 
free. 

A s s o o N as the Contraft was made, the 
Arabs went couragioufiy to Work, and, in 
a Wedc or ten Days, got every Thing afliore 
that was portable, and they, according- to A- 
greement, divided the whole into two equal 
Parts, and gave the their Choice, and 

then got Trankies, ( or Barks without Decks ) 
and Ihipt what belonged to the Englijl? for 
Mnskaf. All the while they^ were getting 
the Goods afliore, they treated the Ehglifh 
with excellent Mutton, both of Sheep and 
Goat, and laid in'Provifion for their Paflage 
xo Mnskaty free of Charge to the Super- 
cargo. 

After 
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After the Interpreter aforefaid was 
grown familiar with thofe Arabs^ that were 
fo kind and benevolent, he askt them why 
fo many of them had aflembled on that bar- 
ren liland. They anfwered, that about eight 
Days before the Ship was loft, a Fakee, who 
is an ecclefiaftick Officer in their Church, 
prophefied, that near fuch a Time, a Ship 
would be loft there, and prefted them to go 
to the Affiftance of the ftiip-wrack’d People, 
who would be glad *to come under Contrafl 
with them, to have one Half of what was 
gotten out of the \V rack ; and conjured his 
Auditory to perform their Part faithfully, 
which accordingly they did; tho’ at other 
Times the Badows ate perfidious, treach- 
erous and cruel. 

Cape Rajfelgat lies about i 6 Leagues to 
the Eaftward of Macetra, and the Sea-ftiore 
is clear of Danger ,* and juft within the Cape, 
to the Northward, is a Village called Teywee^ 
which ftands on the Side of a fmall fcver, 
near the Sea ; but is beft known by a little 
Mountain ( clofe by it ) ftiaped like an high- 
crown’d Hat. And about i 6 Leagues lar- 
iher to the Northweftward, is Curiat, a large 
Village in a Valley clofe to the Sea. To the 
Northward of it is a very high large Moun- 
tain, whole Foot is wafht by the Sea, and 
there are 40 Fathoms within ^oo Paces of it. 
It may be feen above 40 Leagues from the 
Sea. There are neither Trees nor Grafs to 
be feen along the Sea-coaft, but at Cnriat ; 
and yet the Country ftas Plenty of Cattle, 

gteat 
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gi'eat andfmall, with Variety of Fraits and 
Roots' from the Valliesvand Fifli from the 
Sea. Their Wells are dug in the Vallies ve-, 
ry deep before , they come to Springs, but 
the Water is very good. 
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X'/^e^s of the Kingdom and City of Muskat, 
and of their religious and civil Cufoms % 
vuith fome hiforical Account of their Wars 
^ and Oecdnomy, And d little Account of the 
Sea-coaft of Arabia deferta, as far ^ Baf- 
fora. 

M VSKATXi&s about ax Leagues to 
the North-weftward of Curiat^ and is 
the Mart Towri of Arabia ^etrea. It is built 
on the Bottom of a fmall Bay, that almoft 
has the Shape of an Horfe Shoe. It was built 
arid fortified by the ffortugneze^ in the fif- 
teenth- Century, but taken from them about 
the Year i^yo. The King of that Province 
( for tho’ there be many Kings in Arabia,^ 
yet none affumes the Title of Kmg of Arabia') 
having War at that Time with Uno’^erfans^ 
had raifed an Army of 40000 Men to infult 
the Sea-coaft of "Perfa i and had provided 
a fufficient Number of (mail Veifels, called 
Trankies, foj; their Tranfpoits, .His Army 
jay at a little Diftance Xwm Muskat, and hi^ 
Fleet at Mutt era, ^ fmall Bay about: a Mile 
from the Entrance of Muskat Harbour. The 
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King fent a civil Meflage to the Tortugnezc 
Governor, defiring the Liberty of his Mar- 
kets to buy Provifions. 

Thil infolent Governor, ' thinking him- 
felf fafe within a walled Town, with many 
fmall Forts to annoy any Enemy that could 
come to. attack the, Walls of the Town, in- ' 
Eead of returning a civil Anfwer to the King’s 
RequeE, fent a Piece of Pork wrapt up in 
Paper, as a Prefent to the King,- and bid the 
MelPenger tell him, that if he wanted fuch 
Provifions, he could furnifli him. The Mcf- 
fenger, nor knowing what \Yas in the Paper, 
carried it to his Mailer, yuth the rude 
Anfwer. . Now Pork being forbidden the 
Mahometans as well as Jews, they hold it in 
Abomination, and confequently it aggravated 
the defigned Affront. The King was much 
furprized at the Governor’s ill Manners, 
but diffembled his Refentmenr, in Expefta- 
tion to ^-nd a proper Time at his Return from . 
his Terfian Expedition, to correft the Go- 
'vernor’s Infolence, or revenge the Affront 
put on him : But the whole Army being enra- 
ged at the Affront, breathed nothing but pre- 
fent Revenge. And the Queen, who was of the 
iS'<?iiExtra<ftion, who are a Tribe or Family de- 
fcended from Mahomet^ By Fatima his Daugh- 
ter and Alli his Apoftle, being of a mafculine 
fiery Temper, reproached the King for not 
refenting fo grofs an Affront, ofwore by her 
Anceftor the Prophet, that llie would never 
ffir out of the Tent flie then fat in, till Mnf- 
kat was taken from the ’Fortugne^e, -All the , 

Army 
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'Army applauded the Queen, and tbreatned. 
to; mutiny, if they were not forthwith led by- 
their' Officers to the Scalade, of the City- 
Walls. And at laft . the King finding that no 
Peirfwafions could cool their Fury, thp’ the 
Day was far fpent, ordeired them, to be jed 
on. The Tortugueze. flank’d them, from 
their Forts om the Mouhtams, with Plenty of 
great and fmall Shot ; but the Arabs never 
looked back, nor minded the great Numbers 
, of. their dead Companions, but mounted the 
Walls over the Carcafes of their flain.. About 
Sun-fet they drove the .^^<7r^«^//e^efroin two 
of the City, Gates, and.purfued their Enemy 
fo hard, that not one efcapedi ;tho’ they fle 3 
in great Hade towards the ^eat Fort, wffiere 
the Governor , daid, . That Fort -is built on a 
Rock almod furrounded by the Sea, and has 
no Way to .get up to it, but by a Stair -cafe 
hewn out of- the Rock, above 50 Yards high,' 
and not above two or three Perfons can^a^f. 
icend a-bread. The Arabs thought it im- 
pradicable to attack it, fo made aBlocade of 
it. , In the Attack of the Town, the Arabs 
lod between 4 and 5000 of the Fed of their 
Forces ; and the "^ortngneze, in their Forts, 
were reduced to 60 . ox ,70. .. Thofe in the 
fmall Forts were obliged, foon to furrender 
for Want of Ammunition and Provifions; and 
all were' put to the Sword, except thofe, 
who, to, fave their Lives, promifed to be cir- 
cumciied, and abjure the Chriftian Religion. 
Thofe in the great Fort held out about dx 
Months, under great Want and Fatigues;, and 
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all Hopes of Relief being cut off, they refold 
ved on a Surrender, on which Motion, the 
imprudent Governor, who was the foie Caufe 
of tneir Calamity, leapt down a Precipice in' 
. to the Sea, where the Water being very llial-* 
low, he was daflit to Pieces on the Rocks. 

The little Garifon -would fain have come 
to a Capitulation, but the Arabs would grant 
them no Terms, but that they mufl yield, or 
be ftarved ; and tho’ the Terms were hard, 
5^et they thought bed: to furrender, and all 
were put to the Sword, except a few who 
embraced Mahofnetijm^ which in all were 
eighteen Perfons* And this Relation I had 
from a very old Renagado, who was at the 
Tragedy, being then a Soldier, who reck- 
oned himfelf about loo Years old, and, by 
his Afpe<S:, could not be much lefs. 

The City of Mnskat is very flrong, both 
by Nature and Art ; but the Buildings very 
mean, as moft Fabricks are under the Oeco- 
nomy of a People who abominate Luxury 
>and Pride, as the Mnskat Arabs do. The 
Cathedral built by the ^ortugneze^ ftill re- 
tains fome Marks of its ancient Grandeur, 
and is now converted into a Palace for the 
King, when he refides there, which is gene-, 
rally a Month or two yearly. The W all of 
the Town that faces the Harbour, has a Bat- 
tery of large Cannon, about 6o in Number, 
and there are 8 or lo fmall Forts built on the 
adjacent Rocks or Mountains, which guard 
all the Avenues to the Town, both by Sea 
and L.and ; and there are none permitted to 

come 
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come in or go out of the Harbour between 
Sun~fet and Rifing. 

The Pirates that infefted the Indian Seas 


at the latter End of the lixteenth, Century, 
made a Breach between the Engltjh and them. 
The Pirates having made Prize of one of 
their Ships, they retaliated oh the Emlifu 
private. Shipping: They feized Captain Mor- 
rkes's little Ship, and detained him and all 
his Crew as Slaves, and would never ranfom 


them. In Anno lyoy. they took Captain Mnr- 
veL in a rich Ship from Bengal^ bound to 
Berfia ; but that might be attributed to Pufil- 
lanimity, in not offering to make a Defence. 

TpEY put their Slaves to no Manner of 
Labour, and allow them a Soldier’s Pay foe 
Subfiflence ; and what they can earn other- 
wife by Indullry, is wholly their own. 

. There are neither Trees, Shrubs nor 
Grafs to be feen on the Sea-coafl: from Curk 
at to Mnskat^. QXidi hvX a few Date Trees m 
a Valley at the Back of the, Town, and yet 
there is not the leaf!; Want of them felt in the 


City; audit has as good Markets for Whea^ 
Barley and Legumen, and for excellent Fruits, 
Roots and Herbage, and good Cattle, both 
great and fmall, as any where in India, where ■ 
the Soil is moll luxurious. And the Sea ftir- 


nillies them with Plenty and Variety of ex- 
-cellent Fifli. Their Cattle look to be very 
' lean, but when killed, they are very fat and 
good, affording a great Deal of Tallow. 
They are not well Hocked with Fowl, but 
thofe they have,, are very good. 

From 
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From May to Sep ember the Heats are 
excelTive in the Town, fo that none appear 
on the Streets, from lo in the Morning till 
3 or 4 after Noon. Their Bazaars or Mar- 
kets are all covered with Date Tree Leaves, 
foread on Beams of the fame Tree, that reach 
from Houfe to* Houfe-top ; and the Houfes . 
being all flat on their Tops, terrafled with 
Clay and Straw mixt, in the aforefaid 
Months every Body lodges on them in the 
Nights ; for below Stairs they cannot fleep 
for Heat, and the Nights afford plentiful 
Dews, that fometimes weet them thro’ their 
thick Cotton Quilts ; and thefe Dews are 
reckoned very falubrious, 

•The Reafon of fo intenfe Heats proceeds 
from the Nearnefs of the Sun in thofe Months, 
who fends his Beams almoft perpendicularly 
down on the Sides of the Mountains, which be- 
ing all naked, and nothing but an hard black’ 
Rock appearing, the Sun heats them to fuch 
a Degree, that between loand ii in the Fore- 
noon, I have feen the Slaves rofl Fifli on. 
them. And the Horfes and Cattle, who are 
accuftomed to that Food, come daily, of their 
own Accord, to be ferved their Allowance, 
and when they have breakfafted, retire again • 
to Shades built for them ; and yet their Beef 
- and Mutton, that are partly nourifhed by that 
Sort of Food, have not the leafl; Savour of 
Filli. And the Reafon why Fillies are fo plen- 
tiful and cheap in the Markets, is by the ea- 
fy and odd Way they have in catching them, 
or rather conjuring of them ; for I h-ave feen 

a 
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a Man and two Boys catch a Tun Weight 
in an Hour or two. The Man {lands on a 
,Rock, where the Sea is pretty deep near ic, 
and calls Tall^ tall^ for a Minute or two, and 
the Fiih come fwarming about , the Rock. 
iThe two Boys, in a little Boat, ihut them in 
with a Net about ao or 30 Yards long, and 
3 or 4 deep, and, drawing the Net near the 
Rock, keep all inland, when People come 
for Fifli, he asks them what Sorts they want, 
and puts an Hoop-net, fixed to the End of 
a Pole, into the Water, and ferves every Bo^ 
dy with what Kind they ask for ; and when 
he has done, he hales out his Net, and gives 
the reft then Liberty. 

• Their e*ftabliflied Religion is M ahoinetan^ 
of the Se<ft of They hinder no Body, 
of what Perfwafion foever, to go into their 
Mofques, even in Time of divine Service. 
And their Molahs or Priefts often preach 
themfelves into violent Paflions,- efpecially if 
the Subjed of their Sermon be about the 
Verity .of their Religion; and then rhej’ll 
challenge the Priefts of any other Religion 
whatever, to confirm theirs with as good E- 
•vidences as they can ; for, being well verfed 
in Legerdemain Tricks, ( which all we 

except one Set of our Priefts^ are ig- 
norant of) they’ll take live Coals out of the 
Fire, and feem to eat them, with as good ari 
Appetite as a School-boy can eat a Bergdm^ 
Pear ; which Trick the poor deluded Au- 
ditory takes for a Miracle, to confirm the' 
an(ftity of their Religion. 

i E 
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The King ' keeps his Court generally at 
Naza'iua or Rey flacky two Towns four or 
five Days Journey from Mu skat within Land.- 
He has no fplendid Equippage, and his Garb 
very plain, and no finer than an ordinary 
Soi’dier’s is. He has about xco of his own 
Slaves armed with Matchlocks and iliort 
broad Swords, for his Guardi who always 
attend on him. He, nor his Subjedls ufe no 
Tables, but plain Mats fpread on the Ground, 
ferve for Table and Chairs. Their Viands 
are a Dilli of Rice, either plain, or lUade in 
Pillaw, and a Difli or two more of flow’d or 
fryed Flefli, Fifli or Fowl, placed near the 
Difli of Rice: And he, with his .Table Com- 
panions, fit on the fame Mat,- with their 
Buttocks oil their Heels, and, in that Po- 
flure, they feed, veiy plentifully.- Their right 
Hand ferves them for Spoony Knife and 
Fork, except when they ea't Broth or' Milk,* 
;^d then tloey have large wooden Spoons, 
Their nfual Drink is W atcr, or fowre Milk, 
and in hot Weather Sherbets. 

They make no great Difference about 
Table Guefis ; for the King and a common 
Soldier, the Mailer and Slave, fit promifcu- 
oufl}^, and dip in- the fame Difli: But Wo- 
men never eat in Company with Men. The 
Meps Apparel is a Pair of Breeches down to 
their Ancles, with a loofe V efl on their Backs, 
with very large Sleeves, and the Body of 
the Vefl gii'dcd. about their Bodies with a 
Safh, and a large Turband carelefly Wreath’d 
about their Heads, and a Poniard, or .a fliort 

' broad 
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inroad Sword ftuckdnto their' Girdle perpen- 
dicularly;' their Shoes cliimfiiy iiiade,-,and 
Very low anddliff at. the.Q;uarter-heels; and' 
thus a Gentleman is .equippedj biliiii edl3 
Weather ,they ilfe, Camelins,‘ a forpof.loofe 
Cpat, without Sleeves, made of Camels Wpplh; 
Their .Women Wear Bi^eche's to Vheir i^eelsi. 
Of finer Stuffs] and better Colours tHaii , the. 
Men . . The Body of the Veft made, for their 
Ufe, is ftraitf.biit flidit w^ed; and" gathered; 
above . the Navel .in Plats,, .whicli, 'makes the 
lower I^art. look lilte a Petticoat: Their Shoes' _ 
afe lliap’d like the Mens; .flat and broad; , 

' T HE Reafpn ;why > their ,;Shdes are . madb ' 
fo; for their ealier flipping off or dh; when 
they eriter; dr ;eoffie otit of a Roomf that 
they may not dirty the Carpets dr Mats y^flere-' . 
^yith the Rooms are fpreadi which fef ve them , 
for; Beds in cold Weather: .. And,‘ -, excbpt 
fdrhe large found Pillows, of broad Cidrli bly 
Velvety flufc with COttdnf fd'r the Eafe Off 
thofe who fit .'ori the Carpets, of Mats; to lean 
upon, as they fit crofs-iegg’d; there is no' other 
Furniture in a Room. 

. OyER all the three their Cuflohi 

in treating Strangers dr-Eriends, is the fame ; 
Jbr affpdn as every one is feated, a .Servant 
brings, a, Fdt df Cdffee, and ferves it _ about 
in, fmall .Clips,' that contain not a Quartet of 
a Gill;, but.aflboh as one Cup, is out^ they 
fill again,- and perhaps, a third Time: Then a 
Pipe of Tobacco iffprefented, ,tMir .Pipe^^ 
differing much ffdmdurs iri^«ri?/ff,,in Shapp 
and Magnitude; which Service kfls till iiear 

..f Ei - thd 
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the Time of breaking up Company,' when- 
comes ilia little Pot of hot burning Coals,, 
on which they throw fome Chips of Agala-- 
wood, or fome Powder of Benjoin, Myrrh; 
or Frankincenfc, which produce a thick 
Smoke, that incenfes or perfumes the whole 
Room. And, as I obferved before, it is the ' 
-Cuftom of wearing very great Sleeves to 
their Garments. They open their Sleeves as 
wide as they can, and hold them over the 
Smoke, which perfumes their Arms, Shoul- 
ders, Neck and Beard. And the laft Courfe 
is fome Rofe-water to befprinkle the Compa- 
ny, which is the Signal to be gone every one 
about their Butinefs; fo, without any Forms' 
of Ceremony, every one walks off. 

The Produfts of Arabia ^etrea for Ex- 
portation, are but few, as Horfes, Dates, 
fine Brimftone, fome Coffee, but not fo good 
as at Mocha \ foiiie Ruinofs, which is the 
Root of a fmall Shrub, that dies Crimfon, 
and fome Pearl. Their Manufadure is fome 
coarfe Cotton Linen and Camelins, which 
they confume mod in their own Country; 
but th^Badows need none, fince they wear" 
none. The Arabs wear no Pearl or Gold ; 
but the W omen of Diftin6lion wear Pearl of * 
a fmall Price, tho’ I faw one there as big. as 
a large Hazel-nut, exaftly round, and of a 
fine Water. It was valued at looo Tomans, 
which is above 3000 L. Sterl. I have fome- 
times gone in a Boat to fee them dive for 
Pearl, and have bought fome Pearl Oyfters of 
them ; but the Divers are- Cheats, putting the 

Oyfters 
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Oyfters in the Sun, which makes them- gape, 
and then the Rogues rummage them, and 
iliake out the Pearl ; and, after they, are rob- 
bed of their Treafure,^ they put them into 
Water again, and they clofe. I bought at 
Times above loo Oyfters, and got nothing ; 
they coft me but feven Pence half Peny a 
Piece. At lafl I found one that had an Ex- 
crefcence growing to the Shell on the Infide, 

^ which I carefully took off; and, at Qar-war 
in India, I fold it for 9 L. Sterl. 

• The Women in this Country have fome 
peculiar Privileges beyond the Men ; for if 
one complain that a Mari has offered Violence 
to her Perfon, without further Proof than 
her Word of Honour, he is puniflied with 
100 Ballinadocs on the Soles of the Feet, or 
put into a Dungeon under Ground, which 
has only an Hole at the Top, big enough 
to receive a Man ; and when he is in, there 
is a Stone put over the Hole, too big to 
be removed by a Tingle Perfon, and there 
he muft flay three Days, and as many Nights, 
without Meat or Water, or Room to ly at 
his Length, And if a Wife complain of her 
Husband for Unkindnefs in any Kind,' parti- 
cularly of dne Benevolence, as by Law efla- 
bliHicd in the JewiJ}? and Mahometan Chur- 
ches, the Husband mufl undergo the Punifli-* 
ment of the Dungeon. But if a Lady tref- 
paffes, and her Spoufe deteft her Crime, he 
has the Law in his own Hand, and may cha- 
ftife her with the Whip feverely ; but muff 
not touch her Life, on Pain of Death.

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: Mnslmi.,Ar^^ are remarkable for 

their ’ Humility and Urbanity. I liad one In- 
Ilance, oT their pivility.. As.l was one Morn- 
ing walking the Streets, -I met/accidentaliy the 
(GoVemor pf . the Cit37,:by them called the 
aiid, according to my Duty, I went 
iiftq .the Door of a Shop, to let him and his 
Guards have: the Street, which .generally are 
narrow^ 'but he -obfeiwing, by myComplexi- 
oh .’and Garb, -that- 1 was a Stranser, made 
his Guard go on one Side, and beck’ned me 
io'xqme forward, and flood till I pafl by hirh. 
And 'for an Inflance of their cool Temper,- 
ill shearing Debates and reflifying Miflakes 
between JPartiesdifagreeing about Commerce:

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About the Year i6io. Terfid was in a 
floiirifliing Condition, and was a Terror to 
all its Neighbours. Shn^j:; Tmnas^ Son to the 
famous Shaw Ahafs^ was then King, and be-, 
ing of a martial Difpofition, had a Defign to 
annex all \i\\cArabMn Coaft oppofite to 'Tcr- 
fa, to his own Dominions, and accordingly 
' tranfported from a City of his own that 

lies on the Sea-iliore, an Army of 35 01*40000 
Men to conquer it. The Army met with no 
Oppofition in landing,' and they foon- over- 
ran the Country wherever they went; but 
they had not been long in Purfuit of their 
Conqued, till Provifions began to be fcarce 
in the Army, which, with the Scarcity of 
frefli Water, and the intolerable Heats, both 
of Sun and Winds, brought a Contagion on 
the Terfiansy that killed the better Half of 
them, and obliged what was left to return 
back to Terfia by Shipping, as they had come 
from it. 

• Those barren Coalls are needlefly fecu- 
red by fandy Banks, that run 10 or i% Lea- 
gues off from the Shore, which would make 
Nawgation imprafticable, if it fliould meet 
with Encouragement; but the two Hands 
of Bareeu, lying in the Latitude of 29 De- 
grees 30 Minutes, almoft in the Bottom of the 
Gulf, and belonging to the Crown oiTerfia^ , 
have the. belt Pearl Fifliing in the World. 

• About the Beginning of this Century,- the 
Mtiskat Arabs took Poireffion of Barmi I- 
|lands ; but the honed Pearl Fifliers deferted 
It whilft the Arabs kept Poffeflion, ■ who 
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finding that their new Settiement could not 
defray the -Charge of keeping, without the 
Pearl Fifliers, they left it; and the Fiihers, 
who are moftly 'Arabs, returned to their In- 
duflry, and continue the Filhery. 

The great Turk gives Laws to all' the 
Countries that ly between the River Euphra- 
tes and Ethiopia ; but there are many Sheeks 
•who inhabit rhofe Deferts, that make but 
fmall Account of him' or his Orders, becaufe 
the Sterility of their Country makes them fe- 
cure from great Armies coming amongft them, 
and a fmall one dares not venture amongft 
them as Enemies. They being ^ naturally 
Thieves, rob Friend or Foe, or one another ; 
fo that few People of Subftance have any 
Commerce with them. 

• There are no Towns of Note between 
Muskat and Bapora, but Zoar, and but very 
few inconfiderable Villages ; but there are 
two or three pretty convenient Harbours 
for Shipping. The fouthermoft is about 6 
Leagues to the Southward of Cape Mofeji- 
den, called Courfbrcami. It is almoft like 
kat Harbour, but fomewhat bigger, and has 
excellent frefli Water in deep Wells, about 
a Quarter of a Mile from the Landing-place. 
The Village contains about twenty little Hou- 
fes ; yet there are pretty good Refrelliments 
to be had there. Cape Mofenden is of itfelf 
-but a good Number of fmall high Wands ly- 
ing near one another, but they appear like a 
Promontory on Terra firma.. And up to the 
Weft ward of the Cape there is another Har- 
’ • bour^ 
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hour, whofe Name I have' forgot ,* but there 
nregood frefli Water and animal Provifions to 
be had there.- And now- having ■ defcribed 
Muskat and its Territories as well as I can? 
ril make one Obfervation more, and proceed 
on uny Travels. 

•E V'E R fince the "Tfii'ingucze left Mnskat 
to the there has' been a continual 

War; biit in the main the have been 

the -Gainers, ^yet they . have been obliged to 
build and-buy Ships of Force to confront the 
at Sea, and to keep their Coafts 
free from their Infults. ■ Their Fleets have 
often-met, and had fome Engagements, but 
few. Ships have been taken or . funk on either 
Side ; but Merchant, Ships of both Sides have 
been taken. The To 7 'ti!giicz>c ufe their Cap- 
tives with : great ^Severity, making them la- 
bour hard, and inure them to the Diici- 
pline of the Whip but the Arabs ufe theirs 
with very much Humanity, only making them 
Frifoners at large, without putting them to 
hard Labour, and allow them as much Diet 
Money as their own Soldiers receive, and 
that is duly paid them twice a Month. And 
if any of the <P 0'rtugue2:>e. are Artificers or 
Mec'hanicks, they . may freely work at their 
Trade, ,to' earn Money to redeem themfelves.’ 

In Amio ij'i'y. ihQ Arabian confifted 
of one Ship of 74 Guns, two of do, one of yo, 
and -iS fmall Ships from 3^ toiz Guns each, 
and fome Trankies or rowing Veffels from 4 
to B Guns each, with which Sea Forces they 
' keep all the Sea-coafts in Aw, from Gape Q?- 
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werinto the Red Sea. They have often made 
Defcents on the Tortugueze Colonies on the 
Coaft of India, deftroying their Villages and 
Farms, but fpare the Churches, for better 
Reafons than we can give for plundring them. 
They kill none in cold Blocfd, but ufe their 
Captives cotirteouily. In ' Anno 1695'. they 
quarrelled with the Carnatick Rajah, a po-r 
tent Prince by -Land; yet they came with 
their Fleet, . and plundred and burned the 
Towns of Barfalore and M angular e, two of 
the bed; -and richell Towns' on that Coaft, 
And now I leap from Muskat tq ' .

C H A P. vin. 

Qi'ues an Account o/Baftbra City, and that 
Rart of Arabia deferta ; with Remarks oit 
its Government and Commerce, and Jbme 
Occurrences, both ancient and 'modern, that 
have haffened to it ; with forne Account of 
the famous River Euphrates. 

B asso RA is the eaftmoft City or Tonm - 
in the Turkijh Dominions, ftanding a- 
bout tw^o Miles from the famous Euphrates, 
and has a fmall Rivulet that wallies its Walls 
on the Weft Side, and difeharges its Waters 
into the Euphrates. This City Hands about 
30 Leagues from "the Sea, and it is, alledged, 
was built by the Emperor Trajan, and had 
the Honour to be the Birth-place of another 
Roman Emperor, RhiliP firnamed the Ara- 

biant 
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hinii: -Btit at firft it was built along the Side 
of the River, and the Veftigia of its ancient 
W alls are ftill to be feen from the aforefaid 
Rivulet, ' a League down the Banks of Eu- 
^)hrates^ which difembogucs her Waters, by 
four or five Mouths, into the G\A^o^Eet'Jia', 
bur none navigable for Ships of Burden, but 
that Chanel that leads to Bajfo-ra. At the Ci- 
ty it is a liiort Mile over at high Water, and 
it keeps about the fame Breadth to the very 
Mouth of it. 

.'The River abounds in Fifli, but none good, 
except a fmall Shad about the Bignefs of an 
Herring. And there is great Plenty of 
wild Fowl, fuchas Swans, Geefe, Duck, Teal, 
Wigeon and Curlews; and the Fields have 
Plenty of Partridge of feveral Kinds, Plover, 
Snipes, Dovesi Pigeons and large Larks, whofc 
Flefli is very favoury, and , their wild Notes 
gr.ateful to the Ear. They have alfo Birds 
of Prey, as Eagles, many Sorts and Sizes of 
Hawks, and Kites, Crows black and white, 
and it is obfervable, that the black keep the 
Arabian Side of the River, and the white 
the Eerfiauy and if any prefume to interlope 
into anothers Province, they raife the Bojfe-, 
and drive them back to their own Territo- 
ries. 


. There is great Plenty of fmall Tortois 
in the River ; but none eat them, becaufc 
they are forbidden in the Levkkal Law, to 
which the Mahometans adhere much in Point 
of eating. They have alfo many Species of 
wild Beafls. Wild Swine are very numerous, 
' ■ ‘ and 
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and their Flefli is very' fweet and juicy,, but 
no Fat to be feen about them. And thePea^. 
iants come often to Town to invite Chr.iJiU 
aus to kill them ; for. they, make. fad Hayock 
of their Corn and Roots. And if a Ghrijliau 
kills any, they’ll bring them to their Houfes 
on AlTes or Mules, for a very, fmall Reward ^ 
notwithftanding there is a pofitive Command 
in ' the Akor'mh that forbids them to touch 
Swine’s Fle/li. •. * 

, T HE V have Plenty of black Cattle, wild 
and tame, and good Milk';' but they make 
but fcurvy. Cheefe :of ity .and- no Butter, be- 
.caufe they make- the Fat of their Sheeps 
Tails ferve in their IGtchens -inftead of But-: 
ter;, and they keep no Tea-tables for. the 
, Confumption of frelh Butter. And Coffee, 
which is much in' Ufe, is the conftant Compa- 
nion of .a Pipe of Tobacco, which is taken 
by the Ladies as well as Gentlemen. .In the; 
Defert, which is very near the Town,- there 
are. wild Camels, Horfes, Affes, Goats, Lions,' 
•Leopards, Panthers and Foxes, which they , 
hunt on Horfe-back, . with Sword and Lance,, 
and on .Foot , with Fowling-pieces. They 
have Plenty of delicious Fruits,- as Pomegra-; 
nates,'. Peaches, Apricocks, Quinces, Olives,-. 
Apples, Pears,- Nedarines and Grapes that are, 
as fweet as , the Juice of the SuggaT-cane, and 
their Spirits are fo weak, that they’ll produce • 
neither Wine nor Vinegar:. But the moil:’ 
plenty and ufeful of all th^eir Fruits, are their 
Dates, which fuppoit and'fuftain many.Mil- 
.lioris of People, who make them , their daily. 

Foodj, 
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Food, and they are wonderfully nouriflicd 
by them. Bajjbra exports yearly for foreign 
Countries, above looooTunsof Daces, which 
employ Abundance of Seamen for their Expor- 
tation, befides many more Poor in gathering 
and packing them in Mats made of the Leaves 
of the Date Tree, and likewife in drying 
them. I bdught about t6o Pound Weight of 
wet Dates for 2. Jl?. 3 d, Stc?'L and fometimes 
they are cheaper. 

, The Ruines of the famous Babylon ly a- 
bout aoo Eiiglijl? Miles up the River frorri 
Baffbra; and at Bagdat^ which is I^ Miles 
below it, the Ruines appear to be a Moun- 
laini and are the Habitation of wild Beads 
and Serpents. Whether was built out 

of its Ruines, or no, I knovvinot j but/tis re- 
ported, and generally believed that *it was. 
It is now a prodigious large City, and the 
Seat of a Beglcrbeg^ who governs a veiy 
great Province, Thb Bafliaws of Bajfora, Ca- 
lmer a and Miijbl (the ancient Nineveh) are 
fubqrdinate to him; and are able to bring 
150600 Men into the Field. 

Comera Hands on the Banks of Enphratesi 
about 80 Miles above Bajfora, and, by com- 
tnon Tradition, is the Place where holy Job 
dwelt. It abounds in all Things that Bafora 
produces, wxj. Fruits, Roots, Herbs and Ani- 
mals : Befides, it is very fruitful in produc- 
ing Wheat, Rice, and' Pulfe of feverol Speci- 
es. .There is a Garifon of 10000 Janifaries 
continually kept there, and 8 or 10 River 
Gallies, well furmlhed; to aw the circumja- 
cent 
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cent Countries, who are apt to -rebel. And 
Bajfora has 3000 Janifaries and 5 Gallies for 
the fame Account. The Baihaws of the Gal- 
h'es are -not fubordinate to the Bafliaws of the 
Cities ; but he of the Gallies has the Com- 


mand of the circumjacent Countries,, laying 
on of Taxes, andraifing Subfidiesat his Plea- 
sure, as he of the Cities has Power to op- 
prefs the Citizens : > And their .Avarice and 
Severity oft^n caufe Mutinies and Blood-fhed.- 
One of thofe Mutinies happened at Bajfora, 
in Anno ryxi. for the Bafliaw of the City ha- 
ving married a Lady out of the Grand Seig-^ 
iiior’s 'SeragliOi and that Monarch having 
•fome Deference for her on Account of Con- 
fanguinit}^^ her Husband was put into the Ba- 
iliaw’s Ship to get Money tofupport.his La- 
dy’s Extravagancy; and finding that fair honeft 
Ways would -be a long While in railing fuch 
Sums as he thought would be fufficient for 
that End, oppreft both City and Country to 
fill Iris Coffers. The poor oppreft Merchants, 
Mechanicks and Peafants plied him' with Com- 
plaints OH ' his Soldiery,- who, they -thought, 
robbed them, fince the Exactions 'were’.new. 
They gave in Remonftrances of their Griev- 
uncesy and petitioned for Redrefs ; but the 
Perfons fent with thofe AddrefTesy had the 


Baftiriado for their Impertinence. Upon this 
the-diftreffed'City and Country made their 
Addrefs to the Bafliaw of the Gallies, who' 


knew they had juft Caufe of Complaint. He', 
wrote to xht Begkrbeg, and informed him of 
their Cafe and Gonditionyand obtained a fe- 


vers 
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vere Reprimand ; for he of the City, inftcad 
of Amendment, added Cruelties to Oppref- 
fion, and murdred many who would not, or 
could not pay what .they were felTed at, 
which unheard of Barbarities made above 
50000 of the City and Country betake them- 
felves ' to Arms, and march out, with the 
Mufti or high Prieft at their Head ; and he 
had a green Flag, which is Mahomet\ Ban- 
ner, before him, carried by a Pried ; and he 
and his Army encamped near the Bailiaw of 
the Gallies his Houle, which (lands about two 
Miles below the City, by the River Side; 
and the Bafliaw of the Gallics joined them 
with 1000 Janifaries. The Mufti, accord-' 
ing to Cu(lom> plied his fpiritual Artillery, 
and excommunicated the Bafliaw of the City, 
and all that adhered to him. This Mutiny con- 
tinued fome Days ; but I heard of no Blood- 
(lied, and only opprobrious Language pad. 
But the Town began to feel Want, for the 
Peafants would bring no Eatables to the Ci- 
ty; but the Mnfti\ Hoft were plentifully 
iupplied. All Shops being fliut up, and all 
the; Markets unprovided, made the Bafliaw 
of the -City begin to think what the End 
would be, if the Mutiny continued any long- 
er; fo he got fome Country Gentlemen, 
who were of neither Fa6lion, to go to the 
Mufti and the Bafliaw of the Gallies, as Me- 
diators ; and accordingly they went, and 
were handfomly received, and, in their O- 
ration on the prefent Pollute of Affairs, made 
the Mufti and his Party incline to Peace, 

. pro- 
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piroviding that about a Dozen of Incendia- 
ries might be delivered to them, to receive 
condign Puilifhmertt for their Faults. All th6 
profcribed, biit one, by the Interceffion of 
Frierldsi wfefe pardoiied ; biit they woiild 
hear of no Peace till the dther made a 
Sacrifice to their juft Referitment i for this 
Villain ivbtild accoft a Merchant in the Street^ 
find, after common Conlpliments wfere, en- 
ded, he would ask them what became of the 
Diamonds^ or other Jewels, that they, had 
fhewn him filch a Tinie. The' innocent Mer- 
chantj who perhap/s, nCtref had any Jewels^ 
being fiirprifed at his Queftiori, wbuld deny 
that ever they had a^ . fiicH as he fpake of. 
Then the impudent Fellow would tell th'eni 
plainly, ' that without they would bribe him 
with a round Shm, he would iriforfh theBa-. 
lhaw, that he had feeri fiich Quantities of 
rough Diamonds^ or other valuable Stories^ ' 
in their Pofleftion,' and if they could not be 
found Ontred ■ in the Cuftorii-houfe BookSp

.taining 500 Crowns, and all this in -the Space 
.of three Years that he had been in Bajfnr.a':,

and at his Death To much ready Cafii was 
found in his Houfe, which fell into his Ma- 
fter the Bafliaw^s Hands : For after this Vil- 
lain was culled out -to be facrificed ro the 
juli .Refentment of ahe People, and found 
that they would -not be appeafed without ha- 
ying his Life, he fell at his Mailer’s Feet for 
Proteftion.- The cunning covetous Balliaw 
bid him convey what Money be had to his 
Houfe, and he would take Care of it for the 
Ufe of his Wife and Children, and would 
fend him fccrctly out of the TPwn, , and get 
him fafcly condu6lcd to Comeva. -He fwal- 
lowed that Bait, and delivered his i|l-gotten

which fome ftranger Merchants bargained to 

take at 28 Mamoodies* Maiind Atiarie,'^im- 

out Dedu(ftions. The', Balhaw being made 
acquaint with the Contraft, fent Orders, that

■. There are many ^ews in Bajfom who 
live by Brokrage and exchanging Money ; 
but the. Tn 7 'ks keep that Set of People very 
low, for Reafons or State. There are alfo a- 
bout 2.00 Cbrijltms of the Greek Church, 
but noPrieftsof that Communion, wherefore 
fome Roman Miffionaries officiate there. The 


Greek Clergy are very indifferent about gain- 
ing Profelytes, and, to nourifli their Flocks, 
will not run the Rifque of Martyrdom, fo 
they keep none of their Prieflhood at Bajfo^ 
ra.: . But when I was there, three Roymjl? 
Pricfts of the Carmelite Order had the Super- ■ 
intendency of that Church. Thefe fanaifi- 
ed Rafcals were a Scandal to Clmijlianity, by 
making a Tavern of their Church; for W- 
ing more Indulgence from the Government 
than Mahometans^ in moral Matters, they 
abufe it to the vileft Ufes, in felling Arrack, 
which they diftil from Dates, and procuring 
Birds of Paradife for the Ufe of their Cuflo- 


mers. The Malmnetans again are forbidden 
Itridly the Drinking of Wine or diffilled Li- 
quors, both by their ecclefiaftick and civil 
Laws ; for the Heat of the Sun, and the dry 
fandy Soil create rnuch aduft Choler in their 
Brains, that when they 'are heated by drink- 
ing ftrong Liquors, they become furious and 
rnifchievous to. one another, and, in thofe 
mad Fits, , wound and kill their Fellows. 
Thofe fcandalous Priefls had been often re- 


priman-

primanded by the Government, for abufing 
the Indulgence they had, but- to little Pur- 
pofe, for, their Trade was very gainful; but, 
upon a drunken Quarrel between two Sea^ 
men of mine, wherein one was dangeroufly 
wounded with a Knife, and the other, for 
Fear of Punilhment, turned Mahometan^ be- 
ing before a ^ortugtteze Chrifiimii the Ba- 
ihaw fent an Officer and Soldiers to enter 
the Church, and ail the Houfes appertaining 
to it, with Orders to break their Stills and 
Jars, with the reft of the diftilling Utenfils, 
•and to pour out all the Arrack they found, on 
the Ground, which was accordingly done ; 
and, in the Search, the Soldiers met with a 
fine Silver Watch, and about 400 Spanijh 
Dollars, which they carried off with them. 
The Priefts petitioned the Balhaw to have the 
Watch and Money reftored ; but were an* 
fwered, that they weacht much on the 
Contempt of worldly Riches, andif his Soldi- 
ers had made them pradife what they preacht, 
they ought to be thankful, and to let the de- 
fpicable Money continue in Hands that pro- 
feft their Love of it, and knew much bet- 
ter how to ufe it than Pi'iefts, and fo difmift 
them, with Threats of harder Penalties on 
their next Tranfgrelffon :• Bui the Sweets of 
worldly Gains foon made them forget the 
Admonition given them by the Bafliaw, as 
well as their heavenly Promifes and Oaths 
made at their Admiffion into their holy Order ; 
and, like a Dog to his Vomit, returned back 
to their old Trade of debauching Chrijlians^

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Jews;, Mahometans and Tagans vjiih. Liquors, 
knd iet up Stills for that Purpofe once more. 

.Notwithstanding that the’ TiirkiJlj 
Government is fo well eflabliflied by Severi- 
ty, and even Cruelty when their Laws are 
tfanfgrefled, yet the Arabs, y;\\o the. na- 
turarX/ords of their dwm Country, are not: 
to-be rigoroufly dealt With, for. they arc. a 
People' vby bol'X; revengeful and cunning. 
While I . was at Baffpra, gi Parcel, .of Jahifa- 
ries uXre fent-to -the lfland of-G^hgn, wXich 
lies'betweeh the j City and the ]\4outh of the 
;Enphrates . , .The Weft .End is wafli-. 
ed . by a .Branch of the Rlvei-j' which runs in-

JCver. for. 2.5 Leagues, till it difembogues ii>. 
t5 the 'Sea. by the ; Chanel for Shipping. It 
ipeing. pretty .well^ inhabited, and the Balliaw 
ampoftng . exorbitant TWes oil thofe poor I-. 
ft'anders,'. which they either would not, or 
could not pay, feiit the aforementioned Jani- 
faries''.to’-. dragoon them into .Compliance. 
They drft built a Sconce, and fortified it, both 
to iecurc .thbinfelves from hidden. Attacks or 
Surprizeyas well -as to hold what they might 
diftmin Vfrbm ■ the poof Peafants. ' Many of 
thofe 'podr ;• iWretcnes -having experimented 
tM TpirkiJh wholefo.m Chaftifemeiits of plun- 
dring and baftonading. thofe who fcrupled to . 
dbey,^ ■pritw.ere^ notv.^able 'to pay what, they 
were -.taxed, unaking their Complaints to one 
another, ?:and. bewailing' the- Mifery that they . 
Underwent . by the inexorable.; Janifaries, took 
Counfel to ferret , them off . their .Ifland at- 

. the 
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the Hazard of their Lives, rather than con- 
tinue under the unfupportable Yoke they 
were in; wherefore about three hundred of 
them prepared for an Attack on the Janifa- 
ries little Fort, with no other Weapons than 
Lances and Swords. There were about for- 
ty Janifaries in the Fort, well armed with 
Guns ; but the Arnhs defeated the Defign 
of Powder and Ball, by making up great 
Bundles of Straw, that covered them intire- 
!y fi*om Head to Footwhilft their Faces were 
towards their Enemy. ’ They waited 'a cohr 
venient Time when the W ind was pretty 
high, and' marching towards the windward- 
moft Part' of the Fort, fet Fire to’ their Straw, 
•whofe Blaze and Smoke kept the Janifaries 
clear li-om molefling • them to windward; 
There were foihe Shades within the Fort, 
•built of Date Tree Leaves, for lodging the 
Garifon, but they took Fire alfo ; and five 
or fix Barrels of Powder _ blowing up, de- 
flrbyed rho.fl of the Janifaries, and fome few 
who- leapt down the Outfide of the Wall, 
were killed with the Sword ; fo that, between 
Fire and Sword, not one* efcaped. 1 faw 
fome of the flaughtered and half-burnt Car-, 
cafes brought up to' the City next Day after 
the Tragedy was afted ; but the Commoti- 
ons that had happened before in the City, 
made the Bafliaw bridle his Refentment, 
fince it was his own Avarice 'that begat both 
Mutinies.

They have many Boats on the River^ of 
feveral Shapes and Dimenfions ; fome are 
xnade of Wood, with high broad Boughs, and 
very long, others are very fliort: TheirRudders 
are in Breadth a Quarter Part of their Keel’s 
Length, but not intire of one Piece as ours arc, 
and they daub them over Outfide and Infide 
i\uth Bitumen, without caulking them ; others 
are Baskets made of Reeds, perfeftly. round, 
with two Sticks laid athwart crofs-ways theii* 
Bottoms to keep them open. They are alfo 
daub’d on the Outfide and Bottom with Bi- 
tumen. And this’ Sort they make ufe of to 
tranfport Goods from Place io Place.’ Bitu- 
ineii'is a thick fulphurous and unflious Mat- 
ter, generated in the Earth there, and boils up 
of its Qum Accord fo the Surface ; and fome- 
times it is fo. hot, that it fcalds the Hands or 
Feet of them, that go to gather it. And there 
are fome hot Pits in rhe Ground, that put- 
ting a Pot over, them,- they’ll boil Meat.

Chap, 
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CHAP. IX, 

Gives a ^efiription of the Sea-cenf o/Ver- 
'j(ia, from Euphrates to GombrooUj 'ujith 
the "^Places of Commerce on the Perfian Side 
of the Gulf 

T hey have a Tradition, that between 
Bafbra and Comcra was fob\ Habita- 
tion, if he had any ; but that is out of my 
Sphere, and fo I’ll travel do\yn the En^hra-r 
tes again towards Per fa. 

For above xo Leagues to the caflward of 
the Chanel for Shipping, or from Margati 
Point, the Land is very low and marhh, 
and is overgrown with Reeds and Shrubs, 
which, in the Month of Angnf, are very 
dry by the extreme Heats offline and y«- 
y ; and the \V inds blowing frefli, put them 
in fo great Agitation, that by Frinion they 
take Fire ; fo that before we fee any Landi 
we fee great Smokes by Day, and greatTires 
by Night, of 4 or y Leagues long. But at 
^Diirea., which I take to. be the caftermoft 
Branch of the River, the Land is pretty high, 
and fome Dare Trees to be fcen from the 
Sea. And the firft Mountains that appear in 
Perfa, arc thofe of Bandcr-dillou, whicli is a 
large Town on the Sea-coaft. It has large Plains 
near it, that produce Plenty of Wheat and Bar- 
ley, and have good Pafturage forHorfesand 
Cattle. As alio does Bander-rick^ another 
Searport Town, and may be fecn plainly from 
the Sea ; but the Bay is fliallow fq far off. 
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that a Ship cannot come within three Lea- 
gues of it ; however it has pretty good in- 
land Trade, by reafon of its Vicinity to Shy- 
raflp, the fecbnd Town in Tcrjia for Magni- 
tude, from whence it is but fix Days Jour- 
ney for Beafts of Carriage. 

Bowchier is alfo a maritim Town, about 
Leagues to the Southward of Bander^ 
rick: ‘ It {lands on an Ifland^ and has a pret- 
ty good Trade, both by Sea and Land. 

Tnii Iflands of Carrack ly, about Weil: 
}^orth-we£l, I i Leagues from Bo'wcbicr. One 
•of them has no Inhabitants but Deer and An- 
telopes. The fouthermofl has between x and 
500 poor Fifliers on it, 'who fervc Shipping 
with Pilots for Bajfora. ‘ It affords good Mut- 
ton 'and Fifli, and Potatoes and Onions, with 
good Water. The Anchoring-place is at the 
North End of the inhabited Ifland, in ix Fa- 
thoms Water, Their Language is Arabic ky 
and' Religion Mahomefian. 

About 7 Leagues to the Southward of 
Bowchier j on the’ Sea-coafl, is Curchoh\ 
where'arethe Ruines of a large Gaftle and Pier 
that jets a pretty Way into*' the Sea. They 
were built by the Bortugnezey who kept a 
Garifon there, and had Gallies continually- 
cruizing about' in the Bottom of the Gulf, to 
compel all Ships that traded there, or to 
Bajfora, to pay 10 j^er Cent, Toll or Guftoms 
to them. There is nothing elfe to invite Ob- 
fervation for 'Travellers, from Cur choir to^ 
Qongoun^ which is about 30 Leagues, but;

What Tinie the ^ortngneze 
fettled on Ormjizp I know not, nor could I 
ever learn from the ^erjians that I cpnverfed 
with, when they did fettle ; but finding it a 
convenient Place to tyrannize over the^Tra- 
ders into the Gulf of Ttrjia^ they built a 
large Fort on the Eall End of it, almoft cn^ 
vironed by' the Sea that the Fort 

Walls. This Gombroon was formerly a Fifli^ 
ing Town, and, when Shais> Abafi began to 
build it, had its Appellation from the Tortn- 

f u^ze in Derifion, becaufe it was a good 
'lace for catching Prawns or Shrimps, which 
they call Ca77iero}ig. The Englijh mdi.Dutch 
have their Faftories here, which bring a good 
Commerce to it ; and the French formerly, 
had their .Faftovy too. It is ill feated, and 


wants almoll every Thing that contributes 
to the Support, of human Life, except 
Fifli and Mutton ; yet, for many Years, it 
has been well peopled by reafon of its Trade, 

* which has filled the Pockets of many Mer- 
chants, who, at their firfl fettling there, were 
very empty. They Have no drinkable Water 
within three Miles of the Town, except a 
few Ciflerns, which are dry above one Half 
of the Year : And the Hills, near it, are bar- 
ren, and the very Rocks tafte of Salt. And, 
when Rain falls, which is but feldoin, the 
Rivulets (which are filled by the Waters - 
running doum the Hills intodow Grounds) 
bear a Cruft of fine white Salt on their Sides, 
{)ut bitterifh, by reafon of too much Nitre 
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and Sulpliur in its Compofition. People of 
Diflmftion and Fortune keep aCaihelortwd 
daily employed in bringing thern frefh whole-^ 
fom Water from Jljfeen, about ly Miles from 
fbeCity, becaufe the Water of Naba7i, which 
is three Miles^ of^ is not accounted falubri- 
ous. There is an high Mountain that lies 
North from dambroon, about 8 Leagues^ 
whofe Refieftion of Heat on the lower 
Ground, in the Summer Months, almoft fires 
the Air, which creates much Uneafinefs and 
' Unhealthfiilnefs to the Inhabitants of Gom-’ 
broon ; wherefore mofi: of them retire into 
the Country, to pafs the Heats of Jnhey Jiu 
Ij and Angiijl-, whofe Heats affeft the Sea^ 
in fo much that in Auguji there comes a 
Stink from it, that is asdeteftableasthe Smell 
df dead Animals on the Land ; and vafl; Quan- 
tities of fmall Shell Fifii are fhronm.on the 
Shore by the Surges of the Sea ; from them 
I judge the intolerable Stink proceeds. It 
, tarniines Gold and Silver, as bad as the bilge 
Water of a right Ship. ' . ' , - . 

■ A B o u T lo Miles from AJfeeny at the Foot 
of the aforefaid Mountain, is a Place called 
Mima, where are natural cold and hot Baths, 
which cure Itches, Poxes, Leprofy and rheu- 
matick Pains, only by bathing, for they are 
not drinkable ; and fome that try fo drink 
them, and get a few Spoonfuls down, find 
them powerful Emeficks. There are two or 
three little Choulteries or Shades built for 
Patients to reft in ; but there are no People 
that inhabit near it, fo that whoever goes 
' ' • ' • there,! 
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there, hiuil carry sill Neceflaries or Convetti- 
encies along with them. 

At j^Sfeen thei^e are many Gardens, where 
ihe Inhabitants of Gombroon retire to in the 
hot Months ; but the Engltjh Eafi-india Com- 
pany’s is the ' beft, and belt cultivated. It 
produces Plenty of Seville Oranges, whofe 
^•ees are always verdant, and bear ripe and 
^een Fruit, with Bloffoms, all at once. In 
the hot Seafon it is well watered from its 
Wells, fo that Roots and Herbage are plen- 
tiful, and gopd in their Seafons, which fupply 
the Faftory at Go7nbroon : And there is pret- 
ty good Fowling and Hunting in that Plain; 
but the Road to the Town is only paflable 
for Men, and Affes or Camels, but not for 
Hprfes: Nor are there any Houfes on the 
Road, but one Fackire's or Beggar’s Lodge. 
But Mahan is a Village pretty well peopled, 
hnd has one Tree, or rather a Woodfprung 
from the Root of a Tree, whofe Branches 
fpread wide, and from them other Branches 
defeend to the Ground, and take Root, and 
the Branches of .them fpread as the firfi; did, 
that it became near three hundred Yards 
from one End to another, and could flielter 
ioooo Men from the Heat of the Sun. The 
Leaves are large .and thick, and it bears a 
red Berry, only ufeful for Crows and Parrots, 
who alfo build Nefts on the Tree. 

'Gombroon is very unhealthy {ox Europeans^ 
occafioned by the feprehing Heat of Summer, 
and peircing .Cold of Winter ; for as thofe 
that flay there in Summer have Wind- 

chim'* 
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chimnies to ‘.cool and fan 'them; ^fo they are 
obliged, in Winter, to wear -Gloth Coats, li- 
ned "with Eur, to keep them ’’warm. The 
Europeans often -haften Death fooher than 
he' would .come (Of his own Accord, by In- 
temperance and Debauchery of feveral Kinds • 
and they have a Burial-place pretty near the 
Town, welliftored with Tombs, but never 


a Chrijiian Church in this Town, tho’ the 
^ortitgnezeh.2ive. one at Co;/^, -where generally 
refide a Eriefl dr'two, who fubfifl on Alms

Hefetick marry, orbring the Fruits of tlieir 
Labour to Light unmarried, then the Prieft 
is .fenfc for .to make thelnfant a Ehyiijiian ; hut 
we officiate 'iri' Buries ourfelves/ 

T!h e animal Provifions of Cattle, Sheep,' 
Goat, Fowl and Filh, are all" in their Kind 
good, and pretty' cheap ; but they kill no- 
Cows publickly, 'becaule the Banyans from- 
who ’inake. a good Figureinthe Town, 
and are pretty numerous, give the Shanajheen 
or, Governor, a yearly Prefent of Value, to 
prohibit Gow-kiUing, for they’ being all By- 
thdgoreans in the Belief of Tranfmigration, 
worfliip that Beall in as great a Degree -of 
Veneration ^%.2,'Tapfi does the' Image of 
a Saint given him' for a Protedtor. The De- 
votees of both differ' not much in Point of 


Adoration ; for fetting afide the Divinity of 
Cattle, who' tilkhe Ground, and nouriih them' 
by their Milk, which, they fay, is more than 
a dead Image can do, they have greater An- 
tiquity, and as great Authority as Qhrifimz 

Idola^ 
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Idolaters can pretend to. Their Books ix't 
as numerous, and their Traditions and Le- 
gends as full in relating Prophecies uttered 
by the Cow, as well as Miracles performed 
by her, as the others can .boaft of done by 
their Images ; lo they laugh at a that 
calls them Idolaters; 

The Grapes, Melons and Mangoes' that 
fupply the. Market of Gombroon, come from 
the high Mountain beforementionedj or from 
the Vallies on the North Side of it: In 
'vember and T>eceinber the Snow falls fo plen-' 
tifully on that Mountain, as well as on others 
to the Southward of it,- that it clothes them 
in white generally till the Month of March 

In the poorer Sort of People go up 

the Country to their Date Harveft ; ani for 
a Month’s Time that the Harvell; lafls, we 
can hardly .find Boatmen and Porters enow 
to lade or unlade our Shippingi which often 
proves very inconvenient for thofe whofe 
Voyage depends on quick Difpatch.- And' 
the -Winds blowing then hard at South-weft 
from the Arabian Shores bring along with 
them fuch Clouds of fcorching Sands, that 
the Sun is obfeured by them.- 

A memorable Accident h^pened about the 
Year I7I^. to two French Gentlemen,* who^ 
contrary' to the Advice of their Friends at 
Gombroon, would needs travel in the Month ' 


o^Jnly, for the Metropolis of Ferfiai 

which lies 700 Englijh Miles from Gombroon -. 
The Chief of the EngliJJ? Faftory, who was- 
a Gentleman of much Candor and Probityy 

” ' ' ' * and 
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'and had, tra\^elled that Road feveral Timesj 
.told them of the Danger of fuffocating Heats 
that: they muft pafs through .• the firtt three 
Stages of their Journey; for there are fome 
deep Caverns in the Sides of fome Moun- 
tains, commonly called by the Inhabitants, 
.Heirs Months, which fometimes ' .fend 
forth fuch hot dry Winds, that kill Mail 
and Bead, if they do not Ihun them* 
which is done by falling flat on the Ground, 
and placing their Cattle’s Rumps to the 
Wind, whilfl they ly on their Bellies, Thofe 
Blafts maybe feen fome Minutes before they 
come hear enough to Men or Beads to hurt 
them, and, in a Minute or two, they bio vV 
over, being confined to a fmall Space of 
Ground to blow on. The general Rule for 
Travellers, is to fet out between three and 
four in the Morning, and travel to Nine, 
.which Rule thofe French Gentlemen obfer- 
ved, and being fatigued by their Morning’s 
Journey, affoon as they came to a Caravan- 
feray, ( which arc Lodgings built , at every 
Stage’s End, a Stage being about ry Miles ) 
they were difpofed to reft, and ordered their 
Servants to make their Beds ready, ( for even 
thofe neceflary Furniture Travellers are oblig-^ 
ed to carry with them on Carriage-beafts ) and 
ordered their Servants to call them w^hen Din- 


ner w^as ready, and wdthal ordered a Sheet 
for each of them to be dipt in Water, to lay 
over them, in ; order to cool them. . One of 
thofe hot Blafts unfortunately came whilft 
the Gentlemen flept, and had left the Win- 

G dows 
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dows of the Room opeii, and the Wind 
blowing in at the Windows^ fcorcht them 
both to Death on their Beds, where the Ser- 
vants found them when Dinner was ready, 
■and pulling off the Sheets, the Skin and fome 
-Flchi came off with them. 

I obferved before, that IJpnbau is diftant 
•from Goinb 7 ''con about 700 Miles, and yet I 
have known a Foot-poff bring Letters in ii 
Days from thence, tho’ the Ways arc fo bad, 
that Horfes cannot travel it in that Time. 

Sbyrafo is a large City on the Roaclj about 
5'5'o h^iles from Gou’b'rooii^ in a line, plcafnnt 
fcrtil Counfiy, that produces Fruits of all 
Sorts, excellent in their Kinds, particularly 
Apples, Pears, Plumbs, Figs, Wall-nuts, ClieF 
nuts, Hav.el-nuts, Piffacio-nuts, and Grapes 
which afford good Wines, and Rai/ins, and 
is fo well flored with Rofes, that they can 
yearly export zooo ChcAs of Rofe-water, be- 
lides ten Times as much fpent in Terjia-, A-^ 
rabia and hiditflnih A Cheil contains about 
li Eiigbijh Gallons, carefully put up in thin 
Flasks or Bottles. The Mabo'/netans 
bid to meddle with Wine, therefore the A'r- 
7 }]einau CJrr 'tJltnus ( who are very numerous 
in Eerfia) have the Privilege of making 
Wines, moft excellent in their Kind ; and it 
h a Queflion whether the World altords bet- 
ter, for they are excellent Stornachicks, and 
being ftrong, they’ll bear four Times the 
Quantity of Water to mix with them, with- 
out being flat ; and the Mixture has a very 
fine Flavour. They make alfo Brandy and VT 
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•tiegar, but, tho’ much flronger, not fo pala^ 
table as what Prance produces ; fo that this, 
Countryi which formerly was a Kingdom of 
itfelf, not only produces what is conveuieht; 
for itfelfj but exports large Quantities of 
Wines, Brandy, Vinegar, Rofe-watetj Rai- 
jfins and Figs, with the aforementioned NutS 3 
which greatly increafe the Wealth of the 
Country, which alfd abounds in good Wheat, 
Peafe and Barley for its own Confumption: 
And their Beef, Mutton and Fowl are 
ceeded by none in Europe-. 

, About y Leagues off the Road of Ij^a^ 
han-j are the Ruines of the famous Terfepolisi, 
that mad Alexander of Macedon burnt at 
.the Re.queft of a Strumpet : And, as I have 
been informed by feverals that had the Cu- 
riofity to fee thole Ruines/ in their Way to 
and from Ifpahan, it has been a large ftately 
City: The Fabrick has 'been noble^ by what 
may be yet feen in fome Parts yet handings 
and fqme Paintings on Stone, that ^1 look 
frefli, in fpite of Time’s Iron Teeth, who de- 
faces and deftroys mOft fublunaf y Things^ of 
alters their Figures fo much, that they catl 
be known no other Way than by Tfaditionj 
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G H A P. X. 

Is a Conthmaiion ofObfervntionson the 

‘ Perfia, giving m Jlcconnt of its 
, Magnitude^ the Reduction of Ormuze to 
the Obedience of Periia by the AJffaiice of 
the Englifli : Alfo of the late Rovolution 
bj Meiiweys. 

Empire of Rerfaxs of a large Ex- 
"■-1. ' tentj being limited by Enfhrates and 
the Rerjian Gulf to W^eftward, the Indian 
Ocean, from Cape Gnaddelj to the South- 
ward, on the Eaft Side by the River Indus, 
that runs I^oo Jsliles to the Northward from 
its Mouths, and on the North, by Dsbeck, 
Tai'taria, Colchis, MangrcUa, the Cafyian 
Sea and Georgia. Erivan in Armenia, is a 
Province in the North-weft of it, as Cabul 
and Candaha are on the North-eaft Side. To- 
wards Turkey they fometimes lofe and get 
whole Provinces in a Year. About the Be- 
ginning of the feventeenth Century, Sbav) 
Abafs was King of Ter fa, a King worthy of 
Empire, and made himlelf famous by his Va- 
lour and Juftice ; but having no Fleet at Sea, 
the Rortngnez>e infulted his Sea-coafts, and 
fettled themfelves on the Ifland of Or'mnze, 
and built a good ftrong Fort, as is already 
obferved, with a pretty large Town, and 
magnificent Churches. Some Porches and 
broken Pillars I have feen, that fpeak their 
ancient Grandeur- ; and the Caftle is ftill 
gbo'df and well kept-. The Ro^tngneze, with 

their 
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their light Frigars and Gallies, infulted^ the 
Sea-coafts of ^erfia, and all the Shipping 
that had Commerce in the Gulf, for above 
a whole Century. Shaw Abafs being tired 
with the Complaints of his Subje^s, and o- 
thers that had been robbed and infulted by 
the imperious Tortu^ueze^ made him very 
uneafy, and found no Remedy but by encou- 
raging the EngUJh^ who then had a fmall Fa- 
•ftory on the Sea-fliore, about 7 Leagues from 
the Mouth of the Gulf, to the Eaft-ward, cal-‘ 
led Jafques^ but were continually difturbed 
in their Commerce by the domineering 
tngueze from Orrmize. • - 

■> Sir Thomas Row being then Amballador 
'.at the Court of Rerjia for King James the 
'"Firft of England-, to cultivate a Correfpon- 
-dence between the two Kingdoms, Shaw A-^ 

' bafs broke his Mind to Sir Thomas, and pro- 
ferred any reafonable Indulgence to the En-^ 
gUJh that traded into Rerfia, providing they 
would joyn his Land Forces with theirs at 
Sea, in hidia, to drive the troublefom Ror~ 
tugneze out of the Rcrjian Gulf. Sir Thomas 
agreed, that, if Shaw Abafs would defray 
the Charges of the Ships that fliould come 
to his Affillance, give the EngTtfj a -free 
Trade all over the Rerfian Dominions, Cu- 
Ilom free, and grant them one Moiety of 
the Cuftoms raifed by Merchandize in the 
Gulf, they would not only help to drive the 
RorUigneze out of Ormuze, but keep two 
Ships in the Gulf, to protedl: Trade. All 

which 
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which was agreed to ty both Parties, and 
fealed and figned by the King of Terfia. 

. The Forces confiftcd of five Ships, 

about 40 Guns one with another, and were 
well mann’d. The King of Terfia fent an 
Army of 40 or 50000. with Trankies for 
Tranfports, to land .them on Ormnze. The 
Eiiglifi) foon dellroycd the Tortngueze Ar- 
mado of light Frigats and Gallies, which 
Were hal’d dry on the Land near the Caflle. 
The Callle firing briskly on them, funic one 
of the Englifi) Ships, whofe Artillery was 
carried' afliore, and put in Batteries to an- 
noy the Caftlc, which the Shipping and Batr 
t'eries did fo effe^fiially, that, in lefs than two ; 
Months, the Tortngiieze capitulated to leave;. 
Orrauze, with all the Fortifications intire, and ‘ 
^o carry nothing away but their noble felves. . 
The Plunder, which was very great, was e- 
giially divided between the Englifi? and Ter- 
Jiaus; and Tradition reports, that there was 
■fo rhuch ready Bullion found in the Caflle, 
that it was meafiired by Long-boats-flill ,* and 
one Boat being pretty deep, and an Officer 
Kill throwing in more, put the Boatfwain of 
the Ship., who was in the Boat, into a Paffi- 
6n, arid made him fwear, that for every ■ 
^hovel-full that they threw more in, he 
would throw’ two out into the Sea ; for he 
could not tell what would fatisfy them, if a 
Long-boat Load of Money would not. On 
ffie Redudiiori of the Ifland and Fort of O?- 
inuze'j, the Tortugueze withdrew their Men 
from the Forts of Laracka:, another I- 

fland 
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iland 4 or 5' Leagues from Ormu&e^ and from 
‘KifmtJfj Fort, 'that lies on the Eaft End of 
that Ifland, and retired to Mnskat, Shaw 
Abafs was piindual in obferving the Agree- 
ment with the Englljfy ; and it was punSu- 
ally kept by the fucceeding KingSj till about 
the Year id8o. the Englijiy Company failed 
on their Part of keeping the Gulf clear of In- 
fults ; and the Eerfians^ finding that the Eii- 
glljh Company’s Forces were now too fmall 
for the increafing Power of the Arabs their 
Neighbours, took away the half Cuftoms, 
and allow them itco Tomaans, which is a- 
bout 3300 Pounds Sterlmg a Year ; but I am 
afraid that that is alfo loit by the late Revo- 
lution in Terjia. 

W H E N Shaw Abafs demifed, his Son Shaw - 
Tomas fucceeded him, who was a Son wor- 
thy of fuch a Father. He died about the 
Year 1(330. He was a very valiant and for- 
tunate Prince in his Wars with Turk and 
Mogpf and a great Lover of Juttice ; for 
whoever brolce the cFablillied Laws, were 
fure to fuder the Penalty annext to them. 
One Inftance of that he fiiewed on a Baker ; 
for, being once detedlcd in making his Bread 
fighter than the Standard, he was fevercly 
fined 5 but, on his being deteded and con- 
viided a fecond Time, he was condemned to 
be bak’d in his own Oven, for a Terror to 
others, who might flatter themfelves with 
breaking the Laws with Impunity. 

After Shaw Tomas^^ the'fucceeding Kings 
have been debauch’d with Ignojance of their 

G 4 own 
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own Affairs, Voluptuoufnefs and Indolence, 
leaving the Reins of Government in the 
Hands of Parafites, or Eunuchs and Concu- 
bines, who never fail to bring their Mailer 
into Contempt, and the People into Murmu- 
rings and Rebellions. A very flagrant Tn- 
Ilance is to be fecn in Mct'kvcys’s Revolution. 

The whole Reign of the lall or 

King, was managed by fuch Vermin, that the 
Ballo'i.vches and Mach'ans^ who inhabit the 
Sea-coall from Cape "jafqnes to Indus^ ob- 
ferving the Weaknefs of the Government, 
threw off the Yoke of Obedience firll, and, 
in full Bodies, fell in upon their Neighbours 
in Carf}idnia, who were thriftier and richer 
than the maritim Freebooters, and plundred 
their Fellow Subjects of what they had got 
by their painful Indullry. There was no Want 
of Remonllrances and Petitions put into the 
Court to put a Stop to thofe Enormities, but 
no Redrefs could be had. 'Th^^^Osbccks came 
alfo on their neighbouring Province o{Muf- 
chetj and committed many Depredations ; 
and when Letters came from the Governor 


of that Province, to acmiaint the King of the 
^shocks Incurlions, he happened then to be 
at Play with a young Cat, that hunted a 
Feather that he kept in "Motion with a Thread. 
One of the Pages acquainted him, that a 
Meffenger was come in great’ Hahe from 
Mufehet, with Letters to the Vizier, who 
was at ^ the Chamber Door,- to know what 
his Majelly would pleafe to order in that 
Jundlure, He anfvyered, that affoon as he 

. had 
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had done playing with his Cat, he would 
fend for the Vizier, and confult of that Mat- 
ter ; but he never thought more of it. This 
Indolence made many Thefts, Robberies and 
Murders to be committed throughout the 
Country: Nay, his own Guards went out in 
Troops, and way-laid Merchants going or 
coming -to or from IJj^ahan, robbed them, 
and onen murdered them ; and when Com- 
plaints were made, and Proof offered, yet 
no Redrefs could be had, which made mofl 
People believe, that fome Court Favourites 
were Encouragers of the publick Calamities. 
In Amo iyi6 . 1 carried iome Ar^eniauMer- 
chants from 7erjia to Surat, who allured 
me, that there was a Defign to depofe the 
King, and fet up his Son, or invite the Muf- 
covlte into the Province of Casbhi, whofe 
Shores are on the Cafpan^t^, and where a 
foreign Army may eafily be brought into 
their Ports by Sea : And certainly there was 
fuch a Defign ; for in Anno 1719. the Plot 
of depofing the King v.^as found out, and the 
Attamadonlet or Vizier was deeply concern- 
ed in it. Tie was Meriweys’s, or Meir Ma- 
hommid Sha^w's Father, the Son being then 
Chawn, or Prince of Candahaar. The King 
was folacing himfelf in a Garden near the 
City of I (than, when he was apprifed of 
the Plot, which was to be e?tecuted the fame 
Night it was difcovered. He immediately 
fent for the Attamadgukt, pretending Bufi” 
nefs of Importance about fome. Frontier Pro- 
vinces 5 and the old Gentleman not dreaming 
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of the Difcovery made, came to the King, 
who mxing him with the Plot, made no Dif- 
ficulty to confefs that it was of his own Contri- 
vance, to fave the Country from Ruin, which 
was inevitable, if he continued in Siipine- 
nefs, which had affefted him near 40 Years, 
and there was no Sign of Amendment, not- 
withftanding his Remonfirances and Admo- 
nitions all that while, and now that he was 
deteded, he knew the word: that could be- 
fal him, v;as to be facrificed for the Good 
of his Country, which he took to be rather 
glorious than diilionourable. The King order- 
ed fome Bars of Iron to be heated, and his 
Eyes kept open till the Irons were gently 
moved near the Eyes to dry up the Moifiurc, 
which is the royal Punifliment in "^erfin, for 
difobedient or rebellious Princes i fo the old 
Man being made blind, his Treafure wasfei- 
fed, but his Palace and Gardens allowed 
him, and an Allowance fuitable to his Dig- 
nity. He had in Gold and Diamonds, to the 
V alue of oooooo To 7 }iaans or ^4coooo Pounds 
Sterling ; and fome faid he had more in his 
Son’s Cufiody ; But how true thefe Reports 
are, I am no proper Judge, either to believe 
or reje< 51 ; but fome Bars of his Gold I Rw 
at Gmnbroon. 

Before this Confpiracy of the Attama- 
dan let happened, the Mnskdt Arabs came 
with a Fleet, and landed 5 or 6000 Men on 
Ormuzc-, and befieged the Caftle ; but could 
not take it in. three Months, and being tired 
With Fatigue, they left it. But hi Anno 17x0. 

Mcri- 
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'Menweys bearing' how the King had nTed 
his Father j made the whole ■ Province of 
Candahadr rebels and wrote Letters to the 
Ooawn of Samacbie to come into. Alliance with 
him- and his Confederates the Ballowches and 


'^sbecks, who readily embraced his Pro- 
pbfifiohs in Hope of Plunder. . In 17^I. Me- 
began his March towards Ifpahan, 
ivitli an Army of 45'ooo, and paid honeflly for 
what his Army had Occafion for in his March,, 
declaring, that he did not take Arms, for 
their Hurt or Deftruftidn," but.to ffee Ter\ 


Jia from the Folly and Tyranny of a doting 
Fool-, who was incorrigible by. fair Means. 
TiiQ ^sbecks entred the Provinces Mufi 
chet mA. Tefdj with 40000. and afted like 
Robbers. Another- Army of 40000 Went out 
of Sa^nachie^ 2.Tidi ravaged Erivdn-, and the 
Ballowches entred theProivirice of Carmania^ 


and pi undr ed the Country, and at laft took’ 
the City. Then they marched towards La- 
hr, and took the Town, but nOt the Fort: 
And there twelve Hollanders, who. were fent 
froin Gombroon to convey down fome Trea-: 
fure belonging to their Conipahy, behaved 
themielves to Admiration. They were lod-^ 
ged in ^ Qaravanferay, where the Ballow- 
ches came with about 300 to, attack them'; 
but they had a brave warm Reception, and 
left about four Score of their Nuniber dead 
bn the Spot,; ’without the Lofs of omHutch 
Man : But hot thinking themfelves arid theif 
Tteafure fafe where they were, they defired 
Admittance into the Fort, which .was feadi- 

‘ ' ■■ iy 
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iy granted, and there they alfo behaved them- 
felves fo well, that the Ballo'wches marched 
away without the Booty they came fo far 
for. The T>ntcb ilaid there above a Month, 
and in that Time came a Detachment of 4000 
ftorfe to plunder Gombroon, \Vc heard of 
their Defign about ten Days before they came, 
and fo we and the ‘Dutch fortified our Fafto-. 
ries as well as poffibly we could, planting 
little Falconets on the Top of our w alls in 
Swivels, and beating out Ports in our Walls, 
to ply great Guns, to fcour the Avenues to 
our ratdories. Mean while the ‘Pcrjian Go- 
vernor fired Guns every Night, to let the E- 
nemy know he was a brave Vellow: Howe-- 
ver they had a Mind to fee, and, on the ly 
of Decanber^ they appeared near the Town, 
on a fwift March towards it, which feared 
the Governor fo much, that, tho’ there was 
an high Mud Wail between him and them, 
he got on Horfe-back, and fled to a Fort on 
the Sea-lliorc, leaving a few Guns, loaded as 
they were, to the Enemy. 

The Bdlowchcs came firfl to the Well 
Quarter of the Town, where our Fadfory 
Hands, and foon made Palfages through the 
Mud Walls. They hewed down all that came 
in their Way, particularly old People and Chil- 
dren, and came in a confufed Hafte to attack 
our Fadfory, down fome Lanes ; but we gave 
them a warm W elcom with our great Guns 
and fmall Shot. They foon found their Mi- 
Hake, and retired in as great Hafte as they 
came, Some of their Musketeers got into 

fome 
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fome ruined Houfes, and fired oti Us; but 
we being barricadoed, they did us ’little 
Datnagej and had our Men obferved their 
Orders better^ we had come off with left. 
Our Firing lafted about three Hours, in 
which Time we - lofi three or ' four, killed 
by their own Rafiineft in Handing open to 
the Enemy, when they might have done bet- 
ter Service under Cover of our Barricadoes. 
■We had alfo feveii wounded, but none mor- 
tally, but' one who was a Faffor, who re- 
ceived a Shot in his right Hand, which threw 
him into a Fever, of which he died in feveii 
or eight Days. , The Agent being gone to If- 
'fahan iomo. Weeks before we- had. any Ad- 
vice of the Bdlowches coming,' had carried 
twenty Soldiers along with him for a Guard, 
and left but fix in the Faffory, befides Cooks, 
and 'a few Servants. I faw the Faffory in 
Danger if they fliould be attacked, fo I rein- 
forced it with thirty fix of my belVMen, and 
another fmall Efiglijh Ship from Bombay^ af- 
fifted with eight -or nine of his, fothat when 
the Enemy came,- we were about fifty fir ong. 
The Seafon being very cold, made our Du- 
ty hard, for we lay in our Arms every Night, 
for lo ' or IX Nights that the Enemy lay in 
the Town. They had a Confultation next 
Day after their Repulfe, how they might make 
another Atcaclt ; -but none would undertake 
•to lead their Men on, and fo tbe'Dav after 
Confultation, they went to' attack the B>utch^ 
who were three Times fironger than we, and 
they met with the fame kind Reception we 

gave 
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gave them; but they had aWare-houfewith^ 
ill Piftol-fliot of their Faftory, with Goods 
to the Value of aoooo Pounds Sterling in it, 
which the Bdllo''jjches broke into, and plun- 
dred. The T>ntch loft twelve Men, and 
had eight or ten wounded : So finding our 
Fadories were not to be taken without the 
Danger of much Blood-Hied, they went a 
plundring the Town for eight or nine Days, 
and carried away, in Money and Goods, a- 
bove ^ooooo Pounds, befidcs 14000 Captives, 
and as many Beafts of Carriage, and To went 
off about five or fix Miles from the Town, 
which they laid in Allies before they left it. 
They continued in our Neighbourhood, with 
their Plunder, about a Month, I fuppofe till 
they received new Orders how to difpofe of 
themfclves; 

Notwithstanding fucli numerous re- 
bellious Armies were a Foot, threatning De- 
ftrudion to the State, the indolent King be- 
ing lulled afleep in Security, did not offer to 
raife any Forces for the Defence of himfelf 
and Country, but faid to his Cabinet Coun- 
fellers, that ■ he was firre his Enemies would 
leave him Ifpahan, and that one City would 
be enough to maintain him and them bis Conn- 
fellers : But when Meriweys came within 
three Days Journey of the City, he raifed a- 
bout yoooo of the Citizens, and fent to , the 
Engliflj and T>utch Agents, to joyn their 
little Forces to his, to manage the Artillery, 
and to lend him fome Money to fiipport and 
pay his new raifed Ai*my* The latter defi- 
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i’ed to 'be excufed in both ; but the Englijh 
complied,- and were veryaflive in defending 
the Gityj when' Meriweys came to befiege 
it : Ana when he approached within a Mile 
or two of theCity^ the King fent his raw Ar- 
my out to fight Meriweys ; but in their 
March, Meriweys\ Men having made along 
Trench a pretty Way from their Frontj and 
hid a' large Quantity of Gun-powder in it, 
and then filled it up again, which Ambufcade 
the King’s Army fell into, and, after a good 
Number of them had pafl it, Fire was fet to 
it, and blew up and fcorched- many of the 
King’s Men, which fo frightned the reft, that 
they turned Tail, and- fled, without ftriking 
one Stroke, fo Meriweys made an eafyCon- 
queft of the City, and found the King weep- 
ing, and deferted by his bafe and treache- 
Tous Courtiers.. But Meriweys foon put an 
End to his Melancholy, by ordering his Head 
to be ftruck ofl[^ wKich was forthwith exe- 
cuted, and put on the Point of a Lance, and 
carried thro’ the City three Days fucceftively, 
as a Spedacle. The Prince I'oyal, or the 
young Sofhi feeing his Father’s Affairs in fo 
wretched a Condition, had left the City, and 
went to Taurus or Teverize before Merh 
weys came. Meriweys carried himfelf migh- 
ty civilly to the Citizens, but made xheEn-^ 
glijl) Prifoners, and feized what Money and 
Goods could be found of theirs, and alfo the 
"Dutch Company’s Effefts, -but not their Ser- 
vants Perfons. It was reported, that the Eii-> 
glifi) loft -about ^oooo-P-ounds, and -the Dutch 

Q.lOQOOi 
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aioooo. But the Truth of thefe Reports are 
betl Icnown to themfeivcs. 

When the old King had a Mind to honour 
the EngltJlj Faftory with a Vilit, as! faw in 
a Letter from Mr. Brtice the Company’s hr 
gent, that he fometimes did, and one parti- 
cularly in his Agency, he magnifies the Ho- 
nour done to his Mailers, above what the 
^utcb could ever obtain. He relates how 
he and all the Faftory, great and fmall, were 
ordered to leave their Houfe, and Chamber 
Doors and Ware-houfcs all open, for his Ma- 
jelly and his Seraglio Companions to ramble 
thro’, and take fuch Things as belt pleafed 
him and his Minions ; and there was a Table 
left in the Dining-room, fpread and furniili- 
ed with the richell Sweet-meats and Fruits. 

I believe the Company was not very am- 
bitious of having many fuch Honours con- 
ferred on them, fince they were obliged to 
pay for them. And when the King has . a 
Mind for fome new Concubines, he ifliics 
out Orders for all Men and Y ouths to depart 
out from theii' Houfes in the Street, that he is 
pleafed to vifit, and to leave all the Ladies in 
PofiTeffion till his Majefiy furveys them ; and 
the Penalty of Difobedicnce is Death. He 
generally makes his Progrefs thro’ the A'nne- 
iitan Quarters, becaufe the fairefi; and moll 
beautiful are amongll their Children. 

The Religion, by Law ellabliflied for liear 
eleven Ages, is Malmnetmy of theSedofAl^ 
li ; but the ancient Religion was Tarfi^ or 
.Worlliippefs of the Sun and Fire. The Foun- 
der 
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der of it was Zoroafier, whom they ftill ve- 
riefitte. About the ninth Century of the C/jri- 
fiian j^ra, the Mahometan Zealots, accord- 
ing to the laudable W ay of fome Chriftians^ 
raifed a Perfecution againftthe^P^^^j-, whofe 
wholefoiii Severities made many Profelytes ; 
blit fome obffinate Rogues, who would not 
changfe fdr a worfe, were lau^fully murdered, 
of obliged to run their Country, fo that at 
prefent there are but few left in Te'/'/ia, and 
thofe that are left, are protecied by their Po- 
verfy ^nd, Habitations, which are in Deferts 
or Hills little frequented. 

There are vafl Numbers pf Anneniait 
Chrijlians in ‘Perfa^ whofe Reli^on is tole- 
rated. Their former Country, of is 

now the Province of Erivan. There are ma- 
ny fubftandal Merchants of Armematisi who’ 
inhabit Jnlfqr^ a Town hear IJpahan, and 
they fend FaiSors all over India to carry ont 
Trader and fome come to Enrobe on that 
fame Account. 

The Mahometans in Eerjia, to encourage 
Profelytes to their Religion, have a Law,* 
that if a Son of art Armenian turns' Mahome- 
tdn-i all the Father’s Eftate becomes his, and 
all who continue Cbrijfians are^ excluded,’ 
w^hich fdmetimes makes great Drvifions and 
Alterations in a Family. 

In Baprifm they immerfe, but do’ hot 
fprinkle. The Prieft mutt officiate in his fa- 
cerdotal Garb,- with a Crown' on his Head,’ 
and mutt have two Affittants in holj^ Veft- 
ments alfo,- but 'U'ithout Crowns. Their, ci- 

H tularv 
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tulary Saint is Saint Gregory^ of whom they 
tell many ftrange Stories ; but whether true 
or falfe I know not : But I am fure he has 
plagued them with Fall-days, for they fall 
one Half of the Year at leatl. 

Having made what Obfervations I could 
of the Empire of Terjia^ I’ll travel along the 
Sea-coall towards Indujian^ or the Great Mo- 
gill's Empire. All that Shore, from Jafqnes 
to Sindy, is inhabited by uncivilized People, 
who admit of no Commerce with Strangers, 
tho’ Guaddcl and two Sea-ports, did, 

about a Century ago, afford a good Trade. 
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CHAP. XL 

Treats of the Mogul V on the Ri- 

ver Indus, particularly of the ancient King- 
dom tf/'Sindy its Ti'odu^ and Commerce^ 
Religion and Ctifoms of the Inhabitants i 
v)ith a Hefcription of the River Indus. 

S INDT is the wcflmofl Province of the 
Moguls Dominions, on the Sea-coall, 
and has Larribundar to its Sea Mart, which 
Hands about y or 6 Leagues from the Sea, 
on a Branch of the River Indus, capable to 
receive Ships of aco Tuns. It is but a Vil- 
lage of about 100 Houfes, built of crooked 
Sticks and Mud ; but it has a large Stone 
Fort, with four or live gi'eat Guns mounted ^ 
in it, to proted the Merchandize brought 

thither, from the Robberies of the Ballow- * 
* * * * 
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thes and Mackrani that ly near them, to the 
.Weftwardj'and the Jams to the Eaftward,- 
who being Borderers, are much given to 
Thieving,- and they rob all whom they are 
able_ to mafter. • The foririer are revolted 
Subjefts of H^erfia'i and the other are Sub- 
je 61 :s of the Moguls, but being fecured from 
the Aw of an Army’s coming to chafiife their 
infolehcyj by tlie marilh Grounds they live 
in, and the rapid Tides ollndus^ they make 
but little Account of their Sovereign’s Pow- 
er or Orders, and fo they commit Depredati- 
ons on theCaffillas that pafs to and fro between 
Tatta and Larribnudar, notwithflanding 
a Guard of 100 or zoo Horfe.a're fent along 
with them, by the Nabob or Vice-roy oiTatta^ 
for Protedion j but often thofe Protedors fuf- 
fer theCaffillas to be robbed, pretending' the 
Robbers are too numerous to be reftrained 
by their.fmall Forces, and afterwards come' 
in Sharers with the Robbers. 

TaUa is the Emporium of the Provinccj a 
very large and rich City.- It is about three 
Miles long, and one and an Half broad, and 
is about 40 Miles Dillance from Larribun- 
daVi and has a large Citadel on its Weft End,’ 
capable to lodge yooo Men and Hdrfe, and 
has Barracks and Stables convenient forthem,- 
vvith a- Palace biiilt in it for the- Nabob. All 
Goods and Merchandize imported or export- 
ed httwetnTattdm&Larribundar} aretranf-. 
ported on Carriage Beafts, fuch as Camels, 
Oxen and Horfes. The' Country is almoft 
level, and overgrown with Shrubs . and Bu- 

H Ihes, 
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flics, %^ery fit to cover an Ambufeade, which 
the aforefaid Robbers often make ufe of, 
and fnddenly rufli out on a Caflilla, and whilft 
the Guards and Carriers arc fighting in one 
Place, either of Front, Flank or Rear, the 
Robbers drive away the Beads with their 
Packs. In Anno 1699. a pretty rich Caffilla 
was robbed by a Band of four or five thou- 
fand Villains: The Guard, confiding of 2^0 
Horfe, were intirely cut off, and above 500 
of the Merchants and Carriers, which druck 
a Terror on all that had Commerce at Tatta. 

I T was my Fortune, about four Months 
after, to come to Larrthnnda)\ with a Car- 
go from Mdlaha’,\ worth above 10000 L. I 
could find no Tntta Merchants that would 
meddle with my Cargo before it was carried 
to Tatta ; but agreed on the Prices of mod 
of the Species of my Goods: And finding 
no other Remedy but travelling by Land, in 
a Caffilla of 15-00 l 3 eads, and as many, or more 
Men and W omen, bcfidcs 200 Horfe for our 
Guard, about the Middle of January we fet 
out; and after we had marched about 16 
Miles, our Scouts brought in News of the 
Ballowches and Mackrans being jud before 
us, in great Numbers. I had tliirteen of my 
bed Firemen with me in the Front, where 
my Beads were. We being all mounted on 
little Florfes, alighted, and fet our Beads on 
our Flanks andFront, to ferve us for a Barri- 
cadoe, to defend us from Sword and Target- 
men, which were the principal Strength of 
the Robbers, and we, at the lame Time, had 

Room 
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Room enough to fire dyer our Barricadoe, 
"Wie were not long in’that Poflure, till the 
Enemy, fent ah Herald on Horfe-back, with 
his Sword brandifliing, and' when he came 
within Call of us, he threatned,^^ that if we 
did not infiantly furrender at Difcretion, we 
fliould have no Quarters. I had two of rny 
Seamen that fhot as well with a Fuzee as a- 
ny ever I faw, for I have feeh .them at Sea, 
for Diverfion, knock down a. Angle Sea-fowl 
with a Angle Bullet, as they were dying near 
our .Ship, I ordered oiie to knock dowa 
the Herald, fsdiich he in Aantly'. did, by a Bul- 
let through his Head. ' Another came.pre- 
fently after, with ;the fame Threatningsi and 
met with the fame .Treatment., The, n.est- 
that came, I ordered his Horfe to, be fliot 
in the Head, to try if we could take his Ri- 
der, that we might learn fomewhat of the 
Enemy’s Strength. The Horfe was killed 
aAToon as he appeared, and fome of our Horfe 
got the Rider, and hewed him down,, in- 
llead of bringing him to us. Our Guard of 
Horfe continually kept in the Rear,- but ,fee-> 
ing ^what we had. done in the Front,- took. 
Courage, and , getting in, amongft the BuAies, 
met nnth foine that had a DeAgiV tp attack 
our Flank, and foon defeated them, which 
put , the Robbers in fuch Fear, .that they' be- 
took themfeives to Flight, and pur , Horfe 
purfuing, put many to the Sword ; fo v/hen. 
they returned from the Purfuit, we vventon 
in our Journey, and tmvelling four Miles,, 
came to a 'Mud-wall Fort, ciiUed 

H 3 ' 
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hanif a proper Ev^q^UJfj Name for fnch a For: 
tif cation. It is built mid-way between Tat- 
td and Larrilmmlar^ to fccure the Caffilla from 
being fet upon in the Night, who all lodge 
within it, Men and Bealls promifcuoufly, 
which makes it fo nafly, that the EvgUJh Ap- 
pellation is rightly bellowed on it. There 
are about twenty little Cottages built clofe 
to it, who breed Fowls, Goats and Sheep, to 
fell to Pafiengers. And thefe arc all the Hou- 
fes to be feen in the Way between and 
Larribuiidnr, 

The News of a Vi6lory that I had over 
three San gam an Pirates at Sea, on my V oy- 
age from Malabar to Larribmidar^ had 
reacht Tatta, before the fecond SkirmiHi by 
Land, fo that when I came to Tattay we were 
received with Acclamations from the Popu- 
lace, and the better Sort vifited us with Pre- 
fents of Sweet-meats and Fruits, aferibing 
the fafe A rrival of the Caffilh' wholly to our 
Courage and Conduft. 

W E were lodged in a large convenient 
Houfe of ly Rooms, and had good Ware-' 
houfes. The Stairs from the Street, were in- 
tire Porphyry, of lo Foot long, of a bright 
yellow Colour, and as fmooth as Glafs. They 
were about ten in Number, and led up to a 
Square of 15 Yards long, and about 10 broad.' 
Next Day we had a Compliment from the 
Nabob, of an Ox, five Sheep, as many Goats, 
twenty Fowls and fifty Pigeons, with Sweetr 
meats and Fruit in Abundance. He, at that 
Time^ lay encampt about fix Miles from the 

Town, 
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Town, with an Army of 8 or loooo Men, 
with a Defign to punim the Ballowches and 
Mackrans ^oV'l'ohh\vig the Caffilla, and killing 
his Men, as is before mentioned, Hedefir- 
'Cd me to let him know when we defigned to 
drink a Difli of Coffee with him, and he 
would fend Horfes to bring us to the Camp. 
J returned Thanks for his Civility, and fent 
him Word, that I deligned to kifs his Hand 
the very next Day ; and he accordingly fent 
twenty fine Berjfian Horfes, well equipp’d, 
for my life, ten of which I accepted for my-^ 
felf and Guard to mount, and the other ten 
were mounted with fome of the moft confi- 
derable Merchants in Tatta, who went to ac- 
company me out of Refped: ; and, to make 
our Cavalcade appear with the greater Grace, 
affoon as we came to the Camp Gate, we 
would have alighted, but an Officer on Horfe- • 
back told us, that it was the Nabobs Plea- 
fure, that we fliould be brought to his Tent 
on Horfe-back, and he riding before ns, con- 
dudled us to the Tent Door, and, affoon as 
we got from our Horfes, I was condufled 
into his own Pavilion Chamber, where he 
was fitting alone. The reft that came with 
me, were mot admitted for an Hour after. 
It would take a great Deal of Time and 
Room to relate the Compliments and other 
Difcouifes that paft; but Cknew the Cuftom, 
not to appear before great Men with an em- 
pty Hand. I defired Leave to lay a little 
Prefent at- his Feet, which he permitted. It 
qonfifted of a Looking-glafs of about y Pounds 
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in Value, a Gun and a Pair of Piftols well 
gilded, a Sabre Blade and Dagger-blade gild-r 
ed, and a Glafs Pipe for his Tobacco, and an 
embroider’d Standiili for it to Band in. He 
then fent for all who had accompanied me 
into the Room, and iliewed the Prefent I had 
made him, magnifying every Piece of it ; and 
after fqine Encomiums on my Valour and 
Gencrofity, told me, that I was a free Deni- 
fon of with the Addition of an Indul- 

gence of being free of all Cuftom and Tax 
on all Goods that I had brought or fliould 
export, and that whoever bought any Part of 
my Cargo, and did not pay according to the 
Agreement made for Payment, I fliould hot 
be liable to leek Juflicc at the Cadjge's Court, 
but to imprifon my Debtors, and if that 
would not perfwadc them to give Satisfafti- 
pn, he would fell their Wives, Children or 
neared Relations to make good their Debt. 
This Privilege did me lingular Service when 
the Term of Payments came, -and was oblig-r 
ed to try the Experiment of imprifoning. 
After three Hours Converfation, we took 
Leave to go, and he difmift us with much 
Civility, and told me, that when Ee return- 
ed from that Expedition, he would repay 
my Vi fit at my Lodgings ; but in three Months 
that I flaid, he did not return, but often fent 
to enquire • after my Welfare, nnd how my 
Affairs dood. 

Ip travelling. from Titingham towards T^t- 
i(j-^ about 4Milesllrort of the City, on fmootli 
yifing Ground, there are forty two. fine large 

Tombs, 
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Tombs, which, from the Plain, appeared to 
be a fmali Town. They are the Burying- 
places of fome of the Kings of when 
that Country was governed by its own Kings. 

I went into the largeft, which is built in the 
Form of a Cupola, and in the Middle of it, 
flood a Coffin-tomb, about three Foot high, 
and feven Foot long, \yith fome others of a 
leflcr Size. The Materials of the Cupola 
were yellow, green and red Porphyry, finely 
poliflied, and the Stones fet in regular Order, 
Chequer-rways, which Variegation flrikesthe 
Eye with u^onderful Pleafure. Tlie Tomb 
is about TO Yards high, and 7 in Diameter. 

I was told, that it was the Burying-place of 
the laft King of that Country, who was rob- 
bed of his Sovereignty by JebauGmreGvmdi^ 
father to the famous Aurenzehy in“ the Be- 
ginning of the fcvcnteenth Centurj^ who, af- 
ter he had him Prifoner, bid him ask what Fa- 
vours he would defire forhimfelfandChildren, 
and they fliould be granted; He nobly replied. 
That all the Favour hebegg’d, was, that him- 
fclf, his Queen, and their Children, might be 
buried in that Tomb, which, in Times of 
Profperity, he had built for that Purpofe, 
and had cofl him two Lack of Rupees, or 
xycoo L. Sterl. which Requeft his Conque- 
ror could not well refufe. 

Tatta City ftands about two Miles from the 
River Indus, in a fpacious Plain,' and they 
have Canals cut from the River, that bring 
Water to the City, and fome for the Ufe of 
their Gardens. The King’s Gardens were in 

pretty 
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pretty good Condition in Anno 1^99. and were 
well ftored with excellent Fruits and Flow- 
ers, particularly the moft delicious Pomegra- 
nates that ever I tailed. 

For three Years before I came there, no 
Rain had fallen, which caufed a fevere Plague 
to affed the Town and circumjacent Coun- 
try, to fuch a Degree, that, in the City on- • 
ly, above 80000 died of it, that ma'nufa^lu- 
red Cotton and Silk, and above one Half of 
the City was deferted and left empty. And . 
that was one Reafon why the N.abob had pla- 
ced his Camp in that Place that I went to . 
vifit him at. The Figure of the Camp was 
a regular Tetragon, and ditched about with 
a Trench about 3 Yards 'broad, and ^ deep. 
The Ground taken out of the Ditch, was 
thrown upon the Infide, about 4 Foot high, 
and regularly built like a Parapet. It had 4 
Gates, one in the Middle of each Curtain, and 
a llraight Sti-eet from the oppolite Gates, 
which made an exatfl Crofs in Figure, and 
the Nabob's Tent was pitch’d in the Middle 
of the Crofs. Each Side of the Tetragon 
was about 6 or 700 Paces in Length, and the 
Ditches could be filled with Water from the 
Iiidus^ and let out at Pleafure, into a large 
Marifli about two Miles off the Camp. 

The River Indus is navigable for their 
Veffels, as high as Cafinirc, that lies in the 
Latitude of ax Degrees ; and one Branch 
runs up to Cabnl to the Weft ward, and o- 
thers to Tenjeb, Lahore, Multan, Bncko7\ 
and other large Provinces and Cities to the 

Eafl- 
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Eaftward, and’ all' fliare the Benefits of the 
inland Navigation. Their VeflTels are called 
IGfiies,' of feveral Sizes. Thekrgeft can lade 
about zoo Tuns. They are flat-bottomed, 
and, on each Side, Cabbins are built from 
Stern to Stem, that overhang abofit z Foot ; 
and, in each Cabbin, is a. Kitchen and a Place 
for Exoneration, which falls direftly in the 
Water. Thofe Cabbins are hired out to Paf- 
fengers,' and' the Hold, being made intofe- 
parate Apartments, .are let out to Freight- 
ers, fo that every one lias a Lock on his own 
Cabbin and. Apartment in the Hold, and 
has his Goods always ready to difpofe on at 
what Places he finds his Market. And in- 
deed in all my Travels I never faw better 
Conveniencies of travelling by Water. They 
have one Mali of- a good Length, and a 
Square-fail to ufe when the Wind is a-ftern, 
or on the Quarter ; but they never hale clofe 
by the Wind. They are obliged to carry a 
great Number of Men for trading them up 
againfl the Stream, when the Winds are a- 
gainfl them,'fo that a Voyage from Taffa to 
Lahore^ they reckon fix or feven Weeks long, 
but from Lnbore back, not above eighteen 
Days, and fometimes it is performed in twelve. 

- A T Tatta the River is about a'Mile broad, 


and, where I tried with a, Lead 'and Line, it. 
was about fix Fathoms deep, from Side to 
Side.' The Stream is not very rapid, for its 
Motion did not exceed two Miles and an 
half in an Hour. It produces many Species of 
treih-water Fifiies, and among them, the bell

Carp that ever I faw or tailed. Some of 
them weigh above xo Pound Weight, and 
we have them alive in Tatta Market. They 
have black Cattle in gi'eat Plenty, large and 
good, and moft excellent Mutton, of 8o or 
loo Pouncf Weight. Their Horfes are fmall, 
but hardy and fwift. Deer, Antelopes, Hares 
and Foxes are their wild Game, which they 
hunt with Dogs, Leopards, and a fmall fierce 
Creature, called by them a Shoegoofe. It is 
about the Size of a Fox, with long prickt 
Ears like an Hare, and a Face like a Cat, a 
gray Back and Sides, and Belly and Bread , 
white. I believe they are rare, for I never 
faw more than one. When they are taken 
out to hunt, an Horfe-man carries it behind 
him, hood-winkt, and their Deer and Ante- 
lopes being pretty familiar, will not dart be- 
fore Horfes come very near. He who car- 
ries the Shoegoofe, takes off the Hood, and 
Ihews it the Game, which, with large fwift 
Springs, it foon overtakes, and leaping on 
^ their Backs, and getting forward to the Shoul- 
ders, fcratches their Eyes out, and gives the 
Hunters an eafy Prey. The Leopard runs 
down his Game, which often gives the Hun- 
ters a long Chafe, as well as the Dogs, who 
will take the W ater when the Game betake 
themfelves to fwimming, which they fre- 
quently do. They have Store of Peacocks, 
Pigeons, Doves, Duck, Teal, Widgeon, wild 
Geefe, Curlews, Partridge and Plover, free 
for any Body to fiioot. They have a Fruit, 
that grows in their Fields and Gardens, cal-i 

led 
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led ly^M, about the Size of a Peach, but 
without a Stone. They dry it hard before- 
they. ufe .it, and being beaten to Powder, 
they drefs it as Tea and Coffee are, and take 
'it with powdered Sugar-candy. They are 
■of Opinion, that it is a great Reftorative to 
'decay’d animal Spirits. ... , 

, This Country .abounds richly in Wheat, 
Rice and Leguihen, and Provender for Hor- 
fes and Cattle ; and they never know the , M- 
fery of Famine, fdr the Indus overflows all 
‘ the low Grounds in the Months of Airily 
May June^ and 'when the Floods go off, 

they leave a fat Slime , on the Face of the 
Ground, ‘ which they till eafily before it dries, 

. and being fown and harrow’d, never fails of 
bringing forth a plentiful Crop. . 

The other Productions of this and theJn- 
land Country, are Saltpeter, Sal-armoniack, 

. Borax, Opoponax, AlTaTcetida, Goat Bezoar, 
Lafis mtia and Laps lafulij and raw Silk, 
but not fine. 

They manufacture in wrought Silks, which 
they call Jemawaarsy in Cotton and Silk, cal- 
led CntPenees, and in Silk m.ixt with Carma- 
,nia Woolh called Qdbukys, m Calicoes coarfe 
and fine, flieer and clofe ’ wrought. Their 
Cloth -called Jurries, is very fine and foft, 
and lafts beyond any other Cotton Cloth 
that I have ufed, ■ They make Chints very 
•. .fine and, cheap, and Coverlets for. Beds yery 
beautiful. , They make fine Cabinets, both 
lack’d andjnlaid with Ivory. And the beft 
Bows and. Arrows in the World, are made 

at 
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at Mult an -i of Buffalos Horns. Lick 

wooden Di/Iies and Tables, but not fo Well 
as in China. The Lack is clear enough, but 
always clammy. They export great Quanti- 
ties of Butter, which they gently melt, and 
put up in Jars, called made of the 

Hides of Cattle, almofl in the Figure of a 
Glob, with a Neck and Mouth on one Side. 
They are made of all Sizes, from thofc that 
contain 32,0 lb. to thofe of y. and that But- 
ter keeps, without Salt, the whole Year round? 
bur, as it grows old, it becomes rank. 

The Wood Ligna dulcis grows only in 
this Country. It is rather a Weed than a 
Wood, and nothing of it is iifcful but the 
Root, called "Tut chocks or. Radix dulcis. I 
never heard it is ufed in Phyfick, but is a 
good Ingredient in the Compofition of Per- 
fumes. There are great Quantities exported 
for Suf'at., and from thence to China, where 
it: generally bears a good Price for being 
all Idolaters, and burning Incenfe before 
their Images, this Root beaten into fine Pow- 
der, and an Incenfe-pot laid over fmoothly 
with Allies, and a Furrow made in the A- 
flies, about a Quarter of an Inch broad, and 
as much in Depth, done very, artificially in- 
to a great Length, the Powder is put into 
that Furrow, and fired,- and it will burn i 
long Time like a Match, fending forth a fine 
Smoke', whofe Smell is very grateful, the' 
Powder having the good Qualities of main- 
taining and delaying the Fire.- 
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The Religioiii by Law eftabliihed, is Ma- 
hometan ; but there are ten Gentows or 
gans for one Mujfubnan. But the City of 
Tatta-is famous for Learning in Theology, 
Philology and Politicks, and they have above 
four hundred Colleges for training up Youth 
in thofe Parts of Learning. I was very inti- 
mate with a Setd who was a Profeflbr in 
Theology, and was reckoned to be a good 
Hiftorian. He. askt me one Day, if I had 
heard .of Alexander the Great in my Coun- 
try. . I told him I had, and I mentioned his 
Battle with Toms, and his Viftory. He told 
me, that theii*Hiftoiies mentioned the fame,’ 
but with fome Difference in the two Kings 
Names, and Alexander's PalTage over Indus. 
He faid, that their Hiftory mentioned Shaw 
Hafander and Trorus, and -that Alexander 
was a great Magician, and fummoning above 
a Million of wild Geefe, they fwam his Ar- 
my over the River, and that Torus s Ele- 
phants wouldnever turntheirHeads towards 
the Place where Alexander was. 

The Tortugueze had formerly a Church 
at the Eafl End of the City. The Houfe is 
{fill intire, and in the Veflry are fome old 
Pi(dures of Saints, and fome holy Veftments,- 
which they profered to fell ; but ' I was no 
Merchant for fuch Bargains. 

The Gentows have full Toleration for their 
Religion, and keep their Fads and Feafls'as 
in former Times,. when the Sovereignty. was 
in Tagan Princes Hands. They burn their 
•dead, but the Wives are reflrained from bur- 
ning 
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ning with the Corps of their Husbands. There 
is a very great Confumpcion of Elephants 
Teeth, for ’tis the Fafiiion for Ladies to wear 
Rings of Ivory from their Arm-pits to their 
Elbows, and from their Elbows to their 
Wrifts, of both Arms; and when they die, 
all thofe Ornaments are burnt along with 
tliem. 

They had fevcral Feafts when I was therej 
but one they kept on Sight of a New-mo’on 
in February^ exceeded the reft in ridiculous 
Aftions and Expence ; and this is called the 
Feafi; of JVooly^ who was a Knight errant in 
Time of yore, and was a fierce Fello'w hi a 
War with fome Giants, who infcEed Shidy^ 
and carried away naughty Girls and Boys,- 
and made Butcher Meat of them. This/f'^oo- 
ly^ in a Battle one Da}^, Idlled fifty of them, 
each of them as tall as a Tree, and, after he' 
had difpatcht them, he led them down to 
Hell, and there they continue bound up to 
their good Behaviour, • and arc never to ap- 
pear again on Earth, for Fear they fliould 
fear the King’s Liege-fubjefts, or frighten 
Children. 

I N this mad Feafi, People of all Ages and 
Sexes dance thro’ the Streets to Pipe, Drum 
and Cymbals. The Women, with Baskets 
of Sweet-meats on •their Heads, diflributing 
to every Body they meet. The Men are be;- 
dawb’d all over with red Earth, or Vermili- 
OTii and are continually fquirting gingerly 
Oyl at one another; and if they get into 
Houfes of Diftindion, they make foul Work’ 

with 
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.with thfeir Oyl, whofe Smell is not pleafant? 
but in giving a Prefent of Rofe-water> of 
fome Silver Coini they are civil enoiigh td 
keep out of Doors. And in this Madnefs 
they continue from lo in the Mofning till 
Sun-fet. • ‘ ' 

The River Sind} would be hard to be 
found, were it not for the Tomb of a Maho- 
met au Saint, who has an high Tower- built 
over him, called Smdy Tower. It is always 
kept white to ferve as a Land-mark. The 
Bait going into the Riverj is natrotv? arid 
has not above two Fathoms and an Half, dri 
Spring-tides : But this is only a fmall Brahcli 
of Indus, which Appellation is now loft in this 
Country that it fo plentifully Waters, and is 
called "Tiivellee, or feven Mouths ; biit it dif- 
fembogues itfelfinto the Sea thro’ many more:

I is Guzerat, The Indus makes it aii 
Ifland, by a Branch that runs into the Sea ac 
the City of Camhaya, This Province, tho’ 
t I YaffaB' 
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Vaffals to, the Mo^uk yet continue in their 
old Religion of Tagamfiu^ and, for the moft 
Part, drive the old Trade of thieving and 
pirating, for they plunder all whom they can 
overcome, on both Elements : Nor can 
the Mogul reftrain them, for their Country 
is fecurc from the Marches of Armies into 
if, by reafon of the many Inlets of the Sea 
that overflow the low Grounds, and make it 
fo foft and muddy, that there is no travelling 
but by little Boats, in many Places. 

The firfl; Town on the South Side oS///- 
dus^ is Cutebnaggen, Icadnlits offomeTrade,; 
and produces Clotton, Corn, coarfc Cloth 
and Chouk, a Shell-fifli in Shape of a Perri- 
winkle, but as large about as a Man’s Arm 
above the Elbow. Iw. Bengal they are faw’d 
into Rings for Ornaments .to Womens Arms, 
as thofe of Study wear Ivory Rings. They 
are in Fafliion in many Countries in Ijidia. 
The Province and Town of Cutebnaggen are 
governed by a Queen, who is very formid- 
able to her neighbouring States. The Rea- 
fons they give for choofing that Sex for their 
Governefles, are, that they’ll be better advi- 
fed by their Council than Men, who, by too 
large a Share of Power and Honbiir placed 
on them, become obftinate in their Opinions, 
and infolent in their Behaviour : But Ladies 
are efleemed complifant and gentle. 

The next Province to Cutebnaggen, is San- 
which is 'alfo governed by a Princefs, 
for the above Reafons. Their Sea-port is cal- 
led B aef^ very .commodious and fecure. . They, 

. , ' . admit 
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admit of no Trade, but pradife Piracy, They 
■give Proteftion to all Criminals,; who deferve 
P.unifliment from the Hand' of Juftice. All 
Villains in . the Countries about flock thither, 
and become honefl; Robbers, fo' that they are 
a Medley' of Criminals, who flee their Coun- 
try for Fear of condign Punifliment due to 
their Crimes. This Province produces Cot- 
ton and Corn, as all the Kingdorh.of Gf/^e~ 
rdf . does; but they admit of no Trade in 
their Country,- as I obferved before, for Fear 
of being civilized by Example. I liad feve- 
ral Skirmiflies with them. They, being con- 
yfident of their Numbers, flrive to board all 
Ships they can come at by failing. Before 
they engage in a Fight, they drink Bang, 
which is made of a Seed like Hemp-feed, that ’ 
lias 'an intoxicating Quality, ‘ and, whilfl it'af- 
feftsthe Head, they are furious. They wear, 
long Hair, and, when they let that hang loofe, 
they’ll give no Quarter. 

' '. In Anno 1686. a fraall 'Ship of theirs, that 
iiiounted 8 Guns, and manil’d with 300 of 
thefe furious Fellows, was cruizing on the 
Coaft^of between Surat and Bo'mbay^ 

' arid the an Englip Man of War of 

4x Guns, was bound for Surat. The San- 
ganzan made towards her, and engaged her, 
but would- fain have been gone again when 
they found their' Miftake'; but that was im-^ 
poflible. The Ehenix fent her Boats, well 
mann’d, to try. if they could make them yield, 
in order to fave their Lives ; but they fcorn- 
ed Quarter, and Idlled and' wounded many 

- t ^ ^ 
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of the Englifi, fo that Captain TyrreJ^ who 
commanded the 'TheuiXf was forced to run 
his lower Tcer out, and fink them : And, af- 
ter their Ship was funk, and the Mifereants 
fet a fwimming, yet moft of them refufed 
Quarter, and only about 70 were taken alive. 
( I believe Sir George Bmg can give a better 
Account of the Story than I, for^ if I miftake 
not, lie was a Lieutenant then on board the 
and received a dangerous W ound in 
the Combat, at leaft one of his Name, who 
bore a Commiffion, did. ) In Anno 1717. they 
attackt a Ship called the Morning Star in. 
her Paflage between Gombroon and Surat. 
She was richly laden, which they were appfi- 
fed of, and two Squadrons were fitted out 
' **£1*0111 two different Ports, to wayday her, 
and accordingly flie fell in with eight Sail of 
thofe Pirates. One was a large Ship of near 
500 Tuns, and three others were Ships be- 
tween % and 300 Tuns, and the other four 
were Grabs., or Gallics, and Sheybars, oxh^Xf 
Gallics. They reckoned in all there were a- 
bove 2000 Men in their Fleet, and the Mor- 
ning Star but 17 fighting Men, who were re- 
folvcd to trull Providence, and fight for their 
Lives, Liberty and Eflate. The firfl Attack 
was by the greatell Ship alone, but was foon 
obliged to llieer off again, with the Lofs of 
fome Men, and the Captain of the Morning 
Star was wounded in the Thigly, by a Lance 
darted at him, that pierced his Thigh through 
and through. The Pirates were not difeou- 
raged by this firfl Repulfe, but joyned their

Forces and Counfels together, and, after ^ 
Day s Refpite and Confultation, they attackt 
the fc^*^a fecondTime, the two £- 

geft bhips bonding, one on her Bow, and an- 
her Quarter, and three more board- 

rllm Men over' 

them. The .Cornbat was warm for above 

four Hours, and tbsA^mms Star had feven 
Jailed, and as many wounded ; but kind Pm 
yidence affifled her, WhiW fte was on Fire 
tn three Places, and had burnt through her 
Poopand half Dyck, flie was difengaged of 
them, and left five of the largefi f| entang- 
led with one another, that they could not 
purfue her So ilie purfued her Vot-age to 
Surat but having no Surgeon on board, llie 
called At Bci,mba% to get her wounded Men 
jireft and cured. In the Time of the Com- 
bat, w'hilc the Pirates were on board of the 
Mormng Star, twenty one Indian Seamen 
went on board of them, and twenty fixMer 
chants had gone to them, to. try if they could 
perfwade them to take a Sum, and not put 
It on the Hazard of a Battle. All tliofe they 
detained, and cariled 5 ilong with them, and 
made them pay above 6000 Pounds for their 
Ranfpm, who gave an Account afterwards of 
great Slaughter done on the Pirates And 
the Commodore loll his Head alToon as he 
anded, for letting fo rich a Prize go out of 
his Hands. - ‘ ^ 

J;/ id() 8 , one Captain Lavender, in 

tlie bhip Thomas; bound from Sm^at to' Mo-^ 
f/;/?,'Cncountred four Sail of thofe.Freebootr 

^ 3 ers, 
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crs, and fought them bravely ; but they burnt 
the Ship and all her Crew, Dccaiife he would 
not yield. They arc very cruel to thofethey 
can mailer, if they make Refiftancc ; but 
to thofc that yield ^without fighting, they are 
pretty civil. 

The next Sea-port Town to Bdet^ is J/- 
It Hands on a Point of low Land, called 
CapeJ/^^^, The City makes a good Figure 
from the Sea, lliewing four or five high Stee- 
ples. It is the Seat of a Fouzdddr or Gover- 
nor, for the Mogul. It is a Place of no Trade, 
and confequently little known to Strangers. 

The next maritim Town isMangaronl. It 
admits of Trade, and affords coarfc Calicoes, 
white and died, Wheat, Pulfe and Butter for 
Export, * and has a Market for Pepper, Su- 
gar and Betlenut. It is inhabited by Banyans ; 
and Avild Deer, Antelopes, and Peacocks are 
fo familiar, that they come into the very 
Houfes without Fear. 

The next Place \%Bormain., a pretty large 
Toum on the Sea-lliore, and admits of Trade, 
producing the fame Commodities as Manga- 
7^onl, and its Inhabitants are of the fame Re- 
ligion ; but both Towns are obliged to keep 
Rajfyouts to protedd them from the Infiilts of ‘ 
the Sanganians. 

Those Rajfputs are Natives of Guzerat, 
and are all Gentlemen of the Sword, and are 
w^ell trained in the Art of killing. They, like 
the employ their Swords in the Ser- 

vice of thofe who give them bell Pay. They 
feldom give or take Quarter, and when they 
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go on an Expedition, they carry their Wives 
and Children - in Carts and Wagons along 
with them, and if they meet with a Repulfe, 
their Wives will never fnffer Cohabitation till 
they can regain theii” loft Honour by fom'e 
noble Exploit. ; 

T>iu is the next Port, and is the fouther- 
moft Land on* GuzeraP. It is a fmall Ifland 
of three Miles long, and two broad, belong- 
ing to the Crown of TortuvaL The City is 
pretty large, and fortified- by an high Stone 
Wall, with Baftions at convenient-. Diftances, 
well furniflied with Cannon to flank- it, and 
a deep Mote hewn out of an hard Rock, to 
defend it on the Land Side, which is a- 
bout one third Part of the City. The other 
Parts are fortified by Nature, having the O- 
cean .thick fet with dangerous Rocks and 
high Cliffs, who forbid 'any Approaches on 
that Side, and a rapid deep River, that affords 
a good Harbour, on the North-eaft Side. 
The Harbour is fecured by two Caftles, one 
•large, that can bring above 100 large Cannon 
to bear on the Mouth of the Harbour, to 
forbid Shipping Entrance without Leave. 
The other is but finall,'and is built irregular- 
ly on a Rock in the Middle of the -RiYcr, 
and Chanels for Shipping to pafs by it, with- 
in ten Yards of its Wall. It is made ufe of 
for a Magazine for Powder and other war- 
like Stores. 

I T is one of the beft built Cities, and beft 
fortified by Nature and Art, that ever I faw 
in hidta^ and its ftately Buildings of free Stone 

I 4 
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and Marble, are fufficient Witnefles of its 
ancient Grandeur and Opulency ; but at prer 
fent not above one fourth of the City i^ in- 
habited. It contains five or fix fine Church- 
es, which are great Ornaments to the City, 
which {lands on a rifing Ground of an eafy 
Afceiit from the great Caillc ; and the Chur- _ 
ches, being built wide from one another, ' 
and {landing gradually higher than one ano- 
ther, rnake the Vijlo from the Sea admirably 
pleaiant, by {liewing all their beautiful Fronts 
that Way. And within they are well deco- 
rated with Images and Paintings. 

There is a Tradition, that the Tortu- 
gtieze circumvented the King of Gu;^crai-i as . 
%)/</(? did the Africans^ when they gave her 
Leave to build Carthage, by defiring no more 
Ground to build their Cities than could be 
circumferibed in an Ox’s Hide, which hav- 
ing obtained, they cut it into a fine Thong of 
;i great Length, and over-reacht their Donors 
in the Meaiure of the Ground. 

After the City was built and fortified, 
it drew all the Trade from the King’s Towns 
of Commerce thither, which made him hear- 
tily repent his Gencrofity ; and he made 
Propofals to the Tortitgueze to reimburfe 
ail the Charge and Expcnce they had been 
at, if they would refiore that Illand again, 
but he cquld never perfwade them to. that 
Bargain, and fince fair Means would not do, 
he defigned to try what might be obtained by 
Force, wherefore he raifed a great Army, and 
f)Efteged it, but was fqon forced to draw off a- 
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gain with Lofs, for the ^ortngueze large 
iCannon from their Walls dillurbed and di- 
his Camp fo, that he found but little 
Safety for himfelf, and much lefs for his 
Hoft. 

This City came to fuch an Height of 
Trade and Riches in the fixteenth Century, 
that it drew a very potent Enemy from the 
Red Sea ; for, about the Year I5'40. the Tf^r& 
defigning to have a Footing in caU 

their Eyes on as being conveniently fi- 
tuated, and well fortified for their Purpofe, 
fo they came in a Fleet of Gallies and Tran- 
fports a-yooo fh’ong, from ^de//, and landed 
on the Weft End of the Ifland, and laid Siege 
to the City ; but the Tortugueze fent a Re- 
inforcement from Goa, of twenty Sail, fome 
of which were large Ships or Galleons, who 
carried heai^ Metal, with which they bat- 
tered the Turktjh Fleer, being fmall V eftels, 
that. many Turks were funk, and the Baftiaw 
was forced to make off with great Lofs and 
Shame, and leave tl^eir battering Artillery to 
the Tortugueze, for which Misfortune and 
Difgrace, he loft his Head when he returned 
to Aden. 

But about the Year idyo. the Mnskaf A- 
rahs had better Fortune, for they came with 
a Fleet of Trankies, and took an Opportuni- 
ty to land in the Night, on the Weft End of 
the Ifland, without being difco^ered, and 
marcht filently clofe up to the Town, and, 
at Break of Day, when the Gates were open- 
ed, they entred without Refiftance. The 

Alarm 
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Alarm was foon fpread over the Town, and 
happy was he who got firll to the Caflle 
Gates, but thofc who had heavy Heels were 
facrificed to the Enemies Fury, who fpared 
jionc, fo in a Moment that fair rich City and 
Churches were left to the Mercy of the A- 
rabs^ who, for three Days, loaded their Vef- 
fels with rich Plunder, and mounted fomc 
Cannon in a great beautiful Church, andifir- 
cd at the Fort, but to little Purpofe. The 
Governor, who was in the Cadlc, could foon 
have obliged them to remove farther off the 
Caftle, by the Force of his heavy Cannon, yet 
the Prielthood forbid him firing at the Church, 
on Pain of Excommunication, led fomc un- 
lucky Shot fiiould facrilcgioufly have defaced 
fome holy Image. 

But the Arabs; lilce a ‘Parcel of unfandi- 
fied Rogues, made fad Havock on the Chur- 
ches Trumpery, for, befides robbing them of 
all the fandified Plate and Cafli, they did 
not leave one ‘ Gold or Silver Image behind 
them, but carried all into difmal Captivity, 
from whence they never returned that I could 
bear of. And as for the poor Images of Wood 
and Stone, they were fo rudely treated by 
thofe barbarous Infidels^ that they came well 
off if they loft but a Limb, and I faw fomc 
who loft their Heads : But by the indefati- 
gable Induftry of the Clcrg)^, their Churches 
are again as well, or better furniflicd with 
well carved Images of Wood and Stone than 
they were before; but I faw none of Gold 
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t)Y Silver to ' fnpply. the Places of the poor 
Captives. 

However, before the hud done 

plundring, they became fecure and negligent, 
which the Governor having Notice of, pro- 
claimed Freedom to all Slaves who would 
.venture to .fally out on' the Enemy. Accord- 
ingly about 40C0 Soldiers and Slaves made a 
Sally with Succefs, killing above 1000 A'^abs, 
and made the reft flee from' the Town, the 
Affaiiants lofing -but very^ few j and by that 
one Sally the Towm w^as regained. Thofe 
Slaves are generally MofamUque and Mom-^ 
hafs Negroes, whofe Strength and Brax^ery I 
have mentioned before. ' The City ftill feels 
the difmal Effedls of the Lofs it then receiv- 
ed. At prefent there are not above zoo Tor^ 
tnmeze both in the Caftle ■ and City. The 
reft of its Inhabitants are Banyans pi all Sorts. 
There may be about 40000. but few of them 
of Fortune or Figure, becaufe the Infolence 
of the To’rtugiieze makes- it unfafe for mo- 
ney’d Strangers to dw^ell among them. The 
King of Bortiigal has about izooo Pounds per 
Annum, of Poll Money paid into his Trea- 
•Any, and the Cuftoms and Land-tax may 
come to about dooo Pounds more; But' if 
that Ifland were in the Hands of fome indu- 
ftrious European Nation, it would be the beft 
Mart Town on the Goaft oi India, for the 
River Indus being near Neighbours, both by 
Study and Cambay, thofe Commodities might 
be imported and ' exported to ‘ Advantage. 
And that* Commerce has xdiitdr Surat. 

All 
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A'lv the Country between T>ut and T^nnd 
Point, which is about 30 Leagues along Shore, 
admits of no Traffick, being inhabited by 
Freebooters^ called JV arrets, and often aflo- 
ciate with the Sangamans, in exercifing Pirar 
jcies and Depredations. They confide much 
in their Numbers, as the others do, and ftrive 
to board their Prizes, and, afiToop as they get' 
on board, they throw in Showers of Stones 
on the Prizes Decks, in order to fink them 
that Way, if they don’j; yield, and they have 
earthen Pots as big as a fix Pound Granadoe 
Shell, full of unquenched Lime, well fifted, 
which they throw in alfo, and the Pots break- 
ing, there arifes fo great a Dull, that the De- 
fendants can neither breathe nor fee well. 
They alfo ufe Wicks of Cotton, dipt in a 
jcombuilible Oyl, and firing the Wick, and 
throwing it into their Oppofer’s Ship, it burns 
violently, and fets Fire to the Parts that it is 
thrown on. They have no Cities, and their 
Villages are fniall. The befi: of tfiem {lands 
^bout ^o Miles to the Eafiward of 7 J/«, and 
is called Chance. It is built about a League- 
within the Mouth of a River, which has a 
fmall Ifiand lying athwart it, about tv/Q Miles- 
into the Sea. The Ifiand has good Springs 
of frefli Water, but no Inhabitants. In Aur 
no 1 7 id. the EngUJf? went to burn that Vilr 
Sage, and their pirating V effels, but were un- 
fuccefsful in their Undertaking. The fVar- 
'rets occupy all the Sea-coaft.as high as Goga, 
which lies about Leagues within the Gulf 
pf CafJibay. And the Coafl, fropi Point 

• ■ to 
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to Goga, is very dangerous, being thick fet 
With Rocks and Sand BanJts; and a rapid 
Tide runs amongft them of 6 or 8 Miles in 
an Hour, in a Chanel that is zo Fathom's 


deep in fome Places, which caufes Anchoring 
to be dangerous alfd. 

Goga is a pretty large Town, and. has had 
fome Mud Wall Fortificatierns, which flill 
defend them from the Infults .of their Neigh- 
bours the Coulies, who inhabit the North- 


eaft Sidit of G7ize}'at^ and areas great Thieves 
by Land as their Brethren the JVarrels and 
Sanganians are by Sea : Nor is there any Land 
Army that can coMe into their Country to 
chahife them, for there are fo many Rivu- 
lets niade by Indus and the Sea, that are fo' 
foft and muddy at the Bottom, that there is 
neither Paffage for Men nor Horfe to pene- 
trate their Country. And their Towns are' 
invironed with fucH thick Hedges of green 
Bamboof^ which are not to be burned in a 


ilioit Time, and the People fo numerous and 
valiant, that it would be an hard Task to ci- 


vilize them; 

Gdga has fome Trade, admitting Strangers 
to a free Commerce in fuch Merchandize' 


as are fit to be imported or exported to or 
from Guzerdt. It has the Conveniehey of an 
Harbour for the largefi Ships, tho’ they lydry. 
on foft Mud, at low Water; but the Tides 
rifing four or five Fathoms perpendicular, af- 
ford Water enough at high Water. The 
Town is governed by an Officer from the 
Moguli who commands about zoo Men', wha 

are 
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are kept there for a Guard to it, and are 
fiibordinate to the Governor of 


CHAP, xm. 

Gives {in Account of the Cities of Cambay, 
Baroach {ind Surat; with fever al Occur-- 
rences that hajl)pcncd to them. 

G am BAT, or, as the Natives call it, 
Cainhaut, about ix Leagues fromt Go* 
ga, in the Bottom of the Gulf of Cambay, on 
a fmall River,- that is fent by the Overflow- 
ing of the Indus into that Gulf or Bay, 
is a large City, with high Walls, and was 
formerly the Metropolis of a Kingdom that 
bore the City’s Name ; but Edlbar, great 
Grandfather to Aw'engz.ch-, fent his Son, Je* 
han Guive, with a great Army in the fixteenth 
Century, and conquered it, and annext it to 
the Empire of the Great Mogul. 

I T is flill a Place of good Trade, \ho’ not 
half inhabited, and it contributes very much 
to the Wealth' and Grandeur of Surat, to 
which it is fubordinate; and its Vicinity to 
Amadabant, from whence it israbout lyo Miles 
diftant, makes it fliare the Advantages of that 
great City, which, in Magnitude and Wealth, 
is little inferior to the bell Towns in Europe. 
What it exports by Sea, comes moft to Cam- 
bay, and carried by the Surat Shipping all o- 
ver India, excQtgl what Eu'rope an Ships carry 
for Europe, . 

• Tnr. 
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The Prodii£l and Manufacloi'ies of Cnm-' 
bay are inferior to few Towns in Lidia. It ar 
bounds in Grain and Cattle, Cotton and Silk, 
The Cornelian and Agate Stones are found in 
its Rivers, and no where elfe in the World. 
Of Cornelian they make Rings, and Stones 
for Signets, and oF the Agate, Cabinets, intire 
Stone except the Lids.- I have feen fome 
of 14 or 15' Inches long,: and- 8 or 9 deep^ 
valued at 30 or 40 Pounds Stc-rL They ai- 
fo make Bowls .of fcveral Sizes of Agate,, and 
Spoons, and Handles of Swords, Daggers and 
Knives,, and Buttons, and Stones to fet in 
Snuff-boxes, of great Value. 

They embroider the heft of any People 
in Indiat and perhaps in the World. Their 
fine Quilts were formerly carried to Enropa 
I have feen fome worth 40 L. Stcrl. and fome 
Cornelian Rings, above double their Weight 
in Gold. The Tntaimer's are their near 
Neighbours. Tliey are moftly Horfemen, 
and bold Fellows, who borrow round Sums 
from the City, by Way of Compulfion, and 
the Ra£pDuts and Coulies make Inroads into 
this Province, and plunder even to the Gates 
of tlic- Cit3^,/and fometimes have furprifed, 
and plundred the City itfclf, for whicn Ne- 
glccl the Governors Heads anfwered.. 

In Anno iyi 6 . they were very bold and pre- 
fumpluous, fo that there was a Stop put to all 
the Commerce of Amadabant and Cambay, 
The Governor of Surat got an Army of 
acoco ■ to chadife and reftrain them ; but 
they laid fo many Ambufeades, that, in two 

Months, 
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Months, the Army was reduced to lefs tHati 
Half of the Number, and the reft were obli« 
ged to get Homej with forrowful Hearts, to 
Surat, 

The tiext Town of Note for Commerce^ 
is Baroach, a walled Town, ftanding on a ri- 
fing Ground, on the Banks of the River Ner-^ 
daba. Formerly it was a Place of great Trade,! 
but in Aurengzebh Wars with his Brothers,* 
about the Year this Town held out a 
great While againft his Army. That Seafoii 
proving a dry one, Aurengzeb's'^oV&s, fuffer- 
ed much for Want of frelli Water and Provi- 
ftons, but at laft he took it, and put all to 
the Sword that had born Arms againft him,' 
and raz’d Part of the Walls, and pronoun- 
ced a Curfe on them that llaould repair them 
again. But the Sevajees Incurfions made 
him order the Rebuilding them himfelf, and 
he chriftned it Suckabant^ or the dry City ; 
but that new Name could not efface the old 
one, wdiich it yet retains. , It is now inhabit- 
ed by Weavers, and fuch Mechanicks as maiiu- 
fadfure Cotton Cloth. And the Baroach Baftas 
are famous throughout all hidia^ die Cotintry 
producing the beft Cotton in the W orld. This 
Town is alfo fubordinate to Surat ; and for- 
merly t\iQEngliJ}? and Dutch had Factories fet- 
tled there, but of late have withdrawn them. 

. Surat is the next Sea-port; It was built a- 
bout the Year 1660. on the Banks of the Ri- 
ver Tap a or Tappe, which being difcommo- 
ded with Banks of Sand at Rannier^ the then 
Mart Town on this River, the EngJ^iJ}? re-f 

moved 
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mbved about two Miles farther dowri the 
River, on the oppofite Side, near a Caftl 
which had been built many Years beforcj to 
fecure the Trade from the Infults of the 
Pirates j who ufed to lord it over all 
the Sea-coafl between Gape Qomefhi and Cam- 
bay. In a little Time after the EngliJJj had 
fettled there, others followed their Example, 
fo that in a few Years it became a large 
Town, but without Walls^ and fo it conti- 
nued till about the aforefaid Year, that Ra- 
jah Sevajee, who had never fubmitted to the 
'Mogul’s Dominationj came with an Army, 
and plundred it, except the European Fafto- 
' ries, who flood on their Guard. Them he 
complimented with the Profer of his Friend- 
fliip, becaufe perhaps he apprehended, that 
he could not plunder them without Blood- 
flied and Lofs of Time; However he carri- 
ed away a very great Booty, which made the 
Inhabitants Aurengzebio fecure them 

for the future, by a Wall round their Town# 
which Favour he granted^ e'nclofing about 4 
Miles to build their City in ; but Trade in- 
creafing, the Town was too fmall within 
the Walls to contain the People that dame' 
about Commerce, wherefore feveral large' 
Suburbs were added to the City for the Con- 
veniency of Mechanicks. The Wall was 
built of Brick, about eight Yards high; with 
round Baflions, aco Paces diflant from one' 
another, and each had $ ox 6 Cannon mpuri- 
• ted on them. And the rich Men of the 
Town built many Summer-houfes in the 

- t ^ 
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Fields, and planted Gardens about them to 
folace themfelves and. Families in the Heats, 
which are pretty violent in May and 

June: 

The City flouriflied in Trade till Anno 
1 686. that the Englrjh Company dillurbed 
its Tranquillity by an unjufl War they made 
on Siiratj but pretended it was not with the 
Moguls who had given them many Indulgen- 
ces, which W ar I’ll remark when I treat of 
Bo'mhay , but that War was ended in Anno 
1689. neither to the Profit nor Honour of that 
Eaji-india Company. In A7mo 16^^. Captain • 
Evory a Pirate diflurbed the Trade and 
Tranquillity of the Town with four fmall 
Ships, taking one of the Moguls Ships, with 
a great Booty in Silver and Gold, and ^Ma- 
hometaft Lady, as I obferved before on the 
Commerce of the Red Sea and the Ifland of 
Mndagafcar. And fince that Time this City 
has felt many Convulfions in its Trade. 

In Aiino 1705*. when An'reng^:::,eb began to 
be crazy with old Age, the circumjacent Ra-^ 
jabs, with an united IKorce of fourfeore thou- 
faiid Horfc, came and befieged Surat, and 
plundrcd all the Villages in the plain Coun- 
try; but having no Artillery, they could do 
but little Harm to the City itfelf, bcfides 
flraitning it a little for Provifions, but the 
City having their River and Sea open, that 
Difficulty was removed by plentiful Supplies 
brought them from Gu'Z,erat. 

. These Freebooters go under the general 
Appellation of Gennhns, but they are com- 

pofed 
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pofed of the aforementioned- Co?/- . 

lies, Raffpouts, R atanners mdi Gracias. Thefe 
Gracias were formerly the landed Men of this 
Countryj and, upon their Submiffion to Ec^ 
har, the then Emperor oi Mogul, articled to 
have the -Ground Rents paid to them and their 
Pofterity ; but the Nabobs olt€n defraud theraj 
and they, to put the Governors of Towns 
ahd Villages in mind of the Contraff, come 
in great Numbers, and plunder, or lay them 
under Gontribucion; 

'.Bur whilfl this rabble Arniy lay before 
the Town, the Citizens built Sconces in con- 
venient PlaceSj about half a Mile without 
the Wall, to protedi the Suburbs, and all 
thofe Sconces had Cannon mounted on themi 
which kept Getmims at a Dillance ; and^ 
after the Sconces were finiflied, they built a 
good high Wall between each Scohcej that 
fencompalfed the whole Suburbsj which Wall 
3S about five Miles in Length from the Bank 
of the River above the Towhj to that Part 
that terminates below the Town ; and all 
the Inclofure is well inhabited. The Inha- 
bitants are . computed at io.oob6 Soulsj and 
amongft them, are many very rich, both Ma- 
hornet ans and Gentiles. Abaiil Gdfoiir^ a Ma~ 
hornet an that I was acquainted with, drove U 
;Trade equal to the Englijh Eaji-indid Com- 
paiiyj for I have known him fit outina Year^ 
above twenty Sail of ShipSj between 300 and 
. 800 Tuns, and ,norie of them had lefs of his 
own Stock than toopo Pounds, , and fome of 
.^them had 25000,- and, after that foreign Stock- 
I K 2. was 
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was fent away, he behoved to have as much 
more of an inland Stock for the following 
Year.’s Market. When he died, he left his 
Eftate to two Grandfons^ his own Son, who 


was his only Child, dying before him. But 
the Court had a Fling at them, and got a- 
bove a Million Sterl. of their Eflate. 


The Trade of Surat was, atid ftill is Ve 


ty confiderable, for, from JIm 1690. to 1705*. 
the Revenues ariling from the Cullom-houfe, 
Land Rents and Poll Money, commilmbus 
minis ^ came to 1 3 00000 Rupees, which i s Sterl. 
16x5*00 L. And the Revenue oS Amadabant 
is generally reckoned ten Times as much 
as Surat. The Cuftoms in the King’s Books, 
are but x -per Cent, for Mahometans^ and y 
jier Cent, for Gentiles. The Land pays three 
Quarters of its Produft in Corn, and the 
Poll about a Crown an Head ; but the Rich 


generally affift the Poor, fome paying for 10. 
fome for 100, and fome for 1000. This Ac- 


count I had from an Officer, called the Vat- 
canaviece, who is obliged yearly to take in 
-the Accounts of the Colleftions, and fend 
them to Court. Befides the current News 


that monthly occur in his Diftri^f, he fends 
to the Vizier by Poft. 

The Poft in the Mogul's Dominions goes 
very fwift, for at every Caravanferay, which 
are built on the High-roads, about ten Miles 
diftant froin one another, Men, very fwift 
of Foot, are kept ready. The Letters are 
ipclofed in a gilded Box, which he that car- 
ries holds over his Head when he comes 


near 
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near the Seray. and giving Notice of his Ar- 
rival, another takes it, and runs to the next, 
^nd fo on, Night and Day, at y or 6 Miles 
in an Hour, till it is carried where direded 
to, fothat in eight Days, Advices are brought 
from the farthefl Parts of that large Empire, 
to Court. And thofe Curriers are called 
^og Choucktes. 

In the City of Snrat there are as ma- 
ny different Religions as in j^mJ}erda7n. 
That by Law ellablifhed, is Mahometan^ 
of Halt\ Seft, and they are called Moors, 
Then there are 'P organs and Turks, and fome 
called Mufey, who obferve Mofes's Law as 
well as the Alcoran, and another Seft called 
Molacks, who obferve fome ancient heathnijh 
Cuftoms and Feafts ; but all the others reck- 
on them Heretkks. They have a yearly Feafl, 
but the Time ofits Celebration is only known 
to themfelves, wherein, after much Mirth 
and Jollity, each Sex withdraw to a Room. 
The Women take each an Handkerchiefi, ( or 
fome fuch Sign that may be again known ) 
and go in the Dark promifcuoufly among 
the Men, and, v^'ithout fpeaking, ly down 
together on Mats or Carpets fpread for that 
Purpofe, and enjoy one another’s Company 
fome Idours, then withdraw to their own 
Room, leaving their Signals with their Bed- 
fellows, who know whom they have been 
carelfed by ; but very often they find ince- 
ftuous Embraces, which at that Feaft are on- 
ly lawful. Aurcngzeb made it Death to be 
found at thofe Meetiflgs, yet that execrable 
’ ' ' K 3 Rite 
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Rite is ftlll continued and praftifcd. And 
Jlbdnl Gafom\ the rich Merchant aforemen- 
tioned, was a Difciple of that Sed-. 

The Banyans are moft numerous in this 
City, and are either Merchants, Bankers, 
Brokers or Pen-men, as Accountants, Collc- 
(^ors and Surveyors, but few or none Handy- 
crafts, except Taylors and Barbers. They 
have Sy different Sefts among them, that do 
not eat with one another. The greateftPart 
of the eaflern Religion is in Forms of Wor- 
fliip, and abftaining from certain Meats ; and 
their Priefls differ as mncli in tbofe Points, 
and fome others of Doftrine,as Bapfis and 
Brotejlants do, for the Brabamans or Bra- 
mantes arc the Priefls of the major Part of 
thofe Se 61 ;s, who gull the. People when any 
are dangeroufly fick, by perfwading them 
to leave Legacies to their Church, as lome pi- 
ous Cbrtjlians do among us, and when they 
obtain a L-egacy, they gratefully acknow- 
ledge the Receit of it, by putting a Scroll 
of Paper into the dead Perfon’s Hand, con- 
taining an Account of the Legacy, with a Bill 
at the Bottom, to receive ten Times the Va- 
lue in the other World, from fome eminent 
Saint that deals in fuch Bills of Exchange 
in Paradife. They have Patriarchs and Bi- 
fliops to fuperintend the inferior Clerg}', 
who, by Virtue of a divine Right, livefplen- 
didly and luxurioufly on the Oblations of the 
People. 

The other Sefts are taught by the Tala- 
pinsj who declaim againfl that T^T^JiicalVo- 

Hty 
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Jity, and preach up Morality to be the bell 
Guide to human Life, and affirm, that a 
good Life in this World, can only recom- 
mend us in the next, to have our Souls tranf- 
migrated into the Body of- fome innocent 
Beaft, or to reid in Paradife. 

Their Priefls indeed fliew much Self-de- 
nial, for they live on Alms, and their Tonti- 
Jicalm is a 'white Sheet that covers their Bo- 
dies, from the Shoulders downwards, a black 
Staff about 5” Foot long in their Hand, and a 
fmall earthen Pot, with fome powdered Saf- 
fron and Oyl, to mark thofe on the Fore- 
head that have received their Benediffion 
that Day. When they go abroad, the old 
carries a Novice in his Company, to teach him 
Divinity and Morality by Example. They 
feldom fpeak in the Streets, but look grave- 
ly and demurl^'', and they extend their Cha- 
rity even to Beafls and Birds. They fuffer 
their Hair to grow as low as their Shoulders, 
and have no other Covering on their Heads, 
and keep their Beards fliaved. 

Another Sort of them are Doftors of 
Phyfick, who pretend to do great Cures by 
Amulets, Philtres and Prayers, They have 
fome Sldll in Simples and Minerals, which 
make them in great Efteem ; but when their 
Skill in Phyfick produces not the promifed 
Effedls, then they perfwade the Patient, that 
they ly under the Difpleafure of fome angry 
Deity, who muH be appeafed by Oblations 
and Penances, which they turn to good Ac- 
count, by ordering the Offerings and Pe- 

K ^ nance 
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nance to be light ; and when that Trick fails, 
they leave their Patients to work out their 
own Salvation the befl W ay they can. 

There is another Sort called Jougtes^ 
who praftife great Aufteritics and Mortifica- 
tions. They contemn worldly Riches, and 
go naked, except a TMt of Cloth about their 
Loyns, and fome deny themfclves even that, 
delighting in Naflinefs and an holy ObfQeni- 
ty, with a great Shew of Sanftity. They ne- 
ver cut nor comb their Hair, and befmear 
their Bodies and Faces with Allies, which 
makes them look more like Devils than Men. 
I have feen a fanftified Rafcal of 7 Foot high, 
and his Limbs well proportioned, with a 
large Turband of his own Hair wreathed a- 
bout his Head, and his Body bedawb’d with 
Allies and Water, fitting quite naked under 
the Shade of a Tree, with a Pudenda like an 
Afs, and an Hole bored through his Pre- 
puce, with a large Gold Ring fixed in the 
Hole. This Fellow was much revered by 
Numbers of young married Women, who, 
proftrating themfelves before the living 
apus^ and taking him devoutly in their Hands, 
kift him, whilfi; his bawdy Owner firokt their 
filly Heads, muttering fome filthy Prayers for 
their Prolification. 

The Aufterities of the are beyond 

Belief to thofe who have not been Eye-wit- 
nefies of them. Some ftand on one Foot 
fome Years, with their Arms tied to fome 
Beam of an Houfe, or Branch of a Tree o- 
yer their Heads, and continue in that P-o- 

fture 
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fture, except when Nature calls for Exone- 
ration, for others feed them whilft they {land. 
Their Arms in Time fettle in that Pofture, 
that ever after they become ufelefs, and are 
not to be brought again into their natural Pofi- 
tion. ' Some fit in the Sun-lhine, with their Fa-^ 
•ces looking upwards, till they are incapable of 
altering the PoEure of their Necks, their Gul- 
let fwelling almoft as thick as their Heads ; 
and they alfo take no Suftenance with their 
own Hands. Others clinch their Fifts, and 
ty them in that Pofture, till their Finger Nails 
come through the Back of their Hands. And 
their Failings are as incredible. I faw a Wo- 
man of about 30 Years of Age, who made 
a Vow of failing three Months, to avert 
fome impending Calamity threatnedby Hea- 
ven, that ilie pretended to forefee. The Go- 
vernor of Sfcrat being a zealous Mahomet an , 
( who generally difcourage Gentilijm^ and 
ftrive to detefl their Miracles) 

ordered the faid Woman to be put into a 
Prifon without Windows, without any other 
Suftenance than fair Water, and to be well 
guarded by Mahometans, to avoid Impoihire. 
About 80 Days after ilie was imprifoned, I 
and feveral other Europeans paid her a Vi- 
lit, and got the Door opened to obferve her 
AfpecE. We found her in Health, but very- 
weak, and her Pulfe beat very low. Her 
Keepers declared, that ihe had taken no Su- 
ftenance, but a very fmall Quantity of Wa- 
ter, all the V^hile they had the Overfeeing 
of her, nor did ftie ever defire any Food. 

' She 
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She told ns, that three or four Years before, 
^he had' failed fixty Days on the fame Ac- 
count. 

. Yet m Anno ij%i. the Governor deteft- 
ed a great Piece of Impoilure of the Jon- 
gtes^ who paid pretty dear for their Impu- 
dence. One of thofe filly Zealots, who pre- 
fended to more Sanftity than his Neighbours, 
^ave our, that he would be buried ( in a 
Grave lo Foot deep) alive, and that he 
would appear at At 7 mdahant^ which is diilant 
from about loo Miles, within the Space 

of ly Da^^s. The Grave was dug, and he 
went in, and had fomc Reeds placed about 
a Foot or two over his Head, to keep the 
Mould off that was to be thrown over him. 
There was a large Jar of Water Handing un- 
der the Shade of a great Tree, about ten or 
twelve Yards from the Grave, where a good 
Number of had for fome Time taken 

up their Quarters, they w'ere Accomplices in 
the Impoilure, and, by their pretended San- 
clity and great Intereil with Heaven, had 
gull’d many poor People into a Belief of their 
Story, and many brought Prefents to them. 
But the Governor of' ordered a. Party 
of Soldiers to fee the Jougie interred, and to 
fee that no Impoilure iliould be ufed about 
his pretended Refurre6lion, and to fearch 
well, that there Hiould be no fubterraneous 
Communication between the Grave and any 
Place that might be fufpeffed above Ground, 
and accordingly fearching narrowly, theyfu- 
fpeded fome Place about the Root of the

^ree might ; afford a Paffage, . ordered the 
Jougies to remove a little put of their Way, 
which they did willingly, and, finding no 
Vifio that might be fulpefted, they ordered 
the Jongics to remove their gi*eat Water- 
Jar, which was near full of Water; but the 
Jougies clamoured loud againfl; that Breach* 
of their Privilege, in touching their Water; 
But their Noife made the Mahometans Sufpi- 
cion grow fironger, and the Jar was either 
removed or broken ; and behold, where the 
Jar flood, they difeovered a Mine that reacht 
within a Foot of the Grave, which Cheat 
being thus detedled, the angry.Soldiers fell 
to Work with their broad Swords, to try if 
their Sanftity was Proof againfl fharp Steel, 
but found, by an Experiment of laying a Do- 
zen or more dead on the Ground, and twice 
as many maim’d with Wounds, that they 
were as eafily killed or wounded as other 
honefl Folks, The poor Miracle-monger 
lofl his Head in the Fray. That fpoiled his 
Journey to and, which was worfe, 

brought great Scandal on the whole Order. 

r was one Day walking by the Side of a 
great Tank or Pond near Surat, in Company ' 
with an Englifl) Lady, 'and feeing a young 
Jougy fitting by tlie Tomb of a celebrated 
Cuttcree, who are a Sedl that bury their 
dead, the Youth feemed to be very devout 
in Prayer ; but,' by the Lady’s Order, I in- 
terrupted him, and, asking him why he pray- 
ed there, and to whom did he direfl his 
Prayer, he anfwered that he prayed to God 

to 
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to make him as good a Man as he was who 
-lay interred there. I askt him where God 
was, at which he feemed to fmile, and askt 
me, where is he not? and fo continued a little 
-Space in Prayer, and, when he had done, he 
took fome Flowers and Grain, with a little 
Water, and befprinkled the Tomb, and, ma- 
king fome decent Cringings towards the 
Tomb,. took a formal Leave to go his Way, 
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CHAP. XIV, 

Is a Conthmntiou of my Obfcrvations of the 
Religions and Ciiftofns iifed in Surat and 
the adjacent Country, ' 

T he great God, whom all adore, they 
call '^ledaa ; but they have many in- 
ferior Deities, and of thern Mahad^isj^ or, as 
they exprefs it, Maadow^ is the fecond in 
Place and Dignity. Raimn is the thu’d, and 
Brahma the fourth. And Rarvette is a God- 
defs much verierated, and is fuppofed to be 
the Wife: of Maadow, The inferior Deities 
or Saints are very numerous ; but the Ima- 
ges of Gunies-i Jagarenafy Rufium-i Gopalfdr 
7m are moft worlhipped in their Temples, as 
reckoned to haye moft Intereft with the fu- 
perior Deities. 

The Marriages of the Gentiles in India, 
are celebrated with much Pomp. They be- 
gin in the Forenoon to fend a long Train of 
People with covered Diflies or Baskets on 

their 
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riieir Heads, with Prefents from the Eride-^ 
groom to the Bride, and, before the Pre- 
fent mai'ch Hautboys, Dmms and Trum- 
pets. After the Prefents march fome female 
Slaves for the Bride and Bridegroom’s Ufe. 
After the Slaves comes an empty T^allankeen. 
to tranfport the Bride from her Houfe to her 
Husband’s. At Night the Bride and Bride- 
groom are carried in State thro’ the Town^, 
with Torch-light and Mufick before them, and 
Fireworks played offas they pafs in the Streets^ 
and theParents of the marriedCouple fend Pre- 
fents to their Friends. They have no Choice in 
theii' Marriages, for that is left to the Parents 
or neareft Relations ; and they are married 
before they can be capable either to choofe 
or refufe, being often married at fix or feven 
Years of Age; but they do not cohabit be- 
fore the Bride be about ix. and the Bride- 
gi'oom i6. As to their Burials, fome burn 
and fome inter; but ChDdren under 4 Years 
of Age are all buried. And the Wives are 
hot permitted to burn with their Husbands 5 
but, when once flie is a Widow, Ihe never 
can marry again, but lives to bewail her Wi- 
dowhood, and perhaps her Virginity, all her 
Days.^ • 

They marry but one Wife, except in Ca- 
fes of Barrennefs or Adultery, tho’ there are 
no Laws againft Polygamy. They abhor 
Buggery and Sodomy, and the Mahometans 
for that Account, becaufe they ufe them. 
They eat twice a Day, but the Husband and 
Wife eat feparate; and they walh before and 

after 
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after Meat. And the Europeans there fol- 
low that cleanly Cuftom. 

The "Ear fees arc numerous about Surat 
and the adjacent Countries. They are a 
Remnant of the ancient Terfians^ who ra- 
ther choofe to be banilht their Country than 
change their Religion ; for in the feventh 
Century of the Cbriflian JEra^ when Maho- 
rrictiffU over-ran Terfia^ the Spirit of Perfe- 
cution came there, and fome 4 or yoo Fami- 
lies were put on board of Shipping, and fenc 
to Sea, without Compafs or Pilot ; and they, 
lleering their Courfe Eaftward (in the South- 
weft Monfoons ) from Jafanes^ in about 2,0 
Days, fell in with the Coaft of hidia in the 
Night, and the firft Tiling they faw was a 
Fire afliore, which the F,xi]es fleered to- 
wards, and accidentally fleered into the Ri- 
ver of Nmifnree, about feven Leagues to the 
Southward of Siiraty and were welcomed to 
Land by the Crowing of a Cock. Zoroaftcr 
was their Founder, and taught them to adore 
the Sun and Fire, that produced and main- 
tained all fublunary Beings. Their feeing the 
Fire on their Approaching the Land, confir- 
med their Belief, in the Opinion that Ado- 
ration was due to it, for which Reafon they . 
never extinguifli Fire by its^ oppofite Ele- 
ment Water ; and even if their Houfes are a 
4 burning, they’ll ufe no Water to quench the 
■' Flames, but throw Earth or Duft to put it 
out. And becaufe the Cock faluted them 
flrft, after they had paft through a dangerous 
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Sea, and were fecure in a River, they will' 
neither kill, nor eat the Flefti of a Cock. 


When they came afliOre, the charitable 
Indians flockt about them, and there being 
fome among them that could fpeak fome hi- 
dian Languages, related what hard Ufage 
they had met with in their own Country, 
and that Providence having direfted them to 
the Indian Country, they begged Leave to 
fettle among them, and by their Behaviouc 
they would ilievv their Gratitude for reliev- 
ing diftreft Strangers, who were then be-* 
come their Supplicants. The generous /»- 
diaus granted their Requeft, and allowed 
them Land to manure, and Seed to fow the 


Ground, upon the fame Conditions and Te- ‘ 
nure they enjoyed their own Farms: And 
there they fettled drft, and remain in and a- 
bout that Country to this Da5^ They ne-' 
ver marry into foreign Families, which makes 
them retain their native fair Complexion, 
little inferior to us Euro^eans^ only their of> 
ten Walking and Anointing, which is a Part 
of the Exercifes of Religion, takes away the 
beautiful fredi Ruddinefs that adorns ours. 


Their Rites of Marriage are performed like 
the other Gentiles^ in Odentation and Ex- 
pence ; but their Burials are quite different, 
tor they enclofe a fmall Piece of Ground, 
with a Wall about 4 Yards high, and place 
feveral Benches for the Corps to lit on, that 
the four* Elements may each have a Share of 
the Matter '.their Bodies are compofed of. 
The Sun or Fire exhales the putrid Ej^nvias,' 

* The 
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The Water or Rain carries the putrified 
Flefli and the Bones to the Earth, that gives 
Burial to them, and the voracious Fowls car-* 
ry what they can pick into the Air in their 
Maws. They watch the Corps all Day, tiU 
one of the Eyes is pickt out. If the Bird be- 
gins with the right Eye, they rejoyce and 
feaft, but if with the left Eye, they mourn 
and lament for the ill Fortune of the De- 
fund’s Soul, for they attribute future fiappi- 
nefs to the right Eye, and Mifery to the 
left. They build thefe Charnel Places far 
from any Town or Village, left the Stink 
Fiould annoy them. 

They are very induftrious and diligent ill 
their V ocation, and are bred to Trades and 
manuring Ground. They are good Carpen- 
ters or Ship-builders, exquifite in the W cav- 
er’s Trade and Embroidery, which may be 
feen in the rich Atlafles, Bottadaars and Je- 
Tnewaars made by them, as well as fine Bn,- 
roach and Mun farce Baft as that come from 
their Manufadories. They worJc u^ell in Ivo-, 
ry and Agate, and are excellent Cabinet-ma- 
kers. They difdl Ilrohg Waters, but that 
they do clandeflinely, becaufe that Trade is 
prohibited by the Government they live un- 
der ; yet fomc of them get a good Livdy- 
hood by it. 

The Fields about Surat are all plain, and 
the Ground very fertil towards the Countrj^, 
but, towards the Sea, it is fahely and fleril. 
They have excellent Beef, Muttdn and Fowl 
daily expofed to Sale in the City, reafonably 
■ ■ . * cheap. 
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cheap. Beefis about three Farthings aPound# 
when the Bones are kept with the Flelli, and 
about a Peny with the Bones out. Mutton 
is about three half Pence, and good large 
Fowls at feven Pence half Peny apiece. They 
have forae good Fiih, not dear, and Pigeons 
at a Peny apiece, and live Hares at four 
Pence apiece. 

They have Plenty of Wheat, as good as 
any in Enrobe, and fome Peafe, and French 
Beans ; but neither Oats nor Barley. They 
have feveral Species of Legumen; but thofe 
of F>oll are moll in ufe, for fome Doll and 
Rice being mingled together and boyled,, 
make Kitcheree, the common Food of the 
Country.- They eat it with Butter and At^ 
char or Salt-filh. ’Tis a pleafant nourilliing 
Food, and that which the famous Aureng- 
zeb moll delighted to eat. They have allb 
Store of wild Fowl ; but who have a Mind 
to eat of them, mull llioot them. Flamin- 
goes are large, and good Meat. The Paddy- 
bird is alfo good in their Seafon, and the 
Corn-bird is excellent in theirs. They have 
good Partridge, but bad Pheafants. Their 
wild Geefe, Duck and Teal are plenty and 
good ; and feveral Sorts of Turtledoves, 
both beautiful and well tailed. They have 
few Deer, but great Plenty of Antelopes in 
their Forells. There- are no fine Buildings 
in the- City, but many large Houfes, and 
fome Caravanferays and Mufcheits, and fome 
fine Tajiks, or large Cillerns to keep Rain 
Water, near the Town, particularly one a 
t L little 
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little without Gate. The French 

have a little Church near the old EngUfi Fa- 
dory, which maintains a few Capuchins, who 
pra6lifc Surgery gratis to tlie poor Natives, 
of what Perfwaiion foc'vcr. They make fomc 
Converts ; but they are generally of the loof- 
eft Morals of any - Set in the Town. There 
arc above an hundred different Seds in this 
City ; but tliey never have any hot Difputes 
about their Dodrine or Way of Worlhip. E- 
very one is free to ferve and woriliip God 
their own ^^^ay. And Perfecutions for Reli- 
gion’s fake arc not known among them. The 
Mahometans have the Law in their Flands, 
and diflributc Juftice belt to thofc that pay 
belt for it. The Judge’s lAes arc ^sjier Cent. 
on all Sums that he pronounces due to the 
Party whofe Plea is bell fupported with 
Bribes or Interell, for the Juhicc of a Caufe 
feldora prevails. Many Examples I have feen 
between honeft Men of low Fortunes and 
Villains clothed with publick Charaders and 
good Fortunes ,* yet in fome Cafes I have 
feen Jullice take Place. The EngUflo and 
F)utcb Diredors or i\gents there make good 
Figures, becaufe the Officers of Slate and Ju- 
fficc get yearly Prefents or Penfions from 
them. The Governor of the Caffie is not 
fubordinate to him of the Town, and he dares 
not come out of his Nell but once in a Year, 
that he is permitted to go to Church, and 
then he mull return before Sun-fet. None 
are fuffered to pafs the River whilll the Sun 
is down below the Horizon, nor dares any 

one 
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one that comes in Boats put their Foot a- . 
jfliore without a fpecial Permiffion; and all’ 
Boats or Veffels mull land at the Cuftoiu- 
h'oufe, and the Boat and Men are narrdwlV 
fearcht. The- Culloms on Mahometans Goods 
are two in the hundred, on Chfijiians three 
and three Quarters ^ but the Chrifiians are 
exempt from paying Poll-moneyj but the Ma^- 
hometans are not, nor- Geiitows, who pay 5 
j^er Cent. Cuftoms on their Goods; TThe Ba- 
iiyans are Brokers even to Mahometans-, who 
cannot well make Bargains without their 
Brokers. 

The Mahometan Women go always vail’d 
when they appear abroad.- Their Garments 
differ but little from the Man’s. Their CoatSj 
which alfo ferve both Sexes for ShirtSj are 
clofe bodied. The Mens are gathered in 
Plats below tlie Navelj to make them feeiQ 
long wa'ifled, and the Womens are gathered 
a pretty Way above, to make their Waift 
feem fliort. They both wear Breeches td 
the Ancle. The Men wear only Silver Rings 
on their Fingers, and generally but one for 
a Signet. The Women wear Gold’Rings dii 
their Fingers, and fometimes one on their 
Thumbs, with a fmall Looking-glafs fet in it^ 
and often they wear Gpld Rings in their No- 
fes and Ears. .The Gentiles again permit' 
their Women to appear *bare-faced, andthdir 
Legs bare to the Knee, They wear Gold 
or Silver Rings, according to their Ability^ 
one in their Nofe, and feveral fmall ones in 
Holes bored ■ round the Rim of the Ear^ 
j- L 2. - Witli 
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, with one large and heavy in each Lappet. 
They wear alfo Rings on their Toes, and 
Shekels on their Legs, of the aforefaid Me- 
tals, made hollow, and Tome Glafs Beads 
loofe in them, that when they move the Leg 
they make a Noife like a rattle Snake. The 
Men wear Gold Rings in their Ears, and 
often three or four in a Cinder, hanging at 
the Lappet. Some have a Pearl fet in them. 
The Malmnetan Men are known by their 
Garb, tho’ the Gcnto'uus and theirs are of 
one Make, fave only as they are all overlapt 
on the Bread. The Mahometans are tied on 
the left Side, which, among them, is the 
Side of Honour, and the Gentiles tie theirs 
on the right Side. The Malmnetan Tur- 
bands are likewife of another Drefs or Make 
than the Heathens ; and the different Se(3:s 
of the Heathens are known by the Figure of 
their Turbands. 

When the Englifl? drd fettled a Com- 
merce in this Country, which was about the 
Beginning of the dxteenth Century, they 
were held in great Edeem ; but the E^ortu- 
gneze pretending a Right to that Trade fole- 
\y, didurbed the EngliJIo in theirs, murder- 
ing their People, and making Prize of all 
Sliips and V edels they could overcome. One 
Seafon the EngUjh had eight good large Ships 
riding at Swally, which is about ten Miles 
from Ranie7\ where the Prefident and his 
Council then refided ; and Swally was the. 
Place where all Goods were unladed from 
the Shipping, and all Goods for Exportation 

were"^ 
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were there fliipp’d off. The Tortnmezc 
thinking it a fit Time to give a deadly Blow 
to the Commerce, came with a Fleet 

of 6 large Ships, ro fmall, and 10 or half' 
Gallies, and . anchored to the Northward of 
the Englijh, in a narrow Chanel, not Muf- 
ket-fliot wide, and a Tide generally of 6 or 
7 Miles an Hour. The Tortugiieze landed 
near 3000 Men, and feized fome Carts laden 
with the Company’s Goods. The EngUJh 
could not bear the Infults they daily receiv- 
ed, held a Council, wherein it' was refolved 
to land 800 Men out of the Ships, and at- 
tack the ^ortitgneze^ while they were lulled- 
in Security of their own Strength and Num- 
bers, and if they were overpowered, that 
thofe left on board the EngUjh ihould try if 
they could cut a E*ortugueze Ship’s Cables 
that lay near them, and her driving on board 
of another, might, with the Force of the 
Tide, put them all a-ground on the Shore, 
or a Sand Bank that they lay very near to. 
Accordingly, by Break of Day, the EngliJ}? 
were all landed, and every Ship’s Crew led 
by their own Commander. As they had 
conjedured, fo it fell out, the Englijh were 
among the Tortngneze before they could get 
in a Pohure of Defence, and put them in 
Confufion. Thofe on board had done as 
they were ordered, one being cut loofe, foon 
made all the reft run a-ground, and moft of 
them loft, efpecially the great Ships. The’ 
little EngliJI? Army purfued the Eortugaeze, 
and killed *many in their Flight 5 but at a 

L 3 Point 
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Point of Land, about three Miles from the 
Ships, the T^ortitgne^e made a Stand, and ral- 
lied ; but the little vi6lorious Army foon made 
them take a fecond Time to their Heels, 
and fo the EnglifJ) got an intirc Victory, 
with fmall Lofs, for there were not twenty 
killed on the Ev.glijh Side, but above 1500 
of the Eprtngnczc. In Anno \G^o. I was on 
the Field of Battle, and faw many human 
Sculls and Bones lying above Ground. And 
the Story of the Battle I had from an' old 
Tarfee^ who was born at a Village called 
Ta'/nkin^ within two Miles of the Field, and 
could perfeftly remember the Adion. 

CHAP. ZV. 

^hes du Account of the fdnwus AurcngzcbV 
Birth, his BoUticks and Adi ions in obtain-' 
ing t/jc Empire, and of his long and pro- 
fperous Reign. 

A nd now, before I leave Surat, I will 
venture to relate Aurcngzeb\ Origin, 
and fome of his A^Vions. ; 

Uoa Jehan was one of the mofi: polite Kings 
that ever ruled over that great Empire- of 
Mogulflan. He was a great Patron to all skil- 
ful Perfons in Arts andfSciences, and gave 
great Encouragement to Foreigners to come 
to, his Court, treating them kindly' and fami- 
liarly, and allowed them handforn Penfons 
|o live on, and pfte^ lent for the. moil por 
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life of thenij and difcourfed them about the 
Cuftoms, Laws, Commerce and Strength of 
the Euro^eaii. Nations, and what he found 
valuable amongd them, he would fain have 
brought into his own Dominions. He was 
forty to fee the moft beautiful Part of the 
^Creation caged up in Seraglios, bred up in 
Ignorance, and kept from umful and pleafant 
Converfation, by the heavy Fetters of blind 
and unreafonable Cuftom.* He turned his 
Thoughts to break thofe fordid Chains, and 
introduce the Ladies to a free Air, and reck- 
oned his Court, which he then kept at Agra 
a great City, to be the moft proper Part for 
the Stage to afl it firft upon. 

The firll Step he took, was to order all 
the Ladies at Court to provide precious Stones 
to bring to a Market-place that he had ere- 
^ed, and there to fliew their Wares publick- 
ly'to all the Noblemen at Court, wno were , 
- ordered to buy them at tvhatever Prices the 
Ladies put upon them ; and the King him- 
felf was to be a Buyer, to put the greater 
Honour on the new erefled Market, The 
Ladies obej^ed, and took their Booths as they 
thought fit? On the Afarket Day the King 
and Noblemen came to Market, and bought 
the Jewels and other Trifles the Ladies "had 
to difpofe of. 

T HE King coming to the Booth of a very 
pretty Lady, askt what Ihe had to fell. She 
told him; file had one large fine rough Dia- 
mond flill 10 difpofe on. He defired to fee 
it, and he found it to be a Piece of fine tran-^ 

L 4 fparenu 
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fparent Sugar-candy, of a tolerable good Di- 
amond Figure. He demanded to know 
what Price flic fet on it, and llie told him 
with a pleafant Air, that it was worth a Lack 
of Rupees, or 1x500 L. Stcrl. He ordered 
the Money to be paid, and, falling in Dif- 
courfe with her, found her Wit was as ex- 
quifite as her Beauty, and ordered her to fup 
with him that Night in his Palace. She pro- 
mifed to obey, and accordingly went, and 
flayed with him three Nights and Days, and 
then went back to her Husband, whofeNamc 
was Jemal Chaim^ and was a Commander of 
5ooo Horfe. The Husband received’ her very 
coldly, and told her, that he would continue 
civil toiler, but wotild never cohabit with her 
again, and would live with her in the lame 
Manner as if llie was his Sifter. Upon which 
file went back to the Palace, and defired to 
^ be brought to the King, and, being condu- 
* fted to him, flie fell at his Feet, and told 
what her Husband had faid. The King, in 
a Rage, gave Orders to carry the Husband 
to the Elephant Garden, and there to be ex- 
ecuted by an Elephant, which is reckoned a 
lliameful and terrible Death, The poor Man 
was foon apprehended, and had his Clothes 
torn off him, as tile Cuftom is when Crimi- 
nals are condemned to that Death, and he 
was dragged from his Houfe, with his Hands 
tied before him. On hi§ W ay to the Gar- 
den, he was to pafs near the Palace, and he 
begged to have Leave to fpeak to the King, 
^ud then he would die willingly, if his Ma- 
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jefly did not think fit he Ihould live. A 
Friend of his, who was an OiSicer of the 


Guards, ordered the Meflengers of Death to 
itop a While, till he had acquainted the King 
with the Requeft, which was accordingly- 
done, and he, was ordered to be carried in- 


to the Court > of the Palace, that the King 
might hear what he had to fay, and, being 
carried thither, his Majefty demanded what 
he would have. He anfwered, that what he 
had faid to his Wife, was the greateft Ho- 
nour that he was capable to do his King, who, 
after he had honoured his Wife with his 


Embraces, thought himfelf unworthy ever 
after to cohabit with her. The King, pau- 
fing a little, ordered him to be unbound, and 
brought to his own Room, where, aflbon as 
he came, the King embraced him, and orde- 
red a Ser^aw or a royal Suit to be put upon 
him, and gave him the Command of 5000 
Horfe more, but took his Wife into his own 
Harran or Seraglio^ and, about nine Months 
after, the famous Anretigzeb’c2.mQ into the 
World. How long the Charter held for 
continuing thofe Markets, I know not, but it 
feems Cha Jehau grew fonder of this Lady 
than of any he had before, tho’ he had three 
Sons by them, the eldeft of whofe Names I 
have forgot, Aitrengzeb was brought up and 
educated by his Mother, till he was about 
Years of Age, and then he had Priefts 
and Philofophers to inftruft him. 

Cha Jehan finding his Empire too large, 
defigned to divide it amongft his Sons, and 

fa 



lyo A nc'-w Account 

fo placed his elded Son in the nothern Pro- 
vinces of. Candahaaj' and X^zbcck-, to fnper- 
iritend there, and make him accjuainted with 
thofe People and their Cudoms, that he dc~ 
dgned ihould be his Subjects. I’he fccond 
Son Morad Bucks he fent to T>ccnu^ to go- 
vern there. The iXm'ddSuhm Sujnh he font 
to Bengal, to govern that Country ; and An- 
rcngzcb he defigned for Guzerat, being a 
fmall Province in Comparifon of the others : 
V>wtys'\\t\\ ylurengzcb came to be about eigh- 
teen Years of Age, and had done with the 
School, he dilTemblcd his ambitious Thoughts, 
and declared that he defired to live a private 
Life in the Province allotted him, and fo 
took up’ the Fnkh'c Habit and Way of Life, 
contemning the Honours and Riches of the 
World, and zealou fly kept the' canonical 
Hours of Prayer, which, by the Alcoran, is 
five Times a Day. In this B harlfakal Way 
he fpent eight or ten- Years, till his Father 
began to be old and weak; and News being 
fpread abroad that he was 'fick, the elded 
Son began to raife ah ‘Army in his Province, 
to march towards Agra, in order to feize the 
Crown on his Father’s Dcmife. Morad Bucks 
knowing the cruel Cudom of his Country, 
which is cither to die, or be fent to an Hill 
near Agra, called Goulour, and there drink 
the Bond, ( which is an Infufion of Poppy 
Seeds in Water, that provokes Sleep) and 
fpend his Days in a Lethargy ; but, to avoid 
both, h'ealfo raifed a good Army in his Pro- 
vince;, and marched alfo towards Agra, and 

SuU 
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Siiltm Siijah raifed one in Bengal, but kept 
within his own Province. Anrengzeb conti- 
nued in his Retirement and holy Exercifes, 
and neither difturbed his Father’s Repofe, 
as the reft had done, nor was fufpefted by 
his Brothers to have any Dcfign to rule. An- 
7'eugzeb had a Sifter, called Neur Mahdal, that 
was continually about her Father Cha Jehan, 
and he had a great Efteem for her, as flie had 
for Aurengzcb ; and as. ftie was a W oman 
of a great Genius and Vivacity, ftie fiflit out 
all the Defigns of her Father and Brothers, 
and acquainted Atrrcngzeb with' them by Let- 
ters, and promifed her Afliftance to fet him 
on the Throne. ■ • ■ ' 

Cha Jehan fent Letters to his Sons, who 
were in Arms, to disband their Forces, up- 
on their Allegiance, but not one obeyed, al- 
ledging, that they kept in ’ Arms for their 
own Security in cafe, of his Death’; The 
two eldeft made daily Approaches towards 
Agra, and Aurengzcb raifed a fmall but good 
Army, pretending it was to keep the Peace 
of his own Province. However, as Morad 
Bucks was on his March towards Arm, he 
was obliged to pafs through fome Part of 
Aurengzeb'% Territories, and they had an In- 
terview, ' and agreed, that if the eldeft Son 
would not be advifed to retire back with his 
Army to his own Province, but continue 
difobedient to their Father’s Commands, then 
Aurehgzeb would joyn Morad Bucks, . .and 
compel him by Force ; but ftill Aurengzeb 
prcacht up Peace and Contempt of world-' 
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ly Grandeur. They wrote pr'cffingly to their 
elder Brother, to honour their Father’s Com- 
mands, but to no Purpofe ; fo Aurengzcb 
marched his Army always Mor ad Bucks's 

to .meet their eldeft Brother, and found him 
encampt on the Banks of the River Gcmna^ 
and, on the oppofite Banks Morad Bucks 
encampt his Men. Aurengzcb went to wait 
on his elder Brother as a Mediator, but in 
reality to difeover what Condition his Ar- 
my was in. His Brother received him with 
all the Marks of Elleem, and, after a long- 
Conference, he invited Aurengzcb to joyn 
Forces with him, and that alToon as he came 
to the Crown, he would make him and his 
Heirs free Sovereigns of Guzerat, Aureng- 
zeb anfwered, that as for his own Part, he 
had rather live a Subjeft than a Sovereign, 
whofe Care about Government difturbed the 
Mind, and rendred it unfit for fweet Con- 
templation, and he only brought his Army 
there to jo5m him who inclined moll to. 
Peace, which he found his Brother Morad 
Bucks averfe to, but that he would joyn nei- 
ther till the lafi; Extremity ; and, on his Re- 
turn, he went to Morad, and told him, that 
liis eldeil Brother’s Army was much inferior 
to theirs, and advifed him to put all to the 
Fortune of a Battle, that he .would ftand at a 
little Diftance neuter, till the Battle began, 
and then would fall on the Enemy’s Flank 
and Rear with his Army, which accordingly 
he did, when his eldefi: Brother had no Su- 
ipicion of fuch Ufage. The Battle was fiiort, 

but 
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but bloody, and the eldefl Brother was kil- 
led, which the Remnant of his Army feeing, 
begged for Quarter, and had it, and lifted 
into the Conquerors Armies. The Viftory 
was wholly imputed to Aurengzeb\ Conduft, 

' by all the three Armies, which was a great 
Mortification to Morad Bucks, who expeft- 
ed that Honour. But Aurengzeb had ano- 
ther Game to play whilft the Annies were 
fo much at his Devotion, for his Brother 
Morad Bucks was violently inclined to the 
Love of Wine, tho’ forbidden by their Laws. 
Anrengzeb got fome of his own Creatures of 
the belt Rank, to procure Wine and carouze 
with him, which they did, and he got beaft- 
ly drunk, and vomited on the fine Carpets • 
he lay on. Wliile he was in that Pickle, 
rengzeb came to his Tent with, his Guard, 
and demanded prefent Admittance, for there 
were News brought of the greateft Impor- 
tance, which he muft, without Delay, com- 
municate to -his Brother, and ftepping haftily 
into the Tent, his Guards following him, he 
found his Brother in the Condition he willit 
for, and calling him feveral Times by his 
Name, he was not able to anfwer, wherefore 
Aurengzeb, out Of an holy Zeal to Religion, 
vented many angry Words againft the Beaft 
his Brother, and then, in a fancftified Choler, 
ordered one of his Guards to ftrike off his 
Head, which was forthwith executed. The 
News of the Fratricide flew like wild Fire 
through the Armies, ,but AurefigzeFs being 
in Arms foon calm’d thofe that had a Mind 

tp 
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to raife Troubles, and, in the Morning, made 
an Oration that picafed the Armies lb well. 


that they fwore Obedience to his Commands. 
The Clergy run his Praifes as high as their 
Prophet’s Paradife, commending his godly 
Piety and Zeal for poor diftrclfed Religion, 
and, no Doubt, would have done the lame 


for the Drunkard, had he been as politick as 


Aurengzeh\ who is now faluted ‘FantJljaw, 
or Emperor, by the Army, notwithllanding 
his Father was then alive. 


Cba Jehan having loft two of his Sons, ex- 
'pedled that all his Troubles were now en- 
ded, fent to Anrengzeb to come to him, and 
oonfult about fettling the Peace of his Coun- 
which had been fo long difturbed by 
civil W ars, but Anrengzeb would not trull 
himfclf within the Walls ofaCit)^, where he 
had not the Command in his own Hands, 
but wrote very fubmiftive Letters to his Fa- 
ther, and advifed him to lay down the heavy 
Charge of Government on his Shoulders 
who was young, and much better able to 
manage it than a Man whofe Age required 
Reft, and gave Orders to build an high Wall 
round the Palace, and plhced his own Crea- 
tures to guard the Palace, which fo vext the 
old King, that he ordered all the Jewels of 
the Crown to be broken, and particularly 
his Throne, which he'' himfelf had caufed 


to be made worth above a hlillion Sterling, 
but none durft obey him. And Nenr Ma-^ 
haal, who had given her Brother Aureng- 
zeb private Informations of her Father’s Dc- 


figns 
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figns all the Time of the Rupture, adverti- 
fed him of the old Man’s Defign in that 
fair, and cautioned him to take Gate of what 
’ Meat and' Drink he took, and to fend an 
Army into Bengal^i to reduce Stilt an Stijah, 
who was invited by<-the old King, to come 
with his Army to Agra. Aurengzeb durli 
not leave that Country where his Father was 
well beloved, for. Fear of a Revolution in 
his Affairs, but fent an Army under the Com- 
mand of a trufty General, .called Emhjemal 
who, in three Years Time, chafed <SV//- 
tau Snjah out of the Dominidns of Bengal, 
and Cha Jehau then dying, brought a ferene 
Peace throughout the whole Empire. Au- 
rengzeb remembring , his Sifter’s Services, 
rhade her Governefs of the Palace, and re- 
tained her always near his Perfon, and would 
eat nothing but what came from her Hand. 

Being now fettled in Peace, he invited 
his ,holy Brethren the Fakires, who are ve- 
ry numerous in Indian to come to Agra, and 
receive a new. Suit of. Clothes, as a Teftimo- 
ny of his Kindnefs for them. Great. Num- 
bers came on the Invitation, and he pitched 
Tents in many Places round the City to en- 
tertain them, and he proclaimed, that on a 
certain Day the Diftribution fliould be made, 
and appointed Officers in every Tent to de- 
liver the new Clothes, but to retain the old 
Rags in their Rooms, which Stratagem 
brought many Millions into hisTreafury, for 
thofe pretended Saints having good Store of 
Diamonds 'and Gold fewed up in their Rags, 

were 
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were forced to leave all behind them. He 
then bent his Thoughts on enlarging his Do- 
minions, and quarrelled with the King of O- 
rixa near Bengal, and with the King of Ki- 
fapre near Decan, and, in ten Years, he an- 
nexe their Dominions to his own lai^e Em- 
pire. And fo I leave him to takehisPlcafure 
till the Year 1707. that he died in his Tent 
near Agra, and lies buried in a fmall Tomb 
of feven Foot long and three high, on the 
Side of an High-way that leads to that City. 

He was a Prince every Way qualified for 
governing. None ever underftood Politicks 
better than he. The Balance of diftributive 
Juitice'he held in an MqnUibrmn. He 
was brave and cunning in War, and merci- 
ful and magnanimous in Peace, temperate 
in his Diet and Recreations, and modeil and 
grave in his Apparel, courteous in his Beha- 
viour- to his SuDjedls, and affable in his Dif- 
courfe. He encouraged Virtue, and dif- 
countenanced Vice, and he ffudied the Laws 
of Humanity, and obferved them as well as 
thofe of Religion, for in that Part he incli- 
ned to Superifition. He had five Sons, but 
three only made any Figure. The eldcftwas 
Dara, or vulgarly Hazan' Tarah, the fecond 
Shaw Allom, xhe F7ir7ickfier, the fourth 
Eckbar^ and’ the fifth Shaw Hazandcr. The 
three fivft contended for the Crown after 
their Father’s Death, but Shaw Allom carri- 
ed it. 

From Snrat to Damaan, a Town belong- 
ing to the Crown of Portugal, and at %'l Lea- 
gues 
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gues Diilatice, are feveral Rivers 'and Vilk^ 
ges, under the Superintendency of SuratX 
‘T)umbafs is the firft, but of fmallGbnfequence^ 
either in Trade or M^nnfaftory. Nn'nfaree 
is the fecond, that has a gdod Manufadoiy 
of .Cotton Cloth, both coarfe and find. Gupa 
dav'ee is next,- where good Quantities of 
Teak Timber are cut^ and exported,- being 
of excellent Ufe in building of Hoiifes of 
Ships. Set'agonngi^ a River of ho other Con- 
feqtience but limiting the,M7^«/’s Domini- 
ons ori the Sea Side, as well as the Tortn- 
gneze Territories. It is diftant from 
about 4 Miles.' 
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[treats, of. the Ciiies and Towns oh .the Sea^ 
coaji, belonging to the Crown of Portugal^ 
from Damaan to Bombay.' 

D am JAN was, iri former Tiniest h. 

Place of good Trade, but at prefenf 
reduced to Povertj^ It Hands at the Mouth 
of a River oh the Sea-lhore, and is naturally 
very ftrorig, by a deep Marfli that alrhoft 
furrounds it; The Town is abb'ut hHf a 
Mile longj and near as broad, ailed with a 
good Stone Walb as the reft of the Build- 
ings of the City are built of ; and it haSalar^e 
Cathedral to adorn it, that is confpiciibiis a- 
long Way at Sea. There are two dr three 
Other Churches j and a GohYerib aMohaftefy; 
t M ^ 
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a Nunnery, and an Plofpital, and there is a 
Caftle {lands on the oppofite Side of the Ri- 
ver, chridncd by the* Name of St. Sdva* 
dorc^ and it is well fecured by the Morafs, 
as well as the Town. It has been for along 
Time a great Eye-fore to the Governors of 
Surat, W'ho have often pickt Quarrels with 
the To 7 'tngnc::^e, and laid Siege to Damnan, 
but without Siiccefs. 

From T>amaan to Bajfarr/i is about i8 
Leagues along the Sea-hiore. There are fe- 
veral Rivers and \^illages by the Way, vi^. 
^Dana-jj, Tarraporc, Ivlahh/i, Kcllcin, and the 
Illand Vaccas, but they arc all of fmall Ac- 
count in the Table of Trade. 

Bajj'am is a fortified City belonging to the 
Crown of Bo'rtugal. It hands on a little I- 
•fland, feparted from the Continent by a fmall 
Rmilcl*. Its Walls are pretty high, and a- 
bout two Miles in Circumference around the 
City, which has a little Citadel in the Middle 
of it. It contains three or four Churches, and 
fome Convents and Monafleries, with a Col- 
lege and Hofpital. 

I T is a Place of fmall Trade, becaufe mod 


of its Riches ly dead and buried in ' their 
Churches, or in the Hands of indolent lazy 
Country Gentlemen, who loiter away their 
Days in Eafc, Luxury and Pride, ndthout 
iiaving the lead Senfe of the Poverty and Ca- 
lamity of their Country, The Town is a- 
'bout half a League dillant from the Hand of 
Sdfet, which Inlet ferves it for an Flnrbour 
for fmall Shipping, but there is- not Water 

enough 
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enougli to accommodate gi'eat Ships. The Go-^ 
Vernor is ftiled, by the Tortiigueze, General 
of the North-) having ^amaan arid Chanl, 
with all their Territories, fuborditiate to him^ 
but the Church fuperintends, which makes 
his Government both uneafy and precarious. 

Salfet is an Ifland about ay Miles long, 
and, in fome Places, io Miles broad; It is 
fruitful in Roots and Fruits, but not in Corn; 


It is flockt with Villages and Churches^ but 
has no City on it, but an old one, called 
Ganra.) hewn put of the Side of a Rocki 
but by whom t never could learn; It is near 
a Mile in Length, and many antique Figures 
and Columns curioufly carved in the Rock, 
and has feveralgood Springs of Water to ac- 
commodate it. .Atprefent it is inhabited only 
with wild Bealis, and Birds of Prey. The 
Ihand is alraoft cut in two by a narrow Ri- 
ver that bifeds' it at a Town called Verfuai 
which lies on the Sea-fliore, and has a little 


narrow Harbour, deep enough to receive 
Ships of the greatell Burden^ and is fecured 
by a fmali Fort Handing on the North Sidcjs- 
but the Town is on the South Side of the 


River. It drives a fmall Trade in dry Filh^ 
made here, and tranfported to the inland 
Countries and Villages, that want the Bene- 
fit of Filliing. The Fifliers here catch their 
Fifli in long Nets, faftned to Stakes placed in 
the Sea, the oittwardmofi; of which are driven 
in the Bottom on nine Fathoms Water | and 
they appear to Strangers like a Wood iii the' 
Sea. There are feveral Villages Handing be- 
I M z . tween 
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tween Verfua and Bombay ^ on the Sca-nidre,) 
but Bandara is the moil confpicuous, which 
fronts Mahhn on Bombay^, about a Mile di- 
{lant. The Bortngue&e have fome great 
Cuns planted at Bandar' ay but they have no 
Trade, becaufe the River belongs to' the 
Mnglijh ; and all Cnftoms of Goods, either 
imported or exported, are paid to the Cu-< 
ftom-houfe of Mahhn. The Mouth of the 
River is pefter’d with Rocks, that forbid En- 
trance to any Veffcls of Burden. 

Jn Anno 1694. the Mnskat Arabs made a 
Dcfcent on Salfet, and committed great De- 
predations in plundring and burning Villa-^. 
ges and Churches, killing the Priells, and 
carried about 14C0 Captives into irredeem- 
able Slavery. And about the Year 1710. the 
Priefls of Salfct dhlurbed the Englijh at Ma- 
hhn, animating the People to Arms ; but a 
Jl'Omb or two thrown into the Church at 
Bandara, had no Refpeft to the Prieflhood^ 
but facrilcgioufly killed one or twoj befides 
fome Lay Ih-othcrs,, which made them know 
that War was not their Trade, They were 
allb troublefom to the EugliJJ} in Anno I7^^. 
but the Engiijl? furprifed a Parcel that were 
about repairing an old Port, contrary to Ar- 
ticles of Agreement, and killed a Score or 
two, 'which made the reft take to their Heels^ 
and be quiet. 
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CHAP. XVIL 

Gives a 'Defcription of Bombay, with fome 
hiforical Remarks on its IVars, Govern- 
ment and Trflde, till Anno 1687. when the 
Foniidation of a War was laid, which pro- 
ved the Ruin of the Englifli Eaft-india 

Company. 

B O MB AT comes next in Courfe, an 
Ifland belonging to the Crown of 
England. It was a Part of Katharine of Tor- 
tugaVz Portion, when ihe was married to 
Charles II. of Great Britain, in Anno 
Its Ground is Ileril, and not to be improved. 
It has but little good W ater on it, and the 
Air is fomewhat unhealthful, which is chiefly 
imputed to their dunging their Cocoa-nut 
Trees with Buckjhoe, a Sort of fmall Filli- 
es which theii- Sea abounds in. They being 
laid to the Roots of the Trees, putrify, and 
caufe a moft unfavoury Smell ; and in the 
Mornings there is generally feen a thick Fog 
among thofe Trees, that affefts both the 
Brains and Lungs of Europeans, and breed 
Confumptions, Fevers, and Fluxes. 

After the Marriage, King Charles fent 
my Lord Malberry, with four or five 
Ships of War, to take PolTeffion of it, and. 
the King of Portugal fent a Vice-roy to de- 
liver it, and all its Royalties, to the faid Lord, 
and Sir Abraha^n Shifman was ordered to^be 
Governor for King Charles. They arrived 
at Bombay in Sepi ember, 1663 . but the Church 

M 3 with- 
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withflood the Crown, and difobeyed the Or- 
der ; Nor would they acknowledge the Vice- 
roy, unlefs he would come into their Mea- 
fures, which, rather than Ibfe his new Digni- 
ty, he did. And the Engliflo Fleet was for- 
ced to go to Swally to l-and their Men, and 
get Refreflimcnts ; but the Governor of Sn-. 
rat:, ii^ whofe Diflrift S'-jaally is, grew jea- 
lous of the Numbers and Bravery of the En- 
glijfj, and threatned the Factory citabliflied 
ni Surat:, if tliey did not fpeedily re-imbark, 
which, to avoid Sufpicion, they did, and the 
Governor allowed them the free Ufc of the 
INdarJcets, fo that tliey had no V^ant of Pro- 
viilons and Mcrcliandizc whilft they flayed 
there. Injanuary 1(564. my Lord went back 
to England^ carrying two Ships with Ihm, 
and lejfc Sir Abraham with the reft, to pafs 
the weftcrly Monfoons, in fome Port on the 
Coaft, but being unacquainted, chofe a defo- 
late Ifland, called Aujadiva^ to winter at. It 
is fo far from an Harbour, that it is even but 
a bad Road for Shipping in thofe boiftrous 
South-weft Winds aini turbulent Sea ; how- 
ever he landed all the Land-forces, and built 
Huts to ■ defend them from the Weather. 
The Ifland is barren, but has fome Springs 
of good W ater. It is about a Mile long, and 
300 Paces broad. Here they flayed from A- 
j>ril to OSiober^ in which Time they buried 
'^bove zoo of their Men. 

. W HEN the Monfoons were over, the Squa- 
dron put to Sea, and put in to Bombay, to 
Vy if die Giuirchjiad coiiftdercd on the Q- 
- bedience 
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bedicnce due to the ICing of T?ortngal\ Or- 
ders, or if they had a Mind to draw the 
Arms of England^ as well as their Sovereign’s, 
upon them. Some of them had not forgot 
what Damages Spain and Portugal had fu- 
ftained by the EngliJI? Fleet in Cromweds 
Time, advifed the Church to obey the King, 
fetting forth the Mifcrics they hiould be 
brought into in cafe of Noncompliance. At 
length their holy Zeal abated, and they were 
content to admit of a Treaty, but, before 
the Treaty was concluded. Sir AEraham died, 
and one Mr. Hiirnphrey Cook, who was next 
in Commiffion, continued the Treaty, and 
articled, that the Inhabitants lliould enjoy 
their Lands and Religion under the King of 
England, but forgot to infert the Royalties 
appending on Bombay, which reacht as far 
ns Verfua on Salfct, which Omiffion has been 
a^ Bone of Contention for both Parties ever 
hnce. 

Mr. Cook, according to the Treaty, took 
PofTcflion of the Bland, in the King’s Name, 
and forthwith began to fortify regularly, and, 
to fave Charges of building an Houfe for 
the Governor, built a Fort round an old 
fquare Houfe, which ferved the Tortngneze 
for a Place of Retreat, when they were di- 
llurbed by their Enemies, till Forces could 
be fent from other Places to relieve them. 

After the Fort was lined out, and the 
Foundations laid. Sir Gervas Lucas arrived 
from England with two Ships, but Affairs be- 
ing fettled before he came, did not flay at

^otpbay longer than January 1666. and left 
{:he Government of the Ifland in the Hands 
of Mr. Cook and his Conned,' the Prefidency 
for the then Company, refiding at Surat, 
Their Trade flonriflied, and increafed won- 
derfully ; but, after the Fort was finiflied, 
the King finding,- that the Charge of keep- 
ing- Bombay in liis own Hands would not 
turn to account, the Revenues being fo ve^ 
ry inconfiderable, he made it over to the 
Eaft-iudm Company in Fee Tail, which con- 
tinues fo till this Time. 

In building the Fort where it is, Mr. 
Cook fiicwed his W ant of Skill in Architedlure, 
where ’ a proper and convenient Situation 
ought to be well confidered, for it is built on 
a Point of Rocks that jets into the Sea, 
where there are no Springs of frefh "'yater, 
gnd it ftands within 8co Paces of an Hill, cal- 
led 'Dunoerce. that overlooks it, and an Ene- 
my might much incommode it from that 
Hill, as we found by Experience in Amio 
1689. 'when the Mogul fent an Arniy on Bom- 
bay. As for the Magnitude, Figure and Ma- 
terials of the Fort, there is' no Fault to be 
found, in them, for it is a regular Tetragon, 
whofe outward Polygon is about 5'oo Paces^ 
and it is biiilt' of a good hard Stone, and it 
can rnount above 100 Piece of Cannon ; and 
that is all that is cdrnmendable in it: But had 
it been built about '^oo' Paces more to the 
Southward, on,?i more acute Point of Fvocks, 
called Mendham^ Point, it had been much 
better on feveral Accounts. Firft, it had been 
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much nearer the Road for protefting the 
Shipping there, it had been farther off Dmh 
geree tiill, it would have had a /Spring of 
pretty good Water, which ferved the Hor 
fpital that was afterwards built there, and the 
Shipping had been better fecured that lay 
hi the little Bay between the Point where 
the Fort now {lands, and Mendha-n^s Point, 

They- went about building feveral other 
little Forts and Sconces in convenient Places, 
fo hinder an Invafion, if any of their Neigh- 
bours Ihould havp attempted one. hx. Ma- 
zaguu there was one, at Source one, at Siaii 
one, at Mah'wi one, and Worlee had one, 
and fome great .Guns mounted on each of 
them. Notwithflanding the Company was at 
ib much Charge in building of Forts,' they 
had ho Thoughts of building a Church, for 
many Years after Sir George, (Xxendon began 
to build one, and charitable Colleftions were 
gathered for that Ufe ; but when Sir George 
died. Piety grew fick, and the Building of 
Churches was grown unfafliionable. Indeed 
it was a long while before the Ifland had 
PeoNe enough to fill a Chapel that was in 
the Fort, for as faff as Recruits came from 
Britahif they died in Bombay^ which got the 
Ifland a bad Name, . 

There were reckoned above 5000 L. 
had' been gathered towards building the 
Church, but Sir' John Child, when he came 
to. reign in Bombay, converted the Money tq 
Jiis ,owh,Ufe, and never more was heard of 
it. The W alls' were built by his Predecef, 
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‘fors to "five Yards high, and fo it continued 
till the Year 1715. that Mr. Boone came to 
the Chair, who fct about building it, and, in 
five Years Time, finiflicd it by his own Be- 
nevolence, and other Gentlemen, who, by 
ills Perfwafions, were brought in to contri- 
blite. The Company alfo contributed fome- 
tliing towards that pious End. 

About the Year 1674. Prelident Anngicr^ 
a Gentleman well qualified for Governing, 
came to the Chair, and, leaving Surat to the 
Management of Deputies, came to Bornbay^ 
and reffified many Things that were amifs, 
and brought the Face of Juflice to be unvai- 
led, which before lay hid in a fingle Perfon’s 
Breafl, who diftributed her Favours accord- 
ing to the Governor’s Diredlion. He eredl- 
ed a formal Court, wliere Pleas were brouglit 
in and debated; but that 'Method lallcd but 
a few Years, when Sir John Child came to the 
Chair the Court was done. Mr. Anngtcr ad- 
vifed the Company to. enclofe the Town 
from B)ungeree to Mendham\ Point, for fe- 
curing the trading People from the Infultsof 
their troublefom beggarly Neighbours on the 
Continent ; but his Propofals were rejefted, 
and that neceflary Piece of Work was refer- 
ved for Mr. Boone alfo. And happy it was 
for the Inhabitants that the Town was fecu- , 
red by a Wall, otherwife Connajee Augarie 
would have haraffed them with continual In- 
fults fince his War with the Engliflo began. 

The Name of Mr. Aungier is much re- 
vered by the ancient People of Surat and 

Bombay 
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Bornhay to this Day. His Jufticc and Dcxic-' 
rity in managing Amirs, got liimfuchEftccm, 
that the Natives of thole Places made liim 
the common Arbitrator of their Differences 
in Point ofTraffick : Nor was it ever known 


that any Party receded ever from his Award. 

There arc no Dangers in going into 
Bombay Road, but one funk Rock that lies 
about half a League from the Gallic. It is 
dry at low Water, and has a Chanel within 
it deep enough for the greateft Ships to pafs. 
I never heard of any Damage done by tliat 
Rock, but to a fmall Ship called the Badcn^ 
which, by Carelefnefs, run on it at Noonday, 
and was loll. 


In the Year 1673. the T>iitch Eajl-hulia 
Company having an Eye on Bombay^ fent a 
Squadron of Ships, with a little Army, to 
try if they could take it in amongfl their o- 
ther Conquells Lidia, but, on their land- 
ing, met with fo warm a Reception, that 
they were glad to get off with the Lofs of i 
or 3 CO of their Men, and fo left the EngliJI? 
to the quiet Poffeffion of it. 

The Governors proved tolerable good, 
till i68x. that Sir John Child fpoilt it. The 
Lidia Company knowing how to make ufc 
of King Charles’s Neccllities, made himfome 
Prefents of Money, and he, in grateful Ac- 
knowledgments, granted them Power, to rob 
their' fellow Subjedls in Lidia ; but tlicy ufed 
that Power to their own Dcfiniflion, for 
Mr. Child's Pride and Opprclhons grew fo 
intolerable, that - even the Gentlemen in the 

Cora- 
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Company’s Service had nor the free Exercife 
of Trade, and much lefs private Merchants, 
And he, trampling on the' eilablifhcd Laws 
of England^ by Advice of his Namefake who 
governed tlie Company in Europe^ by impri-^ 
foning and murdering their fellow Subjefts, 
grew hateful to all. 

In Anno 1684.' he made his Brother in Law 
Mr. Ward his Deputy of Bombay^ who dgfig- 
ned to fifli in troubled Waters. Mr. ChUd 
being honoured with the Title of Baronet, 
by die powerful Motive of the Company’s 
Money to the King} he, at the fimc Time, 
got the Cqmmiffion of General, which pufe 
. him up fo, that he contemned all Laws hu- 
-man and divine. The military Gentlemen, 
who had made Contrails iw England for their 
Salaries, tho’ paid at ^o per Cent, Lofs, yet 
to iliew himfclf a good Occonomift for his 
Mailer’s Interclls, font his Deputy Orders to 
reduce their Pay to 30 per Cent, lefs than it 
was’ before, tho’ it was fo fmall, that they 
pould hardly bring both Ends to bear at the 
Month’s End. That hard Pill the Sons of 
Mars could not fwallow, and fo bent their 
Minds on a Revolution : And having come 
to fome Knowledge ofMr.f/^/zr^’s tampering 
with the Sevajee to land on the Ifland, they 
detedled fome Letters of his to that Purpofc, 
which gave them a Ground for a Revolt. 
The Sevajee indeed fent a Fleet of 80 Sail 
of fmall VelTels to land on the back Bay 
which faces the Ocean ; but, on their trying 
.to li^nd fome Forces, they were warmly re-r 

pulfcdy 


of the Eafl Indies. 

piilfed, iind loll: many of their Men, which 
made them draw off again in Confufion, and 
Mr, Ward^ being confronted with hi§ own 
L.etters, and having little to fay in his own De- 
fence, was made a Prifoner ; and General 
, Child's Fadion was fent to Sjirat to him. 
The Wanders, taking the Government of 
the Wand into their own Hands, chofe Cap- 
tain Kegwine Major of the Military, to fu- 
perintend military Affairs, and one Captain 
Thorbiirn to overfee the civil. 

General Child iooxs. difpatcht Letters to 
England^ and gave an Account of the Rebel- 
lion, and King Charles difpatclied a Frigat,; 
called the Ebenix^ for India, to demand the 
Reftitution of the Wand, and put it again 
into the Company’s Hands. They arrived at 
Bombay, in September 1685:. and mewed the 
King’s Orders, with a full.Pardon to all who 
yielded Obedience, which unaniinoufly the 
Wanders did ; but, for their own Security^ 
drew up fome Articles to be ligned by Ge- 
neral Child and Captain Tyrrel, who com- 
manded the Bhenix, one. of which Articles 
was. That any Terfon that had a Mind to 
go jhoidd have free Liberty, and 

a Tajfage on board the Co 7 npany's Shipping, 
which being agreed to and ligned. Captain 
Kegwine took his Paffage on board the firff: 
Ship ; but Thoidurn being a married I'vian, and 
having, a fmall Eftate,- as well as a Family oii' 
the Wand, could not fo ealily remove, but 
trufted to the A<ff of Grace, and the Treaty 
they had made. 


After 
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After General Child had gotten the 
Reins of Government agam into his Hands, 
he became more infupportable than ever; 
He erefted a Court of Inquifition, and made 
an old Grcek-i one Captain Garey, Judge, 
who had condemned a Man to be hanged 
on a Tenfday^ and the Man fiiffered accor” 
ding to Sentence ; but, on Friday after, the 
poor dead Fellow was ordered to be called 
before the Court, but he would not comply 
with the Orders. 

Captain Thorbnrn w^as the firft that felt 
the Weight of Mr. Child's Difpleafure. He 
got fomc Fellows to fwear him out of his 
little Eftate, who brought in forged Bonds 
for Sums borrowed from one King^ whom he 
never had any Dealings with, and found Wit- 
nelfes to attell them. All that 27;orZ»;/r//had, 
was too little to pay the Sums, for which his 
Eftate was taken from him, and hirafelf put 
in Prifon, without the Permiilion of one 
Slave to attend or fervc him in Prifon. His 
own Wife was not permitted to'.vifit him, 
which hard Ufage brought him into a violent 
Fever, that foon put an End to his Life. 
About two Days before he died the Goaler 
acquainted his Lady of his Danger, and fie, 
with two fmall Children, went to the Gene- 
ral, and, on their Knees, begged that a Do- 
ftor might be permitted to vifit her Husband, 
but he was' inexorable, and would allow no 
fuch Favour, only granted her Leave to be 
in Prifon with him till he died, and fie flay- 
ed but one Day and a Part of a Night till he 

expired. 
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e^ired. When the Tragedy was, over, .flie; 
was going Homej.to her diftreil Family,- but 
found her Slaves and Children' removed into, 
a little Out-houie pf hers, and. -the- Doors, of 
her Dwelling-houie iliut againft , her. The, 
Lady had two' Sifters- married. on the Iflaiid,- 
and . llie, hoping to find Relief frp.m them^ 
went - to vifit the • eldeft, but fhe ; met her .at- 
the Door and told her flie could have ui'o 
Admittance, -her; Husband being. liable tpr 
Profcription, if - he: admitted her into his 
Houfe; and .-file, believed the other Sifter s 
Husband dur ft not entertain her in his -Houfe. 
The poor Lady, full of Sorrow and Qrief^- 
being. abandoned- pf all her Friends. and Re- 
lations, went, back to her diftrefted .Family,- 
and, having no vifible Way of Support, had ' 
^once fome Thoughts of putting,- an End to. 
'her- Miferies ; but her Sifters, -.unknown to 
their Husbands, fent her fome Relief by ■ a 
trufty fernale Slave in the- ISIight, . and. a Letr ' 
ter, (that they defired her to burn aflbon as 
flie had read) wherein they prpmifed to. be 
affifting in. the Maintenance; of her and -.her 
Children, tilljthe Almighty fliould think pro- 
per to deliver her out of the, Perfecution. 

. The poor Lady had both Beauty andDif-. 
cretipn enough' to recommend . her , to the 
virtuous Part of Mankind;, but none of the 
Gentlemen that- willit her well, durft mMte. 
Addreftes to her, only, one, .who had the 
Command -of a Ship'in \hQ Indian Merchants 
Service, as he had no Dependence on the 
General, . nor Ills Mafters m.Eugland, thought- 
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he could not well come within the Reach of 
their Pcrfecution^ fo he courted her, and 
married her, but that was thought a capital 
Crime, and the General acquainted his Indi-' 
tin Owners, that without they difeharged him 
their Service, they fliould alfo find the W eight 
of his Difpleafure ; and accordingly, to avoid 
Contefts with his Excellency, he was. dif- 
eharged : But Grief piit an End to his Trou- 
bles, for he died within a Year after hisMar-- 
liage, and left the poor Lady another Child 
to take Care of, but left her above looo L. 
Stci'l. of Stock for her and her Family’s Sup- 
port. 

As the TJkntx was in her Way to Indtdy 
file called at tile Ifland of Johanna, and there 
found an Engltfl) Ship, called the 
flopping fome Lakes in her Bottom. Cap- . 
tain Tyrrel, by a difpenfing Power from the 
King of England, feized her, and defigned 
to have carried her to Bombay:, in Company 
of a fmall Vclfel that he had feized on the 
Coafl of Madagafcar, ^The Brijiol funk the 
third Day after they put to Sea, biit the o- 
ther came fafe. The Brijlol's Men were 
looked on as Pirates, and one Mr. Mtws a 
Supercargo was arraigned before the Gene- 
ral’s Tribunal, where he himfelf fat Lord 
chief Jufticcj and, after his ufual Manner of 
bellowing opprobrious Names, he condemn- 
ed Mr. Mew'i to lofe all that he had in the 
World, and looo Pounds betide, aiid to ly in 
Prifon, at his own Charges, till the Fine 
^ was paid ; biit M.r* Vaux, who was Judge of 
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tliS -Maud in petty Affairs^ fliewed him the 
Weaknefs df his Sentence, and perfwaded 
him to fet the poor. Man at. Liberty;, and or- 
der him a. Paffage ... 

H El^ Mr. child firft got his Cpnimiflioii 
to plunder, there were two of hi^'^^Wri Coun- 
cil at Surat' that were great Eye-^forCs to 
himj w:s,'. .Mffieurs ‘Fetii ixA Bouchen 
They - were Gentieiheh of good Iiitereft iii 
:Bnglaudi arid' had gi'eat Remittances of Mo- 
nies on the Company’s Shipping comiiig. year 7 
ly to them, to buy up Diamonds and fend 
Home. . General C6i/^ let them knovv; that 
he expeCied Half of their . Commiffions as a 
.i^erquifite to.his Pofti but they could not be- 
brought .to think fo i However they conde- 
fcendedj that if he .would joyn his Coramif- 
fions to theirs j which were much gredtef 
than hiSi they would be, content, to make art 
. equal Dwiderid in the Cpminiflions 5 but 
that PrOpofition he rejedledj and w'^as feToI- 
Ved tO- carry his Point by Frauds and wrote 
-to the. Company in England,' of thofe twd 
Gentlemens .ill Services relating to the Cbm- 
bariy’s AlFairSi tho’ none' knew of any;; but 
Mr. C/?i/i.himfelf; TThofe Gentlemens Friends 
in the Committee of the Company in England^ 
acquainted them> by Letters oyer Landj of 
. the Danger ' they . were ■ ,in; - and gave them 
Warning to be on their Guard ; anddley ac-; 
cordingly took an Houfe contiguous, to the 
Fadtoryj andj ,by DegreeSj conveyed what 
they thought fit into their new Lodgings^ but

retained their old ones in theFaftory. When 
the Shipping arrived, and the Company’s 
Packet was opened, and read at the Council 
Table, Mr. Tetit fat in his Place as fecond, 
and Mr. Boucher in his as fourth. When 
feme few Paragraphs were read, one was to 
difmifs thofe Gentlemen from the Company’s 
Service, and were forthwith ordered to with- 
draw, which accordingly they did,' and went 
to their new Lodgings without the Fadory. 
AlToon as the Council broke up, Mr. Child 
fent Orders to confine them in their Fadory 
Rooms ; but W ord being brought that they 
were not in the FncSory, but their Doors 
were lockt, he gave Orders to break them 
open, and fccure all that was found in them 
for him, efpecially their Papers and Books ; 
but they found nothing but a Bed furniflied, 
and fome empty Trunks. When Mr. Child 
underflood that their Eflfe^ls and Papers were 
removed, he raved like a mad Man, but to 
no Purpofe, fo he perpetrated their Deflru- 
Oion by Fraud ; but the proferib’d being well 
beloved by the Brokers, who were always of 
Mr. Child\ Cabinet Council, were timely ad- 
vertifed of his Plots, and prepared to coun- 
terplot him. He was the firfl that bribed the 
Mogul's Governors to joyn in Villany with 
a Prefident ; but ’tis now a very common 
Piece of Policy at Surat , and has been often ‘ 
made ufe of againtf the Euglijh Company, 
fince Mr. Child's Time : However, for a Sum 
of about 4000 L. Stcrl. he got the Gover- 
nor of the Town to flretch his Commiflion, 

in 
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in pretending to diftribute Juftice, which is 
only the Cadjee\ Place to do. He got the 
Governor to command the two Victims to 
meet at a Garden near the Town, and to 
deliver them up to the General, who was 
there with a Dozen of Grenadeers to receive 
-them, and carry them on board of a Ship 
that lay ready to tranfport them to Bo-mbay^ 
and there to feed on the Bread of Afflidlion 
as long as they lived. He had fuborn’d a 
Gentleman to draw up an Account, wherein 
the Delinquents were brought in Debtors to 
the Company 1 14000 -Rupees, or, i4Z5'o L. 
Sterk and that Gentleman fwore to the Ac^- 
count. The two Defendants being forewar- 
ned of the Plot, had given Bonds to their 
Mahometan and Heathen Friends, for above 
Double the Sum^ that the honeft General de- 
manded ; and it is againft their Law to force 
any Perfon out of the Mogul's Dominions, 
who is indebted to his Subjefts 5 but when 
Mr. Harris had fworn to the Account, ( for* 
that was the Gentleman’s Name ) the Gover- 
nor ordered the two Gentlemen Defendants 
to be put in Irons, and to be delivered to Mr. 
Child ; but their Friends protefted againft 
their going, till they had fatisfied their Cre- 
ditors, and declared the Governor liable to 
' make good all the Sums contained in their 
Bonds, if by Violence they were fent away. 
That Proteft ftartled the General and Go- 


vernor both, fo the Gentlemen w^ere delive- 
red to their Friends, and the Governor was 
no Lofer by the General’s Honefty : How- 
t ' N 2. ever 
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ever they could not live in Quiet, fo Mr*. 
"^Petit bought a Ship to go a Trading, whilil 
•Mr. Boucher went to the Mogul's Court, or 
rather his Camp, to try if he could procure 
a Thrmiaund or Charter to be under the Mo- 
gul's Protedlion ; but the Company’s Money 
had crept into the Secretary of .State’s Purfe 
that retarded Mr. Boucher's Affair fome time : 
Blit the General, being afraid of his Succefs, 
fent a Banyan from Bombay to poifon Mr.. 
Boucher. This Banyan being often about 
his Tent, got accjuaintcd with his Cook, 
thinking him to be the properefl Perfon to 
•make ulc of .in that Affiiir ; and, after fomc 
Difeourfes about General. Cht/d and Mr. Bo^i- 
chcr's Quarrel, he told the Cook, that he had 
a Commiflion from the General to fettle a 
Salary on him during Life, and the Sum of 
yoo'Rupccs in hand, if he would poifon his 
Mailer. The Cook feemed to like the Pro- 
pofals, and bid the Banyan bring him the 
•j^oifon and the 500 Rupees, and accordingly 
■the next Day he did, and, on tlie Delivery 
of the Money, he gave him a Paper with 
fome Powder of white Arfenick to mix with 
his Mailer’s Rice, which is a common Difli 
there. The Cook gave him large Promifes 
of performing what he would, and fo left 
hith, and went to his Mailer with the Bag 
of Money and the Paper of Arfenick, and told 
him, that he had made a Bargain with Gene- 
ral Child's Vakeel, or Attorney, to poifon him, 
and told him the Terms he had agreed on, 
and fievved the Money . and. Poifon. Mr, 
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'Boucher commended the 'Cook’s Fidelityj 
and told him, that he would give him 6oq 
■Rupees to be honed, and a Maintenance du- ‘ 
ring Life.. And Mr. Boucher 'being hved a 
Druggid in liis Youth, prefently knew the 
Poifon, and carried it to the Cautwat or She^ 
riff, and lliewed it. The Cautwd ufed his 
utmod Endeavours to catch the Banyan, but 
he could never be found there. ■ 

Mr. Boucher had been fourteen Months 
foliciting to procure his Thirmmmd\ but his 
repeted-Petitions to the Secretary had no Efr 
feed: But he had an EnglijioM&n, one Swau, 
for his Interpreter, who often took a large 
Dofe of Arrack. Aurengzeb one Day had 
ordered his Camp to remove to another 
Place, and had got on Horfe-back. S-wan 
•took hold of that Opportuity, and got pret- 
ty near the King, holding his Petition 
ca above his rtead, and cried with a loud 
V oice in the Terfian Language, that his Ma- 
der . wanted Judice done him. The Mogul 
feeing him in an European Garb, ordered 
him to be brought, to him, and askt the Caufe 
of his Complaint. He anfwered, that .his Ma- 
iler had been fo long at Court about procu- 
ring a Thirmatmd to become a Subjeft of his 
Majedy’s, to be freed fronr the Oppredions 
of the Englijh Company, who were grown 
intolerableby the Connivance of his Majedy’s 
Governors of Surat, and therefore conjured 
his Majefty, as he lliould anfwer before God 
at the great Day, to do his Madei\ Judice, 
and gi'ant him. a Thirmmmd. The King was 
^ " * ^5 ftaitled 
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flartled at the bold ExprefTions, ordered his 
Secretary to get one ready for the Seal a- 
gainlV the next Day, which was accordingly 
done, and Mr. Boucher had it delivered to 
him affoon as it was figned, and then took his 
Leave of the Court. 

W H I L E IN^Ir. Boucher was at Court, Mr. 
made fome Voyages into the Gulf of 
Berjia^ and going thither once, met with 
Tome Sangamnii Pirates, who attackt him. He 
defended himfelf bravely, and beat them off ; 
but his Gunner firing a Blunderbufii out of 
one of the Gun-room Ports, blew the Ship 
up, and the Saugnmnns took up thofe that 
were faved by fwimming, among whom was 
Mr. Bet it himfelf. 

The Saugnmnns carried their Prifoners to 
'Bnct on Gtizcrnt, and laid a Ranfom on them, 
which Mr. Betit agreed on, and fent Let- 
ters to his P'riends at Svrnt to pay the Mo- 
ney : But General Child hearing of Mr. Be- 
tifs. Misfortune, and where he was, difpatcht 
a Banyan to Bnet, to perfwadc the Pirates 
not tp part with their Prifoner under zyooo 
L, Stcrl. and fo they, hearkning to the Ba- 
nyan^ would not {land to the flipulatcd Ran- 
foni of 5000 L. Mr. Betit flayed about fix 
Months their Prifoner, and then died through 
Grief, and the ill Treatment he had receiv- 
ed by Mr. Child's Perfvvafion ; but the Pir 
rates getting no Ranfom, curfl the General 
for his Counfel. 

In jiiim 1683. the B)ntch difpoflefl: the 
Company of their Faftory of Ban^ 
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tahh on the Weft End of Java ; and the 
Englijh having a Mind to regain it by Force 
of Arms, built feveral Ships between 6 o and 
70 Guns, fo that m Anno i 6 Bs. they had a 
Fleet ready viftualled, and mann’d with 7 or 
8000 Men, to the Number of Sail of Line 
of Battle Ships, which Expence, and the con- 
tinual Craving of the Court, brought their 
Stock very low ; yet fince the Maw of the 
Court was not enough crammed, the King laid 
Embargoes on the Fleet fi*omTime to Time, 
for nine Months, and then the 2 )//^<r^Ambaf-' 
fador had Orders to prefent his Majefty with 
100000 -Pounds, if he would command the 
Company not to ufe Violence. He fnapt at 
the Bait, and defeated the Defign to all In- 
tents and Purpofes. 



CHAP. XVIII. 

) 

Continues the Obfervations on the Affairs of 
Bombay, with the Articles exhibited by 
Mr. Child, in order to e?nbroil the Compa- 
nfs Affahy with the Mogul and his Sub^ 
je&s. 

T H E Company having fuch a Number 
of great Ships on their Hands, were 
obliged to fend them abroad ; but having nq 
Stock to employ them, ordered the General 
and Chiefs of their Faftoriesini//^^/^ to bor- 
row what Sums they could on the Compa-^ 
ny’s Credit, from the Indian Merchants, to 
■ N 4 
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iade their Ships Home, which accordingly 
they did, and what they could not lade 
Home, they were to employ by Freights in 
Indian And I faw a Letter from the Gover- 
nor of the Company in England^ intimating, 
that when they had got as much Credit of 
the MogifV^ Subjects as they could, then 
they would pickQuarrels with the Creditors, 
and put a general Stop to their Trade, which 
was accordingly done; for, in i <586 and 87. 
the S'd 7 'at Merchants traded briskly by Sea 
to MdcJm^ Ec'/'pd and Bajfora^ to the Weft- 
ward, 'and to Bengal^ Atchcen^ Malacca and 
Siam^ to the Eaftward.’ The General grant- 
ing Paffes to all who required them, then, ‘ 
about the latter End of the Year 1687. he 
laid down a Complaint and Grievance before 
the .Governor of Surat:, and demanded Re- 
drefs and Satisfaction. The Articles , of his 
Grievances I faw in a printed Copy, and were 
as follows, in 37 Articles. 

L La s T Year a Ship of Molnh Abdel 
Gafoa'/s coming from JuddnE in her Re- 
turn met with two Tianijh Pirates, who 
made a Prize of her. The News coming 
5 ' to Stir at j the faid Molnh Abdel Gafoar, by 
Perfwafions of Meir Nazaw, and other 


f Merchants, made their Complaints to Sa- 
labat Carm ( then Governor ) and other Of- 


' hcers of Suratj faying, xho, Eiiglijlo belong- 
u ing ' to' Suratj 'had taken his Ship, at the 
fame Time fending his Attorney to Court, 
to complain to, the King, who ordered the 
Gqverno.f, ^ir/Officers' of Surat, to en- 


“ quire. 
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quii'C into it, and do Jullice according^. 
In this AfFair, by Bribry, and difgracing m'e 
to the King and his Subjefts, as alfo the 
Dutch, French, and other Nations, making 
them believe it to be true, for which Dif: 
grace I am not able to trade in thefe Parts ^ 
“ but I hope the Difgrace will light on him, 
‘‘ that hereafter no fuch Scandal may be put 
on me, or any other, we having traded 
“ here thefe 80 or 90 Years, but never be- 
fore accufed as Robbers, but daily enrich- 
ed the Port of Surat. 

IL Th E Complaints of Mulah Abdel Ga- 

foar have been much to my Prejudice, by 
reafon I could not clear my Money out of 
“ the Cuftom-houfe, nor Hup my Goods for 
“ Europe, which were feized and hindred^ 
‘‘ which hath made me leave the Port and 
Trading, and retire to Bombay. 1 have by 
“me 30 or 40 Lack of Rupees in Money 
“ and Goods in a Readinefs ; if you pleafe 
to fend any Body, you may be certified of 
“ the Truth, Confidcr the Lofs I am at in 
the Ufe of my Money, Damage of my 
“ Goods, and detaining my Ships a. Year, f 
“ defire your Anfwer. • 

ni. Mulah Abdel Gafoar's difgracing me, 
makes People afraid to trull me, my Cre- 
“ dit being loll by his falfe Reports, having 
12; Ships laden with Goods, which I de- 
figned to have fent to Surat, there to have 
“ provided Goods, and relade for Europe ; 

but his difgracing me is the Occafion of 
It the great Charges I am at, my Ships win-' 

' ' ‘ ' ■ ct tering 
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*■'’ tering in thefe Parts, and my Goods lying 
on my Hands, we Merchants trading for 
Profit, which Hindrance hath not only 
been a great Lofs to the King in his Cu- 
floms, but to me, which I mull: anfwer to 
“ my Mailers. 

IV. , “ Mr. ^etit and Mr. Boucher being 
indebteld to the Company feveral Sums of 
Money, I would have called them to ac- 
count for the fame ; but they, like Trai- 
tors, went to the Governor Cortalab Caim 

“ for Prote61iori. As for Mr. Teiit he is 
“ dead, and gone to the Devil. Mr. Boucher 
“ Hill remains at Surat. I demand him, his 
Wife, Child, or Children, Family, and all 
'' Eiigliji? Men belonging to him, with their 
“ Efle61s, that they be delivered to me, and 
that he may not make his Efcape • from 
5' Surat. 

V. “Formerly fuch Goods as we 
brought from the Malabar Coall, Mocha^ 
and other Parts, which were for Europe^ 

“ and not to fell here, we had Liberty to 
bring them alliore at Swally, to clean them, 
and lliip again, without paying Cullom ; 
“ but the Governor Cortalab Cauuj in his 
Time, forced us to pay Cullom for thofe 
Goods. My Demand is, that what he took 
more than the former Culloms, may be 
rcllored, and he do not the like again. 

VI. '‘Of late Years we bring more Mo- 
“ ney than formerly, which hath much en- 

• richt the Port, of which the Governor did 
t acquaint the King, who was pleafed to take 

‘‘ IIQ 
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no more than ^ per Cent, we paying no' 
more for many Years. Of late the Gover- 
nor of Surat ‘did norite to the King, 
to make us pay three and one half 
per Cent, for Money as well ^s Goods, 
which has been a gi'eat Prejudice to our 
Trade. My Defire is, that we may. pay 
no more than formerly, and that the for- 
‘‘ mer Overplus may be repaid. Which 
Exa61ings' made Salabat Cann over-rate our 
Goods in the Cuftom-houfe, to our great 
S' Damage. 

VTI. “Formerly we never paid Cu- 
“ ftom for Apparel or Provifions, but of late 
“ Salabat Cann forced us to pay Cuflom for 
them. My Defire is that may be repaid, and, 
for the future, no- more Trouble on that 
Account. 

VIII. “When our Goods came out of 


“ the Country, if robbed by Thieves or o- 
therwife on the Road, it is the King’s Or- 
“ der, that the Governors and Officers make 
good all Damages, or elfe the King to fa- 
tisfy us himfelf. Few Years fince our 
“ Goods coming from Amadabant and 
^\rimgnrnj were robbed in the Way to Su~ 
rat. We have petitioned the Governor of 
Surat for Satisfadion, but never obtained 
‘‘ any. My Defire is, that the King order 
“ Satisfadion to be made for the Lofs we , 
fuftained, being great and confiderable. 

. IX. “ Several of the Natives are im 


« debted to us, of whom we can get no Sa- 
psfadion, having feveral Times made Com- 

plaint? 
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“ plaints to the Governors, where they re- 
“ fide, for their Afliftance, but, as yet, could 
have no Redrefs from tliem. Our Defire 
is, that all Governors and their Officers 
‘‘^ -may be’ affiftant to us in recovering our 
Debts. 

X. “We bring more Treafure into the 
“ Country than any other Nation, which is 
“ carried to the Cuftom-houfe, when clear- 
“ ed from thence, we fend it to the Mint 

to be edined t, but the Officers, for their 
own Intereft, delay the Coining, to the 
Hindrance of theDifpatching our Bufmefs, 
for, if our Cafli was coined in Time, we 
could have our Inveftments out of the 
Country, and lade our' Ships according to 
“ the Monfoons or Seafon of the Year. Our’ 
Requeft is, that, for the future, the Coin- 
ers may hot delay the Coining, and that 
our Treafure may be coined ^ apart, for 
its more fpeedy Performance. 

XI. “At the Arival of our Ships, when 
unladen, we carry our Goods to the Cu- 
flom-houfe, where- they are thrown up 

. and down very careledy, where they are 
broken, damaged and ftolen. Our Requcfl 
“ is, that we may have a Ware-houfe. apart 
by that of the "Dutch, to put our Goods 
in, that we may be no further Sufferers, 
that, when we difpofe of our Goods, or 
fend them to our Fa(5lory, that the Cullomer 
take Account of the King’s Cuftoms, clear- 
^ ing them without farther Moleftatiop.

XII. “For-; 
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Xn. “Formerly when we cleared our 
^ Treafure, Goods -from the Cuftqm- 
“ houfej we ufed to make up the Account 
of our Cuftoms ar the latter End of the 
“ Year, and then paid it. Of late Years the 
“ Officers of the Cudom-houfe daily and 
“ monthly fend to our Broker, demanding 
tire Cuftom, for which Reafon we are for- 
“ ced to fee the Officers not to affront our 
Broker^ which has been much to our Pre- 
“ judice. Our Requeft is, that they demand 
not the Cuftoms till the End of the Year, 
as formerly accuftomary. 

XIII. “ When Gajfadean CaUn was Go^ 
vernor of Surat, by Order of the King, 
the City was walled, at which Time -we 
had a Garden near Brampre Gate, about 
wffiich we built 34 Shops, Stables for Hor- 

“ fes, a Summer-houfe, and feveral other 
“ convenient Places, all firm Buildings, which 
“ coft to the Amount of ayoco Rupees, 
wffien the \V all came near our Garden, 
'' our Buildings were broke down, and otir 
Garden fpoiled. We petitioned the Go- 
vernor for Satisfaflion, he promifed to al- 
low us the Charges out of the King’s Trea- 
fury ,• but we have not received any SatiP 
“ fattion. We demand Satisfafiion for the 
“ laid Charges. ' 

XIV. “Formerly when our Goods 
“ came from other Parts to Surat, we paid 
“ no more than due Cuftom, and flipped 

them for Enroj>e, or other Places, with- 
“ out any farther Trouble. Of late Years the 

« Offi. 
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“ Officers of thofe Places, from whence our 
“ Goods come, put us to much Trouble in 
“^'demanding the Governor’s and Officers 
“ of Snrafs Receits of us, and many Times 
‘‘ detain our Goods on that Account, by vffiich 
their Proceedings our Ships fometimes re- 
“ turn empty, and fometimes are forced to 
remain in the Country, which is a great Lofs 
to the King in his Cufloms, as well as to us. 

“ Our Requeil: is, that, for the future, fuch 
Receits may not be demanded of us, but that 
f' we may have the fame Liberty as formerly. 

XV. “ W HEN our Goods are in a Rea- 
dinefs, we fend them to the accuftomed 
Place to be lliopt, with a true Invoice of 

“ the Contents of the Bale's. Formerly they 
ufed to make Choice of one or two Bales, 
and if they found them according to In- 
voice, then to ihop and clear the reft wich- 
out any farther Trouble. Of late the Cu- 
ftomer, ^c. Officers, for their Intereft, and 
to delay Time, open moft of our Goods, 
“Vhich is not only a great Charge to us in 
“ repacking our Goods, but alfo our Goods 
“ are damaged. Our Defire is, that they 
“ may be fliopt and ftiipt according to In- 
“ voice, without any farther Trouble, as ac- 
“ cuftomary. 

XVI. “Our Sloops and Boats coming 
from Swally to the Cuftom-houfe, the 

‘‘ Meerbar ufed to fearch them, if empty, 
cleared them, without any farther Trouble. . 
Of late Years the 'Meerbar &c. Officers 
“ will not clear them in three or four Days, 

which 
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" v/hichis a great Hindrance to us in the' Dif- 
patch of our Bufinefs. Our Defire is, the 7 
may .be fearcht and cleared as formerly, 
without Delay. 

„ ^ XVIL ‘‘Sometimes Merchants that buy 
“'our Goods, break, plead Poverty, that they 
“ have not wherewithal to pay us, apply- 
ing ourfelves to the Governor, &c. Oiii- 
“ cers for Juftice, and their Affiftance, we 
“ can have no Redrefs. OurDefire is, either 
that the Governor, Officers order Pay-> 
“ ment to be made, oi\to fatisfy us out of 
“ the King’s Cufiioms, that we may be no 
loimer Sufferers by his Subjedls. 

X VlII. “ Sometimes we fend our Brok- 
ers or Servants to the Governor, Offi- 
“ cers, as dur Affairs require, - viffio cannot 
“ be admitted without bribing the Servants 
of faid Governor, &c. Officers.^ We defire 
“ -it ^ay be remedied for the future, 

.XIX. “Our Horfes that come from 
,‘‘7^7, BoJfora, 6cc. at their Arrival we ufed 
“ to fend them to our Stables, without far- 
“ ther Delay, Of late Years at their landing 
“ are carried to the Governor, his ,Seal put 
‘‘ about their Neclts, and ourfelves not tru- 
“ fted 'to ufe or - difpofe of them. Our De- 
“ fire is, that we may either ride them, or 
difpofe of them as formerly. 

XX, “The Governor, ^c. Officers often 
“ fend to us for broad Cloth, Sword-blades, 
‘‘ in Civility we cannot deny them, bur 
“ when wm fend for the Money, they deny 
“ the Payment, and abufe our Servants, by 

“ wffiich 
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^ which wc are Sufferers. Our Defire isj 
" that, for the future, if the Governor, ^c-. 
f' Officers defire any Goods, they may pay 
for them before they carry them away. 
XXL '‘ Goods provided at Agt'a^ A'ma- 
" dabant^ &c. coming to Baroach, the GoVer- 
nor forces us to pay r8 Milk Cnfiomi 
which is contrary to the King’s Order, for 
" we ought to pay but in one Place as the 
" Moors and Banyans. Our Defire is to be 
cleared of that Cuftom, that at the Arri- 
'' val of our Goods at Surat-, they may be 
'' feiit for out abroad without farther Trou- 
" blc, paying the King his due Cufl;oin* We 
" defire the fame Goods fiiipt at Bahachi 
Cambay, ' that our.Ships^ may not lofe 
their Paffage to Euroj>e. 

XXII. "At the Arrival of our Eiiropdaii 
'' Ships, we fend our Goods to the Cu^om- 
" houfe,- when cleared, carry them to tli Fa^ 
" dforj^, fometimes we have prefent V end, 
and fometimes we fend them to other 
Places, as we think convenient) and for 
“ our Interefl ; in cafe we fend our Goods to 
any other Place, within the Term of fix 
“ Months, then to pay half Cuftom for the 
" faid Goods, but, if kept a' full Year, then 
" to pay full Cuflom. Sometimes we fend 
" to Swally more Goods than will lade ouf 
“ Ships, the Remainder we dare not keep 
" there, for Fear of Fire or Thieves^ Our

XXIII. “ O u u. Servants, Etiglijh, Gent'owsj, 
and others, many Times we fend up the 
Country, for the fpeedier Difpatching of 
our Affairs. When we fend t6 them fot 
“ oUr Accounts, being at a Diftance, and out 
of our Reach, like. to Mr. Tetit and Mr. 

‘‘ Boncher, they go to the ^Governors for^ 
Proteflioii, by which Means we cannot 
call them to an Account, to out great Lofs, 

“ and farther proceeding againft them. Our 
‘‘ Requeft is, that whatever Englijl? Man, em- 
ployed ill your Service, without our Leave 
“and Difcharge, that they, with their Ef- 
“ feds and Eflates,' be delivered' to lis, that ’ 
*' they may not be ptoteded, but that we 
“ may proceed againftthem, as we think con- 
“ venientj ^ ‘ ‘ . 

XXIV. “ It is near 90 Years that we have 
“traded here. At our firft Coming, the 
“ Kdng granted us a Piece of Ground for a 
“ Bunder to repair our Ships and Veffels. Of 
“ late Years Meer Na^am]^2L^^o'[cz6. it from 

us, and made it a Garden. We are defli- 
tute of a Place for repairing our V effels, 

' 5' and other Conveniencies. Our Reqtieft is, 
that we may have the fame Grotlnd as for- 
“ merly, or fome other near the Water Side^ 
fitting. our Occafions. 

XXV. F o R M ER L Y we ufed to pay for 
each Bale of Indigo, two and an half Ru- 
pees fer Bale, without opening it’ Of late 

“ Years the Officers open it, valuing it at 
I O • “ theiit 
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their Pleafure, damaging the Goods, which 
is a great Lofs and Charge to us in repack- 
“Jng it. ‘ Our Defireis, that, for the future, 
'' it may not be opened, paying the Cuftom 
as formerly. 

• XXVI. T H E Governor, Officers buy 
of us, for the .King’s Account, Iron, Guns, 
“ Lead, , giving us fome Money in Hand. 
When they are burned out, ''and others 
come, when wc demand the Remainder, 
“ they delay the^ Payment of the Money, 
“ faying the King did not want our Goods, 
that we may take them again, fometimes 
after they have kept them one or two 
Years. Our Requeft is, that wdiatever they 
“ buy of us for the King’s Account, we may 
“ be .paid before they take them from us, 
“ and whatever Goods, u'c liave that the King 
has no Occafion for, we may difpofe of 
them at our Pleafure. 

XXVn, ‘‘As to the Illand of Bombay, it 
producethno Corn. The Mogul'sVleet of- 
“ ten winters there,. which makes Provifions 
“ fcarce and dear. We are in WantofSnp- 
“ plies from Surat, and other the Mogul's 
“ Ports. When we fend to thefe Places, the 
faid, Governor and Officers will not let us 
“ have any without giving them one and one 
“ Fourthj&rrC^;;^.' Our Requeft is, to be free 
“ of this Tax, that we may have Liberty of 
“ fending what is neceflary for Supply of the 
“ King’s People and faid Ifland. 

XXyill. “ A Ship, with her Cargo, to the 
“ Amount of Rupees, came out of 
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^\England without our'King’s LicencejWhich 
came to Surat, Our King’s Orders came 
“ to us to feize Ship and Cargo, which ac- 
cordingly we did ; but Salabat Cam then 
being Governor, forced her from us, and 
delivered her to Mr. Boucher. OurDeiird 
is, the faid Ship may be re-delivered us, 
that Mr. Boucher and his Bi'oker give us a 
jufi and true Account of the Remainder 
of the Cargo, and that the Governor 
take Care it be not fquandred away by 
them. 

XXIX «’Tis the King’s Grant, that Mer- 
‘‘ chants pay but one Cuftom for their Goods, 
without farther Moleftation, and, when 
they pay it, to take a Difcharge. Of late 
“ Years, the Officers have forced us to pay 
double Cuftom, befides their Perquifites 
“ which they have demanded, which has been 
a great Hindrance to the timely Arrival of 
f our Goods. We defire v/e may not be 
“ forced to pay more than accufiomary. 

XXX. ‘'We formerly rented a Piece of 
Ground for Stables, on which we were at 
confiderable Charges in building and Re- 
parations. Meer Nafani, by buying it, de- 

“ prived us of it. We defire he may fatisfy 
" us the faid Charges. 

XXXI. ‘'Some Years fince we lofi an 
“ Anchor at the River’s Mouth, which ilffr- 
“ za Mojfum's People took up. We haveof- 
“ ten demanded it, offering to defray the 

Charges he was at, but cannot get it. Our 
'' Recmeff is, that his Son Mir&a MaJmnud 
: j- g % “ Araff 
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'Arajf deliver the Tame, we paying the 
Charges they were at. 

. XXXIL ^‘^At the Arrival of our Ships, 
they fend the Boat up with News. At the 
Cuftom-houfe they flop her a whole Day 
“ before they will let our People come a- 
Hiore with Letters, which is a great Impe- 
“ diment to our Affairs. Our "Requeft is, 
“ that they may not be hindred for the fu- 
ture, but fuffercd to land affoon as they 
come to the Cuftom-houfe. 

XXXIII. ‘‘As concerning Bengal^ we 
hear feveral Ships have been taken and 
burnt, in which Affair we are not concer- 
ned, neither do we know whether Peace 
be concluded there or not. Our Requeft 
“ is, that the King ilfue out his Orders, that 
no Perfon queftion us, or make Demands 
on us on that Account.- 
XXXIV. “^SoME Years ago the Sedee^ 
with the King’s Fleet, wintered at Bovihay^ 
“ in which Time fome of his People murde- 
red two of our EngliJJ? Men, which made 
our Men refolutely refolve to revenge their 
Death, but, with great Perfwafions were 
pacified, being promifed Satisfacffion. We 
“ acquainted the Governor of it, who orde- 
‘‘ red the Murderers to be imprifoned ; but, 
“ three Days after, they \^^ere cleared by 
the Sedee. Our Requeft is, they may bede- 
“ livered, that we may profecute them, and 
“ that Juftice may be done. 

XXXV. “ w HEN we are minded to take 
our Pleafure out of the City, altho’ we' re- 

‘'•turn 
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turn before the ufual Time of ihutting the 
'' Gates, the Porters Hiut them againft us, 
'' demanding Money before they will let us 
enter the City. Our Requeft is, that Or- 
der be given by the Governor, that we be 
“ no mpre affronted by thofe People. 

These Grievances .were the Foundation 
on which General Child built a War with the 
Mogul, without ever fending them to Court to 
know the King’s Pleafure, but, without decla- 
ring War, feized his Subjects Ships wherever 
they were found,- altho’ they had the Sanftion 
of his own Paifes. If the fourth Article be Chri-' 
Jlian the Mnhometans and Heathens it. 
The feventeenth and twenty third are unjiiff, 
as well as the twenty eighth ; and the thirty 
and thirty firfl were but weak Arguments to 
help to fupport his Complaints and raife a War, 
that cofl his Mailers above 400000 Pounds 
before they could lay it, befides the Lofs of 
their Credit with the Mogul and his Subjeels, 
which, to this Time, is not quite recovered. 
Or by what Rule in Policy could Sir JoJiab 
or Sir John Child think to rob, murder and 
deflroy the MoguP^ Subjefts in one Part of 
his Dominions, and the Company to enjoy a 
free Trade in the other Parts? or how- they 
could expedl that he would Hand neuter, let 
Politicians anfwer them, and I’ll proceed. 

The General having fuch a Number' of 
great Ships on his Hands, and little Employ- 
ment for them, fent them to Mocha, Terjta 
and Bengal, where the Snraters had fent 
theirs tinder the Proteftioji of his Paifes. 

0 3 • Cap- 
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Captain Andrews in the Charles II. went to 
Mocha^ and fet up the King of England's 
Flag on his Faftory, and there he feized two 
Eitglifl) Ships, one from England^ called the 
Straights Merchant, commanded by Captain 
Bear, and another belonging to Mr. Samuel 
TEhite at Siam. She was commanded by one 
Captain Wren, whom they killed in his Cab- 
bin, becaufe he would not deliver his Ship 
up voluntarily. There was but little of their 
pargoes onboard of the Ships, fo they might 
as well have let them alone : However fuch 
Doings difpleafed tlie Governor and Mer- 
chants of Mocha, and they had a Defign to 
force Captain Andrews to reftore the Ships, 
but hefuipeding as much, fled on board, and 
left his Colours flying on his Faftory. 

He foon after left Mocha, and carried his 
two Prizes with him, and Mr. Clive, Super- 
cargo of the Str eights Merchant, got Bills 
for his Stock, payable at Grand Cairo, except 
about 6o Bales of Coffee that he carried with 
him to England, where it fold very well, and 
the Company were obliged by the . Law to 
make good all the Ship’s Cargo p'o rata, as 
thofe 6o Bales fold for, which amounted to 
3 zooo Pounds. The Briftol's Cargo was alfo 
made good to her Owners, with the Ship that 
ivas taken at Johanna by the Bhenix, which 
came to 60000 Pounds. And the Little Betty, 
that was alfo taken by xheThenix in her Way 
to India, ' CO&. them 12000 Pounds, tho’ llie 
and her Cargo were fold at Bombay for lefs 
than 6op Pounds,- The Owner of that V cf- 



of -the Eaft Indies, 

'iei was one Mr. Haflewell a‘Qual£erj and a 
fubftanrial -Merchant in London, wlio arrefted 
•Captain Tyrrel going oiF th'e Excliange. The 
Captain preferred ' King James for * Baii, 
but the' Quarter would not accept of him, 
but was content- to accept of Sh? Jofeph 
Herne, wlio became Bail. • - - 

The Charleys, ‘Cefar, and -Royal James and-^ 
Mary way-laid the Surat Shipping, and 
brought in fourteen Sail to 'Bombay, wherel 
faw them lying in A 7 iiio id88, and yet no 
War with the Mogul, only with the Inhabi- 
tants of Surat, whom hethreatned to humble. 

I N October 1688. he went to Surat Road, 
in the Royal James and Mary, with three or 
four other Ships of Countenance, to try if 
ite could bully the Governor, and frighten 
the Merchants into a Pompliaiice of loimg 
their Eflates, but was difappointed in both. 
He ftaid there till the Beginning of Jaituary 
1689, and then left Surat in an Huff, and 
brought all the Ships along wdth him, 

except the Ship Adventure, whom the Rhe~ 
nix had forced over the Bar, when flic was 
lying at the River’s Mouth, taking in a Car- 
go for England, under the Protection of Mr. 
BouelmH Bhirmaund, tvhich was the Griev- 
ance complained of in the x8 Article : .How- 
ever, her Supercargo dying, the ‘Ship’s Bot- 
tom was eaten up with W orms in the River, 
and Part of the Cargo remained many Years 
in Mr. Bouchers Polleffion., 

’ On the General’s Paffage to Bombay, he 
met with a Fleet of Veffels that were carry- 
- ' O 4 in® 
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4ng Corn to an Army of the Mogul's that lay 
at bunder-raj ah-jjore^ about 14 Leagues to 
IthC’ Southward , of Bombay . That Fleet he 
alfo Seized, and carried to Bombay, tho’ a- 
'gainft the Opinion of moft of his Council, 
Before ,this Seizure he askc the Opinion of 
fome Sea-officers, and one Captain Hilder, 
itjeing the eldeft, advifed him not to meddle 
with the Corn Fleet, becaufe it \Yould ilrait- 
eri the Army, and force them to look abroad 
for Provifions, where it might bell: be procu- 
red, ^nd perhaps might afTefl Bombay, which 
was in a great Meafure beholden to their 
‘Neighbours for Suftenance and Fire-wood: 
The General took him up with fcurrilous 
Language, calling him Coward and Fool, and 
pragg’d, that if Sedee Tacoup ( which was the 
Mogul's General’s Name ) hiould dare to come 
with bis Forces on Bo77jbay, he would blow 
liim off again with the Wind of his Bum. 

Cowards are generally ilout when Dan- 
gers are at a Diftance, and fo was our Gener 
fal, who had never feen a Sword drawn in 
Anger, and eonfequently very ill acquainted 
with War ; and when it came to his Door, 
none was ever fo confounded and dejefted as 
he was, as appeared by his Conduft in that 
War that he fo foolilhly brought on himfelf,

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Gives an Account of the War o/' Bombay, he-

' Advice to the ‘Governor Bombay, on 
- granting them a ‘Peace and new Indulgen-' 
ces in Trade. 


W HEN the News came \.o Sedee Ta-< 
couf^ that his Fleet, with his Provifi- 
, ons of Corn and Cloth, were feized and car- 
ried to Bombay, he fent a civil Letter to our 
General to difcharge his Fleet, proteftiilg, 
that as he had not meddled in the Affairs 
between him and the Snraters, he would con- 
tinue neuter, unlefs he was forced to do o- 
therwife ; But our General gave him an in- 
folent Anfwer, and the Fleet was unladed at 
Bombay. 

. Sedee Tacouf fent again to defire the Deli- 
very of his-Fleetin fair Terms, otherwife he 
would be obliged to come with his Army, 
and quarter on Bombay, where his Provifion^ 
were detained, and that if his Fleet was not 
fet at Liberty before the ir of February, 
which was near at hand, he would certainly 
be on Bombay the 14. but ftill receiving unci- 
vil Anfwers, he performed his Promife to a 
Tittle, for that very Night he landed at a Place 
called Souree ( about four Miles diflant from 
the main Fort) with’ ^oooo Men at his Back, 
Our General’s Security had made himne- 
gledt providing for receiving fuchGuefts, tru- 

fling 
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fting to the Reputation of his Forces, who 
were greater then than ever they had been be- 
fore, or ever were fince that Time, and he had 
fmall Ships enow, had they been placed in 
proper Places, that might certainly have hind- 
red his Landing, and forced him Home again ; 
. but all thofe necelfiry Preparations were ne- 
gle(S:ed, and the Sedec landed at Mid-night, 
and the Redoubt where he landed, fired a 
great Gun to give the Alarm, and fo defert- 
ed their Poll, and the Sedee took Poirefiion 
of it. At One in the Morning the Caftle fir- 
ed three Guns to give the general Alarm, 
which brought fuch Fear on thofe that lived 
fccurely in their Houfes without the Caftle, 
that the poor Ladies, both white and black, 
run half-naked to the Fort, and only carried 
their Children with them •, but they were all 
obliged to wait without the Wall, till Day- 
light relieved them. 

Next Morning the Sedee marched to Ma- 
a fmall Fort of 14 Guns, and about 
a random Shot diftant fi*om the Caftle. On 
the Enemy’s Approach, that Fort, tho’ fitua- 
ted on a Point of Rocks, where the Sea de- 
fended three Quarters of it, was alfo defer- 
icd in fnch Precipitancy, that eight or ten 
Chefts of Treafure, which generally contain 
1000 Pounds each, and four Chefts of new 
Arms, were left behind, tho’ the Seamen 
that were fent in Boats to bring them 0% 
preferred to carry them along with them ; 
but the commanding Officer thought them 
apt fit to be trufted with Money and Arms, 
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arid fo they were left for a Prefent to Sedee 
Tdcou^, -with fourteen Cannon, two Mortars, 
with fome Powder, Shot- and Shells: But 
why' that Treafure, and thofe Arms and Am- 
munition were depofited in Mazagun, -few 
could account for, and the Reafons why they 
Were left to the Enemy were as wonderful ; 
but it was plain, that the old Way of Fiiliing 
in troubled Waters was known at Bombay^ 
and the Officer was never called to account 
for his Overfight. 

Sedee Tacon^ finding no Oppofition, fent a 
Party of Men towards Mahim, X.o plunder 
the poor Peafants, and to take that Fort, 
which, he thought, might be deferted as the 
reft had been, and was not in the lead put 
in. his Conjefture, for the Garifon had em-; 
bark’d in Boats, and came by Sea to Bombay^ 
before they faw an Enemy. The Sedee ta- 
king Poffeflion of Mazagun, hoifted his Flag 
there, and made it' his head Quarters. 

The following Day fome of the Enemy 
appeared on Mazagun Hills, which grieved 
our General’s righteous Soul to fee Infidels 
come fo near him in an- hoftile Manner. He 
called a Minion ' of his own, one Captain Be- 
an^ who was no better Soldier- than himfelf, 
and ordered him to take two Companies, 
each containing about feventy ■ Men, and 
march to thofe Hills, and drive the Enem^’^' 
our of his Sight. He ordered orss. ' Mmro^ 
who had been a Soldier at Tdangk'r, to be his 
Lieutenant. In Tangier he had received a 
Wound in his Heel, that fpoiled his Running, 
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and accordingly they marched in good Or- 
der within Shot of the Enemy, who lliewed 
their Heads above the Surface of the Hill, 
but did not offer to advance or expofe their 
Bodies. Several Gentlemen V olunteers took 
their Arms, and accompanied the little Army. 

The Lieutenant advifed the Captain to 
march up the Hill in Platoons, to feparate 
the Enemy’s Forces. The Captain -took it 
as an Affront to be advifed, told his Lieute- 
nant, that, when he had the Command in 
his own Hands, he might ufe it as he thought 
fit, but, as it was intruded to him, he would 
ufe it according to his own Mind, and- fo 
ordered his Men to fpread as much as they 
could, and when they faw the Enemy open 
in the Plain, to difcharge all at once amongft , 
them, which, -he faid, would terrify them. 
Monro oppofed his Scheme, and told him. of 
the Danger he would bring himfelf and them 
into, if the Enemy fliould attack them whilft 
their Arms were reloading ; but nothing could 
diffwade him from his Projeft, and fo com- 
manded his Men to fire as he had direfted. 
The Sedees being ten to one in Numbers, 
and better Runners than our Men, and bet- 
ter acquainted with clofs Fighting with Sword 
and Target, took hold of the Opportunity, 
and advanced with all their Speed, which the 
Captain perceiving, betook himfelf to his 
Heels, and was the foremoft Man to the Tor- 
tugue&e Church, where he took Courage to 
look behind him, to fee what was become of 
his Men. Poor Monro thinking to flop the 
. , ' Enemy’s' 
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Enemy’s Carreer by a Part of the Wing that he 
commanded, found himfelf deferted by alh 
but 13 or 14 flout Fellows, who were foon 
furi'ounded by the Enemy, and cut to Pieces. 

"Pean had not- flopt at the Torttigueze 
Church, had he not found a Party, of 100 
Men that lay there ready to fupport or re- 
ceive him, as his Cafe fhould require. He 
was a Fellow as well made for running as a- 
ny I ever faw, and was fo much in the Gene- 
ral’s Favour, that he had not fo. much as a 
Reprimand for his Cowardice and Misbeha- 
viour. This Relation I had from a Gentle- 
man .Volunteer, who 'kept always near the 
Captain while he could keep Pace with him. 

• When the General Surat:, there were 
feveral Gentlemen in it, forne in' the Compa-» 
ny’s Service, and fome private Perfons, who 
were all imprifoned, and put in Irons,' except 
Mr. Boucher and his Dependents, .who w;ere 
protefted by his Bhirmaund. Thofe impri- 
Ibned were fcurvily ufed, being obliged to. 
pafs thro’ the Streets with Irons about their 
Necks,' for Speftacles to pleafe the Mob. 
Captain JohnJbu and Captain Teaman^ tho’ 
'particular Merchants, werb obliged to a6l- 
their Parts in the Tragi-comedy, and conti- 
nue Prifoners, where Captain Johnfon died, 
but Captain Teaman got his Liberty at the ' 
End of the War, which was about the Be- 
ginning of June 1(590. 

I will now return back to the Year \6%6. 
when Sir John TVeyburn was fent from£’;/^- 
land^ with a Gommiflion of Judge Admiral 

from 
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from the King, and he had likewife another 
CommifTion from the Governor, of the Gom- 
pany ( which they made him believe was alfo 
from the King ) to condemn and hang 13. of ’ 
the Inhabitants of St. Helena^ where, in aTu- 
niult caufed by the Oppreffions’ of the, Go-, 
vernor of that Iflahd, one Johnfon the Se- 
cond was killed. Sir John 'Weyburn took 
his Paffage to India- on board the Ship Lon^ 
doUi and, in his Way, called at St. Helena^ 
and hanged up the 13- profcribed .Perfons, 
without Form of Procefs, for which the Com- 
pany paid . dear afterwards, arid fo had S;ir 
Jdhn^ had he lived ; but he finding the ille- 
gal Proceedings of , Mr. Child tO' be infupp.or- 
tab.le, and meeting with many Affronts . ( from 
that Man without Manners) Bombay 

about two Months before the Sedee came on 
it. He was much lamented by all honefl 
Men that knew him. He was Captain of the 
Hcifjdy Return who accompanied the- Gloce^ 
fter when fiie .was bringing the Duke of Tork 
to Scotland, -mdi loft; by the’ Way. It was 
Captain TVeyburn that fent his Barge to .wait 
on the Duke, and brought him fafe on board 
of. the Ha^Jfy Return,- who .carried him 
forward to Scotland, for. which good Ser- 
vice he was knighted. ‘ 'He was ever after a 
great Favourite'of King James, who feeing he 
could not be brought into his Meafures, put 
that Employ on him, to difmifs him with 
Honour. ^ - ■ • . ■ ■ 

•And now the Sedee h€mg Mafter of the 
whole Hand, except the Caftle and about 
■ ' half 
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half a Mile to the Southward of the Caftle, 
he railed Batteries on ‘Tftmgeree Hill, which 
overlookt the Fort Wall> and diflurbed the 
Garifon very much ; then he put four great 
Guns in the Cuftom-houfcy commonly called 
the Indior-houfe^ and raifed a Battery, at the 
Houfe, within loo Paces of the Fort, 
and another in the Lady’s Houfe that he had 
been fo unkind to, .fo that it was dangerous 
to go out or in at the Caftle Gate, till we got 
up an half Moon before it. All Men were 
then preft into the Company’s Service, and I 
amongft the reft. We paft the Months from 
April to September -very ill, for Prowfions 
grew fcarce by the Addition' of 3000 Seva-- 
jees that were employed as Auxiliaries in the 
military Service of the Company. When the 
Winter Months were over, at September we 
>yent to Sea, with, our fmall Ships, to cruize 
oh the MogfirsSiihjefts, and had pretty good 
Succefs. I was employed in that Service, 
and had the Command of a fmall Privateer 
of 7 or 8 Tuns, with twenty fighting Men, 
and fixteen Rowers. In three or four Months 
I brought nine Prizesinto Bombay^ laden moft 
with Provifions and Clothes for the Enemy’s 
Army, which was now increafed to 40000. 
but we were not allowed any Plunder, but 
were rather plundred our felves, for when 
we brought our Prizes in, our Chefts were 
feverely fearcht, and if we had faved any of 
our Pay, it was feized for the Company’s 
life, as Money we had found in the Prizes, 
which made us cavelefs in purfuing the Ene- 
my 
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my at Sea. Except when Hunger pincht we 
never lopkt out for Prizes, by which Indif- 
ference of ours many of the Enemy efcaped 
that we could have taken. 

The ill Succefs we had afliore with the 
Enemy, made our General lick, and, in 
cember^ he difpatcht two Factors to the Mo- 
gut’s, Court, with a Surat Merchant, called 
Meer Mczamte.- He was our Friend, and 
had fome Intereft at Court. They went un-. 
der the Name of the EngUJh AmbalTadors^ 
Mr. Georgs Weldon was firft in Commiffion, 
and Ablraha7n Ndvaar a Jew was fecond. 
In fifteen Days they arrived at Court, being 
then at Jehaiiabant, They were received but 
coldly ; but, about the Middle of Aprils by 
the fpecial Afliftance of Prefents to the Of- 
ficers at Court, they were admitted to Audi- 
ence, but were brought to AurengzeFsVxQ^ 
fence after a new Mode for Ambaifadors, 
their Hands being tiedby a Safli before them, 
and were obliged to proftrate. The- King 
gWe them a fevere Reprimand, and then 
askt their Demands. They firft made a Con-* 
fellion of their Faults, and defired Pardon, 
then that their Ebir??ta7md which was for- 
feited, lliould be renewed, and that the Sedee 
and his Army fliould be ordered off Bombay. 
Their Submiflion lie accepted of, and pardo- 
ned their Faults, on Condition that Mr. 
fliould leave India in nine Months, and ne- 
ver come back again, the Bblrmaund to 
be renewed, on Condition that Satisfaftion 
mould be given his Subie6:s ' on account of 

' Debts 
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Debts contracted. Robberies committed, and 
Loffes and Damages made good, and, oil 
Security given for the due Performances of 
thefe Premifles, the Sedee and his Army 
fliould be ordered off the Ifland. In Jatina^ 
fy General Child died, which much facilita- 
ted their Affairs, but it was kept feci'et at 
Court, till they knew how the fong would 
order the Aftair about him. In March Meet* 
Mezatnie died alfo, and, it was fuppofed^ 
was poifoned by fome Enemies, contracted 
by his good Services to the Englijh. When 
he was given over by Phyficians, our Am- 
bafladors fent to know what he had done 
with yoooo Rupees^ he had received for fe- 
cret Services. He anfwered,- that he was 
forty that ever he had meddled in their Af^ 
fairs, for he had ferved them even with his 
Life, and yet they were not contented, foi" 
w'hat Ufe that Sum was put to, he durlt not 
divulge. 

When our Affairs were in fo badCircum-* 
fiances at the Mogul’s Couit, the T>Utcb 
Company had one Mr. Baroon their Ambaf- 
fador there, who defigned to impofe on Au- 
rengzeby who, he thought, was ignorant of 
European Affiirs. . The News of the Revo- 
lution in Britain being arrived in India^ when 
he had' an Audience of Aurengzeb, he began 
to magnify the Power 'and Grandeur of his 
Country, and vilify the Englijh. The Afo- 
gul feemed to be pleafed with his Difeourfe, 
to encourage him to go on. He told, that 
the Englijly were but contemptible in Com- 
1 P parifon 
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pari foil of his Sovereigns, for they were for- 
ced to fetid the EiigUJl? a King to rule over 
them, and that if his Majcfty would exclude 
the Eiiglifto from the Trade of his Domini- 
ons, the Hollanders would carry it to a much 
greater Height, and enrich his Treafury, and 
the Engltflo would not know where to get 
Bread. The Mogul gravely aiifwered. That 
if his Mailers were fo much fuperior to the 
Englijlo in Power and Riches, they might 
eaiily drive them out of India, and engrofs 
all the Trade of his Countries to themfelves, 
and'commanded him to tell his Mailers, that 
Jie expelled it from them. Then the Am- 
baffador excufed himfclf, and told, that he 
could aft nothing in that Affair till he re- 
ceived Orders from Holland. Aurengzcb 
then reprimanded him, and lliewed him 
wherein he had lied, for, fa5^s he, about fe- 
venteen Years ago, the King of France con- 
quered mofl of your Country in a few Days, 
and that it was the Englijf?, and not the Pow- 
er of Holland, that repelled him, and that if 
England did not hold the Balance of Power, 
either the Emperor or the King of France 
could conquer it in one Campain. 

The Ambalfidor knew not how to an- 
fwer to thofe Truths : Bur, being lent to ' fo- 
liciie fome Indulgence in their Trade, he 
could obtain none, and fo left the Court 
diffatisfied. 

After our Ambaffadors had obtained 
Pardon, they began to be refpefted, and had 
Liberty to take their Diverfion abroad, till 

a 
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ft new *Phirmaund was drawing up, 'whichji 
according to the Method of the- eaftern 
Courts, took up fome Time : However Or- 
ders were ferit to the Sedee to forbear Hofti- 
iities, and the EngliJfj. had the fame Orders, 
fothat frequent Vifits pafl between the Se-^ 
dees People and ours. Andj during the War^ 
about 6o Europeans of feveral Nationsj had 
deferted from us, and took Pay of the Se- 
dee. The Reafon they gave for their De- 
fertlon, was ill Ufage they had received from 
fome Ivijh Officers; yet mofl of them re- 
turned after the’ War^ on Promife ofPardonj 
T H E being ready, and the re- 

quired Security given, S^seTamiy>iek Bom- 
bay the 8 of Jme, 16^0. but he alfo left a 
Peffilence behind him, which, in four Months 
Time, deflroyed more Men than the Waif 
had done, and, for Joy, made a malicious 
Bonfire of his head Quarters Mazagun Fort, 

- Now we may fee the MoguVs Stile in his 
new Thh' 7 nmind to be fent to Snrat^ as it 
{lands tranflated by the Company’s Interpre- 
ters, which runs thus in the printed Copy an"' 
next to Sir "John Child's 35” Articles ofGiie« 
Vances. 

*~pHe Octajion ofyoiir writing to me, wds ybitV 
being in Fault of all thefe T'roilbles, that 
you have relented of what you have done^ that 
you made feveral Co7nplaints againft fo7'me'd 
Goveiniors, all which I have here froin feve^ 
7 ^al of my Umbras, and the feveral Abiifes re- 
ceived fro7/i theiTii and their Ojfcers, all which 

t - 
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you Jhould have acquainted me with, before 
you proceeded fo violently. Having acknow- 
ledged your Error, and defir cd Ear don,! do 
not only grant your Requefi, pardoning what 
ispaft, but granting you Phirmaund accor- 
ding to your EOefirc, and have ordered Affit 
Caun to forward it io the Governor ^y^Surat, 
'with finch E articular s as he will acquaint 


you with. 

At the Arrival of my Phirmannd, receive 
it with great RefpeB, acknowledging the 
great Glory yon have got in obtaining the fame, 
that you may trade as formerly at your Elea- 
fiure, and as acenfiot/jary. That you deliver 
the' Merchants, that have complained againfl- 
you, their Ships with their Ejfc&s. That, 
for the future, you do not commit the like Er- 
ror, in doing as you have 'done, and pi'-occed 
according to my Will and Eleafiurc, and be not 
forgetful of the fame. 

if you receive any Affronts fi'om my Gover- ■ 
nors, or their Officers, or any of my Sub] eels, 
be not negligent in acquainting me of the fame. 
I have ordered Amt Caun to write accor- 


dingly. 

What you write concerning former Gover- 
nors, protesting Mr. Boucher, that you have 
feveral Hemands of him, that you cannot call 
him to an Account, defiring that he may be de- 
livered to you. My Order is, that you prove 
your Hemands according to Law, that -Ju- 
ft ice may be done accordingly.

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I T feems the King was not ignorant of the 
hard Ufage his Subjc 6 l-s had met with, nor 
was he defirous to ufe Severity in punilliing 
Offences and Affronts; but, like an indul- 
gent Prince, only told them of their Faults, 
and prudently admoniflied them not to be 
guilty of falling into fuch like Errors, and, 
in a majelHck Stile, advifed them to receive 
his Favours and Graces with great Refpeft, 

. and that they ought to make the Law the 
Standard of Juftice, and, in all his Words 
and Aflions, ufed a Chrijrian Moderation. 

General CJjtld being dead, Mr. John 
Vanx fucceedcd him in the Government of 
Bombay ; but Mr. Bartholomew Harris, who 
had been Prifoner at Surat ( all the Time of 
the Runture) had the Seigniority in the Com- 
pany’s Service ; but it being not the Cuftom, 
for one that had been the Mogul’s, Prifoner 
(for any Crimes judged to be capital) to re- 
ceive publick Marks of Efteem from the 
State, without a fingular Amneily from the 
King, Mr. Va7ix was obliged to go to Surat 
and receive the Bhirmaund and the King’s 
Serpaw or Prefent, which, on fuch Occafi- 
ons, is generally a fine Horfe, and a Suit of 
Clothes from Head to Foot, made of rich 
Atlalfes or Zeerbajias, Thofe arc Sattins 
or Taffataes full of Gold or Silver Flower’s 
wrought in them. The Horfe muft never after 
be fold, on no Account whatfoevcr. They 
havealfo a fine Turband, embroidered Shoes, 
and a Dagger of Value, lluckinto a fine Cum- 
7nei'band or Safli ; ' and, being equipt in that 

P 3 Habit, 
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Habit, the ^hirmaimd is prefented ( by the 
Goosberdaar or Hosbalhoucfzam, or, in Eng- 
lijh^ the King’s MefTenger, ) and the Gover- 
nor of the Province or City makes a flioit 
Speech adapted to the Occahon, fetting forth 
the great Honour conferred upon him by 
the grcate’ft King in the World, with an Ad- 
monition to make future A^iions deferve 
the Merit of fuch Favours. 

After the aforefaid Manner Mr. Fd/M 


received the Ehmnaund in a gilded Box, 
and, according to Cuftom, put it on hisTur- 
tand for a little While? and, by an Interpre- 
ter, returned the Governor’s Compliment, 
acknowledging the King’s Favours, and the 
Governor’s Civilities ; and then the Gover- 
nor conduced him from the Garden ( where 
the Ceremony Fas performed ) into the Ci- 
ty? through a great Concourfe of People, 
who welcomed him with Shouts of Joy as he 
pad thro’ the Streets to the Englijh Fadlory, 
After Mr. Vatix had {laid in the City a- 
bout a Week, he fent to acquaint the Go- 
vernor of the Neceility he lay under to re^ 
turn back to his Government of Bombay i 
but the Governor fent him Word, that none 
but he could be trufted by the King to fee 
the Performance of the ConU'aft accompli- 
fted, and begged, that he would not think 
pf leaving the City, led the King iliould take 
it amifs, and repent him of the Favours he 
fiad die wed to the Eafi-'mdta Company ; and 
fq Mr. Vau^a was detained an Flodage for 
|iis IVl^der§ future good j^^haviour, 
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Mr. Harris, according to that Cotnpan)'’s 
ordinary Cuftom, demanded the Prefidency 
from Mr. Vaux, who, to fave Contention, 
( gave it to him, tho’ his Mind was fo debili- 
tated, that he was but few Degrees wifer 
than an Ideot, and, in two Years Time, Mr. 
Kaux was fufpended the Company’s Service, 
and to remain their Hoftage at his own Char- 
ges, and fo he continued till the Year 1697. 
that he, by Accident, was drowned in Surat: 
River, by a Pinnace’s overfetting, in which 
he and his Lady had been taking a Pleafure 
on the Water. 

This Mr. Vanx had been Book-keeper 
to Sir JoJiah Child in England, and, for his 
good Services and Behaviour, was preferred 
by his Mailer to a Supercargo’s Poil in a Ship 
to China, which Trade, in thofe Times, was 
the moil profitable of any within the Limits 
of the Company’s Charter. In Anno 1684. 
he was fent thither on board a Ship called 
the Carolina,^ commanded by one Captain 
Harding ; but, Mr. Vanx and Harding difa- 
greeing in their PaiTage to China, Mr. Vaux 
laded the Ship, and fent her back to Eng- 
land, while he himfelf went PaiTenger on 
board a Surat Ship for Bo'mbay, where he 
was entertained in the Company’s Service as 
a Fadlor, and wrote to Sir JoJiah Child the 
Reafons he had for leaving the Carolina, and 
his Refolution of flaying in India. Sh* JoJi- 
ah continued his Eileem for Mr. Vaux, and 
procured him feveral profitable Poils at one 
and* the fame Time in the Company’s Ser- 

P 4 vice. 
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vice, and, amongft the reft, conftitnted him 
ludf^e in civil Aflairs, which brought him 
both a eood Salary and Perquifitcs. After he 
was inftalled in that Office, Sir Jo^ wrote 
him a Letter of Admonition and Remmil- 
ccnce, wherein, after many PoftulaLCS, put 
him in Mind of the many Favours he had 
done him, and that now, having the Power 
of condemning the Company’s Enemies, or 
fuch as ftiould be deemed fo, particularly 
thofc who ftiould dare to queftion the Com- 
pany’s Power over all the Brttlfli Subjects 
in India, and that he expeaed his Orders 
from Time to Time, ftiould be obfervedand 

obeyed as ftatutc Laws. j c- 

M R. Vdux gratefully acknowledged Sir j o- 
fialds Favours in his Anfwer to that Letter, 
and promifed, that, as he had put him into 
that Poll of Honour and Profit, he would 
ftiive to acquit himfelf with all the Integrity 
and juftice he was capable of, and that the 
Laws of his Country flioiftd be the Rule he 

defigiied to walk by. - ^ , r 

I N Anfwer to that Letter, Sir Jojiah teem- 
ed to be angry, and wrote roundly to Mr. 
Vaux, that he expeaed his Orders were to 
be his Rules, and not the Laws of England, 
which were an Heap of Nonfenfe, compiled 
' by a few ignorant Country Gentlemen, who 
iwdly knew how to make Laws for the good 
Government of their own private Families, 
much lefs for the Regulating of Companies 
9,nd foreign Commerce, 
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I am the more particular in this Account, 
becaufe I faw and copied both thofe Let- 
ters m Anno j6^6. while Mr. Vanx and I 
were Prifoners at Snrat^ on Account of Cap- 
tain Evo 7 'ys robbing the MoguFs great Ship, 
called the Gunjivny. 

Having given an Account of fome Part 
of Sir John Child's Reign, I muft alfo remark 
a few Slips in the Government of fome of 
his SuccelTors, and of the Ways that they 
took to get into the Chair of Bombay. 

I remark’d before, that Mr. Harris was a 
very weak and indolent Perfon, very unfit to 
govern a Colony and the Fadories fubordinate 
to Bombay y and, by that Means, a cunning 
defigning Fellow, one Mr. Samuel Annejley 
had the Reins of the Government wholly in 
his Management, who fliewed, that he had 
malicious Wit and Avarice enough to em- 
broil both his Mailers and the private Mer- 
chants Affairs in Surat in Harris's Time, 
and, on Harris's Death, got into the Prefi- 
dency, or rather Tyranny. 

The Mogul's Subje£ls have a good many 
fine large Ships that trade all over India. 
The Owners of thofe Ships had a very great 
Regard for the Courage, Conducl, and Art 
of Navigation of the Englijh, above any ou- 
tlier European Nation in India ; and, for 
thofe Qualifications, the Indian Owners pro- 
cured Eiiglijh Officers to go in their Ships, 
and allowed them very handfom Salaries and 
, indulgences. The Captains had from lo to 
ly Month, Matos frpm <5 to 9 A. and 

the 
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the Gunners and Boatfwains • had alfo good 
Salaries, befides the Privilege of carrying 
fome Goods and Merchandizes, Freiglit free. 

Mr. Amiejley thought thofe Salaries and 
Indulgences were too great for Seamen, fo 
he went about to reduce them to about one 
Half, and the other Moiety he lookt on as his 
own due by virtue of his Poft. 

Some through Fear or Ncce/Iity compli- 
ed, others again, who dcfpifed both his Pow- 
er and Tyranny, would, by no Means, come 
into his Meafures, and thofe he lookt on as 
Rebels, and pcrfecutcd them to the utmoll 
of his Power, bribing the Mogul's Governor 
to plague ns ; fo fomc were ruined by his Vil- 
lany, whilft others bade him open Defiance : 
And we were not w^anting on our Side to 
expofe him and his Mailers to the Mogul’s 
Subje6ls, which, in the End, was the Lofs 
of both their Eilcem and Credit among the 
trading People of that Country. . The poor- 
er Sort, whofe Maintenance depended on 
their Labour and Induftry, lofing their Em- 
ploys in tbe -MoortJI? Merchants Service, 
were obliged to fall on new Schemes to fup- 
port. themfelves, 'not very well fuited to the 
Company’s Intereil, for fome went and joyn- 
ed themfelves with the Pirates. 

The Company in receiving Ac- 

counts from every one that came hom. India, 
of Harris and Auucjlcy's Maladminiftrations, 
fent out Sir John Gayer to take Care of their 
Affairs. He arrived in Anno 1604. with the . 
lofty Title of General of all India,. He 

conti' 
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continued Annejley in.the Company’s Service 
till the Year 1700. but divefted him of all 
Power of doing more Mifchief ; but, in the 
End, he difmift him the Company’s Service. 

-.Sir John Gay 67 ' was a Man not vitious in 
his Temper, yet he had fome Slips in his 
Government that proved prejudicial, to his 
Charadler, tho’, in Matters of common Com- 
merce, he afted pretty regularly, till a young 
Lafs of 3000 X. Portion made him diipenfe' 
with the common . Methods of Matrimony, 
This young Gentlewoman was a. Daughter 
of Mr. /F^rXs before mentioned. She had 
no Relations alive, and unadvifedly married 
one Mr. Solofnon.Loyd aFaftor,and the Mai-.- 
riage was clandefline, which was pofitively a- 
gainft the (latute Law of Bombay, where no 
Marriage is binding but when the .Gover- 
nor’s Confent is tackt to it. ' This Law Sir 
John had got by Heart, and unmarried- the 
poor , Fa6lor after Confummation, and mar- 
ried her to his own Son ; but the fecond 
Marriage was attended with iU Confequen- 
ces, for, whilft her Husband was at Chma, 
one Coleman was ordered to teach • her to 
write good Englijh, but, neglefting thoTe 
Orders, he taught her fomething elfe, and 
was'difcovered-in the Praftifing, by a watch- 
. fui Mother in Law. The poor School-mafier 
was fent, in Irons, .on board of a Ship for 
Engkitd. And the poor Husband’s Head a- 
ked as long -as he lived. ' 

Another Piece of ill Conduft was iii 
forcing the Moc/j^Frigat’s Men on board, a-" 

gainft 
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gainfl their Wills, to proceed on a Voyage 
to China, notwitbftanding their juft Com- 
plaints ^g^m’ii Edgecomb their Captain, whom 
the Mutineers fliot in bis Cabbin, and then 
turned Pirates, and infefted the Sireights of 
Malacca, robbing and plundring all Ships 
that they could overcome. Captain Hide, 
in the Horrel, met her there in her PaiP^ge 
to China, and had a fliarp Engagement with 
her, but got clear with the Lofs of i6 Men 
killed, and fome wounded, which difabled 
the "Horrel fo, that flic proceeded no farther 
than Malacca. 

And another Fault of Sir was in 

fufFering himfclf and his Lady to be taken 
Prifoners at Swally, by the- Governor of Sn- 
rafs Order, when he might cither have avoi- 
ded that Difgrace by Force or Flight ; b\itit 
w^as generally believed, that that v/as only a 
Piece of Policy to get to Surat, in order to 
employ his Money, which he could do much 
better there than at Bombay. 

Sir Nicholas JVaite fupplanted Sir John 
in the Government of Boinbay, and in the 
Prefidency. He was a Man of very loofe 
Morals ; and his bare-fac’d Injuftices and 
Prevarications irritated the Inhabitants and 
Soldiery of Bombay, that they feized him, 
and fent him Prifoncr for England. Tho’ his 
Reign was fliort, it was very pernicious to his ' 
Mafters, as well as to particular Merchants un- 
der his Jurifdiclion. But, to return from this 
DigrefQon, 


Bom^ 
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Bombay was governed by a Deputy, fince 
the Prcfident was obliged to flay at Surat, 
And of feven .or eight hundred Euglijh that 
inhabited before the Wat, there were not a- 
bove fixty left by the Sword and Plague, and 
Bombay^ that was one of the' pleafantefl Pla- 
ces in India, Vas brought to be one of the 
' moll difmal Deferts ; but the Spirit of Inju- 
ftice flill rcfided in it, for thofe who . had 
ventured thro’ the W ar and Plague in De- 
fence of the Ifland, had not the Liberty of 
returning Home to their own Country, nor 
to raife' their Fortune by private Trade, but 
all were continued pveft Men in the Right 
Honourable Company’s Service, Without the 
Hope of Preferment, which made' fomeDif- 
contents. 

And, even in the Time of Wav, when 
Strangers lliould have been encouraged to 
bring Provifions on the Ifland, the Compa- 
ny’s Taxes of 5 per Cent-, were exafted with 
great Severity, for I have feen the Bortu- 
gueze Subjefts bring twenty or thirty Poultry 
to the Market, and have had five of the beft 
taken for the Cuflom of the reft.

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CHAR XX. 

Gives an Account of what is remay'kable on 
fome Ifands^ and oftheSea-coaJi^ as far as 
Goa. 

^ I W O Leagues from the CAflle is a fmali 
ifland belonging to the Company, cal- 
led Butcher'''^ Hand, but of no Ufe, befides 
hauling Ships afliore to clean* and graze a 
few Cattle. And, a League from thence, is 
another larger, called Ele])hanto^ belonging 
to the Bortiigucze, and ferves only to feed 
fome Cattle. I believe it took , its Name 
from an Elephant carved out of a great black 
Stone, about feven Foot in Height. It is fo 
like a living Elephant, that^ at two hundred 
Yards Diftance, a^ fliarp Eye _ might be de- 
ceived by its Similitude. A little Way from, 
that flands an Horfe, cut out of a Stone, but 
not fo proportionable and welWliaped as the 
Elephant. 

There is a pretty high Mountain flands 
in the Middle of the Ifland, fliapt like a blunt 
Pyramid, and, about the Half of the Way to 
the Top, is a large Cave, that has two 
large Inlets, which ferve both for PaiTage 
into it and Lights. The Mountain above it 
reffs on large Pillars, hewn out of a folid 
Rbck, and the Pillars curioufly carved. Some 
have the Figures of Men, about eight Foot 
high, in feveral Poflure's* but exceedingly 
well proportioned and cut. There is one 
that has a Giant* with four Heads joyned. 
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and their Faces looking from each other. He 
is in a fitting Pofture, with his Legs and Feet 
under his Body. His right Hand is above 
twenty Inches long. There are feveral dark 
Rooms hewn out of the Rock, and a fine 
Spryig of fweet W ater comes out ■ of one 
Room, and runs thro" the Cave out at one 
of the Inlets. I fired a Fuzee into one of the 
. Rooms, but I never heard Cannon nor Thun- 
der make fuch a dreadful Noife, which con- 
tinued about half a Minute ; and the Moun- 
tain feemed to ihake. AlToon as the Noife 
was over, a large Serpent appeared, which 
made us take to our Heels, and got out of 
the Cave at one Door, and he, in great Hafte, 
went' out at the other. I judged him about 
I y Foot long, and x Foot about. And thefe 
were all that I faw worth Obfervation on that 


Hand. I askt the Inhabitants 'of the Hand, 
who were all Gentoivsy or Gentiles, about 
twenty in Number, if they had any Account, 
by Hiflory or Tradition, who made the Cave, 
or the ^ladrupeds carved in Stone ; but 
they could give no Account. About a Lea- 
gue froha El^hanto, is an Hand called SaE 
vageo:- It affords nothing but Fire-wood, 
with which it fupplies Bombay. And, about 
half a League from it, is the Hand of Car- 
ronjaa, belonging to the Bortngneze. It af- 
fords no Trade, but Eatables for Bombay, 
from whence it lies Eaft about two Leagues. 
Between it and the main Land, is the Mouth 
of Ten River. And four Leagues South of 
Bombay, are two fmall Hands, Vudra and 
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Cundra. The firft has a Fortrefs belonging 
to the Sedec^ and the other is fortified by 
the Sevajee, and is‘ now in the Hands of 
■ Coimajee Angarie. The Englijt? have made 
feveral Attempts to take it, but never could, 

. tho’ m Anno 1719. it had certainly been, ta- 
ken, had not a Tor'tugueze Traitor, who lay 
on one Quarter of it withfome V efiels of War 
to hinder Relief coming to it, betrayed his 
Truft, and let fome Boats pafs by in the 
Night with Provifions' and Ammunition, 
which the Ifland was in great Want of. The 
EiigliJIo landed, and were obliged to retire 
by fome Lofs they received. 

About four Miles to the South-eafi; of 
Cundra, is Ciilahee, a Fort built on a Rock a 
little Way from the main Land ; and, at 
high Water, it is an Ifland, belonging to 
the Sevajee. And, ^ Leagues to the South 
of Culabee, is Chant, a Town belonging to 
the Tortimieze, whofe River affords an Har- 
bour for Imall VelTels. The Town is forti- 
fied, and fo is an Ifland on the South Side of 
the Harbour, called ' Chant Moar, which may 
be known. 5 or 6 Leagues off at Sea, by a 
white Church built on it. Chant, in former 
Times, was a noted Place for Trade, parti- 
cularly for fine embroidered Quilts ; but now 
it is miferably poor. 

E>ande Rajapore lies feven Leagues to the 
Southward of Chant, a . Town belonging to 
the Sedee, who generally lies there with a 
Fleet oftheAfo(7;//’sVeffel sand Ships of War, 
and an Army of 30 or 40000 Men. This Place 

■ affords 
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'affords a good Harbour for. his Fleet, and, 
the Country abotit feeds good Numbers of 
black Cattle, from whence, Bombay is moftly 
fupplied, when, they keep in good Terms with 
the Sedee^ other wife he makes .them feedoa 
Fifii, which' that Ifland is plentifully ftored 
with; but now worfe than before the Se-^ 
dee’s War. There is a Rock. fortified by the 
SevajeCj that lies within a League of the 
Mouth of BOande Rajapore River, to the 
Northward, and' another as far to the South- 
ward, called the Whale, that fliews his Back 
at low Water. 

Coasting to the Southward from 
de Rajap 07 -e, are feveral fmall Rivers and fi- 
■ftiing Towns. Zeferdon is the befl, and two 
little Hands called Homey Coat, fortified and 
kept by the Sevajee. It lies $ Leagues to. 
the Northward of T>abul, which Hands at 
.the Mouth of a large River, and, of old, 'Was 
a; Place of Trade, and where the EngliJfjt 
oncdhad aFaftory. 

There is an excellent Harbour for Ship- 
ping 8 Leagues to the Southward of T>abul, 
called Sangufeer ; but the Country about be-' 
ing inhabited by Raparees, it is not frequen- 
. ted : . Nor is Rajapore, about 7 Leagues to 
the Southward of Sangufeer, tho’ it has the' 

' Conveniency of one of the beft Harbours in' 
"the World, and had formerly both an Eng- 
lijl) and French Factory fettled there; and 
the Place where General Child had his Edu- 
cation, from ' ten Years old to eighteen, un- 
der his Uncle Mr. Goodjl^aw, who was Chief 

t , Q <;here. 
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there, and having betrayed fome of his 
Uncle’s Secrets, 'in making ufe of the Com- 
pany’s Cafli in his own private Trade, Iiis 
Uncle was cafliier’d, and, before the Ne- 
phew was come to four and twenty, he had 
the Honour to fill his Chair. 

Abo u T the Year 1685”. when Aurengz,eh\ 
Army was in T)ecan^ in order to bring Seva- 
jee Rajah to Submiffion, but could never do 
it, a Son of Auraif^zeb, called Shcek Eckbar^ 
had contrafted a thienddhp with the Rajah. 
His Father having Notice of it, dilTembled 
his Refentment, till he had, by fair Promi- 
fes, entic’d the Sevajee to come to his Camp 
on the publick Faith, but had a Defign to 
have him cut off in his Return from the 
Camp. Sheek Eckbar forewarned him of his 
Danger, while he was in the Camp, which 
made the Rajah depart in the Night, with- 
out taking a formal Leave, which Anreng- 
zeb imputed to his Son’s Advice to the Ra- 
jah, and, to requite his Son, he had a Mind 
to make his Lite atone for the Rajah's, but 
defigned it to be taken from him by Strata- 
gem ; wherefore, pretending more Kindnefs 
than ordinary to his Son, he fent him a fine 
Horfe, richly furniilied, and a Veft, which 
•was very rich and beautiful, but was poifo- 
ned by a perfumed Powder. His Son, with 
great Acknowledgments, received the Pre- 
fent, but, being too well acquainted with his 
Father’s Subtilty, put not the Vefi; on, but 
deferred it to another Time, that he might 
put it on with more Solemnity ; however he 
^ orde- 
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ordered it to be put on a Slave, who died 
in a Day or two after he put it on. On which 
Sheek Eckbar fled to Rajahpofe., and took 
Shipping, with a few Attendants, for MuR 
kat, where he was Idndly received by two 
Eiigltjh Gentlemen, Meffieurs Bendal and 
Stephens^ and they provided a VelGfel to car- 
ry him to .Eer/iai where he had a royal Wel- 
come, and was jfbon after married to that 
King’s Sifter, whom Meri'weys dethroned, 
and beheaded at Ifpahan. . 

When the Engltfi) had a Faftory at 
jahpre, that Country produced the fineft' 
Beteellas and Muflins in India ; but now all 
Arts and Sciences are difcquraged, and the 
Port not frequented. There are fine artifi- 
cial Cifterns for Water there, and a natural 
hot Bath, within three Yards of a very cold 
one ; and both are reckoned very medicinal. 

' Gbiria .is another Harbour, about ^ Lea- 
gues to the Southward. of Rajahpore. That 
is the common Place of Reiidence for Con^ 
najee Angarie, which is well fortified by a 
ftrong large Caftle, waflit by the Sea. Whe- 
ther Gbiria isalfo zd^Q^Vizendrtick^ or whe- 
ther it lies about feven Leagues more fouther- 
ly, I am not certain ; but that Place, to the 
Southward, determines the Limits of his Go- 
vernment that Way. 

About Leagues to the Southward of 
Gbiria, is an Ifland about x Miles in Circum- 
' ference, and fortified with a Stone Wall 
round it, called Malwan. It lies about a Mile 
from the main Land, and is governed by an 
f Qz inde- 
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independent Rajah^ who is alfo a Freeboot-’ 
er, and keeps three or four Grabs at Sea to 
rob all whom they can mafler. And. that is 
all I know of him. 

Vingurla lies about 4 Leagues’ to the South- 
w^ard of Md'-jjajh ^^nd was formerly a Place- 
of Trade ; and the ^ictch Company had a 
Faftory there for Cloth, both fine andcoarfe.* 
But, in Anno 16^6, a Rajah, called Kcaipa- 
foil, overrun that Country, and fiibdued ity 
and. Under Pretence of vifiting the "Dutch 
chief Fadlor, took an Opportunity of the 
Dutch being in Security, feized their Faftq- 
ry, arid plundred it, but killed no Body, 
The trading People in the Country, in and a- 
bout the Town, having no Security for their 
Perfons and Ellates,' fled to the Rot'iugueze 
Dominions of (rc?/z, that lies within 6 Leagues 
of Vingurla. The Rajah finding the Country 
deferred by the Natives, wrote to the Vice- 
roy of Goa to fend them back, but, on his 
Noncompliance, ehtred the Rortugneze Ter- 
ritories, and plundred and burnt all he could 
lay Hands on, not fparing the Churches and 
Images, for which Sacrilege the Rortngueze 
gave him the Name oiKeniaSanBo, or. Saint 
Burner ; and they raifed a Force fufficient 
to drive him and his Freebooters out of their 
porninions, but, for many Years,- continued 
in his Robberies, when Opportunity prefen- 
ted, which kept the poor Country Pcafants 
continually alarmed ; and, for all the Rortu-' 
giteze Hanghtinefs and Pride, they were at 
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taft forced to buy a Peace, and allow him a 
yearly Penfiori to keep him quiet. 

PJe is a Soldier of Fortune, and willferve 
thofe Rajahs who hire him bell, fo that if 
he affifts one at one Time, if another gives 
him better Hire^ he tacks about, and ferves 
on the other Side. His Army confifts of 7 
or 8000 Men, and he had x Grabs a Pirating 
at Sea, but, in a Difpute about a Prize whic^ 
Connkjee Angarte laid Claim to, they went to . 
“War, and Connajee being much fuperior to’ 
him in Power, firft took his Grabs and burnt 
them, and then landed at and burnt 

and deftroyed the Villages near the Town. 
And I know not if ever they made Peace 
lince. 

Two Leagues to the Northward of Vjn-: 
gurla River there is a Parcel of Rocks that 
llretches about x Leagues into the Sea. The 
outermoft lies in 17 Fathoms of Depth. 
They feem to have been Vnlcanoes. 

The Religion of all the Countries, from 
V^aiide Rajajofr^ to the. Dominions of Gody 
is Ragauifm ; but they are not tied up to 
divine or moral Pvules. And fo I leave them, 
?nd take a View of Goa. 
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CHAP. XXI. 

Gives m Account of Goa its Situation^ 
Trade^ Religion and Churches, vuith the 
Fo 7 ''tzfications about it, the Lmits of the 
Portugueze T>onnnions there, as Jar South 
as Cabo dc Rama. 

G oa, the Metropolis of India, under 
the Dominion of the Crown of Toi'tu-^ 
gal, {lands on an Illand about Miles long, 
and 6 broad. The City is built on the North 
Side of it, on a Champain Ground, and has 
the Conveniency of a fine fait AVater River, 
capable to receive Ships of the larged Size, 
where they ly within a Mile of the Town, 
The Banks of the River are beautified with 
noble Struftures of Churches, Cadies and 
Gentlemens Houfes; but, in the City, the 
Air is reckoned unwholfom, which is one 
Caufe why at prefent it is not well inhabited. 
The Vice-roy’s Palace is a noble Edifice, 
{landing within Pidol Shot of the River, o- 
ver one of the Gates of the City, which leads 
to a fpacious noble Street, about half a Mile 
long, and terminates at a beautiful Church, 
called Mifericordia, The City contains ma- 
ny noble Churches, Convents and Cloiders, 
with a dately large Hofpital, all well endow’d, 
and well kept. The Market-place dands 
near the Mifericordia Church, and takes up 
about an Acre fquare, where tnod Things of 
the Produfl- of that Country are to be fold ; 
and? in the Shops about it, may be had 
, what 
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what Europe^ ChmUi Bengal, and other Coun- 
ti'ies of lels Note furnifli them with. Every 
Church has a Set of Bells, that one or other 
of them are continually ringing, and, being 
all chriflned; and dedicated to fome Saint, 
they have a fpecifick Power to drive away 
all Manner of evil Spirits, except Poverty in 
the Laity, and Pride in the Clergy ; but, to 
ihofe that are not ufed to nocturnal Noifes, 
they are very troublefom in the Nights. The 
Vice-roy generally refides at the Powder- 
houfe, about two Miles below the City, on 
the River Side, the Springs of Water tliere 
being reckoned the beft on the Ifland, which 
is a Liquor very much eftecmed by the iPor- 
'tngneze, except when they can get Wihe'o'r 
Spirits Coll free, and then they’ll drink to 
Excels. 

. .The Religion,' eftablifled by Law, Is the 
Romtjfy, and here are the mod zealous Bigots 
of it ,* and the Laws of the Church ( but 
hot of their Country) are .rigoroufly pDfef- 
ved, and there is a fevere Inquifitioil Cohrc 
to pu’ni'lli any whora^the liiquifitors have the 
lealtSuTpicionof, which aws both Clergy and 
Laity to fuch a Complacency, that I queftibii 
if there is fuch a Pack of notorious llypo- 
crites in the World; and 3?et their hi'dian 
Converts, who go by the general Name of Can- 
iiarians, retain fo much of their ancient 
mfl) Superdition, that they abdain from eat- 
ing Cows Flelli, b'ecaufe of the yeneration 
paid to that Bead, above others, by the Gen- 
tows, whofe Offspring they are. , 

Q 4 THEnn 
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There are many Gcntows dwell in the 
City, who cannot be brought to change their 
idolatrous Superftition for the Religion of 
Rome^ but they are tolerated, becaufe they 
are generally more induftrious than the C/jri- 
fmns, efpecially in mechanical Employments 
and Agriculture ; but the mercantil Part of 
them arc very fubjedl to the Infults of the 
Reynolds^ or European Fidalgoes, who will 
often buy their Goods, and n’ever pay for 
them, which Cnflom has alfo crept into fome 
Countries better polilhed than the Rortu-- 
gueze, only with fome Reftridlions, that they 
3are not ufc Force in taking what they have 
Occafion for, as the Rortugneze do, nor in- 
flict- corporal Punifliments on their Creditors, 
when they ask for their Moneji', fo that it is 
dangerous for the poor induftrious Merchant, 
either to refufe their Goods, or ask for their 
Money when it is due, for Fear of a Bafti- 
nado in either Cafe, and fopietimes worfe 
Confequences, which Abufes make the Cir- 
culation of Trade very faint and weak. 

The Clergy at Goa are very numerous 
and illiterate, and are a very great Burden 
on the State. Their Churches are richly fur- 
hiflied with fine Decorations and Images, 
and, as I faid before^ richly endow’d to 
maintain the Luxury of a great ISiumber of 
idle Drones. 

. Their Houfes are large, and their Outfides 
magnificent; but within (like their Owners 
Heads) they are but poorly furniflit, and their 
/Tables very moanf Green Fruits and Roots, 

‘«k: iJ 
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in their Seafons, with a little Bread and Rice 
go far in their Diet ; and candied and pre- 
I'erved Fruits are their Regalia in all Seafons. 

• They have Hogs and Fowl plenty, but ufe 
them fparingly ; and the Church feeds moft on 
Filli, but not miraculoufly, for the poor Fifliers 
dare fell none til] the Priefthood is firil: fer- 
ved, fo that the Laity moftly eat ftale or 
ftinking Filh. And the Soldiery, Filhers, 
Peafants and Handicrafts feed on a little 
Rice boyled in Water, with a little Bit of 
fait Fifli, or Atchaar^ which is pickled Fruits 
or Roots, and drink fair Water, when they 
can get it. This fine fpare Diet never loads 
them with fuperabundant Flefli on their 
Bones, and, without, the Church, it is rare to 
find a corpulent Man among them. They 
are generally very weak ,and feeble, but 
whetlier that proceeds from their Diet, or 
from their too great Inclinations to Venery, 
or from both, I am not Phyfician enough to 
determine. 


Their Soldiers Pay is very fmall and ill 
paid. They have but fix Xerapheens ^er 
Month, and two Suits of Calico, fiript -or 
chequered, in a Year. Their two Suits may 
amount to forty Xerapheens j ' and a Xera-- 
fbeen is worth about fixteen Pence half Peny 
Ster. Out of their fix Xerapheens in Money 
that they are tq receive, their Captain, who is 
Barrack-mafter and Viftualler to his Compa- 
ny, detains five, and the other one is paid in 
fmall Money to difcharge the Accounts of 
the Shoemaker, Taylor, Barber, Wafherman 

an^ 
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and Tobacc'onift, fo that Frugality is no 
great Virtue among them, tho’ Theft is, and 
really they are very dextrous in that Art, As 
well as in Murder, for if they are detcftcd* 
in committing fuch innocent Crimes, the 
yery next Church is a Saii6hjary for them, 
and neither divine nor human Laws can af- 
fe6i; them after they get in there. 

This Nation was famous in the fifteenth 
Ceiitiiry for their Navigation and Difcoverics 
into the Edft Indies, where, by Friendfiiip 
or Force, they made Settlements all over its 
Sea-coafts. Their Settlements were thick' fet 
between Mozambique and Japon ; and, as a 
Monument of their Grandeur then, their 
Language goes current along moft of the 
Sca-coaft at this Time. Their infolcnt Pride 
and War with the Dutch have brought them 
to the Poverty and Contempt they ate in, 
as I lliall remark in their proper Places. 

The Muskat War, ( that has lafted fince 
the Arabs took that City from them ) tho’ the 
longed;, has done them lead Harm, for it o-r 
bliges them to keep an Armada of five or fix 
Ships, befides fmall Frigats and Grabs of 
War, which gives Bread to great Numbers 
of People, who otherwife would be much 
more burdenfom to the State, by crowding 
hito Churches. The Arabs and they have 
had many Encounters, but no great Damage 
done on either Side. I \X^as Witnefs to one 
Engagement near Surat Bar, but it was not 
bloody. 


They 
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THEYalfo have had feveral Wars afliore. 
But the moft dangerous to the City of Goa^ 
was that with Sevajee Rajah, who got Foot- 
ing on the Hand about the Year 1685-. He 
raifed fome Batteries againft the Town, 
which would have annoyed it very much, 
had not a Rortngueze Heroine, in a Sally, got 
into a Redoubt of the Enemy’s, and cut them 
to Pieces, which llruck fuch a Terror into 
Sevajee^ Army, that they quitted their Pofts 
and Bed. The Lady was alive in Anno 1705*. 
and received the Pay of a Captain all her 
Days after that noble Exploit. She was cal- 
led ’Honna Maria. She came to India in 
Man’s Apparel, in Queft of a Gentleman 
that had promifed her Marriage, and then 
deferted her, and went, in Quality of Cap- 
tain, to India ; blit Ihe found him, and chal- 
lenged him at Sword and Piftol, but he ra- 
ther chofe to malte the Quarrel up amicably 
by Marriage. 

I have flood on a little Hill near the City, 
and .have counted about eighty Churches, 
Convents and Monafteries within View ; and 
I was informed, that, in the City and its Di- 
ftricfls, which flretch about 40 Miles along 
the Sea-coaft, and ly Miles within Land^ 
there are no fewer than 30000 Church Ver- 
min, who live idlely and luxurioufly on the 
Labour and Sweat of the miferable Laity, fo 
that every Body that has Sons and Subftance, 
ftrives to buy Places for them in the Church, 
becaufe neither military nor civil Preferments 
can be expefted from the State, or if by Me- 
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rit they chance to raife themfelves, yet tlie 
Tyranny and Oppreffions of the domineering 
Clergy is infupportablc ; for inttance, I knew 
a Gentleman that bought a Parcel of frelli 
Fifli, and a Pried coming foon after to the 
Pifliers, and finding that none was left for 
the Church, he demanded the Gentleman’s 
Bargain, who excufed himfelf, by telling the 
Pried, that he had fomc Friends to dine with 
him, and could not fpare them. The Pried 
gave him a Reprimand in fcurrilous Lan- 
guage, and the Gentleman ufmg fomc tart 
-Language to the Pried, that oftended him, 
he let fly the fliarp Dart of Excommunicati- 
on, that pierced him fo deep, that it cod 
him above 7 L. Sta'L to take it out again, 
and beg his Pardon on his Knees before tlic 
Archbifliop, before he could be abfolved, 

. In a fine ftately Church dedicated to St. 

the Appdle, lies the Body of St. Fran- 
cis Xavier a Fortugneze Apodle, and a Je->> 
fnit by Trade, who died in his Million to 
Japan in the fifteenth Century ; and, about 
fifty Years after, as a Fortngneze Ship was 
going to, or coming from Chiuay being near 
an Ifland on that Goad, called after St. Jn~ 
an, fome Gentlemen and Prieds went afliore 
for Diyerfion, and accidentally found the 
Saint’s Body uncorrupted,' and carried itPaf- 
fenger to Goa, and there, with much Vener 
ration and ecclefiadical Ceremony, it was de- 
pofited in an Ifle of St. FauPs Church, 
yd\ere it lies dill, and looks as frelh as a new 
fcalded Pig, but with the Lofs of one Arm ? 

for 
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for, when the Rumour of the Miracle reach- 


ed Rome, the fovereign. Pontiff ordered his 
right Arm to be fent, that he might find 
out if there was any Impofture in it or no, 
or perhaps make him fadgeina'C6z;/iZ Bonzee 
into his Calendar, under the Name of a Qhri~ 


ftimt Saint.' Accordingly his Arm was fairly 
cut off by the Shoulder, and fent to Rome 
to ftand its Trial. When his Holinefs had 


viewed it, he called for Pen, Ink and Paper 
to be brought on a Table, and the Ann let- 
near them. After a little Conjuration, in. full 
View of the facred College, who were there 
prefent, and no Body elfey the Saints Hand- 
took hold of the Pen, and dipt it in Ink, and 
fairly wrote Xavier. 

- I take it to be a pretty Piece of Wax-work 
that ferves to gull the People of their Mo- 
ney, for many vifit it with great Veneration, 
and leave fomething at its Shrine for the' 
Maintenance of Candles and Olive Oyl, that 
continually burn before it : And a Priefi; at- 
tends weekly to lhave his Head and Beard ; 
but none but that Priefi; has the Honour to 


come within the Iron 'Rails, that are placed 
about the Corps, four or five' Yards diftant 
from it. Now if any fliould queftion the 
Truth of Xavier's Story at Goa, they would 
be branded with the odious Name of an ob- 


flinate incredulous Heretick,' and perhaps 
falfin the Hands of a convincing Inquifition. 

But, if any incredulous Heretick lliould 
be fqueamilli, and cannot fwallow the Story of 
Xavier without chewing it, I will tell them 

of 
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of another that doubtiefs wilfgo glibly down* 
At a certain Time, but God knows when, a 
Ship of "Portugal coming to India^, got the 
Length of Cabo de bona ^fperanza, and then 
met. with fuch a violent Storm, that drove 
the Ship fo violently before it, that it was 
paft the Pilot’s SIdll to keep her to Rights in 
her Courfe ; and who ihould come to their 
Affiftahce in that critical Jundlure, but Seuhor 
P)iabolo, who took the Helm, and managed 
it very dextroufly : And the Virgin Mnry^ to 
ihew her Kindnefs, and Skill in Navigation, 
Hood a whole Night on the ForecaHc, dire- 
fting the Devil how he iliould fleer, and be- 
hold, to the great Admiration of all concer- 
ned, the Ship was high and dry in the Mor- 
ning, in a Valley on the South Side of the 
River of Goa, about half a Mile within the 
Land. The Ship failed very well, for that 
one Night llie ran, according to a moderate 
Computation, lyoo Leagues. And, in Com- 
memoration of this Miracle, there is a fine 
Church built where the Ship anchored fo 
fafely, and the Strufture is jufl the L-ength, 
Breadth and Height of the Ship. The Church 
I have often feen as I pafl up and down the 
River. And this Story is fo firmly believed 
at Goa, that it is dangerous to make any 
Doubt of it. 

O F all the Churches in or about Goa none 
is honoured with Glafs-windows, but one 
in the City' dedicated to St. Alexander, for 
the reft are all ferved with clear Oyfter-fliell 
Lights, that are far inferior to Lights of 

Glafs. 
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Glafs. And all their {lately Houfes are fur- 
nilhed with Oyiler-lliel Lights. 

The Country about Goa is fteril in Corn, 
but it produces fome excellent Fruits. The 
Goa Mango is reckoned the largeft and moft 
delicious to the Tade of any in the World, 
and, I may add, the wholfomeft and bell ta-- 
fted of any Fruit in the World. Their 
boMalaccais very beautiful and pleafant, and 
they have very good Pine Apples and Melons. 

The little Trade they have, is mofflyffom 
their Arrack, which is diftilled from Toddy 
of the Cocoa-nut Tree, which grows in great 
Abundance in the Territories of Goa. The 
Engltjh are their beft Cuflorner^, for they, 
buy great Quantities yearly for Punch. It is 
fold by the Candy, or two Casks, about 45- 
Gallons each, for ay Xera^heens yer Cask ; 
but I have bought it for ao. when there was 
no great Demand for it. They alfo make a 
great Deal of Salt in Ponds made in low 
Grounds, where they may convey the Wa-?. 
ter at fpring Tides. It may be bought for a 
Crown the Tun, and {bmetimes cheaper. 

The River’s Mouth is guarded, and the 
Entrance defended by feveral Forts and Bat- 
teries, well planted with large Cannon on 
both Sides. On the Illand is the black Fort, 
which {lands within half a Musket-Hiot of. 
the Bar, which is iliut up by the South-fouth- 
wefl Monfoons, from Xp'H to Septe 7 nber, 
when is St.X[nthofiy‘s'b^QW-moQn, as they call 
being the firfl New-moon in Septembe?', 
The Freflies coming down from the Moun-

tains, carry off the Sands, which cholte the 
Mouths of the Rivers along all the Coafts of 
India. And, without the black Fort, is a 
Battery built clofe to the Sea on a little Pro- 
montory, called Nos Senbor de Cabo, about 
a Mile without the black Fort. And, juft o- 
ver that Battery, on a little Hill about 40 
Yards high, is a fine Monaftery, always kept 
as white as Snow, and may be feen a good' 
Diftance off at Sea. The Monaftery has a 
large pleafant Garden towards the Land, and 
an Orchard of excellent Fruit Trees. And, 
on the Oppofite of Nos Senho?'' de Cabo, is a 
Fort built on the Face of a little Hill, which 
commands that Side of the River. And, with- 
out that, is the Jgnada, fortified with a Fort 
on its Top, and feveral Batteries at the Foot 
of its high Grounds, which are alfo about 40 
Yards high. In the Caftle is placed a large 
Lantern for a Light-houfe, to lliew Ship- 
ping the Way into the Road about the Be- 
* ginning qI September', when thick Clouds ob- 
fcure the Land, that it cannot be well known 
at Sea. All Boats that are bound to the Ci- 
ty, are obliged to call at Agnada, to give an. 
Account from whence they came, and what 
their Bufinefs is ; and if any prefume to pafs 
without calling there, they are fure of a Shot 
fired from a Battery at them, to put them in 
Mind of their Duty. Two Leagues* to the 
. South of Agnada are the Marmagun I- 
flands, being five in Number, and run a Lea- 
. gue into the Sea. The two innermoft are 
fortified, to command the Entrance of the 

River 
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RiVer of St; Lorenzo^ which is a Branch of 


Cr<?/2-River, parting about five Leagues from 
their Mouths, and -compofe the Ifland cal- 
led Ifland; 


This Country belonged fornierly to the 
Kings of Vifapofe% but in the-fifteenth Cen- 
tury, when Albttkerk fettled the Tortumeze 
Colonies in- India, he ’purchafed the Illands 
of Goa mdi Salfet, which lie contiguous to 
Goa, from the 'King^ who did them many 
lingular Services, which afterwards were re- 
paid by Ingratitude.- ■ • 

Anouf the Year 16(30. when the IDUtch 


had a War in America and India, with the 
fPortngueze, the fDntch fent a Squadron, to 
trydf they could add to the reft oftheit 
Indian CoUqueftSj but found its Avenues fo 
well fortified, that it was thought imprafti^ 
cable to land.' Their Ships were forced td 
ly. at a good Diftance from Aguada and Noi 
Senhor de Cak, ' fo continued riding at 

Anchor triumphantly, without Aftion, ex- 
cept a little Diyerfioli they had with a Tdr^ 
tiigueze Bravo, who, with a fmall Ship of 
forty Guns, would needs pafs thro* the 
Fleet, as they lay at Anchor ; but, they fqon 
imade him fenfible of rafli. Folly, by finking 
liis Ship, an^ either killing or drowning him 
and all his Crew. ' 

■ When the Tortugueze and the Se-bajee 
had War, T think that de VUla Verde 
was then Vice-roy, there- were fo few Soldi^- 
ers,- and, fo many Priefts, that he was oblig- 
ed to take-Recruits for his Army, out of the) 
’ t. Chur(shf 
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Church ; but the King of "Portugal was for^ 
ced to recal him for that great OiFcnce. 

Between Qoa and Sdfet there is a little 
River that is another Branch of the River of 
Goa, which difembogues about a League to 
the South of Mayinagun, at a Village called 
Bangrkoal, and affords a little Harbour for 
finall Veflels, from which Place the Hand of 
Salfet ftretches five Leagues along the Sea- 
fiiore, in a fine level Plain, planted with Co- 
coa-nut Trees and Churches. The Produft 
of this Tfland is as that of Goa, Arrack and 
Salt. The Churches and Monafteries are Se- 
minaries for black Romijh Priefis, and the 
Country, befides them, produces good Store 
of Hogs and Poultry. At Cabo do Rama, 
which Is contiguous to Salfet, are the LL 
mits of the Dominions of the Portuguese on 
that Part of India,

of his Country, with Obfervations on his 
PPar with the Engliflr EafHndia Comfany, 
in Anno 1718. 

C ABO de Rama, or, as the Englijh call 
it. Cape Ramus, begins the Limits of the 
Sunda Rajah% Country,, to the Northward, 
and has a Caftle on the Cape to fecure his 
Fi'ontier 5 but there is no' River or Harbour 

for 
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■foi* Shipping, till we !c6me to Sevafier, and 
that is but a bad onCj tho’ it has the GoVier 
bf a large Caftle wth few Guns in it. But, 
CaT^'war^ which dies fey dn Leagues to the 
Southward of Gape RamUs^ \{2i^ the: Advan- 
.tages bf,.a. good Harbour, on the .South 
Side of a Bayj aiid a River, capable to re- 
ceive Ships of 300 Tuns.: The Englijij hzvQ 
Faftory here, fortified with • two Baftions? 
and fome fmall Caiiiioh for its Defence. The 
: Rajah is tributary to the ,il4’^7//:at prefent^ 
but formerly was a Part otVifapoYe’.^lbomx^: 
hions, .Aiirengzeb conquered that 

Country i' ; This Rajahs . Dominions .reach 
from Cape Rainus to Merz-ee-, about fifteen 
Leagues along the Sea-coafo-and fixty. or fe:^ 
Venty Leagues within Land* . . ' 

Aboui: the Year;i(j.^o. Ajlreiig^eh, caind 
into Vijapore with an Army of 3 , or 406000 
Menj-and foon conquered the Open Countryi 
but the Metropolis, called the City otVifa- 
porci took him feveii or eight Years to re- ' 
duce it, for being built on a flat Mountain of 
difficult Accefsj and Room enough to fOw 
Corn on dt, obliged Aimngzeb to furroUild

He was .recko- 
ned a' good' fimple peaceable .Frince while, he - 
reigned, but was m no Way related to the 
Gq^ Mars.. ' ' ; , . . • 

' ■ ,• t ^ ■ Thja 
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The Snndah Rajiih\ Country, is mountain- 
ous, and lies on both Sides of the Mountains 
of Gatti. . The Vallies abound in Corn and 
Pepper, the beft in India and.' the Woods, 
on the Mountains, with many Sorts of wild 
Beafls, as Tigers, Wolves, Monkies, wild 
Hog, Deer, Elks, and wild Cattle of a prodi- 
gious large . Size. I have feen a .wild Bull 
killed there, whofe four Quarters weighed , 
above a Tun Weight, befides the Hidcj 
Head and Guts. I meafured his Horns, 
which were not long in Proportion to their 
Thicknefs, being twenty three Inches in Cir- 
cumference about the Roots, and his Mar- 
row-bones fo. large, that I took the Marrow 
out with an ordinary Silver-fpoon. The 
Flefli was not fo favoury as that of fmall tame 
Cattle, nor would it take Salt kindly, but 
grew hard, dry and black when faked. 

This Country is fo famous for hunting, 
that two Gentlemen of Diftinftion, viz;Mr. 
Lemhonrg of the Houfe of Lembourg in Gcr- 
7nany^ and Mr. Goilng^ a Son of my Lord 
Gor tug's in England, went incognito in one 
of the Company’s Ships, for - 

They left Letters direfted for their Relati- 
ons, in the Hands of a Friend of theks, tO’ 
be delivered two or three Months after their 
Departure,' fo that Letters of Credit follow- 
ed them by the next Year’s Shipping', with 
"’Orders from the Eaji-india Company to the 
Chiefs of the Faikories, where ever they, fhoiild 
happen to come, to treat them according to 
their Quality. They fpent thre.e Years at 
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Carwar, 'viz. from Anno 1678, to i68i. then, 
being tired with that Sort of Pleafure, they 
both took Paflage on board a Company’s Ship 
for Englmid, but Mr. Goring died four Days 
after the Ship’s Departure from Carwar, and 
lies buried on the Illand St. Mary^ about 
four Leagues from the Shore, off Batacola^ 
and Mr. Lembourg returned fafe to England. 

There are three Species of Tigers in 
Garisj ar The fmalleft is the ferceft. 
It is not above two Foot high when it walks. 
It is very cunning, and delights much m hu- 
man Flefli. The fecond Sort is about three 
Foot high, and 'hunts Deer and wild. Hog, 
and a little Creature, .called a Piflay. Its 
Body has the Shape of a Deer’s, but its Head 
like a Swine ; and, as a Boar has two long 
Tusks growing upward from the nether Jaw, 
fo it has two long fmall fliarp Teeth which 
grow downward from the upper Jaw, and 
reach as low as the under Part of the lower 
Jaw. They are very harmlefs and fearful, 
and feed on Grafs and Herbs. They are 
hardly fo big as a full grown Gat, and their 
Flefli is black, and taftes like an Hare’s. 
The largeft Size of the Tigers is above three 
Foot and an half high, when they walk. They 
are lefs rapacious than the others, feldom- 
greedy of human Flefli, and fooner frightned. 
A poor Peafant'in this Country had a Buffa- 
lo bemired in a Bog, and while he went to 
his Neighbours for Afliftance, came a darge 
. Tiger that faved them the Trouble, for he 
pulled it out by his own Dexterity and 

R 3 Strengths 
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Strength, and, when he had done^ threW' 
him over his Shoulder, as a Fox does a Goofe, 
and was carrying it, with its Feet’ upwards, 
to his Den, but, when he Taw the People, he 
let it fall, and went away ; but he had killed, 
the Buffalo, and had fuckt his Blood. ’Tis 
\a fmall Bnffalo that weighs not above 500 
Weight, and fome weigh i%oo. 

I once was in the Woods with my Fuzee, 
to try if I could kill a Deer, but a fmall Rain 
happened to fall that damped my Powder, 
which was only wrapt up in Paper ; and, my 
Cun being ufelcfs, I was making towards the 
Plain where our Faffory hands, and falling on 
a Foot-path from the Mountains towards 
the Plain, I kept in that Road, and had not 
gone far, till I cfpied a Tiger' of the largefl 
Size handing in the fame Path, with his Face 
towards me. Aflbon as he faw me, die fquat- 
ted his Belly to the Ground, and wagged 
his Tail, and crawled flowly towards me. I 
thought it would be in vain to flee, fo I ftept 
leifurely forward, till I came within ten 
Yards of him, I then clubbed my Fuzee, 
and made what Noife I could to frighten him, 
and he, out of Civility, r-uflit in amongft a 
Thicket of Bufhes, and left me the Road, 
which I did not think fit to accept of, but ‘ 
got in among the Buflies on the oppofite Side 
to him (I date fay) much more frightned 
than he was. And, before I got to the Plain, 

I faw a wild Bull and a Cow grazing. The 
^ull grew angry, and fnorted, but the Cow 
(^nly gazed on me 5 but I foon got out of

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their Sightj arid got'fafe to the Fa£lory'; but 
never went , into the Woods again,, but with 
a numerous Gompany. 

' The Chief oixhtEugUJh Factory is held 
in very great Efteem in this Country, and 
when he goes, a hunting, is' gener^y accom- 
' panied with moil Part of the People of Di- , 
ftindioii in the Vicinage, who bring their 
Vaifals and Servants with them, armed with 
fire Arms and . other Weapons, both mif- 
five and -defenfive, with Trumpets, Haut- 
boys and Drums. The fire Men place. them- 
feives -at convenient- Diftances, .along the 
Skirts of an .Hill or a Wood, except fome 
■ that are fent in to guard thofe who are Tent* 
with their loud Mufick to rouze the Game* 
The Drums, Trumpets and Hautboys, fpread- . 
themfelveT Tometimes for a Mile or twop 
and, on a Signal given, ftrike up at once, 
and march towards the Skirt where the fire 
Men are placed. The wild Inhabitants being 
aftoniiiied- with the- uriufual .Noife,. betake 
themfelves to their Heels, and fall in the Am- 


bufcade, ‘ and many of them are killed and 
wounded in their Flight. I Tawi ih orie of 
thefe^Huntings, above -a Dozen of Deer Idl- 
led, two wild Cows wnth their Calves, who 
iv’ould not. leave their dead ParentSjtho’ they , 
had done Tucking ; alfo four or five Sows, who 
had above, a Dozeri of Pigs fblldwihg them, , 
and were all killed, with Tome PiflTayS; and' 
all in lefs- than two Hours. Space. TheHun- 
ters made good Cheer of what they lik’.dbeft, 
and what remained. was fent to the-Fatey:? 

' E ^ and 
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and the Chief foon following after, was con^ 
clu(^ed Hpme by the whole Company, and, 
at the Faftory Gate, made him a Compli- 
ment, and departed. At this Time, which 
was m Anno i6^z. the’ Faftory had about a 
Score of good Dogs for Game, of EngUjh 
Brood, and the Company allowed each of 
them about 'l lb. of boyl’d Rice daily, but 
BOW they are better Husbands of their Mo- 
ney, and have difcharged all their Dogs and 
other Superfluities, except one good Old Cu- 
flom of treating Strangers that come there 
from Europe, with pretty black female Dan- 
cers, who are very aftive in their Dancing, 
and free in their Converfation, where Shame 
is quite out of Failiion. 

The Woods produce great Quantities of 
good Teak Timber, ufcful in building both 
Ships and Houfes. It is more durable than 
Oak. ■ And there is good Poon Mafts, 
Wronger, but heavier than Fir, There is a 
Shrub grows in the Woods, that has a Leaf 
bigger than that of the Fig-tree; and the 
Dew that falls on that Leaf being carefully 
gathered, and fet in the Sun a Day or two, 
becomes the pleafanteft and flrongefl Acid 
^hat ever I tailed . 

Before Aurengzeb conquered Vifapore^ 
this Country produced the fineft Betteellas or 
Muflins in India. The Englijh Company had 
a great' Cloth Trade here, and employed a? 
bout 5*0000 People in that Manufaftory ; but 
the Moguls licentious Soldiers fell into this 
jroyince^ ajid ruined ^11 Mariner of Trade, 
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plundring the induftriotis Inhabitants of all 
they could lay Hands on, and cut the Com- 
pany’s Cloth from the Loom, and ufed the 
Weavers fo rudely, that they left their own 
Country, to look for Protedion in Countries 
farther to the Southward, where War had 
, not fet up her bloody Banners. 

^ When the Mold’s General had taken 
Poffe/Eon' of that Province in his Mailer’s 
' Name, he invited the Gentlemen of the En- 
glijh Fadory to an Entertainment in his 
Tent, under Pretence of fettling the Com- 
pany’s Commerce, and, while they w’'ere at 
Dinner, he fent a Party of Men, who plun- 
dred and burnt' {heir Houfe, .which made 
the Company build and fortify what they 
now' have ; but, he who built it where it is, 
had no great Forefightinchoofinghis Ground, 
for it ought to have been built in a Place of 
free Communication with the Sea, but now 
it (lands a League from it. And, in Anno 1718. 
the Rajah lliewed them their Error, and built 
Batteries at the Mouth of the River, fo that 
the Fa6lory is nothing at prefent but a gen- 
tile Prifon, which by dear bought Experience, 
we found in a War we had with him, by the 
Indifcretion of one Taylor who was Chief, 
who pretended to be Lord of the Manner, 
in appropriating a W rack to his own Ufe, 
that was call away above four Miles from 
the" Fa6lory. The Rajah could not bear to 
be fo bare-fac’dly affronted in his own Domi- 
nions, by Tenants that would hear no Rea- 
fon. He befieged the Fafloiy for % Months 
' before 
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before tlie Seafon would admit of Forces co- 
ming to affift them by Sea ; and when they 
arrived, the Seas run fo high on the Shore, 
that there was great Difficulty of landing 
in the Teeth of an Enemy, who had ten 
Times our Numbers, fo that the firft At- 
tempt of landing was unfuccefsful, by our 
Mens NcgleiS: and Difobedience to the Or- 
ders they had received, and about fourfeore 
oFour braved: Fellows were cut off, and fome 
taken Prifoners: But, about hx Weeks after, 
we had fome Revenge on the Enemy in an 
Engagement on the Side of an Hill among 
thick Bullies. The Enemy being above our 
Men, began their Fire at Break of Day, to 
beat our Men from a Spring of freAi W ater 
clofe to the Sea but our fmall VeflTcIs lying 
near the Shore to cover about 400 Men, that 
lay to guard the W ater, fired with fo good 
Succefs, that, in an Hour’s Time, they were 
obliged to run, and leave near aoo dead in 
the W oods ; and our Men purfuing them in 
their Flight, did fome Execution on them. 

W E were in daily, Expeflation of more 
Forces, and did not offer the Enemy Battle, 
becaufe of their Numbers and our Want of 
Experience; but we haraffed the Enemies in 
the Nights, in burning Villages, for there 
was little to plunder ; and at Sea we took 
fome V effels laden with Salt going to the Er 
nemy, and three Ships of the Rajah's comt- 
ing ffom Arabia with Horfes, to the Num^ 
ber of 140. which created us much Trouble 
to find Provender and W ater for them : How- 

: eveiv 
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ever, when our Reinforcement came, we 
could mufter, in our Fleet, of Seamen and 
Soldiers, iz^oMen. The Enemy raifedfome, 
Batteries on the Strand to hinder our land- 
ing ; and we took two of the Prizes, and 
made them Shot-proof above "Water, and 
laid themafliore ^it high Water to batter their 
Batteries, and keep the Enemy at a Diflance 
with their great. Shot, till our Men were 
landed and drawn up. Each of our floting 
Batteries were covered with a Frigat of 
or a4 Guns, When all was ready, we land- 
ed l^5’o Men, without the leaft Hindrance 
from the Enemy, for they were preparing to 
flee to the Woods; but our frefli Water land 
Officers were fo long a drawing up their 
Men in a confounded hollow Square, that 
the Enemy took Courage, and, with Hoffe 
and Foot, came running towards our Men, 
firing, and wounding' fome as they marched 
in their Ranks, which our Commandant fee- 
ing, pulled off his red Coat, and vanilhed. 
Some other as valiant Captains as he, took 
Example, and left their Polls, and then the 
Soldiers followed, and threw down their 
Arms. We loll in this Sldrmifli about ^yo. 
but our floting Batteries would not permit 
the Enemy to purfue far, nor durft they flay 
to gather up our. fcattered Arms, fo about 8 o 
Sailers went on the Field of Battle, and 
brought on board of the Commodore about 
aooStand ofArms, moll of them loaded : How- 
ever the Enemy had fome Lofs too, for we 
found eleven Horfes dead^ and fawmany Fires 

alopg 
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long the Foot of the Hills to'^burn their dead 
Men in. ^ 

The Rajah had, by this Time, 7000 Men 
engaged in this War, which Expence he be- 
gan to be tired of, and the Lofs of his Ships 
and Horfcs was fome Mortification to him, 
befides the d’rt'uy had made an Inroad in- 

to his Northern Borders, which made him in- 
cline very much towards a Peace, and accor- 
dingly he fent a Brahman on board the 
Commodore of the Fleet, to negotiate about 
n Peace. The Commodore heard him, and 
advifed him to make his Overtures to Mr. 
Taylor ; but he faid, that the Rajah would 
by no Means confent to treat with him, com- 
plaining, that he was not only the Occafion 
of that War, but even, before the War,' had 
done fome Detriment to him and his Sub- 
je^ls, for receiving the Company’s Pepper a- 
bove 100 Miles from the Factory. He made 
the Servants that went to receive the Pepper, 
take certain Quantities to fell out by Retail 
in his Villages, to the utter Ruin of many 
poor Inhabitants, that had no other Way to 
get their Livelihood, but by huckflering, 
and becaufe the Company’s Agreement with 
his Forefathers and himfelf,, gave them a free 
Trade in all his Dominions, he pad; all over, 
but was forced to relieve the poor Botickcers 
or Shop-keepers, who before could pay him 
Taxes; however we being tired of War as 
well as he, by the Mediation of a Seid, who 
was a Friend to both Parties, in ten Days 
•,after the fird Overture was made. Peace was 
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proclaimed on eafy Terms for both Par- 
ties. 

There is one Trick that the Priefls year- 
ly put upon the People in this Country, that 
would puzzle the bell Merry-andrews in Eu- 
rope to imitate, and that is, about the latter 
End of May, or the Beginning of June, there 
is ^ a Feaft celebrated to the infernal Gods, 
with a Divination or Conjuration to know 
the Fate of the enfuing Crop of Corn. The 
Ceremony I faw here, and at other Places on' 
the Coaft of Canara. The' Priefts having 
perfwaded fome Fools to bear a Part in the 
Farce, proclaim the Feaft to be on fuch a 
Day, at a certain Grove, where feveral thou- 
fands of People aftemble,- and in the Middle 
of the Grove is placed a black Stone of 3 
or 400 "Weight, •without any defigned Shape, 
but fome Places bedaub’d with red Lead 
mixt in Oyl, to ferve for a Mouth, Eyes and 
Ears, and a little earthen Pot of Fire placed 
before the Stone, and a Girl about ten 
Years of Age to attend it. 

Some Priefts, all naked, except a Bit of 
Cloth to hide their Privities, run and dance 
round the Stone and Fire for half an Hour, 
like mad Men, making ftrange Diftortions in 
their Phizes, and now and then bellowing 
like Calves. And this was the firft Scene. 
Thofe Priefts had erecied a Scaffold on two 
Axle-trees, that had Trucks fitted for them 
like the Carriage of Ship Guns. In the Middle 
of the Scaffold ( which might be about ly 
Foot long, and as broad) was eroded a Piece 
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of Wood about 15' Foot high, with a Notch' 
cut in the upper End, like the Checks of a 
Ship’s Pump, with Holes bored for a Bolt 
to'pafs through, as Pump Cheeks have. A 
Tree hewn for their Purpofe, about 40 Foot 
long, was laid about the Middle in the Notch, 
and a Bolt paffing through the Cheeks and 
that Tree, like a Pump-brake. At one End 
of the Tree were placed two crofs Pieces, 
one at the very End, and the other about 4 
Foot within it. Each of thofe crofs Pieces 


were about 4 Foot long, and, at the other 
End, had a Rope faftned to it. And this 
was the V chicle for the Aftors to hang on 
for a Mile or two. 


The A^iors prefenting themfelves to the 
Priefls, being four in Number, dreft as the 
Priefls were ; only on their Heads, Crowns 
were made round their Temples, of Sugar- 
cane Leaves, open at the Top, like ducal 
Crowns. The Priefls brought two Tenter- 
hooks, fuch as the Butchers in By'itnhi hang 
iheir Meat on, for each Aftor, and, after 
fome ridiculous Ceremony, hookt them on 
each Side of the Back-bone, a little above 
the Kidnies. Thofe Hooks had Cords fail 


to them, fo they went dancing round the 
Stone, and the Prieft holding their Strings 
fail, and, after two Minutes Dancing, they 
came tamely to the End of the Tree, where 
the crofs Pieces were faflncd, and one was 
tied up to each End of the crofs Pieces, and 
the Mob was ready to hale down the other 
End, and faflncd it to the End of the Scaf- 

foldj 
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foldj nhd the. foolilli Fellows were hungup by 
the. Back, above ten Yards , from the Ground. 


The Populace broke fome old Cocoa-nuts 
bn the Scaffold,' and fome hundreds of them 


got; hold ; of the- Ropes faflned . to . the Scaf- 
fold, and haled it over plowed Ground, a- 
bove a Mile, to another Grove ; ' and the Girl 


with the . Pot of Fire on her Head, walking 
all the .Way before. When they' came to the 
End of.' their Journey, they were let down, 
and going into the Grove, where was placed 
another black Stone Pagod, the Girl fet her 
Fire before it, and run flark mad for a Mi- 


nute or two, and’ then fell in a Swoon, 'and 
in that file lay fweating and foming at the 
Mouth prodigioufly. . . WhefiFie grew mad, 
the Men fell flat on the Ground before the 


Image, and then arofe after ilie fell in her 
Trance. She continued immoveable about a. 


Quarter of an Hour, and then awoke, and 
feemed to be very fick. The Priefls inter- 
rogated her about what llie had feen and 
heard from the tefreftfial Gods, and lliegave 
them a fatisfadfory Anfwer, - on which they 
all bowed to the Image, and put their Hand 
bii a Cow that was there ready, vdedicated 
to the Image ; and fo all departed fatished. ■ 
On fight of the new Moon in they 
have another Piece of Supeiifition, in a Feaft 
' dedicated to .the.vSea, for the profperous Na- 
vigation of the enfuing Seafpn. • They have 
the Effigies of the God Gunnies^ which is. a 
Man’s Body, with an Elephant’s Head, clapt 
cleverly on his Shoulders, and carried in Pro- 
: ; . ' ' ceffion 
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cefTion to River’s Side, and thrown into'the 
River, upon which, all Rivers who have Bars 
are opened for Navigation. 

This Gunnies was Son to Ram another 
God, who had a great War many Years with 
a certain Sort of gigantick Devils, that in- 
fulted the Land, and carried away all the 
Virgins they could lay their Paws on ; at 
Length Ra77i overcame them in a bloody Bat-^ 
tie, for which Succefs, he fwore, he would 
make a Sacrifice of the firft living Creature he 
iliould meet in his own Dominions, to the great 
God of Heaven ; and poor Gunnies was the 
firfl: Objeft that prefen ted himfelf ; for being 
a good loving Son, came on Purpofe to meet 
and welcome his Father from his Fatigues in 
War : Y ou may judge wdiat a Pack of Trou- 
bles Ram was in, but there was no Remedy, 
but Gimnics muft die ; and, with great Re- 
gret, he was about to have his Head ftruck 
off, when a clever Fellow of a BraJyman'Do^ 
^for came, and told Ra'm, that by his Art he 
could fave Gmi'nies's Life, if his Advice might 
be followed, which Ram promifed to do, on 
which the.Dodlor ordered a young Elephant 
to be brought ; and when the Father whipt 
off his Son’s Head, the Doftor very skilful- 
ly cut off the Elephant’s at one Stroke, and 
nimbly fee it on Gunnies\ Shoulders, to the 
great Admiration of all the Beholders ; and 
from that. Day to this, Gunnies hsis wore an 
Elephant’s Head. . = 

: There are a Set of Brahmans in -this 
Country called Buts^ they ftudy . Aflrology, 

and 
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and are in great Repute for their exemplary 
innocent Lives^ and Skill in prophefying. In 
the Year 1684. Mdam Exit told fome 
- Things very furpriiing, when Mr. IValfel was 
, Chief for the Eilgliflj -at Caruuaf. 

In the Space of three Years 1I0 EhgUJ}) 
Ship from had called there, and the' 

Gentlemen' longing for one, and Moain But 
coming to vifit the Chiefs Mi*. Walfel askt 
him if he could tell when ■ a Ship from Eu- 
rope would call there. He ailfwered, he could 
tell, and mufinga little While,' told^ that oil 
that fame Day forty Days^ which happened 
to fall out on a Sim'day, one would arrive, 
and that hie ,was, at that Titae, at Anchor at 
an Iflan'd on this Side of the Gape of Go&d- 
hoyej taking in Refrefliments; The Chief 
told him, if he prophefied true, he would 
prefent him with as niuch fcarlet Cloth as 
would make him a Coat. The But anfwei- 
. ed, that he thank’d him, but that neither of* 
them would live to fee her arrive, and there- 
fore advifed.Mr. Walfel to fet his Houfe iri 
Order; and that, to prove fome Part of the 
Prophecy true, the But himfelf fliould die 
ten Days after the- Day he prophefied, and 
that Mr. Walfel fiiouId,die fo many Days af- 
. ter. Accordingly the But died, which put 
! the other’s Mind out of Order, 'till the Day 
of his Death came, and that Morning Mr. 
Walfel faid, he believed the Conjurer was 
out in his Reckohingj for he never w^as ih 
better Health in his Days ; but, after Dinner, 
he had an apopleflick- Fit, that carried him 

S off 
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off. ; And the Ship’s Pinnace came afliore at 
the Fa6iovy Gate that Noon that the Bni 
told JiiQ fliould arrive. The Ship was the 
Mexico Merchant^ commanded by Captain 
Ro<re7' Raxtoih whom I well knew. 

The pretty nimble female Dancers at Cm'- 
war are not fo by Choice ; but all Trades 
and Occupations being .lifted into Tribes, 
none can marry out of their own Tribe ; and, 
as it fortuned, the Originals of this Tribe 
were Ladies that could not be confined to 
' one Husband, and fo would not many. 
Their Pofterity are not fuffered to marry, be- 
caufe there are no Men in their Tribe allow- 
ed. When the Laftes brin^ forth Children, 
the Males arc brought up Soldiers, and the 
Females are learned to dance, and what they 
earn by dancing goes to the Rajah, except 
a fmall Share for the Girl’s Maintenance. 
What they get by their Kindnefs to Stran- 
gers is all their own ; and I have feen fome 
have very fine Clothes and . Jewels acquired 
by their Trade. 

The Torfngneze have an Ifland called 
Anjediva ( before mentioned ) about % Miles 
fvomBatcoal. They fortified it, for fear that 
Mnskat Arabs or the Sevajecs fliould have 
fettled on it ; if they had, they might have 
incommoded the Goa Fleet that goes yearly 
to Canara for Corn. 

A T the Mouth of Carwar River, are two 
fortified Iflands, called Shije and Gf/r. One 
is fortified by Walls, built round it, and fome 
Guns mounted on it. The other is fteril and 

dry, 
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dry, and not worth walling. They both belong 
to the Ri^ah of Smdah. There arc fome 1- 
flands ly athwart the Mouth of the Bay, that 
make the Harbour of Carwa?'^ but none in- 


habited. The Bay has two large Entrances 
for Shipping. That to the North is clear from 
Danger ; but the South Chanel has a iliarp 
Rock like a Pyramid in the Middle of it, 
that feveral large Ships have ftruck on, for 
there is too much Water on it for fmall 


Ships to be frightned by it, having at leaftiy 
Foot Water on its Top. 

There are feveral more little Harbours 
in this Rajah's Dominions to the Southward 
of Crtr'K/flr, 'uiz. Anfdn, Cuddermnddy and • 
Merzee, whofe River terminates the Sm- 
dab's Territories, and brings us on to a bet- 
ter Country, ’viz. Canara. 


CHAP. xxm. 

Gives a ^efcription of Canara, flyevokg its 
Fertility^ RrodiiB-, Government^ Rcligiou\ 
Cnjloms, and Temjer of its- Inhabitants, 

O N 0 AR is its northermoft Port, and 
has the Benefit of a River, capable to 
receive Ships of ^ or 300 Tuns. It has a 
Caflle on a low Hill, about a Mile within 
the Bar, built, of old, by the Rortngueze-^ 
when they were Lords Paramount of all the 
Sea-coafts of India ; but the Rajah of Cana- 
ra was fo affronted by them, that he kid 
j; S3. Siege 
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Seige to the Caftlc, but was three Years iu 
reducing it ; and fo long he blockt it up, till 
Hunger forced a Surrender. 

The Religion, by Law eftabliflicd, here, 
ns well as in Sunaahy is the V?agm. And 
there is a Pagod or Temple, called Ravit-mty 
that is vifitcd yearly by great Numbers of 
Pilgrims. Clofe by the Temple there is a 
'fine Cificrn or Tank, of a fquare oblong Fi- 
gure. It is continually furnilhed with good 
\Fater, that gullies out of the Face of a 
■Rock, as big as a Man’s Thigh. There are 
about yo Steps cut out of the fame Rock, 
that lead from the Surface of the Earth down 
to the Tank ; and at the Foot of the Stairs is 
a little Summer-houfe built. The Tank is a- 
bout three Fathoms deep in the Middle, and 
is flored with Plenty of pretty brown Filli, 
with a white Stroke from their Head to Tail, 
bn each Side of the Back-bone. And when 


any mufical Infirument is played on by the 
Sides of xhQ'Tankj they come in fuch Num- 
bers towards the Mufick, that they may be 
taken up in Baskets ; but none dare meddle 
with them, becaufe they are confecrated to 
the Pagod.. 

Sometimes they carry the Image of the 
Pagod in Proccllion. In Figure he is more 
like a Monkey than' a Mail. They put him 
into a Coach in Form of a Tower, with a 
pyramidal Top about ly Foot high, where 
eight or ten Priefis are fet to bear the Image 
Company, - and to fing his Praifes. The 
Coach has four Wheels, and a Rope of a 
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good Thicknefs'made faft to it, and drawn 
through the Streets^ by ' Strength of Hand, 
with a great Mob attending his Godfliip, 
wherever he is drawn. 

In Canara there are feveral Cufloms pecu- 
liar to itfelf, and many of them are fpread a- 
broad to remote Countries, Here it was, 
that the Cuftom of Wives burning on the 
fame Pile with then* deceaft Husbands had 
its Beginning. It is reported, that before the 
Brahmans invented this Law, Poifon was fo 
well known and pradifedj that the lead Quar- 
rel that happened between a married Couple, 
cod the Husband his Life, and this Law put 
a great Stop to it; and now Cudom fo far 
prevails, that if any" fain ted -hear ted Lady has 
mot Courage enough to accompany her Spoufe 
to the other W orld, llie is forthwith fliaved 
and degraded, and obliged to ferve all her 
Husband’s Family in all Kinds of Drudgery. 

I have feen feverals burned feveral Ways. 
In this Country they dig a Pic about lo Foot 
long, and 6 broad, and fill it with Logs of 
Wood., One great Piece is fee at the Brim 
of the Pit, ready to fall -down on pulling a 
Bit of String. When all is ready, there is 
good Store of Oyl’or Butter thrown on the 
Wood, and then the Husband’s Corps is pla- 
ced about the Middle of the Pile, and Fire 
fet to it, which blazes in an Inftant. Then 
.the Spoufe rook her Leave of all Friends and 
Acquaintances, and Drums, Trumpets and 
Hautboys being playing cheerfully, llie wal- 
ked three or four Times round' the Pile, 
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which, by this Time, was all in a great Bla^e, 
and then leaps in on the Corps. Allbon as 
ever fiie leapt in, a Prieft drew the String, 
and down fell the great Log of Wood, at 
leaft 5*00 Pound W eight, over her Body, and 
all confumed together. 

I N other Parts they do not ufe Pits, but a 
Pile is built, and the Corps laid on it, and 
Fire put to it; and thcVifiim daiicing round 
it for a little Time, to the Noife of loud 
Mufick, leaps in ; and, if llie hefitates, the 
Prieds thrurf her in with long Poles, maldng 
fuch an hideous Noife, that Hie cannot be 
heard ; and, all the While flie is a burning, 
the Priefls dance round the Fire. Others a^ 
gain talce fomnifick Medicines, and Band by 
the Pile till they fall on it while alleep. I heard 
a Story of a Lady that had received Addref- 
ies from a Gentleman, who afterwards de- 
ferred her, and her Relations obliged her to 
marry another, who died fliortly after the 
Marriage, and who, according toCuftom, was 
laid on the Pile ; and, as the Fire was well 
kindled, and Hie going to a 6 l the Tragedy 
on herfelf, flic efpied her former Admirer, 
and beckned to him to come to her. When 
he came, flie took him in her Arms, as if flie 
had a Mind to embrace him; but, being 
Bronger than he, flie carried him into the 
Flames in her Arms, where they both con- 
fumed, with the Corps of her Husband : 
Yet I have knohm fome faint-hearted Girls 
that had not the Courage to accompany their 
Spoufes into au unknown W orld, but rather 

live 
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live in this, tho’ under the Badge and Um- 
brage of Ignominy and Shame. 

This Country of Canara is generally go- 
verned by a Lady, who keeps her Court- at \ 
a Town called Bay dour, two Days Journey 
from the Sea. She may marry whom lire 
pleafes ; but her Husband never gets the 
Title of Rajah, tho’ if flie has Sons, the el- 
deft of them does ; but neither Husband nor 
Son have any Thing to do with the Manage- 
ment of the Government, while flie lives: 
Nor are the Queens obliged to burn with 
their Husbands. The Subjefls of this Coun- 
try obferve the Laws fo well, that Robbery 
or Murder are hardly heard of among them . 
'And a Stranger maypafs through the Coun- 
n-y without being askt where he is going, or 
what Bufmefs he has. 

N o Man is permitted in this Country to 
ride on Horfes, Mules or Elephants, but Of- 
ficers of State, or Troopers, tho’ we are al- 
lowed to ride on Oxen or Buffaloes : Nor 
none are permitted to have Umbrellas carri- 
ed over them by Servants, -but muft carry 
them them'felves if the Sun or Rain offend 
them ; but in all Thirigs elfe there is Liber- 
ty and Property. 

The next Sea-port, to the Southward of 
Omar, is Batacola, which has the Vejiigza of 
'a very large City, ftanding on a little River, 
about four Miles from the Sea. There is 
nothing of it left now Worth noticing, but 
ten or eleven fraall Pagods or Temples co- 
vered with Copper and Stone, The Coun- 
\ S 4 try 
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try produces good Quantities of Pepper ; and 
the Evglifl} Company had a Faftory there ; 
Bur, about the Year idyo. an Englijh Ship 
coming there to lade, had a fine Englijh 
Bull-dog, which the Chief of[ the Fadory 
begged of the Captain. 

After the Ship was gone, the Fadory, 
which confided of eighteen Perfons, were 
going a hunting, and carried the Bull-dog 
with them ; and, palling through the Town, 
the Dog feized a Cow devoted to a Pagod, 
and killed her. Upon which thePrieds raifed 
a Adob, who murdered the whole Fadory ; 
but fbmc Natives, that were Friends to the 
Englij})^ made a large Grave, and buried 
them all in. it. The Chief of Carivn-r fent a 
Stone to. be put on the Grave, with an In- 
.feription, TJhnt this is the Burial-place op 
John Bed, 'with f event een other Engliiliilfa, 
p:jho vjei^e facrifeed to the Fury of a rnad 
Fj-'i.efhood, and an enraged Mob. EngUJf? 
never rcfettled there lince ; but often buy 
Pepper there. The Idand , St. Mary lies 
W ed-north-wed from the Adouth of the Ri- 
ver. of Batacolfij about four Leagues didant, 
being die Burial-place ofNIr. Goring before 
obferved. There are fome more IlTands bar- 
ing clofc to the Shore, but are befet with 
Rqcks .under Water. And what Ships pafs- 
between St. Ma?y and them, ought not to. 
venture aboye two Miles within that Idand ; 
put there is .no Danger within a Quarter of 
a Mile of it, but what is vifible, - ’ . 
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' The next Town, to the Southward of 
Batacola^ is Barceloar^ {landing on the 
Banks of a broad River, about four Miles 
from the Sea. The Country abounds m 
Rice, having in many Places two Crops in "a 
Year, by the Advantage they Have of fome 
Lakes at. the Feet of the Mountains of Gat- 
/i, whofe Waters being confined by Sluces, 
are . let out at convenient Times to water 
their 'Rice Fields. The 'Butch have a Fa- 
iftory . here, only to buy up Rice for their 
Garifons on the Malabar Coaft. It {lands n- 
bout a Mile from the River’s Mouth, that 
has a Bar of 13 or 14' Foot Water on it at 
fpring Tides, and has a Caftle bn its North 
Side for its Guard, that none may go in or 
out without Leave. 

The Bortugneze alfo get Supplies of Rice 
iof. Goa^ and they have fix or eight Ships ' 
belonging to Barceloar, that carry their Car- 
goes of Rice to Muskat, and bring back in 
Returns, Horfes, Dates, Pearl, and other 
Merchandize of the VrodccBi of Arabia. To 
the Southward of this Place, on a plain Road 
that, leads to are • planted four 

Rows of Trees, on^the Sides of a Walk about 
eight or ten Miles long,, which being very 
large, and having fpreading' Branches ever, 
green all the Summer, ferve for Umbrellas to'’ 
Paflengers that travd that Road. And, on - 
fevefal Places, there are Huts built where 
fome old People .{lay in the Day-time, with 
jars of fine clear' Water for the Paffengers to, 
'diink gratis, at the Charge of the State. Bacr 

canoar 
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canoar and Molkey ly between Barcetoar and 
Maugnlorcy both having the Benefit of Ri- 
vers to export the large Quantities of Rice 
that their Fields produce. 

Mangnlore is the greateft Mart for Trade 
in all the Canara Dominions. It has the Con- 
veniency ofone River produced by three that 
come into it by different Ways^ viz. from the 
North, South and Eaft, all proceeding from 
the great Rains and Dews that fall from the 
Mountains of Gatti, which ly 2-5* or 30 
Leagues up in the Country, and are the in- 
land Bounds of the Dominions. Thofe 

three Rivers joyn about a Mile from the 
Sea, and, at Mnngulore.i difembogue at one 
Mouth into the common Receptory of Ri- 
vers. 

The Tortugueze have a Faftory for Rice 
here, and a'ptetty large Church, becaufe 
great Numbers of black Qhriflians refide 
there. The Priefls, a's well as their Congre- 
gations, are the very Scum of Cht'iftianity, 
The Clergy are fo lhamelels, that they will 
bargain with a Stranger to pimp for him. 
And the Laity look on Whoring, Thieving 
and Murder as no Sin, if any Gain can be 
got by them. 

The Fields here bear two Crops of Corn 
yearly in the Plains ; and the higher Grounds 
produce Pepper, Bettlenut, Sandal-wood, I- 
ron and Steel, which make Mangnlore a 
Place of pretty good Trade. The "Town is 
poorly built, along the Sides' of the Rivers, 
and has no Defence againft an Enemy, but 

two 
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two^ fmall Forts, one on each Side of the 
River’s Mouth. The Rajah or Rana keeps 
generally about 15000 Soldiers on their 
Malabar Frontiers, to repel the Infolence of 
the Malabars, and another Army towards the 
Sevajee Borders, to cover them from the In- 
roads of thofe Harpes; for the Malabars 
and Sevajees being poor in refpeft of the 
Canarhies^ watch Opportunities to borrow 
the Superfluities of their rich Neighbours. 
Such Pra^Iices have been ufed, in former 
Times, 2imor\g{ius,m Britain^, and, -no Doubt, 
would Fill be fo, if good wholfom Laws, 
backt with good Forces to fee them put in 
Execution, did not reftrain us. 

Along the Malabar Frontiers, the Ca-_ 
•marines have Forts built of Earth, wherein 
are kept about a or 300 Soldiers ready, oh 
all Occafions, to encounter any fmall Party 
of the Malabars that clandeftinely come in 
to thieve or rob ; but the Muskat jifabs^ 
in Anno 1^95. came with a Fleet, and plun- 
dred the Sea-coafl of Canara, and burnt Bar- 
celoar and Mangnlore, and carried away a 
great Booty. And Conajee Angarie, m Anno 
17x0, came along the Coaft, and inlulted it; 
- but, on landing fome Men, found fuch Re- 
fiftan'ce, that made him embark again, with- 
out^ doing much Mifchief to the Country. 

T H E R E is only one fmall Sea-port more in 
Cmiara^ called ■Manguz.eer^ about five Lea- 
gues to the Southward of Manguhre, and 
three from ^zcully, a large Fort built on an 
Ifland clofe to the Land. And three Lea- 
gues 
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giies fiirllicr South is a hi! all River that di- 
vides the Cnnara and Malabar Territories.

There are feveral other Principalities in 
this Country, that I do not find mentioned 
in this 'Lift, as Cannanore and Tminore, 
whofe Government are in the Hands of 
hometans^ or Malabar Moors. The King- 
doms of Couchm and boreal are not put 
down in the Lift, nor 'T^aaruw, which 
are potent Principalities 5 and the Samoriih 
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bt Empire of Cakcut^ one of the mdff p'o- 
tent of them alii has no Place in this Lift, Bur, 
This Country^ tho’ large and populous, is 
not fruitful in Corn, for there is Abidance 
of Rice imported from Canara^^ but^ being 
low and fandy all ^lohg the Sea-eoaft, except- 
a few iifing Grounds, which are the moft 
fteril, yet it noiirifties vaft Nunibers of Cocba-i 
hut arid Aruka Treesi whdfe Fruit brings 
them great Gains frdrri other Countries. The 
higher Grounds produce Pepper and Cdr^n-^ 
Tnums^ the beft in the World ; and their 
Woods .Teak Timber and Angelique for 
building, Sandal-wood, dr' Saunders, white 
and yellow Qajjla. Limum, or wild CinuJimoni 
knd Cajjia Fifiiild, Nnx vomica, and Gocotus 
India. Drugs grow plentifully in their Woodsj 
which are alfo well ftored with wild Garrie^ 
both for Pleafure and Ufe, Their iVidunr 
tains produce Iron and Steel, but not fd good 
. as we have in Europe. And their Sea is fto^ 
red with many Species of excellent Fifties. 

, W HEN i]\QTortugueze came firft into Iil- 
. did, the Sainorin of Cakcnf was Lord Para- 
, mount of Malabar y andj in. his Dotage^ 
when he was well advanced in Yearsi he 
would needs be a Mahometan, andj to lliew 
his Zeal, would go in Pilgrimage to Mec'cA^ 
to vifit the Tomb. Before he took his Voy- 
age, which was by Seaj he made a. Will, and 
'having four Nephews^ bequeathed each Of 
them a Part of his Empire. To the eldeft 
' he bequeathed GalUftree, tvhofe Sea-coaft 
reaches from HeciiUy to Ticoriei about i'4 
• t - T Lea?. 
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Leagues. To tlie fecond, whom he loved 
bed, the Title of Samorin^ and a Sca-coafl 
from Ticorie to Chitawa^ about the fame DI- 
dance. To the third AtUnga\ which reach- 
ed from Chitawa to Cape Comey'iuj about 50 
Leagues, bccaufe that* Part of the Country is 
confined between the Sea and the Mountains 
of Gattb and is dmded by Pvivers from thofe 
Mountains, into more than 1000 Idands be- 
tween Chitd'Li'a and ^loiloan. The young- 
ed had Cotl, which reached from Cape Co- 
7 /ierm to the River of Ka^'ajJatam^ about 50 
Leagues more. 

The old Zealot dying in his Voyage, 
made great Didurbanccs-in the State among 
the Brothers ; and, after a long and bloody 
Waivthey concluded on the Partitions of the 
foregoing Lid. Many of the Tribes conti- 
nue Tributaries to the Provinces mentioned 
in the old King’s Will ; but many more are 
independent. And fo I’ll return to Dccully, 
and proceed in my Obfervations along the 
Shore. 


Between fDccttlly and hfonnt fDclly 
there is no Harbour, tho’ a fine deep River 
keeps its Courfe to the Southward, along 
the Shore, for about 8 Leagues, never, in all 
that Trad, going above a Bow-fliot from 
the' Sea. It difembogues itfelf by the Foot 
of Mount fDclly, over Roclts and Sands, 
in a Chanel of half a League broad. The In- 
habitants are a wild fuperditious uncivilized 
People. There is alio a fmall River that 
runs clofe by the Foot of Mount ‘Delly^ on 

the 
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the South Side. And 3 Leagues South from 
Mount ^)elly is a fpacious deep Riverj cal- 
led Balltapatam, where the Englijh Compa- 
ny had once a Faftory for Pepper ; and the 
aforementioned Mr, Boucher was the lad 
Chief for their Aflairs there, 

- Cannanor6 was formerly a Town belonging 
to the Crown of Portugal, with a very, 
drqng Fort to guard it, built on a Point of 
Land fo commodioufly, that the Sea fortifi- 
ed above four Fifths of it, and had the Con- ' 
veniency of a fmall Bay for an Harbourj 
that could llielter fmaipShips from the Fury 
of the South- weft Monfoqns.* The "Dutch 
came with a Fieet about the Year x66o. and- 
landed a fmall Army, and were joyned by' a 
great 'Number of the Natives, who were 
weary of the Tyranny of the Bortngueze, 
The very. , fir ft; Day that they opened theis 
Trenches a BortugUeze Fidalgo W'^as killed 
on a Baftion, by a Shot from the Dutch, which 
fo frightned the Governor of the Fort, rhatj 
in the Night, he made his Efcape, and left 
the Garilon to capitulate for themfelvesj 
-which they did next Day, to fave the Effii^ 
iion of Chrifiian Blood by heretical Cannon* 
The Dutch continue flill Mailers of the 
Fort, and added a large Curtain, with two 
royal • Baftions fronting 'the Land Avenues* 
They demolilhed the Town, and, with its 
Stones, built thofe Defences,' Their Trade 
is - very fmall, fo that their Garifon coufifts 
of about forty Soldiers and a Captain, Who 
is Governor of the Fort: But there is apret--

ty large Town built in the Bottom of the 
Bay, that is independent of the T^utch^ and 
that Town, with fome circumjacent Coun- 
try, is under the Government of Adda Ra-^ 
jah, a Mahometan Malaba?' Prince, who, up- 
on. Occafion, can bring near 200D0 Men in- 
to the Field. His Government is not abfo- 
lute, nor is it hereditary ; and, inllead of gi- 
ving him the Trufl of the Treafury which 
comes by Taxes andMcrchandiic, they have 
Chefts made on Purpofc, with Holes made 
in their Lids, and their Coin -being all Gold, 
whatever is received by the Treafurer, is put 
into tliofe Clfeils by thefc Holes ; and each 
Cheil has four Locks, and their Keys are put 
' in the Hands of the Rajah, the Commiflio- 
iier of Trade, the chief Judge and the Trea- 
furer; and, when there is Occafion for Mo- 
hey, none can be taken out without all thefe 
four be prefent, or their Deputies. 

In Anno iM. the Prince came into the 
IDutch Fort to pay aComplimcnt^to the Cap- 
tain. . He had brought about yo Attendants 
with him. While the Prince was complimen- 
ting tlie Captain, the Malabars took the Op- 
portunity of the T>}itch Security, and killed 
the Sentinel at the Gate ; but the Hutch Sol- 


diers being all in their Barracks, and their 
Arms ready, made’ a feafonable Sally, and 
drove the Malabars out, with the Lofs of 
twenty of their Number; and the Hutch 
iliut their Gate. The Fort is large, and the 
Governor’s Lodgings at a good Diftance 
from the Gate, fo that the Fray was over be- 
fore

fore either the Prince or the Dutch Captain 
knew any Thing of the Matter ; and an Of- 
ficer bringing the News, the Prince ordered 
a Search to be made for the Ringleader, and 
being found, he fentenced him to be fmear- 
ed over with Hony, and made fall to a Co- 
coa-nut Tree in the Sun till he died. Next 
Morning the Sentence W'as put in Execution, 
Thefe Cocoa-nut Trees producing a fvveet 
Liquor called Toddy^ bring vaft Numbers of 
Wafps and large red Ants to drink the Li- 
quor. Thqfe Ants bite as painfully as the 
Stinging of Wafps. When the Sun begins to 
be hot, they leave the Top of the Tree, and 
burrow . in Holes about the Root. In their 
Palfage downward they fixt on the Carcafe 
befmeared with the Hony, and foon bur- 
rowed in the Flefli. The poor Mifcreant was 
three Da 5 ^s in that feniible Torment before 
he expired.- The Dutch Captain begged e- 
very Day for a Pardon, or at leaft for a mil- 
der or quicker Death ; but the Prince was 
inexorable. 

' In Anno lyox. I -hired a Ship called the Al- 
bemarle, in Service of the new eftabliflied 
Eaft-iiidia Company, to ferve me three 
Months and an half on a Voyage . from Su- 
rat to the Malabar Coafl, and back ; and 
having Occafion to call at Cdnnanore, I ac- 
companied the Captain' of the Fort and. an 
EngliJlj Fa6:or from Tellicbe'rry to the Court 
of Ornn'itree^ Succeflbr to the eldefi; Son of 
the Samor'm before mentioned, who died in 
his Voyage towards Mecca. 

T 3 ■ Cav^ 
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Captain Beawes, who commanded the 


'Albmiarle^ accompanied us alfo, carrying a 
Drum and two Trampets with us, to make 
our Compliment the more folemn. This was 
a Vifit paid him by all his Tributaries and 
Friends, to vvifli him many happy Years, it 
being his Birth-day. We travelled eight or 
ten "Miles before we came to his Palace, 


which was built with Twigs, and covered 
with Cadjms or Cocoa-nut Tree Leaves wo- 
%’^en together. We were admitted to his Pre- 
fence alToon as we arrived, in an open Green 
jufi: by his Palace Window, which lookt in- 
to it, where fat his Majefty, with his Queen, 
and three or four of his Children, pretty 
well grown up. We paid our Compliment ' 
each with a Zeqncen in Gold, and a few 
Grains of Rice laid on it, and fo, by an Inter- 
preter we had fome frivolous Difeourfe. He 
treated us with Toddy, fome TUntams, and 
young Cocoa-nuts ; and then, after an Hour’s 
Stay, we had Audience of Leave, and fo de- 
parted. 

Omnitree himfelf was a Man of a good 
Afpeft, about 40 Years of Age, of an Olive 
Colour. His Drefs was only a Silk Lnngie 
or Scarf made fall by a Girdle of Gold Plate, 
about his Middle, that reacht to his Knees, 
with great. Jewels of malTy Gold, fet with 
Rubies, Emeralds £^nd Pearl, hanging at his 
Ears, but no Ornament on his Head, but a 
very beautiful Head of Hair hanging over 
|iis Shoulders, His Queen and Daughters 
.were in the fame Habit, only their Hair was 
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tied up' behind. 'They were all naked aboye 
the Navel, and were bare-footed. The Queen 
had a cheerful Countenance, and very af- 
fable to us and others, who had the Honour 
to iland near her, diftributing Bettle and 
recka with her own royal Hands, to Stran- 
gers, who came, as we did, to compliment 
the Prince her'Husband. 

About the Year i6%o. there were three 
Princes of the Blood royal, who confpired 
to cut him and his Family off, to polTefs 
themfelves of the Government of Calliftree ; 
but being detefted, they were beheaded on 
Altars built of Stone. About two Miles from 
Cannanot'e'^Q. Altars were {landing when I 
was there. They were only fquare Piles of 
hewn Stone, about thr-ee Yards high, and 
four Yards each Side. 

Adda Rajah's Dominions reach but ten 
Miles to the Southward of Cajmano're, \.oTeU 
licherry River, near which he has an Har- 
bour called ’Dormepatam. Its PalTage inward 
isdeepcnough, but embaraffed with Rocks in 
its Entrance. It has an Ifland againft its 
Mouth, called Caeca Diva, about half a 
League from the Shore, invironed vuth 
Rocks. 

Adda Rajah has alfo the Dominion over 
the Lacca Diva dflands, which ly about 40 
Leagues off the 'Malabar between the 

Latitudes of eight Degrees and an half and 
twelve and an half. I have feen eighteen of 
them. They areall very low, and have ma- 
By dangerous Sholes among, them, and to the 

T 4 North< 
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NordiwaVd of them. The Chanel between 
them and the Maldiva Iflands, is called the 


•eight Degree Chanel. There are no Dan? 
'gers ill it, and fometimes we pafs through 
•without feeing either the Maldivas^ or them. 
There is another Chanel through them in ii 
Degrees Latitude. 

T HEIR Produfl is only Cocoa-nuts and 
Fifii. Of the Cocoa-nut Kernels they ex-‘ 
prefs Oyl, which is fine and clear, fitting, for 
Lamps; and, when it is new, ferves their 
Kitchins. Of the Rind of the Nut they make 
which are the Fibres of the Cask that 
environs the Nut fpun fit to make Cordage 
and Cables for Shipping, and for fevcral or 
therUfes. Their Fifli they dr57, and export 
to the Continent. Sometimes in the South- 


weft Monfoons they find Amber-greafe flotr 
ing on the Sea. I law a Piece in Adda Ra- 
n jah'^ Pofleftion, as big as a Bufliel, and he 
■ . valued it at loooo Rupees, or izyo L. 

What Religion they have is Mahometan^ for 
no other Reafon but becaufe their Prince is 


fo, which Complaifance may teach others a 
Leflbn of Conformity. 

T H E next -Province to. Adda Rajah\ Do- 
minions is TcUkherry^ where the EngltJ}? 
Eaft-india Company has a Faftory, pretty 
well fortified with Stone Walls and Cannon. 
The Place where theFadory now .ftands bet 
longed to the French, who left the Mud- 
walls of a Fort built by them, to ferve the 
EngliJI? when they firft fettled there, and for 
many Year^ they continued but of late 


^ 9 . 
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110 fmall Pains and Charge have been be- 
' flowed on its Buildings ; but for what Rea- 
' fons I know not, for it has no River near it 
that can want its Proteftion, nor can it de-' 
fend the Road from the Infults of Enemies, 
unlefs it be for fmall Veflels that can come 
within fome Rocks that ly half a Mile off, or 
to proteft the Company’s Ware-houfe, and 
a Punch-houfe that ftands on the Sea-fhore 
a lliort Piftol-fliot from the Garifon. 

- The Town (lands at the Back of the Fort, 
within Land, with a Stone. Wall round’ it, to 
keep out Enemies of the Chiefs maldng, for 
in ryos. he began a War that flill .continues, 
at lead there were Folks killed in 172-3. 

' when I was there ; and I was informed by a 
Gentleman of Judgment there, that the War 
and Fortifications had taken Double the 
Money, to maintain them that the Company’s 
Inveflments came to. 

The Occafion of the War, as I was in- 
formed, began about a Trifle. The Nayer, 
that was Lord of the Manner, had a Royal- 
ty, 'for every Velfel that unladed at 
cberry,^^zidi two Bales of Rice Duty to him. 
There was another Royalty, of every tenth 
Fifli that came "to the Market there, and • 
both together did not amount to ao L. Ster, 
/rr A', mum. The Chief either appropriated 
vhefe -.Royalties to his own, or the Compa- 
ny’s life, and the Nayer complained of the 
Injuftice, but had no Redrefs. Thefe little 
Duties were the bed Part of the poor Nay- 
er’s Subfidence, which made it the harder- 

- " ‘ to 
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to bear, fo his Friends advifcd him to repel 
Force by Force, and diilurb the Fadory what 
he could, which he accordingly did ( by the 
fecret Affiftance of his Friends) for above 
ao Years. The Company are the bell Judg- 
es whether the War is like to bring any Pro^ 
ht to their Affairs there, or no. 


The eflabliflied Religion of this Country 
is T^agnuifm but there arc a few black C/;rz- 
Jlians that live under the Protedion of the 
Faftory, and fome of them ferve for Soldi- 
ers in the Garifon. They have a little Church 
landing within the outward Wall of the Fa- 
dory, ferved by a Toi'tngncze Prieft or two, 
who get their Subfillencc by the Alms of 
the Parifli. And the Engltjh have Puncli- 
houfes, where the EuroJ^ean Soldiers make 
Oblations to Bacchus^ and if they want De- 
; votion, which their Accounts can certify at 
Pay-day, they are forced to commute with 
their Officer, or undergo fome wholfom Diff 
cipline or Chaftifement. 

About four Miles to the Southward of 
Tellicberty, is a fmall French Fadory lately 
fettled at the Mouth of a fmall River, but 
for what End I know not ; but I believe more 


. to employ a little Stock for the Gentlemen 
of Calecut Fa dory’s Account, than for the 
French Company’s. 

And eight or ten Miles farther to the 
Southward, h Bnrgm'a, a Sea-port in the Do- 
minions of BiiUanore Bur gar te, a formidable 
Prince. His Country produces Pepper, and 
the beft Qardamnrns in the World. I once 


called 
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called at his Port, and bought about 40 Tuns 
of Cardamnms for the Snrat Market. My 
Ship was large, and of good Force, fo he 
fent me a Prefent of Poultry and Fruits, and 
fent me Word, that he had a Mind to fee 
me on board my Ship. I returned Anfwer, 
that his Vifit would do me great Honour, 

^ and I fent my Barge to wait on him. He 
’ came on board in her, and brought about 
100 Attendants in other Boats, along with 
him. I carried him to the great Gabbin, and 
would have treated him with Coffee, Tea 
and Wine, or Spirits, but he would tafte 
none, telling me, that my Water was pollu- 
ted by our Touch, but he thanked me. He 
defired to fee the Ship every where ; and I 
ordered he (Itould have free Liberty, and he 
went for an Hour to and again, making his 
Obfervations ; and, when he had feen what 
he thought fit, he told me, that he would 
build a Ship of, the fame Dimenfions, but 
there wanted Water enough in his Rivers to 
flote her. 

T^is Prince, and his PredeceiTors, have 
been Lords of the Seas, Time out of Mind, 
and all trading Velfels between Cape Come-^ 
rln and obliged to carry his 

Paifes, Thofe of one Mail paid for their 
Paifes about eight Shillings yearly, and thofe 
‘with three paid about fixteen ; but when the 
"iPortu^neze fettled in India^ then they pre- 
tended to the Sovereignty of the Seas, which 
occafioncd a War between -him and them, 
that has laitcd ever fince. He keeps fome 

light 
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light Gallies, that row and fail very well, 
which cruize along the Goad, from October 
to Mny^ to make Prize of all who have not 
his Pafs. In our Difeourfe, I asked him if 
he was not afraid to venture his Perfon on 


board of a Merchant Ship, fince he liimfelf 
was an Enemy to all Merchants that traded 
on ihcfe Goads. He anfwercd, that he had 


heard of my Character, and that made him 
fearlcfs, and that he was no Enemy to Trade, 
but only vindicated his Sovereignty of thofe 
Seas before mentioned, and that our own 
King was invefted with the like Sovereignty, 
not only on his own Goads, but on thofe of 
France, Holland and Henmark, and could 
have no greater Right than he had, only ho 
was in a better Gondition to oblige the Tranh 
gredbrs of his Laws to Obedience than he 
was: However he would maintain his Glaim 


and Right the bed Way he could, and who- 
ever lod their Ships or V eflels for Gontempt 
of his Authority, might blame their own Ob- 
dinacy or Folly, and not him. 

He dayed about three Hours on Board, 
and, at his going away, I prefented him with 
five Yards of fcarlet Cloth, a fmall Carpet, a 
Fowling-piece and a Pair of Pidols finely 
gilt, which Prefent he feeraed highly pleafed 
with; and he took a Manila, ovWrid-jevv- 
el off from his left Arm, on which was en- 
graven fomething of their Language, in 
their own Charaders, and putting it on my 
left Arm, declared me a free Denizon in all 
his Territories; and all his Attendants paid 

their 
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cbeir Compliments to me with profound Re- 
fpeft. At his going over the Side, he gave 
the Boatfwain' ten Zeqneens for waiting on 
him while he viewed the Ship, and ten more 
for the Seamen to make a Feaft, and when, 
my. Barge landed him, he gave the Cockfwain 
■five Ze queens^ and loaded her' back with 
Poultry and Fruit. He was a very well Iha- 
ped Man, about 40 Years of Age, of a very 
dark Colour, but not quite, black, his Eyes 
very lively and fparkling, and fomething of 
a inajeftick Air in his Deportment. 

Next Day 1 waited on him afliore, .and 
he carried me to his Palace, w^hich was very 
rheanly built of Reeds, and covered wdth Co- 
coa-nut Leaves, but very neat and clean. 
He had two Rows of Bottle Trees, which 
are very tall and ftraight, fet in Order about 
fifty Yards from the Door of his Palace, for 
it was not large enough to. be called a Gate, 
and there he treate.d me with Rice, Fowl 
and frefli Fifli dreft after their Way; and, 
after Dinner, he lliewed me feveral Ware- 
houfes like Barns, full of black Pepper and 
Cardamums ; and he told me,- he w^ondred 
why the Englijlo did not fettle a Faftory in 
his Dominions rather than at Cqlecut or Tel- 
licherry^ for he fupplied both thefe Coun- 
tries with his Commodities; and, confider- 
ing the Cuftoms paid to him w^ere but y per 
Cent, and what was carried into their Coun- 


tries rauft pay other Cuftoms to the Princes, 
the Company w^ould find Pepper and Carda- 
mums much . cheaper in his Dominions than 

they 
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they could pollibly have them at their Fa« 
6:ories where they were fettled. I told him^ 
that fending his VefTels to cruize on Mer- 
chant Ships had blafled the Reputation of his 
.Country. He anfwered, that if the Compa- 
ny would make a Trial of a few Years in 
trading with him, they would be convinced 
of Ids fair Denlings; oj-, ifj would come and 
flay in his Country, he would build a good 
Stone Houfe at his own Charge, and make 
a Fortification round it, in any Place that I 
fliould choofe in his IDominions, and that I 
fliould be Superintendent of all the Com- 
merce and Trade in his Country. I told him, 
that I could not accept of his Favours with- 
out the Approbation of our Company, and 
that would require Time to be got. This ■ 
happened in January 1703. 

In 1707. he built a new Ship, which lhad 
a Mind to buy. I was then at Conchiu, and 
fent him Word, that I.defigncd him a Vifit. 
He returned an AnfvAmr, that I was a Free- 
man in his Country, and miglit be afTured of 
an hearty Welcom. About ten Days after I 
came in a fmall Boat, to a Place belonging 
to him, called Mealie, AVhen News of my 
■Arrival were carried to him, lie fent a Per- 
fon of DitHn(S-ion, with twenty armed T'-len, 
to receive me, and ordered me to be lodged 
in a Stone Houfe, the common Place for 
Ambaifadors to lo%e in, when any had Bu- 
linefs to come to him. The Bedding was - 
only fome Mats fpread on a Couch ; but it 
is the common Bedding of the Country, and 



bis; Highnefs has.no better. Before I was 
condu&d to my Lodgings, there was a Pre- 
fent of Rice, Butter,, Hens 3 Fruits and Roots 
put into a Pantry for me, and my Retinue 
and Guard, fqr Supper. Next Morning he fent 
a Compliment, that he delired' to fee me ar 
his Palace. . I went accordingly, ' and he re- 
ceived me. very ^racioufly,; with many Pro-r 
teftations of his. hriendfliip, and told me, he 
would make good all that he had promifed 
before, if ,I -would continue in his Country^ 
I, returned his Compliment in the properefi. 
Terms I could, and told him, I came tokifs 
his Hand, and to buy. his'new Ship, if he and 
r could agree; He, .told me^ that I lliquld 
have her at a very reafonable Price, but that 
his Religion , forbad him, to fell any Ship that 
jhe either built or bought, -till- he bad firli: ^ 
employed her in. one , V oyage himfelf. 1 flay- 
ed feven Daiys, in his. Country, -and he treat- 
,ed meafter the.faine Manner as if I had been 
an AmbalTabor, in defraying all my Charges, 
■and. allowing his own Servants to attend 

, V/ H E N . I went to his Palace the firil Tima, 

I was innocently guilty of ill .Manners, forj 
.w;alking with him near his Lodgings, I chan- 
ced to touch the Thatch with my -Hat, 
which polluted it fo much, that, affoon as I 
went away, he llript it of its Covering,- be- 
caufe Religion forbad him to fleep under it 
w^hen it was .thus polluted ; but it was fqon 
-re-fanffified by a new Thatching. If any of 
his ownSubjeds had been guilty of the fame

Fault, they might have j-un in Danger of lO"' 
ling their Lives for the Offence. 

I daily received for my Table fix Hens, 
two Pounds of Butter, five and twenty Pound 
Weight of Rice, a Quarter of a Pound of 
Pepper, and fome Salt, fome Bettle Leaves, 
and green Arecka, with twenty young, and 
ten old Cocoa-nuts, but no Fifii, which was 
a favourite Difli of mine. I fent my own Ser- 
vants to the Fifliing-boats, when they came 
from fifliing, to buy fome ; but the poor Fel- 
lows durfi; not take a Peny of Money, yet 
fupplied me with what Fiflil wanted, and my 
Servants took their Opportunity to pay for 
them, when none of tlic Prince’s Servants 
were prefent. 

When I took Leave to depart, he feem- 
ed to be forty that I flayed fo iliort a Time 
with him, and ordered two Days Provifions 
to be put into my Boat, and I prefented the 
Officer that waited on me to the Sea Side 
with five Zequeens for a Feafl of Bettle to 
him and his vompanions. 1 do not certainly 
know how far foutherly this Prince’s Domi- 
nions reach along the Sea-coafl, but I believe 
to Tccorie, about ix Miles from MenllCy and 
in the half Way is Cottica, which was fa- 
mous formerly for privateering on all Ships 
and V eflels that traded without their Lord’s 
Pafs. 

There is a Rock lies off Cottica about 8 
Miles in the Sea, which bears the Name of 
Sacrifice Rock. There are no Dangers near 
it for Ships to be afraid of. How it came 

by 
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fey its Name is uncertain ; but common Tra- 
dition telis us, that when the Torttt-guezn 
fettled firif at Calecut^ which lies about feven 
Leagues South-eaft of this Rock, the Cot- 
tka Cruizers furprifed 2 i^Tortug 7 tes::>e VelTeL 
and facrificed all their Prifoners on that Rock^ 
which gave Name to it; It is obfervable, 
that tho’ the Tortngueze got Footing in all 
the Dominions of the Princes whofe Lands 
reach to the Sea-lhore of Malabar^ yet they, 
never could get a Foot of Ground in the 
halanores Country, tho’ many Trials have 
been made, and fair Means ijfed to effedl it; 
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CHAP. XXV. 

ObfervatioJk oil the Samorin and his Cbun-^ 
try^ their Religion^ Laws and Cufiomsi 
Rrodiidt of the Country and its Commerce j 
an Account of their War with the Dutch^ 
begun in Anno 1708; aud_ the Confequences 
of it. 

S amor lids Country reaches along 
f the .Sea-coaft from Ticori to Chiiwai 
afiout %% Leagues.. His chief City (if k may 
be called one) is Calectit^ss^htm he general- 
ly relides. His Palace is bmlt of Stone, and 
there is forhe faint Refemblance of Gran- 
deur to be feen about his Cduft. He is reck- 
oned the powerfulleft King on the Sea-coaft 
of Malabar^ and has the beft Trade in his 
Country,- which makes both himfelf and 
j U - ' People 
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People richer than their Neighbours.' The 
Engl'jJJo had a Faftory there many Years, 
but now the Chief and theFaftoi'S are remo- 
ved to Tellkher'ry^ and what Quantities of Pep- 
per they procure there by their black Servants, 
is fent by Sea to Tellicherry. The French 
have alfo a fmall Fa(S:ory, fettled in Anno 
3^5)8. but they are not in a Condition to car- 
ry on a Trade for want of Money and Cre- 
dit: And the Fortv.gueze have a Church, 
but poorly decorated, and pitifully endowed, 
for Ch-rfftim Charity is much decayed there 
as well as in other Places ; and the Priefls 
Perquifites are but fmall by Converts. 

T H E Produdf of the Snmo'riks, Country is 
Pepper in Abundance, Bcttlc-mii and Cocoa- 
nut, and that Tree produceth jnggery, a 
Kind of Sugar, and Qo^erd^ or the Kernels of 
the Nut dried, and out of thofe Kernels there 
is a very clear Oyl expreft ; alfo Sandel-wood, 
Iron, CciJ]ia 4 ignmn and Timber for building, 
all which Commodities they export to the 
great Benefit of the Inhabitants. 

'Many flrange Cuftoms were obferved in 
this Country in former Times, and fome ve- 
ry odd ones are flill continued. It was an 
ancient Cultomfor the S amor in to reign but 
twelve Years, and no longer. If he died be- 
fore his Term was expired, it faved him a 
troublefom Ceremony of cutting his own 
Throat, on a publick Scaffold erefted for 
that Purpofe. He 'firft made a Feafi; for all 
his Nobility and Gentry, who are very nu- 
inerous. After the Feafi:, he * faluted his 
' ' ■ GueftSi^ 
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Guefts, and went on the Scaffold, and very 
decently cut. his ov/n Throat in the View of 
the Affembly) and his Body was, a little 
While after, burned with great Pomp and 
Ceremony, and the Grandees eledled a new 
S amor in. ■ Whether that Cuftom was a reli* 
gious or a civil Ceremony I know not, but 
it is now laid afide. 

And a new Cuftom is followed by .the 
modern Samorins, that a Jubilee is proclaim- 
ed throughout his Dominions, at the End of 
twelve Years, and a Tent is pitched for hini 
in a fpacious Plain, and a great Feaft is cele- 
brated for ten' or twelve' Days with Mirth 
and Jollity, Guiis firing Night' and Day, fo ac 
the End of the Feaft any four of the Guefts 
that have a Mind to gain a Crown by a de-' 
fperate A6lion, in fighting their Way through 
30 or 40000 of his Guards, and kill the Sa-* 
inoriu in his Tent, he that kills. him, fucceeds. 
him in his Empire* . 

In Anno 1(595. one of thofe Jubilees hap- 
pened, and ‘the Tent pitched near ^ennany^ 
a Sea-port of his, about fifteen Leagues to the ' 
Southward of Calecnt. There were but 
three Men that would venture on that de- 
fperate Adion, who fell in, with Sword and 
Target, among the Guards, and, after they 
had killed and wounded many, were them- 
felves killed. One of the "Dejperados had a 
Nephew of. fifteen or fixteen Years of Age, 
that kept clofe'by his Uncle in the Attack 
on the Guards, and, when he faw him fall, 
the Youth got through the Guards into the. 
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Tent, and made a Stroke at his MajeftyV 
Head, and had certainly difpatched him, if 
a large Brafs Lamp which was burning over 
his Head, had not marred the Blow ; but, 
before he could make another, he was killed 
by the Guards ; and, I believe, the fame Sa- 
wot'ih reigns yet. I chanced to come that 
Time along the Coaft, and heard the Guns 
for two or three Days and Nights fuccejflively. 

When the Snmoriu marries, he muft not 
cohabit with his Bride till the Kambourie or 
chief Priefl has enjoyed her, and, if he pleaf- 
os, may have three Nights of her Company, 
becaufe the firft Fruits of her Nuptials muft 
be an holy Oblation to the God fic wor- 
flips : And fomc of the Nobles are fo com- 
plaifant as to allow the Clergy the fame Tri- 
bute ; but the common People cannot have 
that Compliment paid to them, but are for- 
ced to fupply the Priefts Places therrifelves. 
Any Women, except the ftrft Quality, may 
marry twelve Husbands if they pleafe, but 
cannot have more at one Time, and they 
muft all be of her own Cafl or Tribe, under 
Pain of Excommunication and Degradation 
of Honour, if ftie marries into a lower Tribe ; 
and the Men are under the fame Penalty if 
they tranfgrefs that Law, but they are not 
confined to a fet Number of W ives, as the 
Women are to Husbands. 

W H E N a W Oman is married to the firft of 
her Husbands, fie has an Houfe built for 
her own Conveniency, and that Husband co- 
habits with her till fie takes a fecond, or fo 

many 
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many as (lie is prefcribed by Law, and the 
Husbands agree very well, for they cohabit 
with her in their Turns, according to their 
Priority of Marriage, ten Days, more or 
lefs, according as they can fix a Term among 
themfelves, and he that cohabits with her, 
maintains her in all Things neceflary, for his 
Time, fo that fhe is plentifully provided for 
by a conftant Circulation. 

When the Man that cohabits with her 
goes into her Houfe, he leaves his Arms at 
the Door, and none dare remove them, or 
enter the Houfe, on Pain of Death ; but, if 
there are no Arms to guard the Door, any 
Acquaintance may freely vifit her. And all 
the Time of Cohabitation llie ferves her 
Husb'and as Purveyor and Cook, and keeps 
bis Clothes and Arms clean. 

W HEN llie proves with Child, ilie nomi- 
nates its Father, who takes Care of its Edu- 
cation, after flie has fuckled it, and brought 
it to walk or fpeak ; but the Children are 
never Heirs to their Fathers Eflates, but the' 
Father’s Sifter’s Children are, and if there 
are none, then to the neareft in Confangui- 
nity from his Grandmother. And this Cu- 
llom is alfo pradifed among the Mahomet ati 
Malabars. 

There are many Degrees or Dignities in 
the Church as well as in the State. The Nam- 
bouries are the firft in both Capacities of 
Church and State, and fome of them are 
Popes, being fovereign Princes in both. The 
Brahmans or Bramanies are thefecondinthe 

U 3 Church 
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Church only. The Bnts or Magicians are 
next to them, and are in great V eneration. 


The Makers or Gentlemen arc next, and are 
very numerous, TlicTc^vecs are the Farmers 
of Cocoa-nut Trees, and are next to the 


Gentry. Merchants are of all Orders, ex-t 
cept Nmnbotirtes^ and are in fomc Elteem. 
The Tonlias produce the Labourers and Me-. 
chanicks. Tliey may marry into lower Tribes 
without Danger of Excommunication, and 
fo may the Mnck'iDas or Fiihers, who, I 
think, 'are an higher Tribe than the Toulias^ 
but the Tonlicbees are the loweft Order of 


human Creatures, and are excluded from the 
Benefit of human and divine Laws. 


. If a Bon lie or Teyvee meet a- Mayer on 
the Road, he 'mull go afide to let his Wor- 
iPiippafs by, left the Air lliould be tainted, on 
jPain of a fevere Chaflifement, if not of Death ; 
but the Bonlichces are in a much worfe State, 
for, by the Law, they are not permitted to 
converfe with any other Tribe, nor can they 
•wear any Sort of Cloth, but only a little 
Straw made fafi: before their Privities, with 
a Line round their Middle. They are not 
permitted to build Houfes or Huts pn the 
Ground, nor to inhabit the Plains where 
there is Corn Ground, but muft dwell in 
Woods, and build on the Boughs of Trees, 
like Birds, with Grafs and Straw, If acci- 
' dentally they fee any Body coming towards 
them, they will howl like Dogs, and run a--, 
way, left thofe of Quality lliould take OlFence 
ibfir breathing in the Lme Air that they 

dOg 
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<5o. They are not pennitted to till and fow 
the Ground, only in obfcure Places of the 
W oods they plant Fruits and Roots, whofe 
Seeds they Ileal from their neighbouring 
Gardens in the Plains, in the Night, and if 
they are caught ftealing, Death is their Pu- 
.nilliment,'on the Spot where they are taken, 
without any Form orProcefs of Law. When 
they want ^'ood, they come to the Skirts of 
their Woods, and howl like Foxes, and the 
charitable ^onlias and Teyvees relieve them 
with Rice boiled or raw, and fome Cocoa- 
nuts and other Fruits, which they lay down 
in a 'convenient Place; and when their Be- 
nefa6lors come within twenty Paces of them 
with their Alms, they walk off, and let the 
‘PoiUkhees come to their Food, which they 
forthwith carry into the W oods. They are 
very fwift in running, and cunning in catch- 
ing wild Bealls and Fowl; but they have 
few or no Filli among the Mountains. 

The inferior Tribes have Liberty of Con- 
fcience in fancying their Deities, and wor- 
iliipping them. I have feen, at many Mnck- 
'was Houfes, a fquare Stake of ood, wnth 
a few Notches cut about it, and that Stake 
drove into the Ground, about two Foot of 
it being left above, and that is covered with 
fome Cadjans or Cocoa-nut Tree Leaves, 
and is a Temple and a God to that Family. 
Some worlhip the firft Animal they fee in the 
Morning, let it be Cat, Dog or Serpent, and 
they pay_ their Adorations to it the whole 
Day. Others choofe a Tr^e of their Father’s 

U ' or 
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pr fome dear Friend-s planting, and that he 
gets confecrated, and it then becomes his 
God ,* but they all believe the Immortality of 
the Soul and Tranfmigration, and the Ado- 
ration of the great God, of whom they have 
3nany wild Opinions. 

The great God’s Image they can neither 
fancy nor make, but believe, that he fent an 
huge large Fowl from Heaven, that laid a 
fwinging Egg in the Sea, and, in Procefs of 
Time, it was hatch’d by the Sun, and forth 
came the World;, \\dth all Animals, Vegetables, 
that inhabit it now, and that poor Adam 
Was fct alone on the Top of an high Moun- 
tain in Zealoan-i which is called, to this Day, 
Baba Adam, from that Tradition, but, being 
tire.d of fo lonefom a Life, he defcended in- 
to ilie-.PIain^ and there he met with Hevah, 
whom he' prefently knew' to be his Kinfwo- 
iiian, and they Ilruck Hands, and were there 
married. 

The great Men of the Clergy build Tem- 
ples, but they are neither large nor beautiful. 
Their Images are all black, and deformed, 
according as they fancy the infernal Gods to' 
be lliaped, who, they believe, have fome 
Hand in governing the World, particularly 
about benign or malignant Seafons that hap^ 
pen in the Produ(S:ions or Sterility , of the 
Earth, for which Reafon they pay a lateral 
Adoration to them.’ Their Images are all 
placed in dark Temples, and are never, feeh 
but by Lamp-light, that burns continually 
before them. ' ^ 
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When criminal Cafes are brought before 
the Magiftrate, that want the Evidence of 
Witnefies to fupport them, the Trial of 
'Truth is by Ordeal. The accufed Perfon is 
obliged to put his bare Hand into a Pot of 
boyling Oyl, and if any Blrfter appears, the 
Party is found guilty ; and I have been cre- 
dibly informed, both by Euglijh and T>utch 
Gentlemen, as well as Natives, that had feen 
the Trial, that the innocent Perfon has not 
been in the leaft affedled with the fcalding 
' Oy], and then the Punilliment due to the 
Crime, is inflifted on the Accufer. 

The Samorin entred into a War with the 
‘Dutch Eaji-india Company in Anno 1714. 
and the Chief of the Englljh Faftory, who 
was a privy Counfeller, to the Samorin, had 
a great Hand in promoting it. The Quarrel 
began about a fmall Fort that the Dutch 
were building at Chitwa. The Ground 
whereon it flood was a defert Morafs by the 
River’s Side, and was claimed both by the 
King of Conchin and the Samorhh The 
King of Conchin made over his Claim to the 
Dutch, who made fmall Account who had 


the befl Title, but carried on their Work 
with Diligence. The Samorin, with,' and by 
the Advice of his CouncU, got fome of his 
Soldiers to be entred into the Dutch Service, 
under the Difguife of daily Labourers to 
carry Stones, Morter, ^c. for building the 
Fort, and to take their Opportunity to ly in 
Ambufcade in a Morafs overgrown with 
Reeds near, the Fort,. . 

Two, 
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Two flitch Lieutenants, who -had the 
Overfccing of the Work, were one Evening 
diverting themfelves with a Game at Tables 
•in a Guard Room about half a Mile from the 
Fort. They had let fome of their T>utch Sol- 
diers go ftraggling abroad, and the Sentinels 
were carelefs under the Security of Friend- 
iliip, which gave the difguifed Workmen an 
Opportunity to kill the Sentinels, and make 
their Signal for the Ambufeade, who, in a 
few Minutes, took the half-built Fort. The 
^Lieutenants came prefcntly after, with what 
Forces they had, to retake it, but one being 
killed dead in advancing, the other thought 
it impradiicable to attack greater Forces with- 
in than he had Without, and fo embarked, 
with his Men, on board fmall Boats for Con- 
•chin, about lo. Leagues from Chitwa. 

, I fortuned to be at Conchm when he and 
his Men- arrived, and, by a Court Martial, 
he was fentenced to be hiot to Death, which 
Sentence I law executed. The S amor his 
People next Day eroded a Fkg-daff, and 
hoitted the EngUjfo Flag, which the Engliff? 
Chief had fent by the Ambufeade, and' im^ 
mediately after fet about demolilhing the 
Walls, that were built, of the Fort, and car- 
ried off fomc great Guns belonging to the 
"jyutch. And this was the Prelude of the 
W ar. 

I knew pretty well the Strength of the An- 
tagonifts, what Power the Samorhi had, and 
what Powers the Kings of Coucbhj, Taaru and 
'E or cat could affitt the E)utch with, and I 
> ■ " ■ wrote 
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wrote to the Chief the Refolutions of the 
^utch^" and advifed him not to embark 
himfelf or his Maflers in that Affair, becaufe 
War was a different Province from his. He 
took my Advice' fo ill, that he wrote to 
Bofnbaj^ that I was in the B)ntch Interefl, 
oppofire to the Right Honourable Company, 
and alfo to his Maflers in England, as if the 
''E>utch Company could need my Interefl, Ad- 
vice or Aflillance ; but, as I had forewarned 
Jiim, he found the Samorm was forced, after 
three Years War, to conclude a diflionour-- 
able and difad van tageous Peace, wherein ‘he 
was obliged to build up the Fort he had de- 
molifhed, to pay the ’T)utch Company 7 per 
Cent, on all the Pepper exported out of his 
Dominions for ever, and to pay a large Sum 
towards the Charges of the War. Some Part 
of the Money, I b^elieve, he borrowed, 
Whether our Eafi-india Company got 
or lofl by that War, I know not, nor wilM 
pretend to pafs Judgment on then Affahsi 
but this I know, that the. Chief loft a good 
Milk Cow, for the Chiefs of Qalecnt, for ma- 
ny Years, had vended between yooand 1000 
.Chefts of Bengal up in the in- 

land Countries, where it is very much ufed. 
The Water Carriage up the River being 
cheap and fecure, the Price of Ophlum high, 
and the Price of Pepper low, ib that their 
Profits were great both Ways; for, if I mi- 
•ftake not, the Company paid the higheft Pri- 
ces for their Pepper, and the Najers in the 
Company’s Pay, were employed about the 

Chiefs 
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Chiefs Affairs,* and by the uncxpc^led Turn 
of Affairs caufed by the War, that Trade is 
fallen intirely into the T>utch Company’s 
Hands, and it will be a very difficult Task 
to get it out again. ' 

It H E Engliflj Company were formerly fo 
much refpe^rted at Cdccut, that if any Debi- 
tor went into their Faftory for Proteftion, 
none durfl prefumc to go there to difturb 
them ; but that Indulgence has been fome- 
’ times made an ill life of, to the Detriment 
of Engli/I? private Traders. 

They have a good Way of arreffing Peo- 
ple for Debt, vi^. There is a proper Perfon 
lent with a fmall Stick from the Judge, who 
is generally a Brahman-, ^^nd when that Per- 
fon finds the Debitor, he draws a Circle 
round him with that Stick, and charges him, 
in the King and Judge’s Name, not to flir 
out of it till the Creffitor is fatisfied -either 
by Payment or Surety ; and it is no Icfs than 
Death for the Debitor to break Prifon by 
going out of the Circle. 

They make ufe of no Pens, Ink and Pa- 
per, but write on Leaves of Flags or Reeds 
that grow in Moraffes by thg Sides of Ri- 
vers. They are generally about i8 Inches 
long, and one and an half broad, tapering at 
both Ends, and a fmall Hole at one’ End for 
a String to pafs through. It is thicker than 
our royal Paper, and very tough. They 
write with the Point of a Bodkin made for 
that Purpofe, holding the Leaf athwart their 
left Thumb End over the foremoll Finger, 
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■^ind what they have to write is indented, or 
rather engraven into the Leaf, but it does 
not pierce the Leaf above half Way through. 
And on two or three of thefe Leaves they’lf 
write as much as we can on a Sheet of fmall 
Paper. All their Records are' ^ultten fo on 
Leaves, and they are flrung and rolled up in 
a Scroll, and hung fome Time in Smoke, 
and then lockt up in their Cabinets. And I 
have feen fome fuch Leaves Smoke-dried, 
that, they told me, were above looo Years 
old. 

In Anno 1703. about the Middle of Fehru^ 
ary^ I called at Calecut in my Way to Su- 
rat, and ftanding into the Road, I chanced 
to ftrike on fome of the Ruins of the fun- 
ken Town built by the Tortugneze in for- 
mer Times. Whether that Town was fwal- 
lowed up by an Earthquake, as fome affirm, 
or whether it was undermined by the Sea, I 
will not determine ; but fo it was, that in 6 
Fathoms at the main Maft, my Ship, which 
drew XI Foot Water, fat fad a-fore the 
Chefs-tree. The Sea was fmooth, and, in a 
lliort Time, we got off without Damage. 

The uhfortunate Captain Green, who was 
afterwards hanged in Scotland, came on board 
of my Ship at Sun-fet, very much overtaken 
with Drink,' and feverals of his Men came 
in the fame Condition. He told me, that he 
had fome fmall Arms, Powder, Shot and 
Glafs-ware to difpofe of, and asked me if I 
would take them off his Hands ata^veryrea- 
fonabie Rate. I told him, that next Morn- 

' ‘ ' ing 
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, in'g I would fee them, and perhaps he a Mef2 
chant for them. He told me, that the Arms 
aiid Ammunition were what was left of a. 
large Quantity that he had brought from 
landy^ but had been at T)oit MAcherenas and 
MAagafcar, difpofed of the , reft to 

good Advantage, among the PirateSj and had 
carried fomie Pirates from T)on Mafcherenas 
Marys. 

I told him, that, in Prudence, he ought 
to keep thefe as Secrets, left he might be 
brought in Trouble , about them. He made 
' biit little Account of my Advice, and fo de- 
parted. . , 

About ten in the Night his chief Mate 
Mr. Mather came on Board of my Ship, and 
feemed to be very melancholy. He asked 
me, if I thought one of my Mates wolild be. 
induced to go with Captain Green, that he 
might be cleared of his Ship, and he would 
give that Mate that would accent of his Poft, 
a very confiderable Gratuity. I told him, that 
fuch a ' good Poll as he had on board the 
JVorcefier was not eafily procured in India; 
for we feldom. preferred Stranger's before 
we-had a Trial of them. , . 

•He burft out in Tears, and told me, he 
Was afraid that he was undone. I askt his 
Reafon for his melancholy .Conjefture; He. 
anfwerdd, that they had afted fuch Things in 
their Voyage, that would certainly bring 
them to Shame and' Puniiliment, if they, 
lliould come to Light ; and he was afturedy 
that fuch' a Company of Drunkards as' their 
■' ' * Crew; 
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Crew was compofcd of, could keep no Se- 
crer, tho’ the Difcovery lliould prove their 
own Ruin. I told him, I was forry for his 
Condition, and that I had heard at Coilonn, 
that they had not afted prudently nor ho- 
ncflly in relation to fomc Moors Ships they 
had vifited and plundred, and in finldng 
Sloop, with ten or twelve Euroj^enns in her,' 
off Coilonn. He askt me if that was known' 
at Coilonn. I told him, tliat the People there 
made no Secret of it, but as long as you did' 
them no Harm, you- are welcom to their 
Trade. Next Day I went alliorc, and met 
Captain Green and his Supercargo Mr. Cnl- 
Innl, who had failed a Voyage from Surat 
to Siudy with me. Before Dinner-time they] 
were both drunlc, and Cnllnnt told me, that 
he did not doubt of making the greateff 
Voyage that ever was made from England 
on fo fmall a' Stock as yoo Pound’s. I wiflic 
iiim Joy and Succefs, but told him, that we 
Indians nnderflood none of thofe profitable 
V oyages, but were well content with 30 or 
40 l^cr Cent. 

1 N the Evening their Surgeon ac;cofled me 
in my Walk along the Sea Side, and askt if 
I wanted a Surgeon. I told him I had two, 
and both very good ingenious Men. HO' 
faid, he wanted to flay in India, for his Life 
was uneafy on board of his Ship, that tho’ 
the Captain was civil enough, yet Mr. Ma-- 
ther was unkind, and had treated him v;ith 
Blows for asking a pertinent Queflion atfome 
■wounded Men, who were hurt in the En- 

- gagemenr 
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gagement they had wirh Hie aforementioned 
i>loop. I heard too much to be contented 
with their Conduct, and fo I fliiinn’d their 
Converfation for the little Time! {laid at C?- 
lecnt. Whether Captain G'reen and Mr. Ma.^ 
ther had Juflice impartially allowed them in 
their Procefs and Sentence, I know not. I 
have heard of as great Innocents condemned 
to Death as they were. 

About 2. Leagues to the Southward of 
. Calecut^ is a fine River called BayporCi cap- 
able to' receive Ships of 3 or 400 Tuns. It 
has aTmall Ifland off its Mouth, about half a 
Mile from the Shore, that keeps it fafe from 
the great !Seas brought on that Coafl by the 
South-weff Monfoons. Four Leagues more 
loutherly is Tannore^ a Town of fmallTrade^ 
inhabited by Malmnetans, They are a little 
free State, but pay an Acknowledgment to 
the Samonn. Five Leagues to the South- 
ward of Tamtof'c, is Tennany-, mentioned be- 
fore. It has the Benefit of a River, and was 
formerly a Place of Trade. The Prcnch 
and Engltfij had tl,ieir Faflories there, but 
were removed about the Year 1(370. And a- 
bout four Leagues more to the Southward, 
is River, which bounds the Sa 7 m-

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lliew their own Hiftory from the Reign of 
Nebuchadnezzar to this prefent Time. 

Myn Heer Van Reede before mentioned, 
about the Year Kipy. had an Abftraft of their 
Hiftory tranflated from the Hebrew into low 
'Dtitch. They declare themfelves to be of 
the Tribe of Manaffeb, a Part whereof was, 
by Order of that haughty Conqueror Nebu- 
chadnezzar, carried to the eaftermoft Pro- 
vince of his large Empire, which, it feems, 
reacht as far as Cape Cof?wrin, which Johr- 
iiey 20000 of them travelled in three Years 
from their fetting out of Babylon. 

When they arrived in the Malabar Coun- 
try, they found the , Inhabitants very civil 
and hofpitable to Strangers, giving them Li- 
berty of Confcience in religious Matters, 
and the free Ufe of Reafon and Induftry in 
Oeconomy. There they increafed, both in 
Numbers and .Riches, till in Procefs of Time, 
'either by Policy or Wealth, or both, they 
came to purchafe the little Kingdom of Cran- 
ganore. And there being one Family among 
them much efteemed for Wifdom, Power 
and Riches, two of the. Sons of that Family 
were chofen by their Elders, and Senators, 
to goyern the Common-wealth, and reign 
joyntly over them. Concord, the ftrongeft 
Bonds of Society, was in a Ihort Time bro- 
ken, and Ambition took Place, for one of 
the Brothers inviting his Colleague to aFeaft, 
and picking a Quarrel with his. Gueft, bafely 
killed him, thinking, -by that Means, to reign 
alone, but' the Defiinft leaving a Son of a

Death, by killing the. Fratricidej'and fb’ the 
State feli again into a Democracy^ which ftill

Parts, it is the Place of his Refidence. The 
Fadre Superior of VerapoU^ can raife, upon 
Occafion, 4000 Men, all Chrijiians of the 
Church of Rome ; but there are many more 
Sr. Tbomns\ Chrijiians that do not commu-^ 
nicate with thofe of Rome^ and fome Rortu- 
gueze^ called Topafes^ that communicate with 
neither, for they will b{f ferved by none but 
Roringneze Priefts, becaufe they indulge 
them more in their Villany, and Abfolutions 
from Crimes are cafier purchafed from the 
Rortngueze than from the French or Itali- 
ans^ who are generally much more polite 
and learned than the Rortngneze^ who are 
•*perrnittcd to take the Habit of fome Order, 
without being examined whether the Novice 
has the common Qualifications of School-' 
learning. 

xIbout 2, Leagues farther up towards the ■ 
Mountains^ on the Side of a fmall, but deep 
River, is a Place called Firdalgo, where the 
Inhabitants of Conchtn generally aftemble to 
3-cfrefli themfelves in the troublefom hot 
Months of jlp 7 il and May. The Banks and: 
Bottom of the River is clean Sand, and 
the Water fo clear, tliat a fmall Peeble Stone 
may be feen at the Bottom in three Fathoms 
Water.* • Every Company m.akes Choice of 
a Place by the River’s Side, and pitch their 
Tents, and drive fome fmall Stakes before 
their Tents, in the River, on which they 
hang up Clothes for Blinds, to hide the Ladies 
N , when 
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when they bath; but moft of them iwim 
dextroufly, and fwim under Water through 
the Stakes, into the open River, where the 
Men are diverting 'ihemfelves, and there 
they dive, and play many comical mad Tricks, 
till Breakfad or Supper call them aftiore, 
for it is in Mornings and Evenings that they 
bath and fwim ; for in the Heat of the Day 
the Sun fcorches. ^^ery often the Ladies 
lay Wagers, of Treats with the Gentlemen, 
gbout their Swiftnefs and Dexterity in fwim-* 
ming, but generally the Ladies win the Wa-* 
gers, tho’, I believe, if the Men would ufe 
their Art and Strength, they might win the 
Prize. The Heat of the Day they pafs with 
a Game at Cards or Tables for Treats, by 
wdiich Means they fare fumptuoufly every 
Day, fometimes in one Tent, and fometimes 
in another ; and, at Night, every Family 
fleeps in their own Tent, on the foff clean 
Sani Males and Females promifcuoully. 

There is a 'Place on the Side of that Ri- 
ver, called Hell's Month. It is a fubterrane- 
ous Cave about four -Yards broad, and three 
high, hewn out of a fpungy Iron-coloured 
Rock. I went into it with a Lantern, and 
paft ftraight forward about zoo Yards, but 
law no End to it. It is an Habitation for 
Snakes and Bats, wfoo were frightned by the- 
Light of our Candle and Noife. As vve were 
tired with their Company, fo we returned 
back. They have no Tradition why it was 
made, or by whora.-

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The Water of this Country, near the 
Sea-coaft, from Cranganore to St. Andreas^ 
which is about Leagues, has a bad Qua-^ 
lity of making the conftant Drinkers of it 
have fwcird Legs. Some it affeds in one 
Leg, and fome in both. !• have feen Legs 
above a Yard about at the Ancle. It caufes • 
no Pain, -but itching; nor does the thick 
Leg' iecm heavier than the fmall one to thofe 
who have them : But the ^ntch at Couching 
, to prevent that Malady, fend Boats daily to 
Ve 7 'apli, to lade with fmall portable Casks 
of 10 or EngliJIy Gallons, to ferve the Ch 
ty. The Company’s Servants have .their W a- 
ter free of Charges, but private Perfons pay 
Sixpence pa' Cask, if it is brought to their 
Houfes ; and yet, for all that Precaution, I 
have feen both ^utcb Men and IVoiiien trou- 
bled with that Malady, And no Cure has 
been yet found to heal or prevent it. 

. , . T H E old Romljf) Legendaries impute the 
Gaufc of thofe great fweU’d Legs to a Curfe 
St. Thomas laid upon his Murderers and their 
Pofterity, and that was the odious Mark they 
fliould be diftinguiflied by ; but St. Thomas 
was killed by the Tilbiigue Priefts at Malli-. 
^pore on ' Cho'niiandel, above 400 Miles di- 
flant from this Coafl, and the j^adyes there 
know 'none of that Malady. 

Conchin is waflit by the greateft Outlet on 
this Coaft, and being fo near the Sea, makes 
it ftrong. by Nature ; but Art has not been 
wanting to ftrengthen it, The City built by 
tb? ^orpigm^e was about a Mile and an half 
^ ' longj 
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long, and a Mile broad. Th^ Dutch tooVi 
it from xho-T'ortugneze aboutthe Year 16^0. 
when Heitloff Van .Ghonz was General .of 
the ’Dutch Forces by Land, and Commodore 
of a Fleet by Sea, The Infolence of the Tor- 
tugueze had made feveral neighbouring Prin- 
, ces become their Enemies, who joyned with 
the Dutch to drive them’ but of their Neigh- 
bourhood, and the-King of Couchin particu- 
larly affifted with 2.0000 Men. The Dutch 
had not invefled the Town long before Van 
'Ghonz received Advice of a Peace conclu- 
ded h&tvjQe.nDortugal 2.Vidi. Holland I but that 
he kept a Secret to himfelf. He therefore 
made a Breach in the weakeft Part of the 
Wall, and made a furious Affault for three 
Bays and Nights, without IntermifEon, and 
.relieved his Affailants every three Hours ; 
but the ’Portugueze keeping their Men con- 
tinually fatigued in Duty all the While, and 
finding Danger of being taken by Storrh, ca- 
pitulated, and delivered up their City. Ifi 
the Town there wer6 400 T^afer, who had 
'done the Portugueze good Service in defen- 
ding the City, b^ut were not comprehended 
in the Treaty. ' AlToon as they knew of that 
OmifEon, and the Cruelty and Licentiouf- 
nefs of the Dutch Soldiery in India, they 
drew up in a Parade, within the Port that 
the Portugueze were to go out at, and the 
Dutch to enter in, and fwore, that if they 
had not the fame Favours and Indulgence 
that were granted to the Portugueze, they 
would maffacre them all, and fet Fhe to the 
• X 4 Town.\ 
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•Town. The T)utch General knew his owrt 
Jntercil too well to deny fo juft a Demand^ 
ib he granted' what they .defired, and morcv 
over to talie thofe who had a Mind to ferve 
hi the I'^ntch Ser\dcc, into Pay^ which many 
of them did. 

The very next Day after the "Dutch ba 4 
Polleftiop, caihe a Frigat from Goa, with the 
Articles of the peacejnade with Hollaijd, and 
the Dortuguec:c,e complained loudly of the 
General’s .unfair' Dealings, hut were arifwer- 
cd, that the 'Portuguese had hefted the fame 
Tarce on the Dutch, their taking of 
nnbnke in Brdfil, a few Years before. The 
Englifl.) had then a Faftory in the City of 
Gouchin, but the Dutch, ordered them to re- 
move with their Dffc<fts, which accordingly 
they 'did to their Faftbry at Pemidny. 
b; . A s s o o N as the Dutch became Mafters of 
the City, they thought it was top large, and 
fo contraefted it to what if no\y is, being 
hardly one Tenth of \yhac it was in the Por^ 
tugueze Timei It is about 600 Paces long, 
and zoo broad, fortified with fcyen' large Ba- 
ftions, and Curtains fo thick, that two Rows 
of large Trees are planted on them, foy 
Shades in the hot Times. Sorne Streets built 
by the Portuguese^ are ftilfftandirig, a 
Church for the Dutch Service, and a Cathe- 
dral for a Ware-houfe. The Commodor^ 
or Governor’s Hbufe, which is a ftaiely Stru- . 
jfture, is die only Hoiife built after the Dutch 
Mode, anci the River* wail;es' fame Part of 
its \TallSp and a Canal cut from the River up 
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to the 'Middle of the City, that palTes clofe 
by the Governor’s Houfe. 

Thetr Flag-ftafF is placed on the Steeple 
of the old Cathedral, on a Mali of yy Foot 
high, and a Staff a-top of it about Foot, 
>^^hich is the highefl I ever favv and the 
Flag may be feen above 7 Leagues off. The 
Garifon generally pohlihs of 300 effeftive 
Men : And from Cape Comerin upwards they 
are allowed, in all their Forts and Faftories, 
yoo Soldiers, and 100 Seamen, all Europeans, 
befides fpme To;^afes, and the Militia. They 
have their Stores of Rice, from Barfalore, 
becanfe the Malabar Rice will not keep a- 
bove three Months out of the Husk, but in 
the Husk it will keep a Year. 

The Country produces great Quantities 
‘ of Pepper, but lighter than that which grows 
inore northerly. Their Woods afford good 
Teak for building, and Angeliqne and 
beet for making large Chefts and Cabinets, 
which are carried aU oVer the WeffCoafts 
of Indta. They have alfo, Iron and Steel in 
plenty, and Bees Wax for exporting. Their 
Seas afford them Abundance of good Filh of 
leveral Kinds, which, with thofe that are 
caught in their Rivers, makp them very cheap. 

The King of Qotichhh who, at bell, is but 
a V affal to the Dtitch, has a Palace built of 
•Stone about half a League from the E)utch 
City ? and there is a ftraggling Village not 
far from the Palace, that bears the Name of 
old Concbin, It has a Bazaar or Market in 
if, where all Commodities of the Country’s 
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Produ6l arc fold ; but there are no Curio/i- 
ties to be found in it. The King’s ordinary 
Refidence is at another Palace 6 Leagues to 
the Southward of Conchm, and ^ from St. 
Andrea ; but he keeps but a very fmall Court. 

Mndbay is a Place, that, I believe, few can 
parallel in the World. It lies on the Shore 
of St. Andrea, about half a League out in 
the Sea, and is open to the wide Ocean, and 
has neither Ifland nor Bank to break off the 
Force of the Billows, which come rolling 
with great Violence, on all other Parts of the 
Coaft, in the South-weft Monfoons, but, on 
this Bank of Mud, lofc themfelvcs in a Mo- 
ment, and Ships ly on it, as fecure as in the 
belt Harbour, without Motion or Difturbance. 
It reaches about a Mile along Shore, and has 
Lifted from the Northward, in 30 Years, a- 
bout three Miles. St. Andrea is only a Vil- 
lage, with a Church in it dedicated to St. 
Andreyev, and is ferved by St. Tbo77ias* 
who generally are both poor and illiterate. 
About i Leagues to the Southward of St. 
Andrea begin the Dominions of Torcat, or 

Torkah. It is of fmall Extent, reaching 
not above 4 Leagues along the Sea-coaft. 
The Prince is poor, having but little Trade 
in his Country, tho’ it was a free Port for 
Pirates when Every and Kid robbed on the 
Coaft of India-, but, fince that Time, the 
Pirates infeft the northern Coafts, finding 
the richeft Prizes amongft the Mocha and Ter-^ 
Jia Traders. The Dutch keep a Fadory at 
2^ orkah, but of fmall Confequence, . 
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Coilcoiloan is another little Principality con- 
tiguous to '\Porkah, where the Dutch keep 
alfo a Faftory. And next to it is 

Coiloan another fmall Principality. It has 
the Benefit of a River, which is the fouther- 
mofl; Outlet of the Couchin Iflands ; and the 
Dutch have a fmall, Fort within a Mile of it, 
on the Sea-fliorej which they took from the 
^ortugueze when they took Couchin. It 
keeps a Gaiifon of 30 Men, and its Trade Is 
inconfiderable. 

Erwa lies ^ Leagues to the Southward of 
Coiloan, where the Danes have a fmall Fa- 
fl’ory Handing on the Sea Side. . It is a thatcht 
Home of a very mean Afpefi:, and their 
Trade , anfwers, every Way, to the Figure 
their Faftory makes. 

Aujengo lies x Leagues to the Southward 
of Erisja, a Fort belonging to the Englijh, 
built, at the Company’s Charge, in Anno 
It Hands on a fandy Foundation, and is • 
naturally fortified by the Sea on one Side,' 
and a little River on the other. It is in the 
Dominions of the Queen of Attinga, to whom 
it pays Ground Rent. Before it was built, 
the Englijh had two fmall Faftories in her 
Country to the South of Aujengo. One 
was called Brinjan, the other Riittera ; but, 
being naked Places, were fubjecl to the In- 
fults of Courtiers, whofe Avarice is feldom 
or. never fatisfied : -But I wonder why the 
Englijlo built their Fort in that Place, for 
there is not a Drop of good W ater for drin- 
king within a League of it 5 and the Road 
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has a foul Bottom for anchoring, and conti- 
nually a great Surf on the Shore, when they 
might as well have built it near the Red 
Cliffs to the Northvxwd, from whence they 
have their Water for drinking, and where 
there is good Anchor-ground, and a tolerable 
good landing Place for Boats in the North- 
eaft Monfoons. The'Country produces good 
Quantities of Pepper and long Cloth, as fine 
as any made in 

When our Faflories were at Rutteram^ 
Brinjan^ they fent a yearly Prefent to the 
Queen of Attin^n, whofe Court is about 4 
Leagues within Land from Anjevga. In An-' 
110 1685'. when the Prefent was fent, a young 
beautiful . Englijh Gentleman had the Ho- 
nour to prefent it to her black Majefty ; and 
affoon as the Queen faw him, flie fell in Love^ 
with him, and next Day made Propofals of 
Marriage to him, but he modeltly refufed fo 
great an Honour: However, to plcafe her 
Majefiy, he Paid at Court a Month or two, 
and, it is reported, treated her with the fame 
Civility as Solomon did the Queen of Ethio- 
ffta, or Alexander the Great did the Amazo- 
nian Queen, and fatisfied her fo well, that 
when he left her Court, llie made, him fome 
Prefents. 

About the Year 172,0. there were fome 
pivil Broils in this Country, and the annual 
Prefent being demanded, the Englijh Chief 
refufed to pay it to any but to the Queen 
herfelf, iho’ thofe that demanded it, alfured 
Jiim, thg.t they c^mv, to demand it by the 

Queen’s 
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Wucen^s Order, and offered their Receit of 
it in her Name ; but he, being more pofi.-- 
tive’than wife, continued obilinate in hisRe- 
fufal, upon which thd Queen gave him an 
Invitation to Court ; and he, to appear great 
there, carried two of his Council, and fome 
ethers of the Fa 61 ory, with moil Part of the 
Military belonging to the Garifon, and, by 
Stratagem, they were all cut-off, except a 
few black Servants, whofe Heels and Lan- 
guage faved them from the Maffacre, and 
they brought the fad News of the Trage^. 

Tegnapatam^ where the ’Dutch have a Pa- 
ftory, lies about Leagues to' the South- 
ward of Aiijengo. That Country produces 
Pepper, and coarfe Cloth called Catcbas : 
But Colkha, which lies between the Middle 
and W eft Point of the Cape Qomerhi, affords 
the beft Cloth of that Sort, befideS Tama- 
rinds in Abundance ; but the Road is foul. 
It alfo produces Salt ; but neither the Dng- 
UJ}? nor Dutch have any Commerce or Traf- 
•fick there. And clofe by Colicha^ at thefaid' 
middle' Point, there is a fmall Cave or Har- 
bour that can fecure fmall Velfels from all 
Winds and Weather. It has a clean fandy 
Bottoih, and three Fathoms in it at low Wa- 
ter. Four Leagues off the Cape, in the Sea, 
there is a fmall fmooth Rock bare at low Wa- 
ter, and Ihews itfelf like the Back of a Whale. 
About 100 Paces fromi it, on all Sides, there 
is ojS Fathom Water; and the Sea feldom 
breaks on it, which makes it the more dan- 
gerous. I knew a Ship that rubbed her Side 
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on it, before thofe on board could difcover 


it, tlio’ they lookt out for it. 

Mana^nat' lies to the North-^eaftward of 
Cape Cowerm, about 8 Leagues diftant, and 
the flitch have a Fadlory there, Handing on 
an high Ground about a Mile from the Sea. 
And abput lo Leagues more northerly isTV^- 
tccarcm a ^iitch Colony^ tho* but fmall. 

. Tntccarecn has a good fafe Harbour, by. 
the Benefit of' fome fmall Blands that ly olf 
it. That Country produces much Cptton- 
cloth, tho’ none fine; but they both ftain 
and die it for Exportation. This Colony fu- 
perintends a Pearl Fillier)^, that lies a little 
to the Northward of them, which brings the 
"Dutch Company aoooo L. yearly Tribute, 
according to common Report. There are 
feveral Villages on the Sea-lliore between* 
Tntecarceu and G?//, but none in any Ac-* 
count* for Traffick. This Coil is a Promon-* 


tory that fends over a Reef of Rocks to the 
Ifland of Zelonn, called commonly Adam's 
Bridge, 

That Reef of Rocks has fo little Water 


on them, that the fmallefl: Boats cannot pafs 
but at an Bland called Mannar-, which lies 
almoft Mid-way between Zehan and Coil) 
and that Pafiage has not above 6 Foot Wa-* 
ter on it, fo that none but fmall V effels can 
pafs that Way; and they raufl; unlade, an(L> 
pay Cuftoms to the who refide atA/^-*' 
naar,, and, after the V eflel is haled over the 
Bridge, they take in their Cargo again. 


ThS 
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.The flitch have fortified Manaar^ and 
make ufe of it for a Prifon for Indian Prin- 
ces, whom they can overpower or circum- 
vene, when they are fufpefted.of making 
' Treaties contrary to their Intereft, or to fuch 
as would willingly reaffume their loft Freedom, 
by breaking the unjuft Yoke of the Compa- 
pany’s 'Xyi'^mny, perhaps drawn on them-i 
felves by too much. Faith or Incredulity; 
for that honeft Company has always had a 
Maxim, firft to foment Quarrels between /«- 
dian Kings and Princes, and then pioufly pre-’ 
tend to be Mediators, or Arbitrators of their 
Differences, and always caft in foraething in- 
to the Scale of Juftice to thofe whofe Coun- 
tries produce the beft Commodities for the 
Company’s Ufe, ' and lend the Affiftance of 
their Arms to him'.who is fo qualified by the 
Produft above, mentioned, and, at the Con- 
clufion of the War, make the poor conquer- 
ed Prince pay their Charges for afftfting the 
Conqueror ; , and, when all is made up, and 
Treaties of Peace ready to be figned, then 
the Conqueror, their dear Ally and Friend, 
muft fuffer them to poifefs the beft Sea-porcs, 
and fortify the moft proper and convenient 
Places of his Country, and muft forbid all 
Nations Traffick but their dear Friends, 

under Pain of having the Company’s Arms 
turned againft them, in Conjundion with 
!bme other potent Enemy to the deluded 
Conqueror. 

The King oT Chart a Souri, on -the Ifland 
' of Java, is a frefli Inftance of the Truth of 

what 
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Xvhat I r§ate. lu Anno 1704 . 1 faw him at 
SafnaraUg a Sea-poit on tlie faid, Ifland, in 
great Sf>lendor, and in high Elleem with 
the Dutch Commodore ; but in Ahilo ijoj, 
he fell under the Difpleafiire of thd General 
and Council of Batavia., dnd in 1708. falling 
into their Hands, he was brought their Pri- 
foner to Mahaar, and cdoped up pri that 
fmall Ifland,^ there to fpend the Remainder 
of his Days in Contemplation or Coitimerirs 
on the Deceit of worldly Grandeur, and of 
the Power and Pleafure of Sovereignty, or 
in humble Thoughts bn Confinement,' Exile 
and Poverty. And hete I leave him', and 
pafs over the reft of Ad'anh Bridge, ( called 
by the Natives Ramcna Coil) and pay a ftiort 
Vifit to Zcloan, beginning .at the Bridge, and 
travelling to the Southward, Eaft and North- 
ward, till 1 reach back again to the North 
Side of the Bridge.

Treats of the If and of Ceylon or Zeloan its 
Brodult. and Commerce, Religion and Cii- 
foms, the Portugueze Bride and Folly the 
Caiife of its fallmg into the Dutch.. Co'mfa- 
nfs Hands ; voith other hiflorl'cal Remarks 
and Obfervations, both ancient and rrioderl^. 

E L OA N is an Ifland famous in many 
A ^ Hiftories for its Fertility, particularly 
in producing the Cinnamon Ttee, whole Bark 

is 
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IS fo much dfteemed all over ^Jia and Eu- 
rope ^ befides the precious Stones that grow 
in it, viz. the Emerald) Sapphire and Gatf- 
eye being all valuable Stones^ tho’ foft. 

The firft Place, in Courfe, to the South- 
ward of the Bridge, is along Ifland that lies 
clofe to the Shore, and reaches about 12. 
Leagues foutherlyj called Calpetine. It pro- 
duces only Timber for building : But Negom- 
bo, that lies near the South End of it, has a 
fniall Fort, and a ‘T>utch Garifon to forbid 
ali Trade to Strangers on that Part of the 
Coaft. And 7 Leagues from Negombo^ to the 
South, Bands the City of 

Colombo^ which was at firft built l3y the 
Tortngueze^ about the Year 1638. but* by 
their Pride and Infolence, had made the 
King of Caiidia ( who was, at firft, Sovereigil 
of the whole Ifland ) their Enemy. The 
Dutch taking that Opportunity, made aLea^ 
gue with the King onenfive and defenfive, 
and firft attacked and carried Galle or Ton- 
to de Galle in Anno idjSi which is a Fort 
and Harbour on the South-weft Point of thd 
Ifland, about ao Leagues from Colombo. 
"When they had fetded Aftairs at Galle, they 
embarked) to the Number of 3000 Soldiers^ 
and failed to Tantera, a fraall River about 
^ Leagues South of Colombo, and were joyn- 
^ ed by X or 3000 of the King of Candids Men. 
'^The T ortugueze having Information of the 
Dutch landing, and the fmall Afliftance of 
the Natives, contemned . their Forces, and 
raifed an Army of 10000 Men to chaftife 
t Y theif 
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their Folly in coming with fo Few Forces- 
The Tortugueze Army was commanded by 
a Ftdalgo^ c^Mt^Antomo deFiguera, a Frefli- 
water Soldier, - but a great Braggadocio^ and 
promifed to bring all the B)utch that did not 
fall by his Sword, into Colombo in Chains ; 
and the Fo^^tugueze Ladies were fo fure of 
his Performances, that they fent to compli- 
ment him, and beg the Favour that he would 
pick them out fome lufty to car- 

ry their Falenqneens and Somereras or Um- 
brellas, which he promifed to do on Ho- 
nour, and fo went tp meet his Enemies. 

The T>ntch advancing towards the City, 
met the Forttigueze unexpededly, and there 
being a little fliallow River between them, 
the Fortugueze pretended to Hop the F)utch 
there, and began to. fire-very briskl}^, tho’ at- 
too great a Difiance, but did not advance 
towards their . Enemy. Upon which the 
Dutch paft the River, and advanced till they 
came within Piftol-fiiot, and then fired on 
the Fortngueze with fo good Succefs, that 
they prefently broke, and betook them to 
their Heels, and the Dutch kept a running- 
March after them, and being nimbler than 
the Fortngueze^ entred the City with them,' 
and made themfelves Mailers of it, wherein ' 
they found immenfe Treafures ; But the pooi*'- 
Fortugneze Ladies were firangely difappoin- . 
ted to find the Dutch were become their 
Bed-fellows inftead of their Slaves. 

The Dutch had one Game more to play 
before they had done with that Expedition. 

They

They knew that Reinforcements were fent 
from Goa, who came in Sight two or three 
Days after the City was taken, and the TJutch 
Fleet, which then lay in the Road, pretend-, 
ed Fear, weighed their Anchors on Sight of 
the TorUiguezio Fleet, and feigned a Flight, 
while the ‘Dutch, in the City, ho3^fted ‘For- 
tugne^e Colours, and fired fome Guns to- 
wards the Sea, to make thofe in the ‘Portu- 
guese Fleet believe, that the Firing was at 
the Dutch Fleet. The Stratagem took, and 
the Portuguese came and anchored in the 
Road about a Mile from the City^ and fent 
their Boats alliore, where they were detain- 
ed i and the Dutch Fleet being in the Offing, 
came in with the Sea Winds, and fell on the 
Portuguese Fleet, which foon yielded to 
them, for which Piece of Civility they had 
good Quarter. 

Upon the Conqueft of Colombo, followed 
all the other Forts on the Ifland, ‘vis. Cal- 
klffie and Barbarin, between Colombo and 
Galley and, on the South End, Valta and 


'Mat lira y on the Eafi; Side Batacold and 
Prankamalaya y and, on the North End, Jaf- 
ua^aiam, with a Fort 4 Leagues from Galki 
within Land, called Bibtegamy and Tutecd'^ 
reen and Maga^atam on the main Continent^ 
yielded. 

The Dutch were no fooner Mailers of 


the Sea-coafts of Ceyloan^ but they began to 
give Laws to their Ally the King of Candia, 
forbidding him to trade with any foreign Na- 
tion but theirs, which Ufage the King could 
f Y a not 
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not well digeft, whereupon a War broke ourj 
that continued many Years, but, in the End, 
the T>ntch made a Peace upon very advanta- 
gious Conditions. And Colombo being too 
large to be defended with a few Forces, they 
haye contraded it into one Quarter ofitsan- 
‘dient Bounds,, and have fortified it flrongly 
ivirh a, Wall and Baftions. It is now about a 
Mile in Length, and three Quarters of a Mile 
in Breadth ; and the and other Na- 

tives inhabit a Part of the old Town, with- 
out the Walls of the new. The Streets of 
the new Town are wide and fpacious, and 
the Buildings after the new Mode. The Go- 
vernor’s Houfe is a noble Fabrick, and feve- 
,ral other Houfes are beautiful. It wants the 
Benefit of a River, but has a fmall deep Bay 
capable to receive fmall Ships, and fheltej' 
them in the South-weft Monlbons. 

T* 07 ito de Gdle^ I have mentioned before^ 
is a Bay with a dangerous Entrance for Ship- 
ping, but is capable to receive Ships of the 
•greateft Burden, About the Year 1670. Lew- 
is IXW. of France had a great Mind for a 
Settlement on Zeloan, and equipt feven or 
eight Sail of Ships for that Enterprize ; and 
.when they came to Sea, and opened their 
Orders, they found was the Place they 
were to take and fortify, and the Manage- 
ment of that Affair intrufted to one Mr. de 
/’ Haye^ which one Mr. Jean who had 

ferved the F)ntch many Years in good Pofts 
m India^ and who had laid down that Pro- 
ject, was fo chagrin’d with the Difappoint- 

- ' ment 
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ment of another having the firft Pofl in that 
Afhiir, that when they came to Galle they 
had but bad Succefs. They expefted the 
^Fo'rt7igneze there before them to aflift, but 
none came ; but.foon after HitlofVan Gouze 
was with them, whom the French not’ caring 
to engage with, being equal in Number of 
Ships, and fuperior in Force, the French fled, 
and left their Projeft on Galle unattempted. 

They went then to Tranka^malaya^ and 
anchored in that Bay, defigning to force 
that fmall (Sarifon to a Surrender ; but that 
vigilant F>ntch Man was foon after them 
.with his Fleet, and forced them to fight diF 
advantgeoufly in Trankamalaya Baj'', where- 
in the French lofl one half of their Fleet, 
being cither. funk or burnt. With the reft they 
fled to Si.ThomaSj oh theCoaft ofCom^;/^!?/, 
defigning to fettle there ; but Van Gouze was 
fobn there alfo, and feized their Ships, ma- 
ny of their Guns being difmounted and car- 
ried afliorc; But they finding they could' do 
no Good againft fo powerful and vigilant an 
Enemy, treated and capitulated with the 
F)nrch, to leave Lidia^ if they might be al- 
lowed Shipping to carry them away, which 
ihc'Dntch agreed to, and allowed them their 
Admiral’s Ship, called xht Grand Briton^ 
two more, to tranfport themfelves whither 
they pleafed ; but Mr* Martin was carried to 
■Batavia^ and there confined for his Life- 
time, with aPenfionof a Dollar/er Day. 

Zeloan . is fruitful in Rice, Pulfe, Fruits, 
fierbage and Roots. And Jafnaj^atam ex- 

Y'? . ports 
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ports great Quantities of Tobacco, and fomo 
Elephants. Thofe of this Iflnnd’s Brood are 
reckoned themoft docil of any in the World, 
but they are not large, few of them exceed- 
ing three Yards in Height. They catch them 
wild by Stratagem, and foon make them 
tame after they are caught. 

The Way they catch them, ns they told 
me, is, they, drive large Stakes into the Ground 
for % or 300 Paces, in a Plain, and, about 
100 Paces diftant, they begin another Row 
of Stakes, that alinoft meets one of the Ends 


of the firfl- Row, only leaving 7 or 8 Foot 
open between them, for a Door, and far- 
ther out from the Door-place, are fome 
Stakes driven thicker than in the Rows, like 


a fc^uare Chamber, In the Door-place is a 
Wooden Portcullice or Trap-door, fitted to 
pull up or let down at Pleafure. When all is 
ready, they bring a female Elephant trained up 
for a Decoy, and llie is put into the Cham- 
ber, and the Trap-door kept open, There 
are Men placed in a little clofe Place built 
on the Top of the Stakes at the Trap-door, 
and the female Elephant makes a loud doler 
ful Mone. If a male Elephant is near, he 
prefently approaches the Chamber, on the 
Outfide ; but finding no Entrance there, he 
walks along the Outfide, till he finds the 
End, then walking back on the Infide of the 
Stakes, he finds the Door, and enters. Afr 
foon as he is in, the W atclmien let fall the 
Tu'ap-door, and go and bring two tame Ele-^ 
phants tQ accompany him that is decoyed to 

their 
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tlicir Stables. When they come- near the 
Trap-door, it is pulled up, and they enter, 
and place th'emfelves one on each Side. If ' 
he proves furly, they bang him heartily with 
their Trunks, and the Female bellows fome 
Blows on him too. When he is tired with- 
their Treatment, and finds no other Reme- 
dy but Patience, he even grows tame, and 
walks very orderly between his two Guards, 
\vhitherlbever they pleafe to conduft him, 
and continues very fociable ever after, except 
when Rutting Time comes, and then, if he 
be young, he becomes very rude and trou- 
blefom. That Time is known by a great 
Sweating in his Head, fo they have flrong 
Fetters ready to put on his Legs, and fallncd 
to a great Tree for eight or ten Days that 
his Madnefs continues. • 

There are feveral Dangers, and Rocks 
above Water, on all the Coafts of Zcloan. 
The great Baxias are above Water on its 
Fall Side, not far from the South End of the 
ifland ; and the fmall Baxias are under Wa- 
ter about 3 Leagues to the North of the o- 
ther, and dangerous B-anks of Sand within 
them. To the Northward of Trankamalaya 
there are fome Rocks high above Water, and 
fome alfo under Water; and feveral Spits of 
Sand jetting a pretty Way into the Sea from 
Points of Lands. I knew, a Gentleman, that 
run his Ship on one Spit near Point Bedro^ 
by too much Confidence’ of his own Know- 
ledge of that Coall, for his Mate told .him, 
that, in .his Opinion, they kept too near the 

y 4 Shore. 
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Shore. Flis Captain anfwered, that his Know- 
ledge of that Coall was fo good, that if a 
Tingle Shovel-ful of Sand was carried off the 
Sea-lliore, he would infiillibiy mifs it ; but a 
few Minutes after, his Ship was fall on a 
Bank, and he and his Crew deferted her, 
and went afliore, and the Ship found the Way 
off again of her own Accord, which when 
the Captain heard of, he, witli fome of the 
Grew, returned, and took Poffeflion of her 
again. 

Point ‘Tedro has the moft dangerous 
Banks off it, for they ly above four Leagues 
from the Shore, and the Land being very 
low, makes thofe Banks the more dangerous. 
I have known feveral Ships loff thei-e 5 and, 
in Anno 1713. one IVilliams loll his Ship 
tliere, and he and all his Crew were feized 
by the Natives, and carried to the King at 
Cand'ia, and, I am afraid, will be forced to 
end their Days there. 

The Religion of Zeloan is Vdagamfjn^ and, 
for want of a better Image or Relift to a- 
dore, they worfiip a Monkey’s Tooth. When 
the Tor 'tugue^e were fettled there, the Prieffs 
loff their adorable Tooth, and a fly Fellow, 
who had accompanied a T orUtgueze 
fador there from Colombo^ pretended he had 
found it three Years after it w^as miffing. 
He had, it fe'ems, feen it, and got one as 
like it as was poffible. The Prieffs were fo 
overjoyed that it' was found again, that they 
purchafed it of the Fellow for a round Sum, 
report^^ 10 be aboye loooo Pounds Sterb 
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A L i; the Natives of this Ifland believe, chat 
'Adam was created on this Spot, and there is 
the Shape of a Man’s' Foot cut out of a 
Rock on the Top of the high Hill ( called 
Adam's Teak by the EngliJIj ) about y or 6 
ordinary Foot long. This Opinion is alfo 
fpread over many Provinces on the Conti- 
nent, which brings many Pilgrims to vifit the 
Footftep. And they alfo believe, that, on 
Ada'm's TranfgrefRon, the Bridge, before 
fpolcen of, was made by Angels to carry him 
over to the main Land, whither I am obliged 
to follow him, having no more of Zeloau to 
treat you with, but fome of the beft Arecka 
in the World that grows there, 
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CHAP. xx\m. 

Treats of the Cotmtrks on the Sea-coafl^ fro??} 
Adam’j Bridge at Zeloan, to Fort St. 
George ; •with an Account of St. Thomas’.? 
Martyrdom, according to the Portugueze 
Legend, 

T H E firfl; Place of Note, to the North- 
ward of Adards Bridge, on the Conti- 
nent, is Flagafatam a Dutch Colony and For- 
trefs taken from the To'rtngueze. It has the 
Benefit of a River, which formerly bounded 
the Dominions of Malabar, thq’ their Lan- 
guage was;, ■ and is ufed farther Northward. 
The River' waflies the Fort Walls, and its 
yatei^s are reckoned very unhealthful j but 

about 
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about the Year 1(393. by the Ingenuity and 
Care of Myu Heer Van Reede, whom I have 
formely mentioned, that .Caufe of a mortal 
Malady was removed, for he built fome Wa- 
ter Boats, and fent them 4 Leagues off to an- 
other River, whofe W^aters were reckoned 
very healthful, and, by thefe Boats, furniHi- 
ed the Garifon with good \yater. In a flioit 
Time there was a vifible Alteration for the 
better in the State of the Inhabitants Health, 


and making an Eflimate of the Charges of 
thofe Water Boats, and the ufual Charges of 
the Hofpital, the Company found that they 
gained by the Water Boats. This Colony 
produces very little belides Tobacco and long 
Cloth. The Natives are Heathens. 


Having thus run along the Sea-coaft of 
Malabar i fi'om R)ecully to Nagapatam^ I mull 
vifit the Maldiva Illands, which ly off this - • 
Coaft and that of Zeloan^ about 60 Leagues 
dillant from the nearefl Part of them. 


This duller of Iflands, which reaches 
from 7 Degrees ao Minutes North Latitude 
into I Degree South, are all low, fandy and 
Ileril, bearing no Sort 'of Corn, and their on- 
ly Produdl is Cocoa-nut, Their Trees are 
not fo high nor grofs bodied as thofe which 
grow on the Continent, or on Zekan.^ but. 
their Fruit is pleafanter. Of that Tree they 
build Veffels of 20 or 30 Tuns. Their Hulls, 
Mafts,- Sails, Rigging, Anchors, Cables, Provi- 
fions and Firing are all from this ufefulTree. 
It alfo affords them Oyl for their Kitchin 
and Lamps, Sugar and candied Sweet-meats, 

and 
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and pretty ftrong Cloth. Their Seas. pro- 
duce Abundance of Filli, but their Trade is, 
chiefly from a fmall Shell-fifli called Courie 
?ind the Bonetta. 


The Conries are caught by putting Bran- 
ches of CocOa-nut Trees with their Leaves 
oh, into the Sea, and, in five or fix hdonths 
the little Shell-fifli flicks to thofe Leaves in 
Cluflers, which they take off, -and digging 
Pits in the Sand, put them -in, and cover 
them up, and leave them two or three Years 
in the Pit, that the Fifli may putrify, and 
then they take them out of the Pit, and bar- 
ter them for Rice, Butter and Cloth,, which 


Shipping bring from Balia fore in Orix a near 
. , Bengal^ in which Countries Conries pafs for 
Money from, ayoo to 3000 for a Rupee, or 
\ half a Crown . 

. is caught with Hook and 

Line, or with .Nets. They come among thofe 
Iflands in the Months of Afril and iii 
Sholes, as our Herrings do. They cut the 
Fifli from the Back^bone on each Side, and 
lay them in a Shade to dry, fprinkling them 
fometimes with Sea Water. When they are 
dry enough to ' put in the Sand, they wrap 
them up in Leaves of Cocoa-nut Trees,, and' 
put them a Foot or two under the Surface 
of the Sand, and, with the Heat of the Sun, 
they become baked as hard as -Stock-fifli, and 
Ships come from Atcheen on the Hand , of 
Sumatra.^ and purchafe them with Gold Dufl. 
Wmoft^vLQomelaimJh (for that is theii'Name 


^fter 
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after they are dried ) fell at Aichecn^ for 8? 
L. Sterl. pe?' looo. 

Their Religions are ^aganif 7 n and Ma- 
Imncftfin, and their Language Chmgulay^ 
or the Zelqa'ii Language. The King refides 
on an Ifland in the Latitude of 4 Degrees 
Norths and his Tfland, which bears the Name 
of the King's IJland, is fortified with a Stone 
Wall, without Lime or Mortcr, and has ^ 
great many fmall Cannon for. his Defence. 
And his Reign is arbitrary. 

The Iflands are fo many, and, in mofl Pla- 
ces, fo near .to one another, that they could 
never yet be numbred. They are mofi; Part 
inhabited ; but the Inhabitants very poor. 
None of them dare wear any Clothing above 
their Girdle, but a Turband on their Head, 
without a fpecial Warrant from the King. 
He fets Governors of Provinces over fuch g 
Number of Iflands, and they lord it over the 
poor SubjetSs as much as a Dragoon does o- 
ver an Hngonot in France. They give Bu' 
rial to their Dead, and not Burning. And, at 
the Illand of Ha??mmndow:, which lies in 7 
Degrees, I faw Carving on fome Tomb-ftones, 
as ingenioufly cut with V ariety of Figures as 
ever I faw in Europe or AJia, 

Their W ells furnifli them with all the 
Frefli-water they ufe, and they dig them near 
the Depth of high W ater Mark, which is a- 
bout 5* or 6 Foot ; and if they go deeper, it 
becomes brakifli, bccaufe there being no 
Subftance of folid Earth under the Surface 
of die Sand, the Sea'Water percolates thro’ 
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the Sand, and mixes. with the Rain-water 
that iuppiies the ;Springs.: So having given 
the beft Account Tcan of a Parcel of Iflands 
that cannot be counted, I return back to Na- 
Upatdm, fi'om whence I, took my Departure, 
and ftretch along, the Coaft .of Qhormondel. 

I begin at the' River of Haga^atam, be- 
caufe it is the fouthermoft Bounds of Gote- 
dab, and coafi . along Shore to, a 

Fortrefs and Colony belonging to the ’Danesi 
The Fort is ilrong, the Sea wallung one half of 
its Walls ; but the Colony, is miferably poor. 
'In Amo 1684.. they were fo diftreft with Po- 
verty, that they, pawn’d three Baftions of their 
Fort to \hQ T>utch, for Money; to buy Pro- 
yifions, which then was very fcarce and dear 
in that Country' ; but next Year they redeems , 
ed all again,, paying their Debts by^an un- 
known Fundj which Fill remains a Secret : , 
Bnt. that t\\o\ EngliJ!'} had n Ship called the 
Form fa, whieh, in her PalTage Horae to Su- 
rat., cdL\Qdi 2it Calecut for Watery Wood and 
other Stores. The ID ones, at diat Time, had 
two .Ships cruizing bietween Surat arid Cape 
Comertn, Upon, what . Account uone could 
tell but thenifelves, . The For^mofa XoItCak- 
at .Mid-night,- and ftood to Sea, in order 
to proceed on her Vo)^age,',and being out, of 
Sight of Land, about ii in the Forenoon, 
thofe aihore heard a great firing of Cannon 
from the Sea, and the A’omo/?, , nor none of 
her Crew were ever heard of. fince that 
Time. They Rill keep' their Fort, but drive, 

an incbnfiderable Trade dither to and from 

.. • ’ Bu- 
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Europe^ or in Ind'm^ for what tliey have to 
live by, is the Hire that they freight their 
Ships for to Atchecn^ Malacca and Johore^ 
and fomctimes, but rarely, to Terfia^ by 
which they keep up the Name of a Compa- 
ny, but refemble one no more than that of 
the M'tJJlJjip 't does in France. 

They have a Set of Clergy there lately 
come as Miffioners from Denmark, to teach 
the Natives V’hich defervesboth 

Commendation and Encouragement, but 
what Profelytes they make, 1 cannot tellj 
tho’ I faw feme of the poorer Sort become 
Difciples. The Produft of the Country is 
Cloth, white and dyed. 

- The next Place of Commerce is Torto 
Novo, fo called by the Fortngneze, when 
the Sea-coafts of India belonged to them 5 
but when Aurengzeb fnbdued Golcondab, and 
the Fortngneze Affairs declined, the Mogul 
fet a Fouzdaar in it, and gave it the Name 
of Mahomet Bander. The Europeans gene- 
rally call it by its firft Name, and the Natives 
by the laff The Country is fertil, healthful 
and pleafant, and produceth good Cotton 
Cloth of feveral Qualities and Denominations^ 
which they fell at Plome, or export to Fegn, 
Tanafereen, ^iedab, Johore, and Atcheen on 
Sumatra. The Bulk of the People are Ta^ 
gans. 

Fort St. David is next, a Colony and 
Fortrefs belonging to the Englijf?. About 
the Year i6%6. a Moratta Prince fold it to 
Mr* Elihu Tale, for 90000 B ago does, for the 

Ufe 
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Ufe and.Behoof of . the- Eaji-mdla 
Company. The F ort , is pretty ilr ong, and 
ftands clpfe to a River; and the Territories' 
annext to the Fort by Agreement, were as 
far; as any Gun the Englijh had,' could fling 
a Shot, every Way found the Fort ; but 
whether the Buyer or Gunner were Conjur- 
ers or no,- i cannot tell; but I am , fure -that 
the Englifl} Bounds reach above 8 Miles a- 
long the Sea--fliore, and ^ Miles .within Land. 
The Country is pleafant, healthful and fruit- 
ful,- watered with feyefal River s^ that are as 
good as fo many Walls to fortify the Englijh 
Colony. ; And ever fince the Time that. 
rengzeb conquered and ' Golcojidah, 

there are great Numbers of Malcontents and 
Freebooters that keep on the Mountains, and 
often fall dbWn into the open Country, :and 
commit Depredations, by ravaging and plun-' 
dring the Villages ; arid all the MognV% Forr^ 
ces cannot fupprefs them.- - - ' 

- W hen the bought Fort Sh E)a-^ 

•vid-i the ’Dutch had a little Faftory there,’ a- 
bout a Mile from the Fort, and the good- 
natured Englijh fufffir them ftill to continue 
a few Servants in it. Gur Company did noc 
find fo much Grace from the Dutch at CoU‘\ 
chin, nor ; the Gentlemen of Bantam and Jzz- 
drapoura, • when the Dutch feized thofe Pla- 
ces. It is true, the can drive no o- 

pen Trade there, but what they mufl; pay. 
the Englijh Company Cuftoms for. 

■ About the, Year i6p8. the Freebooters a- 
forementioned had almofl: made themfelves 
: Ma- 
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Maflers of the Fort by Stratagem and Sur- 
prize. They pretended, that they had been 
lent from the Mogul's Vice-roy at Vifaporoi 
to take Charge or the Revenue collefted at 
fPorro Novo^ and to carry it to the Treafu- 
ry at Vifd^o'f'e, and defired Leave to put 
their feigned Treafure into the Fort for a 
few. Days, to fecure it from the Moratta. 
Freebooters aforementioned, who, they faid, 
were plundripg the open Country, which 
Favour Mr. Frdzery Governor at that Time, 
granted, fo they brought into the Fort ten 
or twelve Oxen loaded with Stones, and 
each Ox had two or three Attendants, and 
about 2,00 more of that Gang, who came a- 
long with the Carriage Beads as a Guard,- 
lodged themfelves in a Grove near the Fort 
Gate, to be ready, on a Signal given, to enter 
theFort. TheFreebooters within took an Op- 
portunity the very next Morning, and killed 
the Sentinel and a few more that were alleep 
in the Gate-way next to the Grove ; but, 
before they could break the Gate open, the 
Garifon was alarmed, and killed all their 
treacherous Guefts, and the Ambulli without 
being come into the Parade before the Gate,- 
met with fo warm a Reception, that, they 
retreated in Confufion, and the EngliJIo pur-, 
fuing thenii killed feverals, but loll fome of 
their own Men. 

M R. Frazer ordered diredlly the Grove 
to be cut down, for fear of future Danger 
from it, but Fort St. David being fubordi- 
nate to Fort St. George^ the Governor and 

Council 
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Council there called Mr. Frazer to their 
Court, and fined him for Prefumption,- in 
cutting down fo fine a Grove fpr Enemies to 
fculk in, without Leave askt and given in 
due, Form'; but their Right Honourable Ma- 
kers adjufled all that Matter, and ordered 
the Fine to be refounded, with the Intereft ; 
but Governbrs of different Views and Hu- 
mours feldom jfgree. 

This Colony produces gbbd long. Cloths 
in large Quantities, either &own, white, or 
blue dyed, alfd Sallamj^ores, Morees^ F)emt'* 

^ ties, Gmgha7ns^ Sticcatoons^ and Steel. And, 
ivithout the Affiflance of this Colony, that 
of Fort St. George would make but a fmall 
Figure in Trade to what it now does. 

The River is but fmall, tho’ very convex 
ilient for the Import and Export of Merchan- 
dize. And Cuadelore, that lies about a Mile 
to the Southward, is capable to receive Ships' 
- of xoo Tuns in the Months of September 
and October. The Rivers have both of them 
Bars, but are very fmooth, ^whereas Fort Sr. 
George is always dangerous iri going afliore’ 
and coming off 

The Company has a pretty good Garden 
and Summer-houfe; where generally the Go- 
vernor refides ; and the Town extending it- 
felf pretty wide, has Gardens to moil of 
their Houfes. Their black Cattle are very 
fmall, to plentiful and cheap. And their Seas 
and Rivers abound in good Fifhes. 

Fimtkhirry is the next Place of Note On 
this Coaft, a Colony fettled by the Freiich. 

i z )i 
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It lies about 5* Leagues to the Noitliwafd of 
Fort St. "David. The Fortifications are fine, 
regular and ftrong, but its Trade is very: 
fmall, tho’ the Country produces the fame 
Commodities that caufe the Trade circulate 
in Fort St. David. About the Year i<Sc)o. 
the Dutch brought Forces from Batavia^ 
and befieged it, and being then very fcarce 
in Men, Magazines and Money, the French 
were forced to capitulate^ and furrender on 
pretty ‘ honourable Terms, but, in the.Con- 
elufion of King William's, War, the Dutch 
were obliged to return it by the Articles of 
Peace, which verified the Fable of theCuck- 
ow in feizing of other Birds Nells weaker 
than herfelf, in the Spring, and quitting thern 
again in Autumn. 

Connymere or Conjemecr is the next Place, 
where the EngltJh\)aA a Fa6lory many Years, 
but, on their purchafing Fort St. Davids it 
was broken up, and transferred thither. At 
prefent its Name is hardly feen in the Map 
of Trade. 

Near Connyhere are the feven Pagods, 
one of which, whofe Name I have now for- 
‘got, is celebrated among the Fagans for 
Sanftity, and is famous for the‘ yearly Pilgri- 
mages made there. The God was very ob- 
feene, if his Image rightly reprefents him, 
and his Nymphs as lewd as any in Drury-lane, 
if their Poftures were really figured and car- ' 
ved as they are to be feen on the Outfide of 
the Temple. Here it was that 6t. Thomas's 
Ferfecudon firil began, becaufe he could draw 
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. g fiiort Tree, to a: great Length, as Wire- 
drawers do 'Metals, and the' ^^i^// Priefts’ 
being ignorant of fuch Pieces of Artj made 
thetn cry out, that St. Thoriias was an arrant - 
Conjurer; for,, as the Romijh Story 
the. prelhes ; coming down in -RivuIets^ had 
made fome of them pretty de^ep to what they 
ufed td be, and a Lady going to Church,^ 
could not get .over one of them, becaufe a 
Tree, that was' laid for a common Bridge,’ 

. 'vvas too fllort at thk Timej and St. Tho^iasy 
who -preached in the .Country Villages,; a 
poftrine dppofite to the eftablifhed Ghurcfo- 
accidentally , being there, drew the ' Tree to’ 
llich a . Length, that the. Lady cduld pafs 
■without wetting her Foot, upon ■wfoich flie’ 
became a Gon'rerti to the great Dilfatisfafti-* . 
on of the eftablifoed Gle'rgyj who loft a de- 
vout ,and . charitable Benefa^refs, by that 
Trick.of St. 

' T H E Priefts, as is ufual in fuch CafeSi 'crH. 
dd butj that 'the Church was in Danger, and 
fo' inflamed the Minds. of the Populace, . 'that 
St. ThoniaSi finding himfelf in greater Danger 
thaiti the- Church, thought it beft- to geLoiic 
of Harm’s W ay,- and fo marched to the North- 
■ward,., whither I muft follow him to . 

' Saderafs^ Or Sdderafs Tapam^ a fmall Fa- 
dfory belonging to the Ui^itch to.'buy up long\ 
Clo'th. : The Spiintry is healthful, and - the 
Ground fertil, ' Which, make them capable bf 
affifting their Neighbour^ at Fort St.. George 
■with Sallading and Ppt Herbs, the; Ground 
there being Very fteril. ‘ ^ -

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. Cabelon is next, where the Offenders have 
fettled a Fa61:oi7. There is nothing remark- 
able there, but a Point of Rocks that runs 
about half a Mile into the Sea? and thofe 
make a fmooth Landing-place in the South- 
well: Monfoo'ns. 

S T. Thomas is next, which lies about three 
Miles to the Southward of Fort St. Geof'ge, 
The City was built by the Tortiigttezc, and 
they made the Apollle its Godfather ; but, 
before that, it was called Malliafore. ^ Therc 
is a little dry Rock on the Land, within it, 
called the Little Mounts where the Apollle 
defigned to have hid himfelf, till the Fury of 
the Tagan Priefts his Perfecutors bad blown 
over. There was a convenient Cave in that 
Rock for his Purpofc, but not one Drop of 
Water to drink, fo St. Thomas cleft the Rock 
'’>vith his Hand, and commanded Water to 
come into the Clift, which Command it rea- 
dily obeyed ; and, ever fmee, there is Water 
in that Clift, both fweet and clear. When 
i faw it, there were not above 5 • Gallons in 
it. . He {laid there a few Days, but his Ene- 
mies had an Account of his Place of Refuge, 
and were refoivcd to facrihee him, and, in 
great Numbers, were approaching the Mount. 
When he faw them coming, he left his Cave, 
and came down in order to feek Shelter fome 
where elfe ; and, at the Foot of the Mount, 
as a Teftimony that he had been there, he 
ftampt with his bare Foot, on a very hard 
Stone, and left the Print of it, which remains' 
there, to this Day,, a Witnefs againfl: thofe 

pet- 
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perfccuting Priefis. The Print of his Foot 
IS about 16 Inches long, and, in Proportion, 
narrower at the Heel and broader at the 
Toes than the Feet now in Ufe among us. 
He fleeing for his Life, to another larger 
Mount, about two Miles from the little one, 
was overtaken on the Top of it, before he 
was flieltrcd, and there they run him through 
with a Lance ; and, in the fame Place where 
he was killed, he lies buried. 

When the ^ortngua^e fettled there, 
fhey built a Church over the '.Cave and Well 
on the little Mount, and alfo one over his 
Grave on the great one, where the Lance 
that killed the Apoftle, is flill kept there as a 
Relid ; but how the ^ortngiieze came by that 
Lance is a' Queftion not yet well rcfolved. 
In that Church there is a Stone tinflured. 
with the Apolllc’s Blood, that cannot be 
wallit out, I have often been at both Mounts, 
and have feen' thofe wonderful Pieces of 
Antiquity. 

• At the Foot of the great Mount, the 
Company has a Garden, and fo have the 
Gentlemen of Figure at Fort St. George, with 
fome Summer-houfes where Ladies and 
Gentlemen retire to in the Summer, to re- 
create themfelvcs, when the Bufinefs of the 
Town is over, and to be out of the Noife of 
Spungers and impertinent Vifitants, whom 
this City is often molelled with. 

The City of St. Thomas was formerly the 
bed Mart Town on the Chormondel Coaft, 
but, at prefent has very little Trader and 
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the Inhabitants, who arc but arc redu- 
ced to great Poverty. The Englijh fettling 
at Fort St. Geo?ge were the Caufe of its Ru- 
and there is little Profpc6l of its Recovery.

CHAP. XXIX. 

Gives a Jfm't *T>efcription of Fort St. George 
its Ji'rft Settlement and Rife, its Situation 
and Sterility, and feme Remarks, on its Go^ 
•vey'iwient, and tjje Anions of f me of its 
Governors. 

F ort St. George or Maderafs, or, as 
the Natives call it, China Ratam, is a 
Colony and City belonging to the Englijb 
Eaft-india Company, fituated in one of the 
TOoft incommodious Places I ever faw. It 
fronts the Sea, which continually rolls impe- 
tuoufly on its Shore, more here than in any 
other Place on the Coaft of Chormondel. The 
Foundation is in Sa^id, with a Salt-water Ri- 
ver^ on its- back Side, which obftrufts all 
Springs of Frelh-water from coming near 
the Town, fo that they have no drinkable 
Water within a Mile of them, the Sea often 
threatning Deftruflion on one Side, and the 
River in the rainy Seafon Inundations on the 
other, the Sun frqm j^ril to September fcor- 
ching Ipt ; and if the Sea-breefes did not moi- 
Hen and cool the Air when they blow, the 
Rlace could not poffibly be inhabited. The 
Ileafon why a Fprt was bnilt in that Place is

not well accounted for ; but Tradition fays,* 
tbat the Gentleman, who received his Or-- 
ders to build a Fort on that Coaft, about the 
Beginning of KingC/^^zr/^’r Il’s. Reign after his 
Reftauration, for protefting the Company’s 
Trade, chofe that Place to mine the 'Portu- 
gueze Trade at' St. Thomas. Others again al- 
ledge, and with more Probability’, that the 
Gentleman aforefaid, which I take to be Sir 
TVUliam Langhorn., had a Miftris at St. Tho- 
mas he was lo enamoured of, that made him 
build there, that their Interviews might be 
the more frequent and uninterrupted; buF 
whatever his Reafons w^re, it is very ill {i- 
tuated. The Soil about the City is fo dry and ’ 
.fandy, that it bears no Corn, and whatFmits, 
Roots and Herbage they have, are brought 
to Maturity by great Pains and much Trou- 
ble. If it be true, that the Company gave 
him Power to fettle a Colony in any Part of 
that Coaft that pleafed him beft, I wonder 
that he choofed not Qabelon^ about d Leagues 
to thd Southward, where the Ground is fer- 
til, and the \V ater good, with the Conveni- 
ency of a Point of Rocks to facilitate Boats 
landing, or why he did not go nine Leagues 
farther northerly, and fettle at Tolicat on 
the Banks of a good River, as the 'Dutch 
have done fmce, where the Road for Ship- 
ping is made eafy by fome Sand Banks, that 
reach 3 Leagues off Shore, and make the 
high turbulent Billows that come rolling 
from the Sea, fpend their Force on thole 
Banks before they can reach the Shore. The 
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Soil is good, and the River commodious, and 
convenient in all Seafons. Now whether one 
of thofe Places had not been more eligible, I, 
leave to the Ingenious and thofe concerned 
to comment on. 

However, the War carried on at Bcn-r 
gal and Bo'aibay^ by the EnglzJfj againft the 
Mogul's Subje&s, from 1685- to 1689. made 
Fort St. George put on a better Drefs than 
be wore before ; for the peaceable Indian 
Merchants, who hate Contention and War, 
came floclcing thither, becaufe it lay far from 
thofe Incumberers of Trade^ and near the 
Diamond Mines of Golcondah^ where there 
are, many Times, good Bargains to be made, 
and Money got by our Governors. The black 
Merchants reforting .to our Colony, .to fe^’ 
'cure their. Fortunes, and bring their Goods 
to a fafe Market, made it populous and rich, 
siotwichflanding its natural Inconveniencies. 
The Tpwn is divided into tvvp Parts. One 
wdiere the’ Eurojieans dwell is called the 
white Town. It is walled quite round, and 
has feveral Baftions and Bulwarks to defend 
its Walls, which can only be attacked at its 
Ends, the Sea and River fortif^^jng its Sides, 
it is about 400 Paces long, arid i5'o Paces 
broad, divided into Streets pretty regular, 
and Fort St. Qeorge Hood near its Center. 
There are two Churches in it, one for the 
^iglijh-, and another for the Romijh Service. 
The -poyernpr Superintends both, and, in 
filling up Vacancies in the Romijlx Church, 
lie is the Pope’s Legate a latere in Spiritualir 
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ties. There is a very good Hofpital in the 
Town, and the Company’s Horfe-ftables are 
neat; ; but the old College, where a great 
many Gentlemen Faftors are obliged to lodge, 
is ill kept in Repair. 

They have a Town-hall, and underneath 
it are Prifons for Debtors. They are, or 
were a Corporation, and had a Mayor and 
Aldermen to be chofen by the free Burgers 
of the Town ; but that fcurvy Way is grown 
obfolete, and the Governor and his Council 
or Party fix the Choice. The City had Laws 
and Ordinances for its own Prefervation, and 
U Court kept in Form, the Mayor and Aider- 
men in their Gowns, with Maces on the 
Table, a Clerk to keep a Regifter of Tranf- 
adions and Cafes, and Attornies and Solici- 
tors to plead in Form, before the Mayor and 
Aldermen ; but, after all,' it is but a Farce, 
for, by Experience, I found, that a few Ta- 
- godoes rightly placed, could turn the Scales 
of Juftice to which Side the Governor pleaf- 
ed, without Refpeft to Equity or Reputation: 

In fmaller. Matters, where the Cafe, on 
both Sides, is but weakly fupported by Mo- 
ney, then the. Court ads judicioufly, accor- 
ding to their Confciences and Knowledge ; 
but often againfi; Law and Rcafon, for the 
Court is 'but a Court of Confcience, and its 
Decifions are very irregular; and the Gover- 
nor’s' difpenfing Power of nulling all. that the 
Court tranfads, pu7.2les the mod celebrated 
Lawiers there to find Rul^s in the ftatute 
■ • . , 

They 
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■ They have no martial Law, fo they can- 
not in£li6l the Pains of Death any other Ways 
than by whipping or ilarving, only for Pira- 
cy they can hang ; and fome of them have 
been fo fond of that Privilege, that Mr. Tale 
hanged his Groom (Crofs) for riding two 
or- three Days Journey off to take the Air ; 
but, in England^ he paid pretty well for his 
arbitrary Sentence. And one of a later Date, 
*vtz. the orthodox Mr. hang'd a Youth 

who was an Apprentice to an Officer on 
board of a Ship, and his Mailer going a pi- 
rating, carried his Servant along with him ; 
but the Affiuth ran from them the firll Op- 
portunity he met with, on the Ifland of '^■fonE 
ceyloan, and informed the Mailer of a Sloop, 
which lay in a River there, that the Pirates 
had a Defign on his Sloop and Cargo, and' 
went armed, in Company with the Maher, 
to hinder - the Approach of the Pirates, and 
was the firlt that fired on them, yet that mer- 
ciful Man was inexorable, and the Youth 
was hang’d. 

. That Power of executing. Pirates is fo 
flrangely llrerched, that if any private Trad^- 
er is injured by the Tricks of a Governor, 
and can find no Redrefs, if the injured Peiv 
fon is fo bold as to talk of Le;c ialiov.is^ he 
js infallibly declared a Pirate. 

' In Anno 1719 . 1 went on a trading Voyage 
to StaWi on the Foundation of a Treaty of 
Commerce ellablillied hi Xnno 1684. between 
King Charles and the King of Siam's Ambaf- 
fador ^t London’, but, in Anno 1718. Mr.G?A 

let 
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lef fent one Towjiey his Ambaffador \.oSia 7 ny 
with full Power to annul the old Treaty, and 
to make a new one detrimental to all Britijh 
Subjefts, except thofe employed by Collel; 
himfelf. It was Ilipulated, that all B'ritijb 
Subjedls that -had' not .Letter, lliould 

be obliged, to pay 8/er Cent, new Cuftoms, 
and Meafurage for their Ship, which come 
to about 500 L. for a Ship of 300 Tuns, to 
fell their Cargoes to whom they pleafed, but 
the Money to be paid into the King’s Cafli, 
that he might deliver Goods for it at his own 
Prices, whether proper for their homeward 
Markets, or no. I coming to Siam., fent my 
fecond Supercargo up to the City, with Or- 
ders to try the Market, and hire an Houfe 
for the Ufe of the Cargo and ourfelves. He 
could not get a Boat to bring him back, be- 
fore the Ship arrived at Bencock, a Caftle a- 
bout 'half-way up, where it is .cuftomary for 
all Ships to put their Guns alhore, fo ,then 
being obliged to proceed with -the Ship to 
the City, I underftood the Conditions of the 
new Treaty of Commerce, ^which I would, 
by no Means, adhere to, but’ defired Leave 
'to be gone again. They ufed many Perfwa- 
lions to make me day, but 'to no Purpofe, 
nnlefs J might trade on the old and lawful 
Treat)^ They kept me from the Beginning 
of Angufi to the latter End of T)ece?nber, 
before they would let me go, and then I was 
obliged to pay Meafurage before they parted 
with me. 
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I wrote my Grievance to Mr. Collet^ com- 
plaining of ‘Powneys villanous Tranfa6iions, 
not feeming to know that they were done 
by Collefs Order, and let fome Hints fall of 


Lex talionis, if I met with Powney conveni- 
ently, which fo vext Mr. Collet^ that he for- 
mally went to the Town-hall, and declared 
me a rank Pirate, tho’ I and my Friends came 
off with abovfe 3000 L. Lofs. 


I fliould not have been fo particular, but 
that I faw fome printed Papers at London, in 
Anno 171s ‘ that extolled his Piety, Charity 
and Juflice in very high Encomiums ,* but it 
mull have been done by fome mercenary 
Scribler that did not know him ; but now 


he is dead, III fay no more of him. 

The black Town is inhabited by Gentows, 
MaJmnetans and Indian Cbriftians, viz. Ar^ 
wehiaus, and Portugueze, where there are 
Temples and Churches for each Religion, e- 
very one being tolerated ; and every one 
follows his proper Employment. It was wal- 
led in towards the Land, when Governor 


Pit ruled it. Jle had fome Apprehenfion, 
that the Moguls Generals in Golcondah might, 
fome Time or other, plunder it, fo laying 
the Hazard and Danger before the Inhabi- 
tants, they were either perfwaded or oblig- 
ed to raife Subfidies to wall their Town, -ex- 
cept towards the Sea and the white Town. 

The two Towns are’abfolutely governed 
by the Governor Svla, in whqfe' Hands the 
Command of the Military is‘ lodged -; but all 
9ther Affairs belonging to the Company, are 
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tnanaged by him and his Council, moft Part 
of whom are generally his Creatures, And 
I have been and -am acquainted with fome 
Gentlemen, who have been in that Poft, as 
well as fome private Gentlemen, who refided - 
at Fort St., George, -Men of great Candor 
and Honour, but they feldom continued 
long Favourites at .Court. 

One of the Gates of the white Town 
looks towards the Sea, and it is, for that 
Reafon, called the Sea-gate. The Gate-way 
being pretty fpacious, v/as formerly the com- 
mon Exchange, where Merchants of all Na- 
tions reforted about ii a Clock, to treat of 
Builnefs in Merchandize ; but that 'Cuftom 
is out of Fafliion, and the Gonfultation Cham- 
ber, or the Governor’s Apartment ferves for 
that Ufe now, which made one Captain Ha'rt, 
a very merry Man, fay, that he could never 
have believed that the Sea-gate could have 
been carried into the Gonfultation Room, if he 
had not feen it-. 

The ^Company has their Mint here for 
. coining Bullion that comes from Europe and 
other Countries, into Rupees, which brings 
. them in good Revenues. The Rupee is ftampt 
with Rerfian Chara(Sers, declaring the Mo-^ 
gufs Name, Year of his Reign, and fome of 
his Epithets. • They alfo coin Gold into Ta- 
gndoes of feveral Denominations and Value. 
There are alfo Schools for the Education of 
Children, ' Englifh ioc Reading and Wri- 
ting Eiiglijh, the Tortugneze for their Lan-- 
guage and Latin, and the Mahometans, Gen- 

tows,, 
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tows^ ■ and Armenians for their particular' 
Languages. And the Englifi Church is avell 
endowed, and maintains poor Gentlewomen 
in good Houfewifery, good Clothes and Ta- 
lankmes. 

The Dianlond Mines being but a Week's 
Journey from Fort ^^..Gcorge^ make them pret- 
ty plentiful there; but few great Stones are- 
now brought to'Market there, tince that great. 
Diamond which GovernorTif'fent loEnglandi 
How he purchafed it Mr. Glover, by wh'ofe 
Means it was brought to the Governor, could 
give the bed Account, for he declared to me,^ 
that he loft 3000 ‘Pagodoes by introducing 
the Seller to Mr. Ptt, having left fo much 
Money in Arcat as Securit}', that if the Stone 
was not fairly bought at Fort St. George, the 
Owner fliould have free Liberty to carry if 
where he pleafed for a Market ; but neither 
the Ovvner nor Mr. Glover were pleafed with 
the Governor’s Tranfadions in that Affair. 

Some Cuftoms and Laws at the Mines are/ 
when a Perfdn goes thither on that Affair, lie 
choofes a Piece of Ground, and acquaints one'' 
of the King’s Officers, who flay there for that 
Service, that he wants fo many Covets of 
' Ground to dig in ; but whether they agi'ee 
for fo much, or if the Price be certain, I 
know not: However, when the Money is- 
paid, the Space of Ground is iriolofed, and. 
Tome Sentinels placed round it. The King 
challenges all Stones that' are found above a' 
certain W eight, I think it is about do Grains ; 
and if any- Stones be' carried clandeftinely a- 

way 
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way -above the ftipulated Weight, the Per- 
fon guilty of the Theft, is puni/lied with 
Death. Some are fortunate,- and get Eftates 
by digging, while others lofe both their Ma- 
ney and Labour. 

The cuiTent Trade of Fort St. Geo?*ge 
runs gradually flower, the Trader meeting 
with Difappointments, and fometimes with 
Oppreflions, and fometimes the Liberutof 
buying and felling is denied them ; and I mve 
feen, when the Governors Servants have bid 


for Goods at a publick Sale, fome who had 
a Mind to bid more, durfl: not, others who 
had more Courage and durfl bid, were brow- 
beaten and fhreatned. And I v/as Witnefs 


to a Bargain oi-Siirat Wheat taken out of a' 
Gentleman’s Hands, after he had fairly 
bought it by Audion, fo that many trading 
People are removed to other Parts, where 
there is greater Liberty and lefs OpprelEon. 

The Colony produces very little of its 
own Growth or Manufaflure for foreign Marr 
kets. They had formerly a Trade to ^ 
where many private Traders got pretty good 
Bread by their Traffick and Induflry ; but 
the Trade is now removed into the Armeni- 


ans^ Moors and Gentows Hands, and the Eng- 
lijl? are employed in building and repairing 
of Shipping. The Trade they have to Chi- 
na., is divided between them and Surat, for 
the Gold, and fome Copper, are for their 
own Markets, and the Grofs of their Cargo^ 
which confifts in Sugar, Sugar-candy, Allom, 
China Ware and fome Drugs, as China Root, 

Galling- 
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<sdling-gdi &c. are all for the Surat Mar--^ 


kec. 

THEik Trade to Terjta muft firft come 
down the famous Ganges^ before it can come 
into Fort St. Georges Chanels to be convey--* 
ed to ^erfia. They never had any Trade 
to Mocha in the Prbdu(S: and Manufaftories 
of Chormondel before the Year 1713. and 
Fort St. T>avid fupplies the Goods for that 
Port, fo that Fort St. George is an Emblem 
of Hollandin fupplying foreign Markets with 
foreign Goods. 

The Colony is well peopled, for there is 
computed to be 80000 Inhabitants in the 
Towns and Villages ; and there are general- 
ly about 4 or 500 Europeans refiding there, 
reckoning the Gentlemen, Merchants, Sea-^ 
men and Soldiery. Theit Rice is brought, 
by Sea, from Ganjam and Orix a, their Wheat 
from Surat and Bengal, and their Fire-wood 
from the Iflands of T>m, a low Point of Land 
that lies near Matchulipatarn, fo that any 
nemy that is fuperior to them in Sea Forces^ 
may eafily diftrefs them. 
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Gives ail- Account of the Co aft o/'Chor mon- 
del from Fort St. George to Ganjaro, the 
eaftermoft Town in the ancient Kingdom of 
Golcondah; with Ob/ervatiofis on their 
Pagan IVorJhif-i and fo'me Occurrences that 
haffened to the EngUfli Factory at Viza- 
• gapatam while I was there. 

P OLIC AT is the next Place of Note to 
the City and Colony of Fort St. Geotge^ 
and, as I obferved before^ is a -Towri belong- 
ing to the Dutch. It is ftrengthned with two 
Forts, one contains a few Dutch .Soldiers 
for a Garifon^ the other is commanded by 
an Officer belonging to the Mogul. The 
Country affords the fame Commodities that 
Fort St. George doth ; and the People are em- 
ployed 'moffiy in knitting- Cotton Stockings^ 
which they export for the Ufe of all the Eu- 
r oft dan Faftories in India. 

There are feveral Places along the Coaff 
to the Northward, which, in former Times^ 
had Commerce abroadj but now are negle- 
fted and unfrequented. Armagtin is one, and 
Kifniftatam is another, that brought good 
Store of Cloth, of feveral Sorts, to the Eng-^ 
lijh Faftories. It has the Benefit of a good 
large River, that has a Bar of 15 Foot Wa- 
ter oh it. Carrera has the Benefit of a large 
River, that reaches a great Way into thd 
Country. Fettiftoly had once Englifto and 
Dutch Faftories fettled in it, but were with- 
t A a drawn 



drawn iftany Years ago, becaufe the inland 
Rajahs difturbed Commerce by their Impo- 
fitions and Exadions. 

Matcbulij^atam, l?eing the next Placb of 
Figure, lies in the Way along the Sea-coaft. 
It llandson the North-eaft Side of Y)i?/ Point, 
about $ Leagues diftant from it. In the lat- 
ter Part of the laft- Century this Town was 
one of the moil flourifliing in all Jndia^ and 
the EngUflj Company found it to be the moft 
profitable Faffory that they had. They had 
a large Factory built of Teak Timber; but 
now there are no EitgliJJ? there, tho’ the 
‘Dutch continue their Faftory ftill, and keep 
about a Dozen of Hollanders there to carry 
on the Chint Trade, for that Commodity is 
not, as yet, forbid to appear in Holland. 

The Town is but fmall, built on a little 
Ifland, and' is much ftronger by Nature than' 
Art. Towards the Continent Side, there is 
a deep Morafs, over which is a wooden 
Bridge about half a League long, and on 
breaking a Part of that Bridge, the Town is 
fecured from Enemies on the Land Side. 

The Mogul has his Cuftom-houfe here, 
and the Commiflioner of the Cuftom-houfe 
is Governor of the Town. The Country 
and adjacent Wands are fruitful in Grain, 
Timber for building, and Tobacco the befl 
in India. The Wands of Din produce the 
famous Dye called Shall. It is a Shrub grow- 
ing in Grounds that are overflown with the 
Spring-tides. It ftains their Calicoes in the 
mofl beautiful and lively Colours in the W orld ; 
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and I have feen Butter from thence

of as 


good a Colour andTafte as ever I faw mEu- 


ro^e. 

A few Years ago,' the Nnbob or Vice-roy 
of Chormondel, who tefides at Cbkkavul^ and 
who fuperintends that Country for the Mo- 
gul, for fome Difgud he had received from 
the Inhabitants of E>m Iflands, would have 
niade a Prefent of them to the Colony of 
Fort St. George, and the Inhabitants were ve- 
ry willing to change their Mailers ; but cer- 
tain Reafons, that I am unacquainted withi 
made the Governor and his Council reje^ 
-the Prefent, arid the Vice-roy and the Wan- 
ders became Friends again ; but^ after a Year 
or two, the Englijh having corifidered bet- 
ter of the Matter, would accept of the Vice- 
roy’s Profei') and fent fome Ships, with Men 
rind Ammunition, to fortify a Fadory, but 
the Inhabitants took Afms, and forbad them 


to land, fo they' returned as they went a- 
broad. . ^ 

Next to Matchidipatam is Marjiporei 
whe?re the Englijh had a Faftory for long 
Cloth, for the Ufe of their Faftory of Mat-^ 
chnlipatam, when they manufadlured Chintz 
there. . It alfo affords good Teak Timber for 
building, and has a fine deep Riverj but a 
dangerous Barj which makes it little frequen- 
ted.' And palling round Corrango Pointy a 
little Way up in Corrango Bay, is Angefang^ 
that has the Benefit of a large deep River,- 
that penetrates far up into the Continent. It 
has a Bar foft at the Bottom,- and three andi 
f ' A a a*' riR 
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an half Fathoms on it at high Water. Hei’6 
the beft and fineft long Cloth is made that 
India affords, and is fold cheap ; but the in- 
land Countries lying near the River, are in 
the Hands of different Rajahs, and each be- 
ing Sovereign in his own fmall Dominions, 
makes fuch Impofitions and Exadlions on the 
Cloth that comes down the River, that they 
mine that- beneficial Trade- Anger a 7 ig, and 
make it little frequented. 

■ In Anno 1708. Bngliflo^ imm. Vizaga-' 
patam fettled there ; but whether the Faefo- 
ry was flat ved for Want of Money, or whe- 
ther the Confiituent and conftituted Chiefs of 
the Faftories difagreed about dividing the 
Bear’s Skin, I. know not, but the Fadfory was 
foon withdrawn, and the Projeft loft. 

Coasting along Shore, there are feveral 
little Ports between Matchulij^atam and Vi^ 
zagapatam, befidcs lAarfipore and Anger an g, 
\miJVat 7 ^aw the moft noted, for it produ- 
ces Rice for Exportation, befides fome long 
Cloth, but it is not frequented by EirropeaJiSj 
and therefore I proceed to 

Vizagapatam, a fortified Fadory belonging 
to the Englijh. It is regularly fortified with 
four little Baftions, and has about 18 Guns 
mounted in it. It has the Advantage of a 
River, but a dangerous Bar to pafs over be- 
fore we get into it. The Country about af- 
fords Cotton Cloths, both coarfe and fine, 
and the beft Hureas, or ftript Mullins, in In- 
dia ; but the Fadory is generally heart-fick 
for want of Money to refreJfli it. 


In 
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In Anno -1709. the Factory drew a War bn 
themfelves from the Nabob of QhickamU for 
“ one Mr. Simeon Holcomb, who had been Chief 
at Vizagapatam, had borrowed' confiderable 
Sums of the Nabob, and affixt the Company’s 
Seal to *the Bonds he gave for them. Mr. 
Holcomb dying, the Nabob demanded his Mo- 
ney from the fucceeding Chief, who would 
not pay him, alledging, that Holcomb had 
borrowed it -for his pwn private Ufe, and 
not for the Company’s, and that he mull get 
Payment out’ of private Eftate,df 

there was enough found to pay the Debt, o- 
therwife he might get his Money from fome 
inland Rajahs, who flood indebted to Hoi-' 
comb, by his Books of Accounts, in a great- 
er Sum than, would pay his Principal and In- 
terefl ; and that he being the MognPs Gene,- 
ral, could compel thofe Rajahs to pay their 
juft Debts, which they would make over to 
him : But the Nabob, not caring to enter in- 
tp a War with his Country-men on fuch a 
Foundation, fent Agents to acquaint the Go- 
vernor and Council of Fort St. George, with 
his Affairs at Vizagapatam.- They proved 
,deaf to all the Agent’s Propofttions and Ar- 
, guments, and hardly treated him civilly, fo he 
went back to his Mafter, with the Account 
of his ill Succefs, Upon which, the Nabob 
came to a Garden about half a League from 
Vizagapatam, accompanied with ^00 Florfe, 
and 3500 Foot, to demand his Money. I be- 
ing accidentally there in a final! T>utch-hm\t 
Ship, that I had bought from the French, on 

' ' ' ' A a 3 ■ 
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my Credit, at Fort St. George, and the Fa-' 
6ory being but iil mann’d, yir. 'Haftmgs, who 
was then Chief, and my Friend, defired the 
Affiftance of my Arms and Counfel in that 
Junflure of Affairs, which I very freely gave 
him ; and my Opinion being askt in Council, 
what I thought about the Affair, I advifed 
him and his Council to compound the Mat- 
ter as well as they could, and fpin out Time, 
that w^e might better fortify the Avenues to 
the Fa(^i:ory. My Advice of compounding 
the Matter was rejefted, but the other Part 
we followed, fo, with feven Europeans that 
belonged to the Fadory, and twelve that 
were with me, and twenty Topafes, and a8o 
Natives, mofl of them Fifliers, that lived un- 
■der the Company’s Protedfion, we fortified 
fome Rocks that the Enemy w^as obliged to 
pafs within Piftol-fliot of, if they had a Mind 
to attack us. "W e threw up Breaft- works be - 
tween the Rocks, and moored my Ship wuth- 
in Piflol-fhot of the Shore, and had eight 
tninibn Guns to fcour the' Sands', if they 
had attempted to corhe that Way, and, fbf 
fix Weeks we continued on our Guard, and 
were often alarrned in the Night, but find- 
ing us always ready to receive them, they, 
did not think it proper to force an Entry 
into the Town. ' ' 

Iliad the Honour to command all the Out- 
guards, and the Chief, with eight Europeans 
^nd t.wenty Black's, kept the Fort. Thus we 
continued in perpetual Watchings and Alarms, 
|ill lleinforcements arrived ' from Fort 'St. 

^eorge^ 
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George, and then I left them,' and proceeded 
on a Voyage to Tegu. Both Parties being 
very bufy, one 'ftriving to get his Money by 
Compulfion, and the other, to fave the Com- 
pany’s Money on any Terms, right or wrong. 
The War being drawn to a greater Length 
than was imagined at firft, and Charges riling 
higher than was expeded, inclined them to 
make all up amicably, which was at laft ef- 
feded by the Company’s paying near the Sum 
that was at firft demanded. 

' The Nabob, whofe Name was Fakirly 
Cawn, would hear of no Peace, without the 
Company’s Merchant, who was a Gento'-jj 
called Agafa, and a Subjed of the 'Mogul\, 
who was very adive in the War, in encou-; 
raging the 'Town’s People fo defend them- 
felves and the Company’s Intereft, and who 
' alfo had wrote to fome neighbouring Rajahs, 
to embroil the Nabob's Affairs in his Abfence, 
in order to divert him from puriuing his De- 
mands on Vizagapatam, lliould be delivered 
up to him, which, at laft, he was, and was 
put to a very cruel Death, He was fet in 
the hot fcorching Sun three Days, with his 
Hands faflned to a Stake over his Head, and 
one of his Legs tied up till his Heel touch- 
ed his Buttock, and, in the Night, put into - 
a Dungeon, with fome venomous Snakes to 
bear him Company, and this was repeted till 
the third Night he ended his miferable Life ; 
but the Company’s Merchants, for the future, 
will be cautious' how they efpoufe ‘the Com- 
pany’s Intereft again. * ; 

' • A. a 4_ There 
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■ There was one a Recruit from 

Fort St. Geo'f'ge, on fome Difcontent, defer- 
ted the Compan3?’s Service, and entred into 
the Nabob’s ; but falling into an Ambufli, 
was taken Prifqner by our Men, and was 
fent to Fort St. George^ where, for his De-* 
fertion, he was defervedly whipt out of this 
World into the next, and there I leave him. 

. After the War was. ended, and all qui- 
et, the Nabob returned 'to Chtckacul^ but 
could neither forget nor forgive his Treat- 
ment at Fort St. George and ‘ Vizagaj?atam, 
but finding by Force he could not get the 
Factory into his Hands, without great L-ofs 
of Men and Money, he had Recourfe to Stra- 
tagem, by furprifing it. He came into the 
Town one Day with loo Horfe, and fome 
•Foot, without advertifing of his coming, as 
was ufual, at the Town-gate, and before the 
Chief could have Notice, he was got into 
the FaFrory, with twenty or thirty of his At- 
tendants. The Alarm being mven, a refo- 
jfute bold' young Gentleman, a Fa 6 ior in the 
Company’s Service, called Mr. Richard Hor~ 
den, came running down Stairs, with his Fu- 
2,ee in his Hand, and his Bayonet ferewed on 
its Muzzle, and, prefenting it to the Nabobs 
Breafl, told him in the Gentow Language, 

( which he was Matter of ) that the Nabob. 
was welcom, but if any of his Attendants offe- 
red the leaft Incivility, his Life fliould an- 
fwer for it. ' The Nabob was furprifingly a- ' 
ttoniflied at the Refplution ' and' Bravery of 
the young 'Gentleman, and fat do.wh to con- 
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fider a little, Mr. Hordeii keeping the Muzzle 
of his Piece ftill at his Breaft, and one of the 
Nabob's Servants {landing all the While be- ' 
Ho'rden^ with a Dagger’s Point clofe 
to his Baclt, fo they had a Conference of 
half an Hour long, in thofe above mention- 
ed Poflures, and then the Nabob thought fit 
to be gone again, full of Wonder and Ad- 
miration of fo daring a Courage. 

T HERE are many ancient Pagods or Tem- 
ples in this Country, but there is one very 
particular that flands upon a little Mountain 
near Vizagapata?}!^ where they worfhip liv- 
ing Monkies; and, by Report, many Hun- 
dreds breed there, which are nourillied by 
the zealous Priefts, whofe Devotion confifls 
moftly in boy ling Rice and other Food for 
their comical little Gods, which, at Meal- 
times, afTemble at the Paged, and eat what 
is prepared for them, and retire again in good 
Order ; but it is'lefs dangerous to kill a Man 
near that Temple than a Monkey. I won’t 
venture to be a Judge, to determine whether 
the Prieft or the God is the moft ridiculous 
Brute, and yet I think the Prieft has fome 
Advantage of thofe on Zcloan^ who worlliip 
a Monkey’s Tooth only. 

Bimlifatam lies about 4 Leagues to the 
North-eafl of Vizaga^ata7n. The iDa.'^^’/'keep 
a fmall Faftory there, confifling of four En^ 
7'opeans. The Country People manufafture. 
Cloth, both coarfe and fine, which the 'Dutch 
buy up for Batavia. About 4 Miles off Shore, 

Bmli^ata??7j there are fome Rocks that 
' ' ‘ appear 
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appear above Water, called SanCfa ^Hla. A 
Ship may pafs between them and the Shore 
^vithout Danger. And that is all worth Ob- 
fcrvation there. 


■ There are no European Faftories to the 
Eaftward on the Coaft of CJoormondel, but 


Ganjam. It is kept for the Chief of Vizaga- 
fatam'z Ufe, tho’ a Company might find their 
Account there better than in many Places 
that they keep Fadlories in. Itiies about 55“ 
Leagues to the North-eaflward o^Vizaga^pa' 
tarn j but there are feveral other Places be- 
tween them on the CoafI, that drive a fmall 


Trade in Corn. Eondee^ Callingapatam and 
Suua^ore are the moll noted, but are not 
frequented by Europeans, 

The Country about Ganjam is fruitful jn 
Rice and Sugar-cane, and* they make pretty 
good Sugars, both white and brown. It has 
the Benefit of a River, but not navigable, 
nor the Bar pafTable for Ships, till the hlonth 
of Sept ember ^ that the Frelhes from the 
Mountains open it, and then there is three 
Fathoms on it, but it fimts again about the 
Beginning of November,, and, in the other 
Months, there are not above 7 or 8 Foot at 
High-water. 

The Town Hands about a Mile within, 
the Bar, on a riflng Ground, and is governed 
by a Chowdrte, an Officer deputed by the 
Nabob. And there is a Pagod in it, dedicar 
ted to an obfcene God, called Gopalfami. 
He is carried fometimes in Proceffion thro* 
the Streets, and fometimes into the Fields 
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near the Town. They allow him a CoacI^ 
becaufe he cannot walk, and he has always 
above a Dozen of Clergymen to accompany 
him in his Coach. Around his Temple, and 
on the Coach, are carved Figures of Gods and 
GoddeflTes, in fuch obfcene Poftures, that it 
would puzzle the Covent Garden Nymphs to 
imitate. One of his Company in the Coach 
has a Stick about two Foot in Length, and 
' one End is carved in Shape of a Triapis. 
The Stick is placed between his Legs, and 
the End flicking out before him, and all Vir- 
gins and married Women that never had 
Children, come and worfliip the Stick, and 
the Priefls beflow Bleflings on them to make 
them fruitful. The Woods produce Tim- 
ber for building. It is very heavy, but the 
■flrongefl Wood I ever faw, tho’ not lafling. 
They alfo produce Bees-wax and Stkklack, 
and pretty good Iron. And the inland Coun- 
tries manufaiflure Cotton into feveral Sorts of 
Cloths, both fine and coarfe, all fit for Ex- 
portation. The Seas produce many Sorts of 
excellent FiflieS, and the Rivers the befl Mul- 
lets ever I faw. In November and "December 
they have great Plenty of Seer-fifii, which is 
as favoury as any Salmon or Trout in Europe, 
i have feen them bought for three half Pence 
per Piece, each above ao lb. Weight. Wild 
Geefe and Duck are plentiful and good here, 
and Antilopes are fold for fifteen Pence 
Piece, ' 


Chap, 
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CHAP. XIXI 

Treats of the Sea-coaf md fo7ne hilmid C07m~ 
tries in the ancient Kingdom t?/'Orixaj by 
the Natives calkd Oria ; with an> Account 
- of the famous Temple of Jagarynat. 

I N the Year 1708. I had Occafion to tra- 
vel from Gamjani to Ballajbre, by Land, 
>^iiich gave me an Opportunity to fee more of 
the Countries thro’ which I travelled, than 
moft others could have who travelled by Sea. 
About three Miles to the Eaftward of Ganja-m 
is lllm^e, at the End of a ' Ridge of Moun- 
tains, that divide the ancient Kingdom of 
Golcoudah from 07‘'ixa. Its End runs within- 
Piftol-iliot of the Sea, and there were three 
or four Sentinels to demand a Tax on every 
Head that pafi; out of, or into Orixa. I had 
feventeen Servants to carry my Talan queen 
and Baggage, and all the Tax amounted to 
about three Shillings Stcrl. Proceeding far- 
ther, I came to Manikapata'm^ where there 
is a great Inlet from the Sea ; but, about a 
Mile from its Mouth, it divided itfelf into 
many Chanels, which made many fmall I- 
jQands. The Mogul had an OfBcer there, 
who examined from whence we came, and 
iidiither we were bound. Our Anfwers were 
fatisfatlory, and he prefented us with fome 
'Poultry, .Rice and Butter, and gave us a Place 
to lodge in. And, altho’ we law Plenty of 
Fifli in the Rivers, yet Money could not 
purchafe one of them, becaufc there is a Pa^

vet Moriey couru, ^ 
1, bscaufe there is a 
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eod on a little Hill built of Iron-coloured 
Stone, where all the Animals of the watery 
Element are worfliipped. And Water-fowls 
fo facred, that tky' muft not be killed. 
Our next Stage was at the famous Temple of 
• JdmrynaU which, in clear Weather, may 
be feen from Manika^atam. In our Way we 
fa'w great Numbers of Deer and Antilqpes, 
fo tame, that they would not move out of 
our Way, till we approacht within five or fix 
Yards of them. Water wild Fowl were al- 
fo numerous and fearlefs, for none dares kill 
them under Pain of Excommunication, which 
cannot be removed but by round Sums to the 
Church Poultry there is plentiful, but can- 
not be killed by the Tagans, becaufe they 
worfiiip them ; nor can Strangers purchafe 
them, 'only the Mahometans^ who make no 
Account of their canon Laws, make^ bold to 
facrifice them, and Fifh too, as we do in Great. 


In all thlsTraft between Gaujam and Ja. 
parynat, the vifible God in moft Elleem is 
Gopalfamh whofe Temples, as I faid before, 
are decorated with obfcene Reprefentations 
of Men and Women in indecent Poftures, al- 
fo of Demons and Caco-demons, whofe Ge- 
nitals are of a prodigious Size in Propoition 
to their Bodies. The filthy Image is wor- 
fliipped by all the Heathens of both Sexes, 
but barren Women are his greateftDevotees; 
and bring him the beft Oblations. _ ^ 

"fa^arynat has vafl Crowds of Pilgrims to 

vifit him from all Parts of India. His Temple 

Bands 
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Hands in a Plain about a Mile from the Sea^’ 
and no Mountains nor Outlets of Rivers 
near it. It is built of a free hard Stone, the 
Pedeftal of large fquare Stone, and clofe by 
it is a Ciftern built about with large oblong 
fquare Stones of different Colours, viz. Brick- 
colour^ light blue, gray and white. The Ci- 
Itern has Steps that run the whole Length 
of the Ciftern, which is about 4001*5*0 Yards, 
and, at the End oppofite to the Pagod, Steps 
of the whole Breadth of it, which is about 
^5* or 30 Yards, each Step about a Foot deep, 
defcending, by Gradation, under the Surface 
of the Water, which did 'not feem to be 
clear, but, they fay, is three Fathoms deep 
in the Middle. This Ciftern or Tank is wal- 
led round with a Stone Wall about $ Foot 
high, with two Iron Gates to let in Pilgrims* 
and keep*out unfanftified Perfons, as Chri- 
fiians, Mahometans^ &c. for all Pilgrims are 
obliged to wafli in that T %nk before they go 
into the Temple to worlliip. The Temple 
is built in the Shape of a Canary Pipe fet on 
End, about 40 or 50 Yards high, about 
the Middle is the Image of an. Ox cut in one 
intire Stone, bigger than a live one. He 
looks towards the South-eaft, and his hin- 
der Parts are fixt in the Wall. TheFabrick 
is crowned with a Top about the fame Dia- 
meter that it is in the Middle, and the Tem- 
ple being exadlly round, makes* no contem- 
ptible Figure in Architedure. On the W eft 
Side of the Pagod, there is a large Chapel 
that joyns it, ’ wherein Sermons are daily 

preach^ 
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preached ; and there are feme Convents at 
a little Diftance for the Priefts to lodge iDg 
who daily officiate. There are, in all, abont 
500 of them that belong to the Paged, who 
daily boyl Rice and Pulfe for the Ufe of the 
God, They report, that there are five Can- 
dies daily dreft, each Candy containing i6cx> 
Ik Weight. When fome Part has been car^ 
ried before the Idol, and the Smoke had fa- 
luted his Mouth and Nofe, then the Remain- 
der is fold out, in fmall Parcels, to thofe who 
will buy it, at very reafonable Rates, and the 
Surplus is ferved out to the Poor, who are 
ever attending the Pagod out of a pretend- 
ed Devotion : And this Food, that is dreft 
for the Pagod, has a particular Privilege a- 
bove other Eatables, that the purified Hea^ 
then is not contaminated by eating out of the ' 
fame Difh with polluted Chriftians or Mah^ 
metans, tho’ in another Place, it would be 
reckoned' a mortal Sin. 

I ftaid there one Day and two Nights, and 
rny Lodgings were An an Houfe very near 
the Pagod. The Nights were fpent in beat- 
ing on Tabors and Brafs Cymbals, with 
Songs of Praifes on Jagarynat^ who is only 
a Stone God, not carved into a Figure, but 
an irregular pyramidal black Stone of about 
4 or 500 lb. Weight, with two rich Diamonds 
placed near the Top, to reprefent Eyes, and 
a Nofe and Mouth painted with Vermilion, 
to Ihew his Devotees that he can both fmell 
and tafte. There are no Windows in the 
Temple to give Light, fo that he has Ufe 
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for about loo Lamps continually burning be« 
fore him. He is railed about, that none may 
approach near him but his Priells ; and on- 
ly thoie of the firfl: Quality dare enter into 
the SanUtum fauEior'im. 

I would fain have gone into the Temple^ 
but could not be admitted, tho’ I profered 
the Value of three Guineas for Admittance, 
but I fent one of my Servants, who was a 
Geutow, to obferve what he could, and he 
brought me the foregoing Account. 

H E is never removed out of the Temple, 
but his Effigie is often carried abroad in Pro- 
cejflion, mounted on a Coach four Stories 
high. It runs on eight or ten Wheels, and 
is capable to contain iiear ^oo Perfons. It is 
drawn thro’ a large Street about $o Yards 
wide, and half a League long, by a Cable of 
14 Inches Circumference, and, at convenient 
Diftances, they fallen fmall Ropes to the 
Cable, two or three Fathoms long, fo that 
upwards of 2000 People have Room enough 
to draw the Coach, and fome old Zealots, 
as it palfes thro’ the Street, fall flat on the 
Ground, to have the Honour to be cruilit to 
Pieces by the Coach Wheels, and, if they 
meet with that good Fortune to be killed 
outright, the Priefts make the Mob believe, 
that the Defunft’s Soul is much in favour 
with the Idol, but if only a Leg, a Thigh or 
an Arm are cruflit, then the Devotee is not 
fanftified enough to be taken Notice of, how- 
ever, if they die of their Bruifes, their Bo- 
dies are burned as w’ell-as the others, and 

their 
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their Souls go into Paradife, or a Place ve- 
17 near it, without flopping at the half-way 
Houfe to be purged from their Sing, as 0- 
thers lefs pure are obliged to do. ^ , 

THEt have a Tradition, that this famous 
Idol was not originally of the Country he 
now flays in, but, 3 or 4000 Years agd, he 
fwimm’d over the Sea, and fome Fihiers feeing 
him ly at High-water Mark, went near him> 
and, to their great Aftonifhment, heard him 
fay in their own vernacular Language, tbaP 
•he came out of pure Charity to rejiae arnong 
them, and defired that he might have d good 
Lodging hiiilt for him, on that fame ^ot of 
Ground that he novo dwells on.. The Filhers 
told this Story to their ghoftly Fathers, who 
came in Troops to fee the Stone that could 
talk fo prettily, and would have excufed 
themfelves of the Trouble of building an 
Houfe fit to entertain his Godihip, but he 
would not be denied ,* and, tho’ therd are no 
Stone-quarries nor Mountains to be feeri with- 
in Reach of the, Eye, he promifed to furnifli 
them with good Stone and Lime to build Iris 
^ Houfe, if they would but take the Troubld, 
and fo, every Night, Materials werd brought 
as there was Need, and, in a fliort Time, his 
Houfe was built, as it now is. Arid there are 
reckoned, in the fame Town, no lefs than 
400 Temples built in Honour to Jagaryndt 
and his Relations^ 

UMiJagarynat ftaidbut twenty or thirty 
Centuries, and fwimm’d to the Shore of foine 
Chrijiiau Qatholick Country, he would have 
t ^ B b foulid 
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found an hearty Welcome, and would not 
have been obliged to confine himfelf to one 
Houfe without Windows, but would have 
had an hundred Palaces built for him, with 
fwinging great W indows for to give him Day- 
light, and Hundreds of good Wax-candles 
burning before -him Night and Day, inftead 
of Lamps, whofe Charge is much lefs than 
Virgin Wax, and their tight much dimmer. 

Whether this Story of Jagarynat^ or 
’ thofe of the miraculous Adventures of Xavi- 
. cr, and the Ship that run from Cape Bona. 
Ef])eranza to Goa in one Night, are mofl 
to be credited, I leave to the Determination 
of the unprejudiced Judges of Controverfy 
in Points polemical. 

The Prince of this Country is an Heathen, . 
.and pays a Tribute to the Mogul of a Lack 
of Rupees yearly, or ixyooL. Sterl. which is 

F aid into the Exchequer at Cat tack. And the 
rince exafts a Tax of half a Crown per Head 
on every Pilgrim that comes to the Pagod to 
' worfliip, which generally amounts' to 75000 
L, per Annum. 

This Country abounds in Corn, Cloth, 
Cattle, Deer and Antelopes. Bears and Mon- 
kies are very numerous and fearlefs. There 
is alfo Plenty of Water-fowl, Partridge and 
Pheafant, all tame, becaufe none dares .kill 
them but the Prince, except thofe whom 
he gives written Licences to, and they are 
but ieldom obtained. The Country is wa- 
tered with many fmali Rivers, whofe Out- 
lets to the Sea are at Manikapatam and Ar~ 

Jipore 
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Jipore, and there are many Bridges of Stone 
over thofe little Rivers, and great Numbers 
of Beggars near thofe Bridges, asking Alms 
in the Name of Jagarynat. 

The Prince who reigned in Anno 1708. 
had a peculiar Efteem for Europeans in ge- 
neral,, for, one Day as he was a hunting, his 
Horfe fell, and the Prince broke his Thigh- 
bone, and accidentally an European Surge- 
on being in the Town, fet the Bone, and 
made a perfeft Cure, and was rewarded with 
45" L. Sterl. for it. 

W H E N I was there, he was abroad a hun- 
ting, and he fent me a Compliment, that he 
delired to fee me ; but I excufed myfelf on 
account of my having a Fit of the Gout, and 
he was fatisfied with the Excufe, and fent 
me a good fat Buck for my Supper ; and fe- 
veral of the bed Gentlemen in Town, came, 
with their Compliment^, next Morning, to 
invite me to day a few. Days till his High- 
nefs returned from hunting ; but my Bufinefs 
being preding, I returned their Civilities in 
thepropered Terms I could, and took Leave 
to proceed on my Journey. 

When I had travelled three or four Lea- 
gues from Jagarynat^ I left the Sea-lhore, and 
took my W ay towards Caftacki on a^ very 
fine Road, where I faw many Droves of Cat- 
tle and wild 'Game, and feveral Monuments 
of zealous Pilgrims, who had fignalized them- 
felves by fevere Penances, and one particu- 
larly, that, about three Months before I was 
there, had, out of Zeal, built a Tomb for 
t B b 2. him- 
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himfelf, and, when it .was finiflied, took Ms 
Leave of his Friends in Form, and entred 
into his new Celh and flaid tiil he died for 
Want of Suftenance. I challenge any Cbrifiu 
mi Penitents to do more, in Ads of Supers 
erogation, than this blind Heathen did.

CHAP. XXXIL 

Is art Account of the marit'm Towns on the 
Coaft <?/'Orixa, which terminates at Balk- 
fore; alfo of fome inland T laces through 
which I travelled. . ' 

ROM the Dominions of j^arynat, I 
In came into thofe of Arjlyore. The .Town, 
where the refided, is named after the 

Province, and there is a fine River that in- 
vites Str.angers to. frequent it for Cotton 
.Cloth and Rice, that this. Country affords in 
great Plenty. An<J, in fixfcore Miles that ! 
travelled between jagarynat and dattack^ I 
found little elfe worth noticing but Numbers 
of Villages interfperft in the , plain Countries, 
and, at every ten or twelve; Miles End, a 
Fellow to demand Junkaun or Ppll-money 
for me and tny . Servants, which generally 
name to a Peny or three half Pence a- Piece, 
fo that, in the whole, it coil me about i L, 
Sterl. for Paflage-gilt. • : 

. T H E, next Place to Arfipore, on . the Se^-’ 
coaft, is^ RayforCi that ffands on the Banks , 
.of the River oiCattack^ where it difembogu.es 

. . ■ into 
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into the Sea, about mid-way between Point 
Falfo and Point Fnlmeira. It has a fine Bar 
affording feven Fathoms W ater on it in Spring- 
tides. It is not frequented by Enro^eans^ 
tho’, no Doubt, it was before Aurengzeb 
conquered the Country, for it produceth 
Corn, Cloth very fine. Butter and Oyl in 
great Abundance. The CiiyofCattackfiand^ 
on an Ifland of this River, about xy Leagues 
from the Sea. 

\V HE N I came to the River of Caftack, I 
efpied a fmall Paged, built in Form of a Cu- 
pola. >' The Out-fide had Holes in it, like the 
Holes of a Pigeon-houfe, placed in Order, 
I and in each Hole was a Man’s Skull. Enqui- 
ring the Reafon why fuch a Number of Skulls 
were put there, I was informed, that when 
Aurengzeb's Army came to befiege Cattack^ 
there was a Confpiracy in the Town to be- 
tray it, but being detedled, above five Hun- 
dred that were concerned in it, were, by Or- 
der of the King of Orixa^ who was then in 
the City, condemned to be beheaded, and 
their Heads to be placed in thofe Holes, and 
there they have continued ever fince. Clofc 
by that Temple, we took Boat to carry us to 
the City, the River, on that Side, being about 
a Mile broad, and founding it in the Middle, 
I found fix Fathoms. The River Water is 
very clear, and wholfoni to drink, and dc- 
feends with a flow Stream. 

The Springs of the River arc from the 
Mountains of Gnttij within 40 Leagues of 
Goaj and, in its Pafiage, wailies Part of the 
B b 3 King- 
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Kingdoms of Tdinga^ Vtfapo're, GolcondnJj, 
and Orixa, iDlelling all the Countries that it 
paiTes through, with Fertility of Corn, cveii 
to the Place where it lofes it felf,and there 
it is alfo beneficent, in affording a conveni- 
ent Harbour for Shipping, tho’ it is not much 
frequented by. Strangers, and not at' all by 
Europeans. A believe the Reafon is, that ma- 
ny A, of dilfcrcnt Intcrells, have their 
Countries on the Sides of the River, and they, 
load the Trade with fo many Taxes' and Im- 
pofitions, that the induflrious Merchant' can- 
not get any Profit by his Labour; and the 
Reins pf'.thc Mogul"^ Government ' being fo 
llack in' thofe Parts, the Nabob of Orixa is 
hot capable to keep the contentious Rajahs 
in better Order. • • . ■ ■ 

, Cattack is Fill a large City, walled ‘ round, 
and a good many Cannon planted on its 
Walls, but neither the Wall nor Artillery are 
kept in good' Order. ’ TheTownMsnot one 
Quarter Part Inhabited; but the Ruins' of 
many large Buildings fiievv fufficiently its an- 
cient Grandeur, when Kings kept their Courts 
there.' ‘ Its Figure is an Oblong for a League' 
long, and a Mile broad. ' It is garifoned with 
5000 Foot, and $00 Horfe. ’ 

The Enq^lifh Company had once a fine 
Fadioryin (daitacL ’ Moll: of its Walls were 
fianding m'Anno 1708. and a Garden that be- 
longed to the Fa< 51 ory,was then in good Re- 
pair; kept by a Perfon of Quality in the Town. 
The Country about abounds in Corn and 
Cattle, and tame and ’wild Fowl are very. 
' " ” • ' - ■ ■' ' plenti- 
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plentiful and good. Tlicir Manufntiory is 
in Cotton Cloths, coarfe aiid fine of all Sorts, 
and very cheap, and fo are Butter and Oyl. 
I bought a few Sccrlmnds and Sanims there, 
to know the DiS'erence of the Prices between 
Cattack and Ballafoj'e Markets, and I found 
Cattack fold liicm about 6o j>cr Cent, cheap- 
er than Bdhfof'C'^ but, on the Road, which 
is about 35- Leagues long, we paid feven or 
eight Times Toll for our Heads and Goods, 
which made them come out about /rr 
Cent, better than Ballaforc Market. 

That Part of the River, on the North 
Side of Catt/ick.^ is very fliallow. W hen 1 pall: 
it, there were not above three Foot W'atcr in 
it. They have a Cullom in this Town, that, 
when any Stranger travels thro' it, he mull 
find Surety, tliat he’ll carry none of the In- 
habitants off with him, without the Kahob\ 
Permiflion, and if the Stranger can find no 
Sccurit3'^, the Nabob's Secretary becomes 
bound for paying him ten Rupees for the 
Danger he runs. Two ’Butch Rcnagodocs.^ 
who were in rile Nabob's Service as Gun- 
nel’s, came to wait on me, with a Prefent of 
Mutton, Fowl and Fifli, and profered to be 
my Sureties. I rewarded them u'ith the 
ufual Pcrquifitc due to the Secretary, and 
gave them a Bottle of Nrnch Brandy j which 
they fet a great V aluc on. 

Whck *1 left CatiacC 1 travelled about y:- 
Miles in two Days, and came to Badruch^ 
which hands on the Side of a River, thatruns 
into the Sea at Cnnnaca^ about io Miles bclo-w 

B b 4 Ba~ 
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iadrnck. There are about rooo Houfes in 
ir, and a fmall' Mud-wall Fort, but never a 
Gun in it. The Inhabitants are moflly em- 
plo^^ed in Husbandry, Spinningj Weaving 
and Churning, and Butter here is pretty cheap, 
being accounted dear at a Peny per Pound 
W eight. In two Days I travelled from Ba- 
dviick to Bdllaforcy and faw nothing in the 
Way, but Things common and indifferent, 
the Produ61: of the Country being Corn and 
Cloth, Iron, Annife and Cummin-feeds, Oyl 
and Bees-wax. Iron is fo plentiflil, that they 
call Anchors for Ships in Moulds, but they 
arc not fo good as thofe made in Europe. 

I mufl now return back to Rayjpore^ and 
trayel along the Sea-coaft. Four Leagues 
i\'gm.Raypore\s the Iflandof?*^/w^?/r^, which 
lies about a Mile from the Shore, and has a 
Chanel of two Fathoms deep between them. 
The Country is here very low, but the I-? 
Fand lower, and it fends off a very dange- 
rous Sand Bank fo far into the Sea, that the 
Ifland can fcarcely be feen till a Ship is a- 
^roi]nd! \y ithin 50 Paces of the Bank are 
lixteen Fathoms Water, which fudden Shal- 
iowings make it the more dangerous. 

Three Leagues to the Northward of the 
Point Bdhiciraj is Cimnaca, which River is 
capable to receive a Ship of aoo Tuns'. It 
has a- Bar, but not dangerous, becaufe the 
pea is fmooth^ and the Bottom foft. The 
'Nabob of Qattack commands the North Side 
pf thp River, arid a Rajah the other, v^diich 
makes them both court the Merchant that

of the Eaft Indies’; 

Hornes to trade there, for he pays Cuflom 
only to the Sovereign, whofe Side of the 
River his Ship lies on. The Produce and 
Manufaftories of the Country, I mentioned 
already. 

About ix Leagues to the Northward of 
Cunnaca, is the River’s Mouth of Ballafore, 
where there is a very dangerous Bar, fufS- 
ciently well known by the many Wracks and 
Loffes made by it. Between Cmmaca and 
Ballafore Rivers there is one continued Tan- 
dy Bay, where prodigious Numbers of Sea 
Tortoifes refer t to lay their Eggs ; and a ve- 
ry delicious Fifli called the Tn'raflee^ comes 
in Sholes, and are fold for two Pence 
Hundred. Two of them are fufficient to dine 
a moderate Man, j- 

The Town is but 'four Miles from the 
Sea by Land, but, by the River, twenty. The 
Country is fruitful to Admiration, produc- 
ing Rice, Wheat, Gram, ’Doll Gallavances^ 
feveral Sorts ofPulfe,Annife, Cummin, Cori- 
ander and Caraway .Seeds, Tobacco, Butter, 
Oyl and Bees-wax. Their Manufadories are 
of Cotton in Sannis, Caffas, Demeties, MuU 
mils. Silk, and Silk and Cotton Romals, Gur- 
rahs and Bungles ; and of Herba (a Sort of 
tough Grafs ) they make Ginghams, Binafeos, 
and feveral other Goods for Exportation. 

The Englijh, French and Dutch have 
their refpeaive Fadfories here, but, at.pre- 
•fent, are of little Confideration, tho’ in for- 
pier Times, before the Navigation of Hngji- 
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ly River was cultivated, they were the head 
Faftories in the Bay or Gulf of Bengal. 

The Town of Ballafore drives a pretty 
good Trade to the lilands of Maldiva. 
Tfaofe Iflands, as I obferved before, have no 
Rice or other Grain of their own Produft, 
fo that Ballafore fupplies them with what 
Neceflaries they want, and, in Return, bring 
Cow'ries and Cayar for the Service of Ship- 
ping. The Sea-fliore of Ballafore being ve- 
ry low, and the Depths of W ater very gra- 
dual from the Strand, make Ships, in Balia- 
fire Road, keep at a good Diftance from the 
Shore, for, in four or five Fathoms, they ride 
three Leagues off. 

From Ayril to October is the Seafon for 
Shipping to come into the Bay of Bengal. 
Pilots ly ready at Ballafore to carry them up 
the River Hugbly^ which is a fmall Branch 
of the famous Ganges. The EwA^enn Com- 
panies, before mentioned, keep theirs always 
in Pay ; but, when none of their own Ship- 
ping is there, their Pilots have the Liberty 
to ferve other Ships, which is no fmall Ad- 
vantage to them. 

The People about Ballaforeh^vt one par- 
ticular Cultom that I never heard of in any 
other Country, viz. they take a Piece of 
foft Clay, and make it in the Form of a large 
Suppofitory, and they harden it in the Sun, 
till it .comes to the Confiftence of foft Wax, 
andj vvhen they think it fit for Ufe, they 
put it into the right Intefline, immediately 
after Exoneration. This, they alledge, keeps

them cool,' thoV after, it, has been 'in TJfe a 


Day and’ a . Night, if becomes hardj - but, eve- 
ry' Morning they have a nen^ one ready for 
Ufe., 


Th e RE is a Report current' among thfe 
BugliJJpni that the old EaJf-wdidQom- 

panydenrOd one Captain Goodldd'd was 
going in their Service' CoilirnandeRof a, ' Ship 
tb 'Beugal^ that he would bring them lipme 
Idine indfah KAxitg that had never beerr.feen 
in before. ‘' And being lodged in. 

the Faddry at Balldjbrei looking out of his 
Window, one Morning, he faw forhe People 
making Dfe of their Suppofitories, and leaving 
the old hard, bak’d ones behind them'. He 
immediately 'bethought hirafelf of tile Com- 
miffion he had from’hi's IVlaftersr and judged 
that they , might be' Rarities never Teen in 
rd^e- before, and. ordered a fmall Keg to be 
'filled -with' them. ;Wheii he brought therii- to 
EngtdhdjXhd^ proved .'to be fuch as' they Had 
-never feen* • Some Gentlemen, mbre curious 
than tlie rell, fcrapc foine of them to try the 
Tafte, but they’ftill- continued in the Dark, till 
the comical Captain gave, them an Account of 
their ;Ufe' and , Viitue;.. C 


The Sides of tlie’ River are overgrown 
with Bullies, which give Shelter to many 
fierce and troublefora Tigers, who do muck 
Mifchief. \\u\qv 7 EngUJh Man that was 
in a Ship’s Boat laden withTrelli Water, ly- 
ing in the River, waiting the Tide to carry 
her over the Bar, and this Man had the Cu- 
riofity to ftep alliore, and being a little W ay 

from 
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from the Boat, had a Call to exonerate, and 
iiad nofooner put himfelf in a Poftiire near 
the Bullies, but out leaps a Tiger, and caught 
both his Buttocks in his Mouth, and was for 
carrying him away, bur one of the Seamen 
in the Boat feeing the Tragedy, took iIp a 
JMusker, and placed a Bullet in the Tiger’s 
Head, while the Man was in his Mouth help- 
Jefs. The Tiger immediately lethim fall, and 
fculkt in among the Bullies, and the wound- 
ed Man was carried on board of his Ship, 
and the Surgeon made a perfeft Cure of the 
Wounds. I faw the Marks of the -Wounds 
three or four Years after the Accident hap- 
pened to him. 

And now having led you as far Eaftward as 
Alcxa}i(ier^\z Great led his Army, even to the 
.famous River Ganges, which put a Stop to his 
Travels, I’ll venture farther, and vifit both the 
Banks of that River, upwards and downwards, 
and then march as far Eaft as our European 
Mavigation has as 3^er difeovered. Thefecond 
Volume will difeover whether I keep my Pro- 
mife or not, and fo I proceed.
